LONDON, March 12 (4).—A Shangia: 
lispatch to fhe Sunday Observer says 
the Cantonese, are expected to capture 
Nanking “within the next three days, 
their. troops.now. being within thirty 
miles’ of that city. 

Meanwhile, the dispatch says, Mar- 
shal Sun’ Chuan-fang, erstwhile ae- 
fender of S$ hai, is in Nanking, 
where’ the Northern authorities are 
trying to extract as much ‘money as 
possible from him.

William H. King, Democrat, of Utah, 
will not be permitted to visit Haiti, 
according to word received late today

sona non grata to the Government of

present it in person to Secretary Kel- 
logg. Mr. Price will explain in detail 
the reasons that prompts his Govern- 
ment to refuse to allow Senator King, 
who is: now in Porto Rico, to land in 
Haiti. 

Inquiry at the State Department 
brought out the fact that upon learn: 
ing of the refusal of the Haitian Gov- 
ernment to permit Senator King to en- 
ter the country, .the department in- 
structed Jotify, Ws Russel, ‘High Com- 
missioner at Port au’ Prinéé, to use 
his good offices With the: ‘President of 
Haiti in an endeayor..to..persuede, him, 
to permit Senator King to enter. The 
department felt that it would be best 
for all concerned that Senator King 
have an opportunity to observe at first 
hand the benefits which it ‘felt, had 
accrued to Haiti from American occu- 
pation. 

President Borno refused to lift the 
ban against Senator King, stating that 
Mr. King had attacked him personally. 
The President explained that Senator 
King’s visit to Haiti was to have been 
made the occasion .of political. anti- 
Government demonstrations. He 
feared that unrest might result which 
would have an unfortunate effect on 
the economic situation of the island. 
He did not feel, therefore, that he 
could change his decision: 

The departrhént does not believe that 
it can take further action in the case. 

Message to Minister Price. 


The message sent by the Haitian 
Foreign Minister to the envoy here was 
as follows: 


PORT-AU PRiNCE, March 12, 
‘lo: the Minister of Haiti: 

. Please forward immediately to the 
United States newspapers’ the fol- 
lowing information : 

Mr. William H. King having: ex- 
pressed his intention of going to 
Haiti, the Hatian Government has 
notified him that. it,considers him as 
undesirable and that, access to the 
territory of Haiti is forbidden. to him. 

The attitude of the Haitian Gov- 
ernment is justified by the following 
reasons: : 

First—Mr. King has publicly ut- 
tered in the United States a false 
and offensive declaration arainst the 
President of Haiti and his coadju- 
tors who are faithfully carrying out 
the treaty of 1915. voted ‘by the Sen- 
ate of the United States and by the 
legislative body of Haiti. 

Second—Mr. King has made himselt 
in the United States tie agent of th:

March 11, 1927. 
Excellency: 

With reference to the memorandum 
handed by the American Ambassa- 
dor to his ‘Majesty’s Secretary ot 
State for Foreign Affairs (to the Im- 
perial Japanese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs), Feb. 10, 1927, regarding the 
possibility of the initiation of nego- 
tiations at Geneva concerning the 
limitation of naval armament be- 
tween the representatives of the pow- 
ers. signatories of the Washington 
Treaty of 1922, my Government is 
pleased as the result of informal con- 
versations that the British Govern- 
ment (that the Imperial Japanese 
Government) is willing to participate 
in negotiations with the United States 
and Japan (Great Britain). 

The American Government regrets 
that France and Italy should have 
formally refused the President's in- 
vitation and shares the opinion of his 
Majesty's .\Government that their 
presence would be most’ welcome at 
such a conterence, : This Government 
sincerely hopes, therefore, that they 
may decide to be represented at least 
in some informal manner at the con- 
versations contemplated. 

These conversations, it now ap- 
pears, could . most advantageously 
and conveniently begin at Geneva on 
the first day of June, or soon there-

Chicago, Where 
“Two Are Caught After Mor- 
tally Wounding Policeman. 








Mexicans and Americans Had 
Thrice Escaped Execution for 
Slaying a Deputy Warden. 





CHICAGO, March 12 (@).—Six con- 
demned murderers in jail at Joliet bid 
desperately for freedom today, but one 
tiny, detail of an otherwise perfect pian 
miscarried and their .spectacular at- 
tempt to’escape, the second they have 
made, went for nought. 

Three of them, Mexicans, got. to,Chi- 
cago, where the chain ‘of ‘fortuitous: in- 
cidents which marked ‘their break for 
liberty was broken, and two of them 
were recaptured,.one probably fatally 
shot, ‘after a Da eit aie detec- 

Two md the; 
| abot, and one died of greek igi 'to- 
night. The other. three convicts. Amer- 
icans, fell victims of a hitch in their 
plot and did not get beyond the walls 
of the jail. 

A warrant charging Edward F. Gib- 
bons, jail guard who sat in front of 
the Mexicans’ cell when they pushed 
out the previously sawed bars, with 
aiding their éscape, was issued late 
tonight on complaint of Sheriff Al- 
bert A. E.. Markgraf. Gibbons was 
arrested when he went to the jail at 
midnight ‘to report for duty. 

Two women were. also arrested in 
Chicago. 

For several weeks the convicts had 
been held in the Joliet jail with the 
date for their execution thrice set for 
the ‘murder of Peter Klein, deputy 
warden at the model new penitentiary 
at.Stateville, from which they escaped 
May 65 last. 

Twice the day of death was post- 
poned afterall arrangements had been 
made for two triple hangings by stays 
issued by the trial Judge, and. only 
last week, with the executions set for 
yesterday. Justice Frederick R. De 
Young issued-a writ of error, citing 
their case for review by. the high 
cqurt. 

The condemned men are Charles 
Duchowski, Charlies Schader and Wal- 
ter Staleski, Americans, and Gregorio 
Rizo, Robert Torrez and Bernardo 
Roa, Mexicans. They were convicted 
of having stabbed and beaten Klein 
to. death. 

Break Carefully Prepared. 


Despite the statement in Chicago of 
Torrez,, who was. recaptured, that the 
bars were sawed tast midnight, they 
apparently had been prepared some

The Republican legislative program 
for the remainder of the session was 
decided upon yesterday at a conference 
between George K. Morris, Republican 
State Chairman; Speaker Joseph <A.

PASSENGER KILLED 
IN AIRPLANE CRASH 


‘Unlicensed Pilot, Seriously In- 
jured, Is Held on Charge 


of Homicide.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I1., March 12.—A 
passenger riding in the cockpit of a 
civilian airplane operated by an unli- 
censed pilot was instantly killed this 
evening and the pilot was seriously in- 
jured wnen the plane crashed from a 


height of fifty feet at North Merrick. 

Nicholas Spelino, 19 yéars old, a plas- 
terer, of Roosevelt, L. 1., was the pas- 
senger. The pilot was Paul Kotze, 22 

ears old, an automobile mechanic, of 

ichard Avenue, Merrick, L. I. He 
was taken to the Nassau Hospital at 
Mineola suffering from a broken nose 
and cuts about the face, arms and 
legs. Kotze, who regained conscious- 
ness in the hospital, probably will re- 
cover, the doctors say. He is being 
held on a technical charge of homicide. 

Kotze purchased the plane about two 
years ago and kept it in a barn near 
Meadowbrook and Jerusalem Avenues, 
North Merrick, where the accident 

* fRappened. This afternoon he took Spe- 
lino for a ride and, with the passenger 
sitting in the froht seat of the plane, 
had attained a height of about fifty 
feet when the motor was cut off. The 
engine failed to pick. up when Kotze 
tried to start it again, and the plane 
dropped in a nose dive. 

The machine turned over when it 
struck the ground, but it did not catch 
fire. Kotze and Spelino were buried 
in the wreckage and were dragged out 
by persons who saw the crash.

COMMISSION PICKS. AIDE 





Trade Board Invites Officials to 
Help Prepare Plan for 
Non-Partisan Control. 








Alvin Untermyer to Work With His 
Father—To Ask About 
Stock Buying. 





The New York Boara of Trade and 
Transportation took steps yesterday 
toward drafting a plan in line with 
its proposal to put control of New 
York City transit in the hands of a 
nonpartisan commission, and an- 
nounced that it had called a confer- 
ence in its headquarters. at 41 Park 
Row. The intention of the board to 
prepare such a plan was disclosed at 
a luncheon meeting last week. 

The decision to go ahead at once 
with preparing a plan, which will be 
started before the Trarisit Commission 
can prepare its. transit readjustment 


plan, was taken at a conference be- 
tween Edward ut, Chairman of the 


and Charles J. Columbus, its Execu- 
tive Secretary. It was decided to in- 
vite to this conference the members 
of the Port of New York Authority, 
George S. Silzer, John F. Galvin, Otto 
B. Shuloff, Herbert K. Twitchell, 
Frank C. Ferguson and F. M. Rice, 
and the mem of the Board of 
Water Supply, George J. Gillespie, 
ie P. Sinnott and Philip F. Dono- 
ue. 

“We do not propose to work in a 
haphazard way,”’ said Mr. Plaut. “We 
expect to receive valuable advice from 
the members of the Port Authority 
and Water Board, but our investiga- 
tion will not stop there. Invitations 
to future conferences will go to men 
and organizations who know how good 
transportation can and should be de- 
veloped.” 


Name Associate Counsel. 


The Transit Commission announced 
the appointment of Alvin Untermyer 
as associate special counsel to work 
with his father, Samuel Untermyer, 
and Clarence M. Lewis, counsel of the 
commission, in the preparation of its 
readjustment plan. 

Samuel Untermyer, who is now on a 
cruise around the world, is expected 
to return April 15, and the work of 
examining witnesses preparatory to 
the formulation of a plan is expected 
to begin about May 1. Data has al- 
ready been prepared by the commis- 
sion’s accounting staff and the special 
expert accountants engaged at Mr. 
Untermyer’s request, and will be ready 
for examination by his associates at 
the time originally set, March 15. 

The accountants have ovtained con- 
siderable information concerning mar- 
ket transactions in transit securities, 
and Mr. Untermyer intends to examine 
witnesses on these transactions and to 
seek to establish the real ownership 
of both the B. M. T. and the I. R. T., 
in view of the report that Thomas L. 
Chadbourne, Gerhard M. Dahl and 
others interested in the B. M. T. have 
purchased what amounts to control of 
the Interborough company. 

The commission counts on the co- 
operation of John H. Delaney and 
Daniel L. Ryan of the Board of Trans- 
portation, who visited the commis- 
sion’s offices for the first time last 
week, although on another matter. 


Community Councils’ Plea. 


The commission has received from 
the Community Councils a request for 


an extension of time to April 30 in 
which to submit its suggestion for a 
readjustment plan. In view of the fact 
that the commission and its counsel 
will probably be engaged until April 
30 in examining the data already pre- 
pared and with conference the com- 
mission has informed the Community 
Councils that its plan, if submitted 
by the time it says it can have it 
ready, will be considered by the com- 
mission. 

In its letter the Community Councils 
said: 

“The former Transit Commission, 
with a very large appropriation, had 
in work and under consideration this 
subject for five years without bring- 
ing about the desired result. 

“The present Transit Commission 
has had the matter under study with 
its experts for the past ten months. 

“The Board of Transportation, all of 
whose activities are along subway 
planning and construction, have been 
at work on the matter since July, 1924. 

“The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment has for the past ten years 
had its engineering force and members 
studying the subject, and it has not 
yet been able to devise a plan. 

“Controller Berry has recently been 
authorized to engage an engineer to 
study, investigate and report upon the 
matter and it is also stated in the 
public press that he will appoint a 
committee of citizens to aid in the 
work. This study is merely started 
and will take time. 

“The $300,000,000 bond issue, which 
was supported by this organization at 
the legislative hearing, has not yet} 
been acted upon by the Legislature, 
and it is impossible for any person or 
organization to complete a plan with- 
out knowing whether or not the 
moneys which this bond issue will pro- 
vide will be forthcoming. The Legis- 
lature will not adjourn until the end 
of this month and usually matters of 
this importance are acted upon in the 
last few days; so that we cannot com- 
plete our study until we know that 
this proposition is disposed of, and if 
favorably disposed of we can formu- 
late our plan, feeling assured t it 
will receive the approval of the people 
of the State at the Fall election.”

SMITH URGES NEED 
OF MORE HOSPITALS 


Telis State Charities Aid New 
Plans Must Be Made to 
Meet _Demand. 








HAVE 9,000 EXCESS INMATES 





Governor Asserts $50,000,000 Bond 
Issue Is Inadequate to Provide 
Sufficient Accommodations.

ALBANY, March 12.—Governor Smith 
indicated today in a letter to Homer 
Folks, Secretary of the State Charities 
Aid Association, that new plans would 
have to be considered to meet the con- 
stantly increasing need for more State 
hospitals and institutions. 

Despite the $50,000,000 bond issue for 
the construction of additional hospitals 
by means of which the institutions are 


being enlarged and increased, the Gov- 
ernor declared that the State had not 
yet caught up with the overcrowding 
of institutions for the insane and 
feeble-minded. 

The hospitals at present contain 
9,000 persons more than they were in- 
tended to hold, the Governor explained, 
and are 29 per cent. overcrowded. 
Even though part of the money from 
the bond issue for public buildings and 
improvements should be used for hos- 
pital construction, the letter said, 
there would not be ‘‘enough to do what 
ig necessary.”’ 

A possible program for the future 
might be worked out later, the Gover- 
nor stated, as he invited the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Protection of the State’s Un- 
fortunates to a conference at a date to 
be fixed later. 

Governor Smith’s letter was in reply 
to one from Mr. Folks enclosing a 
resolution from the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, expressing approval of the sched- 
ule of allotments drawn up for the 
allocation of the $50,000,000 bond issue. 
The distribution was made, according 
to the resolution, ‘‘without reference 
to local or partisan considerations and 
in an effort only to make the most 
scientific and humane provision for 
the State’s ucfortunates.”’ 

“I ate ta receipt of your letter of 
March 8, forwarding to me the resolu- 
tion adopted at the last meeing of the 
Eexecutive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Committee on protection of the State’s 
unforunates,’’ wrote the Governor. 

“It is most gratifying to receive this 
further evidence of the interest and 
cooperation of this group. Because of 
the continued interest which they have 
taken in the subject, I venture to make 
a further draft upon them. No one 
could realize more readily than this 
group that we face at the end of the 
expenditure of the $50,000,000 bond is- 
sue for hospitals and institutions, a 
continuing problem. This $50,000,000 
and the way in which it has been ex- 
pended has demonstrated the effective- 
ness of a steady policy of development, 
but some consideration will have to be 
given to the way in which the State 
is to continue to treat the problem of 
meeting its needs for hospitals for the 
insane and institutions for the feeble- 
minded over a further period of years. 

“The figures show that we have not 
yet caught up with the overcrowding 
and that each year the new admissions 
to State hospitals add to the problem. 
We are still 29 per cent. overcrowded 
and the hospitals contain over 9,000 
people more than they are intended to 
accommodate. The bond issue for pub- 
lic buildings and improvements, which 
amounts to $10,000,000 a year, will 
probably contain something for hosptal 
construction toward the end of the 
ten year period for which it is estab- 
lished, but not enough to do what is 
necessary. The new hospital at Rock- 
land will cost $11,000,000, which is more 
than can be appropriated in a single 
year from the proceeds of this bond 
issue. 

“I am sure you have already given 
some thought to this problem, and I 
would, therefore, ask that at a later 
date, which I will, fix, the executive 
committee of the citizen’s committee 
meet with me and discuss a possible 
program for the future development of 
bead institutions on an adequate 

asis.’’ 


YOUTH SHOT; ANOTHER HELD 


Police Say Girl Was Cause of the 
Trouble—Victim Badly Wounded.

HA SACK, N. J., March 13.— 
Elijah Smith, 19 years old, of Dumont, 
N. J., was shot and probably fatally 
injured early this morning and George 
Hoey, 22; of New Milford is held at the 
Bergen County Jail here without bail 
to await the outcome. of Smith’s in- 
juries.

Factor in Gaining Favor for 
Measures Restricting Wed- 
dings of Young Girls. 








BOTH EXPECTED TO PASS 





Extension of Registration Period 
Only Other Bill Left of Batch 
Urged by Women.

ALBANY, March 12.—Only three of 
the bills backed by women’s organi- 
zations were alive today as the legis- 
lative week closed, only a fortnight be- 
fore final adjournment, = 

the general si. of equal 
rights measures and er proposed 
laws in which women especially are 
interested the Legislature made excep- 
tions of two aimed to decrease the 
number of child and one to 
extend the time of registration for 
voters, The rest of the women’s pro- 
gram has gone by the board. 

The two child marriage bills were 
placed on order of third reading on 
the Senate calendar today and are ex- 
pected to pass next week. Impetus 
has been given to them by the pub- 
licity attending the se tion suit of 
Edward Browning his wife, who 
was married to,him at the age of' 15. 
The example of this case, supported 
by arguments of the New York League 
of Women Voters, the State Charities 
Aid Association, Children’s Court 
Judges and members of Republican 
women’s 0 tions, has convinced 
the Legislature that action is needed. 

The bill sponsored by Senator H. D. 
Williams of Utica, which has been 
introduced in the lower house by As- 
semblyman Samuel H. Hofstadter of 
New York City, would permit girls 
between the ages of 14 and 16 to be 
married only with the consent of a 
Supreme Court or Children’s Court 
Judge in addition to the approval of 
the parents. 

The other bill, fathered by Senator 
William J. Hickey of Buffalo and As- 
semblyman Edmund B. Jenks of 
Broome would provide that where 
either party to a proposed marriage 
appeared to be under 21, the license 
clerk must receive documentary proof 
of the doubtful age by means of birth 
or baptismal certificate. The ap- 
plicants, if under 21, would also be 
obliged to wait five days before re- 
ceiving their license so that their 
ardor, if merely temporary, might 
have time to cool. 

The League of Women Voters has 
credit for a probable victory also in 
the Wales-Cooke Registration bill. 
This measure would create a central 
registration bureau in the larger cities 
and allow prospective voters to reg- 
ister at any time between July 1 and 
Sept. 20. It has found favor with the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee and 
awaits consideration in the Senate, 
where it is still in committee, having 
just been amended in its original form, 
which provided an even longer regis- 
tration period. 

On the other proposals the women 
have met defeat all along the line. 
The Assembly Judiciary Committee, 
noted for its critical attitude toward 
all bills, made short work of measures 
designed to give to mothers and fathers 
equal rights of guardianship over chil- 
dren, to recognize separate voting dom- 
iciles for married woman, to legiti- 
matize children born out of wedlock 
and to give jury duty to women. 

The women made particularly vig- 
orous efforts this year in behalf of 
the jury bill, but despite the public 
hearing, which brought Olga Petrova, 
the actress, and scores of other wo- 
men to back it, the Judiciary Com- 
mittee turned it down. 

The Gedney birth control bill allow- 
ing doctors some degree of freedom in 
giving information to patients also met 
defeat in the Assembly Codes Com- 
mittee. This had the support of some 
of the women’s organizations for the 
first time this year. 

Along with the Federation of Labor 
the League of Women Voters is respon- 
sible for the modified forty-eight hour 
week tor women and children, which 
was recommended by the Industrial 
Survey Commission and is ‘slated to 
Pass both houses. 


42 REBELS KILLED

DENOUNCES POLICE ACTION 





But Court Proceedings Against the 
Authorities Is Not Yet a Certainty 
—Publishers Here Unworrled.

BOSTON, Mass., March 12.—Arthur 
Garfield Hays, a New York attorney 
who defended Henry L. Mencken in 
the ‘“‘Hatrack”’ prosecution of a year 
ago, came to Boston today and spent 
most of the day investigating the 
stopping of the sale of “The Hard- 
Boiled Virgin,” one of the nine books 
which the police insist violate the 
State statute on indecent literature. 

Mr. Hays returned to New York to- 
night and will confer tomorrow with 
Horace Liveright of the publishing 
firm which brought out ‘“‘The Hard- 
Boiled Virgin.’” On the basis of this 
report Mr. Liveright will decide 
whether to challenge the decision of 
the police by starting a test case here. 
He could do so with the cooperation 
of a friendly bookseller, or by coming 
here personally, as Mr. Mencken did 
last year, and making a sale to an 
agent of the police. 

Among those who conferred with Mr. 
Hays were George BE. Roewer Jr., who 
has been counsel for booksellers and 
publishers in the prosecutions of 
“Gargoyles,” “‘The Diary of a Young 
Girl” and “Simon Called Peter,” and 
who. would be associated with Mr. 
Hays if Boni & Liveright decide to 
submit the case of “The Hard Boiled 
Virgin” to a jury. Mr. Hays also 
talked with Richard F. Fuller of the 
Old Corner Bookstore, Chairman of the 
Boston Booksellers’ Committee, who 
sent warnings to all dealers after the 
police had notified him of their objec- 
tions to the nine books. 

Before leaving for New York Mr. 
Hays wrote out a statement charac- 
terizing the action of the police as 


“ridiculous” and tyrannical. He said 
that their policy of warning book- 
er of prosecution was “intimida- 

te) 2? 

Later, however, Chairman Fuller of 
the Booksellers’ Committee said that 
the police had not tried to intimidate 
the dealers, but were merely showing 
common sense and tolerance in their 
attempt to enforce the law. Any book- 
seller has the right, he said, to dis- 
regard the police warning and sell a 
book found objectionable, but prac- 
tically all dealers were unwilling to 
take such a step unless assured that 
the publisher would stand behind him. 

Assistant District Attorney Sullivan, 
delegated by District Attorney Foley 
to handle book cases, will probably 
have a report on ‘Elmer Gantry,’ the 
new Sinclair Lewis book, by Monday. 
It is said that this book might be at- 
tacked under the anti-Blasphemy law. 





Publishers Here Not Alarmed. 


Alfred Harcourt-of Harcourt, Brace 
& Co. said here yesterday that the ac- 
tion of the Boston authorities in for- 
bidding the sale of nine books there did 
not greatly alarm book publishers here, 
for the reason that such official sup- 
pression did not seem to interfere with 
the sale of the books. 

“I don’t know whether they are 
bootlegged or not,”’ he said, ‘‘but it is 
hard to tell whether action like that 
at Boston retards or promotes the sale 
of books. The business is so compli- 
cated, the books passing to such an 
extent through the hands of jobbers, 
that it is difficult to tell the exact ef- 
fect of such attempted censorship, but 
it certainly does not have any marked 
effect in curtailing receipts. 

“If the bvoksellers of Boston are 
willing to submit to such extra-legal 
domination, I don’t see why the pub- 
lishers here should concern themselves 
with the matter, especially when such 
proceedings do not seem to affect 
business adversely.” 

Mr. Harcourt was told that a dis- 
patch from Boston said that the book- 
sellers there thought that the New 
York publishers ought to fight the 
case for them. 

‘That is so like booksellers,’’ he said. 

The publisher said that the particular 
volume of his firm’s which had been 
banned in Boston was very harmless. 

“The title is ‘The Marriage Bed,’ ”’ 
he said, ‘‘and for some reason that 
title appears to have caused suspicion 
and distrust. I consider it to be a very 
moral title, and I cannot understand 
the reasoning of those who find it 
objectionable. I. can assure you that 
there is nothing in the contents that 
a censor would ‘question. The attack 
is solely on the title. Last year the 
Boston authorities suppressed—or tried 
to suppress—a historical novel which 
we had published. This was a dis- 
tinguished work dealing with the pe- 
riod of the war between Athens and 
Sparta. The Greek customs mentioned 
in the book were objected to in Bos- 
ton and the book was forbidden to be 
sold. We could not discover, however, 
that the order had an injurious effect 
on sales.’’ 

Mr. Harcourt said that the Boston 
booksellers had not asked the New 
York publishers for aid. 

“If they do organize and ask us to 
support them, we will do what we 
can,’’ he said.

PARIS, March 12.—Spring floods con- 
tinued to rise today throughout France 
and reports were brought hourly of 
further destruction of homes and river 
valley property. Three boys, Jean 
Dubord, ‘Adrian Delbrel. and Adrien 
Delmas, who were carrying provisions 
in a rowboat for flood-bound refugees, 
were caught in the rapids of the River 
Tara, the boat was upset and all three 
were drowned, according to advices 

from Meissac. 

The River Garonne rose sharply 
during the night in the Bordeaux dis- 
trict, inundating the whole region of 
Barsac, which is famous for its sweet, 
yellow wine. ‘he inhabitants of this 
region were driven from the low lands 
to the heights, the refugees carryiny 
in wheelbarrows and carts what be- 
longings they could transport atte:

POLICE STATION IS NEAR BY 


Dynamite Set Off as Train Passes 
te Deaden Sound—lInadequate 
Police Protection Charged. 


Six masked and armed robbers, 
lowering themselves on @ rope from 
the roof of an adjoining apartment 
house, forced their way into the cartidy 
factory of D. Auerbach & Sons, 636 
Bleventh Avenue, yesterday morning 
shortly after midnight. They tied up 
and gagged a watchman, engineer 
and fireman, and after working for 
more than four hours on a burglar- 
proof safe, blew open its doors with 
dynamite and escaped with the week's 
payroll of more than $32,000. 

Before leaving the factory, the ban- 
dits loosened the knots of the fine 
wire with which they tied their pris- 
oners. ‘“‘Wait ten minutes before you 
free yourselves,” cautioned the leader, 
“and then you can call up the police 
and tell them what we did.” 

The robbers were described by their 
victims as young and well dressed. 
All wore handkerchief masks and 
gloves, which left no tell-tale finger- 
prints. 

The robbery, carefully planned, was 
executed less than two blocks from 
the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station. Only six hours before the 
bandits began their work, Joseph F. 
Auerbach, a *firm member, had ap- 
peared at the.station house and- asked 
for special police protection. It had 
been the custom.of factory officials 
to ask for extra protection when mak- 
ing up the payroll. Following. the 
custom, Captain» Edward J, Lennon 
assigned a* policeman, who remained 
on guard until the 1,400 pay wee 
had been placed in the safe. 

McLaughlin Orders Inquiry. 

Police Commissioner McLaughlin or- 
dered a departmental investigation 
following the complaint by the factory 
officials that police protection was in- 
adequate. Captain Lennon told the 
Commissioner he had complied with 
Mr. Auerbach’s request. Investigation 
by headquarters detectives from the 
safe and loft squad and the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station disclosed 
the fact that a few minutes after mid- 
night the robbers went to-the roof of 
the house at 540 West Forty-seventh 
Street. A coil of heavy rope more 
than thirty feet long was found, one 
end fastened to a chimney on the 
roof, the other not quite reaching the 
candy factory extension roof. 

From the exténsion roof the six men 
made their way over a coal pocket, 
dropped to a projection on the second 
floor of the factory and forced open a 
window. The window is almost opposite 
the safe. They hid in the office await- 
ing the arrival of Frank Benazzi, the 
watchman. He was permitted to punch 
the clock near the safe and was imme- 
— seized and his keys taken from 


pe told the detectives he was 
questioned as to what other employes 
were in the building. When told the 
engineer and firemén'wére’ in the 
basement, two bandits went with him 
to the cellar, ordering him not to give 
any alarm if he valued his life. 

James Donnelly, the engineer, and 
James Jackson, the fireman, were 
found near the boilers. They were 
ordered to put up their hands and 
after a quick search for weapons the 
intruders gagged and bound them and 
Benazzi. One bandit remained on 
guard. The other returned to the sec- 
ond floor. 

In about half an hour one returned 
to the engine room and gave instruc- 
tions to release Jackson so that he 
could feed the boilers and keep up the 
necessary steam pressure. The engineer 
and watchman were, forced to the 
place where the fireman was working 
and again one bandit remained on 
guard. 

Forced to Tell. Where Tools Are. 

About 2 o’clock in the morning an- 
other came to the basement from the 
second floor and asked Donnelly where 
he kept his box of tools. He told the 
engineer some drills were neéded. Don- 
nelly was forced to tell him where. the 
box was, and.after getting the drills 
the bandit -went..back to the upper 
floor. 

With a wire from the electric light 
socket near the safe the bandits oper- 
ated the d long. enough to makesthe 
necessary holes which they plugged 
with dynamite. They placed water- 
soaked coats, sweaters and the uni- 
forms of factory employes over the 
safe doors; which they blew open as 
a New York Central train was passing, 
thus deadening the sound... The force 
of the dynamite ripped. off the safe 
doors and wrecked the inner compart- 
ments. Protecting doors within the 
safe were torn away and the trays 
containing the pay envelopes were 
taken out. 

While the remaining bandits worked 
on the second floor, the ohe who had 
been left to guard the trussed up’ em- 
ployes talked to Jackson, felling him 
the robbery had been planned for some 
time. A few minutes after the explo- 
sion one bandit came down and told his 
companion to tie up Jackson and place 
him near the engineer. and watchman. 
As soon as this was done the guards 
whistled and they were joined by: their 
companions. It was then the bandit 
leader told the captives not'to attempt 
to free themselves for ten minutes, 
after which they were at liberty to 
notify the police. 


Frees Himself, Phones to Official. 


Donnelly, who was the first to free 
himself, telephoned. to Benjamin 
Deutsch, the factory superintendent, 
who lives at 344 West Forty-eighth 
Street. While Deutsch was on. his 
way Donnelly freed his fellow em- 
ployes. Deutsch stopped at the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station and po- 
licemen and detectives’ accompanied 
him to the factory, where they found 
the robbers had escaped through a 
small door in the main gate of the 
West Forty-seventh Street entrance to 
the building. 

Beside the wrecked safe, the detec- 
tives found a sledge hammer, an’ elec- 
tric drill, two pairs of blatk. gloves, 
some picture wire and the water- 
soaked garments.

They were put out of 
the fight and Klaske alone was left. 
The. Mexicans leaped from their taxi- 
cabs and ran. Klaske took careful aim 
and dropped Rizo with a bullet just 
under the heart. He. probably will die. 
In the fusilade the ‘chauffeur of the 
taxicab, John Marciniak, 23, was shot 
in the leg..: : 

Krincich, the kidnapped deputy, cried 
out to the police not to shoot him, 
and luckily he was missed entirely, 
although caught in the direct path of 
fire between Klaske and the Mex- 
icans. 

The district was combed by squads 
of detectives and policemen and thirty 
minutes later Torrez was arrested, 
with two other Mexicans, as he auda- 
ciously walked from a house and saun- 
tered off down an alley. 

He was pursued*by policemen armed 
with shotguns, but- reserved his fire 
until one officer ‘was upon him. He’ 
whirled and snapped his pistol in the 
officer’s face, but it missed fire and 
he. surrendered. 

That left at large ool’. Roa,: a cripple 
who hobbles on‘a crutch to reinforcer 
legs shattered by seme of the twenty- 
one bullets received after his previous 
break, which occurred last May... . 

The southeast side of Chicago was 
swarming with policemen as men from 
other districts were .rushed in. .Be- 
cause of the easy identification of the 
one man at large, it was believed that 
he would be captured soon. 


The Others Soon Surrender. 

Back at Joliet the three other con- 
demned men—Duchowski, Shader and 
Staleski—finally called out they “would 
surrender, after reserve guards had 
been rushed to the jail and tear bombs 
had been tossed into their cell. 

“*This-cost $1,500’’-was the only bit of 
information obtained from the Amer- 
icans. It was snarled out by Duchow- 
ski, who.was credited with being the 
leader in the penitentiary break of last 
May, when Klein was killed. 

The Mexicans involved are men of a 
type.superior to the usual immigrant 
Mexican laborer. Roa was an inter- 
preter; Torrez, an itinerant singer-and 
entertainer,, who sometimes sang over 
the radio, and Rizo was a restaurant 
proprietor before they ran afoul of the 
law. 

One of the women arrested today is 
Mrs. Rose Knighter, who was found to 
have in her possesion_a letter in Span- 
ish from Rizo. It was of recent date.

O’Cannor had made his way out of 
the jail with two companions and was 
over the rear wall of the jail yard be- 
fore an alarm was given. One of the 
men fell and broke his ankles and was 
caught at once. The other was re- 
taken soon, but*O’Connor never has 
been heard from since, although fre- 
quently, even lately, he has been re- 
ported in various cities. 


Inquiry Centres on Women. 


The two women have become central 
figures in the investigation of today’s 
jail break. 

Mrs. Gallardo, dark-haired, dark-eyed 
and fair of skin, was arrested after it 
was learned -she had ‘visited Rizo 
Wednesday. ’ Until two months ago 
Mrs. Gallardo had never seen any of 
the condemned convicts, and then

Al- 
ways at the close of the letters he 
asked me to bring saws. But I didn't, 
I was afraid.” 

The police found the letters, some in 





her handbag and some in her home. 

They found, also, that Gallardo is her 
maiden name, that she has a son 2 
nr old, and any — husband, Rich- 

G. Rodriguez, prison in Silver 
City. N. M. 

The Joliet jail’s visitors’ register 
showed names of sefioritas from Gary, 
Indiana Harbor and South Chicago. 

The Gallardo girl said Roa asked her 
to “have an automobile parked near 
the jail Sunday night. 


Letter’ Mentioned ‘Saw Blades. 


One letter from Roa mentioned an 
enclosure of $5 for saw blades. She 
denied she used it for that, and merely 
shrugged her shoulders when asked for 
what it had gone. She said she last 
visited Roa two weeks ago and gave 
him candy and bananas. 

One of Roa’s letters mentioned that 
“on Sunday [apparently March 6] we 
will receive money to regulate things.” 
The police connected that statement 
with Duchowski’s remark in the Joliet 
jail that ‘‘those cost $1,500.”’ 

James E. Burke, Assistant State’s 
Attorney, who took charge of the 
Joliet investigation in the’ absence of 
Hjalmur Rehin, State’s Attorney, said, 
however, that he did not thing the es- 
cape was an “‘inside job.” 

Roa, the crippled Mexican, who re- 
mained at large tonight, is a man of 
great stature for a Mexican, six feet 
tall and weighing 190 pounds. It was 
his great strength which pulled him 
through after he had been shot twen- 
ty-one times last May and hope for 
his recovery abandoned.

Saltis Offers $5,000 for Machine 
Gun Assassins Who Killed 
Two Henchmen. 


VICTIMS WERE IN HIS CAR 


Chicago Police Hunt for Members 
of Rival Bands of Bootleggers 
-and Gunmen. 


CHICAGO,.March 12.—‘'Polack Joe’’ 
Saltis, bootlegger gang leader, ap- 
peared voluntarily at the inquest to- 
day into the murder last night of two 
of his henchmen and offered. $5,000 to 
“a cop or any one” who finds the 
killers. 

Saltis, under oath, told the police 
that he had no knowledge of who 
manned the machine guns that rid- 
dled the bodies of Frank*(Lefty) Kon- 
cil, his lieutenant, and Charles Hru- 
bek, alias “Big Bill’ Hayes, 2 a mem- 
ber of the Saltis band; ~ 

When killed the two Saltis gangsters 
were riding in Saltis’s own machine. 
This .caused the police to believe at 
first that the slayers may have in- 
tended Saltis himself as their victim. 
Koncil was his “chauffeur.” 

At the inquest today Saltis indicated 
that he himself perhaps fears a similar 
death when he said, he, was leaving 
town at once for West Baden; Ind., 
where he planned a vacation trip for 
“his health.” 

Saltis, after the inquest had been 
continued until March 19, was re- 
leased from technical custody, al- 
though he said he “probably would 
not be in town when the inquest is 
resumed.”’ 

Koncil and Hrubek were killed in a 
fusillade 6f revolver, shotgun and ma- 
chine gun fire poured upon them while 
in their: automobile. - They managed 
to leap from the riddled machine and 
attempted to’ escape. Hrubek was 
shot down after he had gone only 
thirty feet. Koncil fell about a half 
block from where the car later was 
found abandoned. 

Many suspected gangsters and gun- 
men are being sought, inoluding the 
three O’Donnell brothers, Mike, Steve 
and Percy, long known as enemies of 
the’ Saltis gang. Ralph Sheldon, an- 
other ‘rival, also is‘ sought. 

William (‘‘Klondike’’) O’Donnell, re- 


leased under $50,000 bonds two days 
ag~ following his capture with three 
others while siphoning liquor from a 
Government warehouse, was also being 
hunted for examination in relation to 
the killing. One police theory is that 
the gang war resulted from the police 
“tip’’ which led to the capture of the 
four gangsters while stealing the 
bonded liquor. 

Another gangster victim of the last 
twenty-four ours was Benjamin 
Schneider, ostensibly a real estate 
dealer, but also, the police believe, a 
bootlegger. He was shot near his 
home last night. The police still are 
seeking some connection between the 
shooting of Schneider and that of the 
two Saltis gangsters a few hours later. 





' Left Estate to Actors’ Fund. 

An estate of about $900, representing 
the life savings of Maggie Weston, a 
former actress, is given to the Actors’

“Our American commission has nec- 
ommended that the construction be 
undertaken. It would remove a great 
barrier to world transportation. It is 
urgent to the prosperity of the vast 
Midwest. 

It is a task 
worthy of the ‘strength and purpose 
of the two sister nations ‘who have in 
two centuries already overcome count-

hopeful civilization of history.

“Our engineers have determined 
full plans Lv which we can ultimately

“While the works to convert the 
Bt. Lawrence to a shipway must be 
on a stupendous scale—the greatest 
engineering project of modern his- 
tory—yet they are comparatively sim-

It is proposed that we shall 
construct three or four big dams 
across the St. Lawrence River and 
thus transform its rapids into great 
pools, the passing of which by appro-

© Extraterritoriality and Foreign 
' Claims the Real Trouble, Says 
Ziangling Chang. 


INTERNAL TROUBLE SECOND 


Foreign Relations Must Be Read- 
justed Before Any Reorganiza- 
tlon Can Bear Fruit. 


An exposition of the present situa- 
tion in China from the point of view of 
her representatives in this country was 
made recently by Ziangling Chang, 
Chinese Consul General in New York, 
at meetings of Army Reserve officers 
in Brooklyn and the Polish Democratic 
Club in St. Mark’s Place, Manhattan. 
In gubstance Mr. Ziangling Chang 
said: 

“China today is confronted with two 
Problems—the one concerns her in- 
ternal affairs and the other her inter- 
national relations. The foreign powers, 
particularly through the British press, 
contended that China must solve her 
internal problem before her claim to 
readjust foreign relations could be 
considered. The Chinese, however, are 
convinced that her foreign relations 
must be adjusted before her attempt 
at internal reorganization could bear 
fruit. 

“I do not see, how China could .ever 
achieve national unification ds/léng ‘as 
the obsolete unequal treaties ‘remain in 
force, The right of extraterritoriality, 
the presence of foreign settlements, the: 
foreign control of tariff and thé main- 
tenance of spheres of interest all inter- 
_ tere, with marvelous degree of success 
and effectiveness, with China’s effort 
to restore peace and order. But the 
foreigners refuse to see the truth in 
the Chinese situation or to discuss the 
underlying causes of China’s internal 
troubles with a view to their removal. 

“The presence of foreign concessions 
and the exercise of. extraterritoriality 
always encourage civil wars and brig- 
andage, because: these: render ineffec- 
tive all Chinese laws. The foreign con- 
trol of tariff keeps China poor and 
hinders development of her’ industry. 

“But of all the underlying causes of 
her internal trouble, nothing is more 
detrimental to China’s territorial in- 
tegrity and political independence than 
the special sphere of influence. When 
a traveler reaches the immensely rich 
valley of the Yangtze River, wherein 
is situated the great City of Shanghai, 
he learns that he is in the British 
sphere of influence. When he proceeds 
to Yunnan Province and the neighbor- 
ing districts, he learns that he is in the 
French sphere. Then, when he enters 
Manchuria, he is reminded that he has 
come into the Japanese sphere of in- 
terest. After these experiences one 
wonders where is China located. 

“The Chinese official in control of 
territories in these spheres of influence 
must consider the. good-will of .what- 
ever power may dominate that part of 
China. He is required to follow, not 
the dictates of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, but the wishes of the power in

Sergeant Wilm, one of their comrades. 

Two of the defendants testified that 
the illegal units organized by Lieu- 
tenant Schulz and known as “labor 
battalions” shared the barracks with 
the Reichswehr Infantry, received 
arms, rations and pay from _ the 
Reichswehr depot in Potsdam and 
were expected to become a nucleus for 


a new regular regiment. 

Lieutenant Schulz himself, who in 
the course of several previous trials 
has managed to avoid conviction on 
the charge of setting the murderous 
Feme machine into motion, this after- 
noon was directly accused of having 
engineered two killings. 

The accuser was one of his former 
henchmen, Sergeant Stein, who ap- 
peared on the stand in convict clothes, 
having been brought from _ prison, 
where he is serving a life term for 
participation in another Feme ‘murder. 

Lieutenant Schulz’s pallid features 
became livid, butt remained expres- 
sionless as Stein’ calmly. declared, 
speaking of a certain Sergeant Leg- 
ener, another Feme victim, that 
“Schulz had said, ‘He knows too 
much. He must be done away with 
completely.’ Schulz: said the same 
thing about, Pannier.’’ 

‘Pannier was slain soon afterward. 

Lieutenant von Poser, one of the 
seven now being tried, testified that 
Lieutenant Schulz, whom he = consid- 
ered his immediate superior, had or- 
dered him to include Sergeant Wilm in 
@ secret expedition that was to 
search for arms hidden by Commu- 
nists. From this expedition Wilm 
never returned, having, it is charged, 
been shot to death by a trio known 
as ‘“Schulz’s murder triumvirate,’’ 
Klapproth, Busching and Fahlbusch. 

Klapproth, the only one of the three 
now in custody, stated on the stand 
today, having been sentenced already 
to 15 years for being an accessory in 
another killing, that he was prepared 
to tell the whole truth. This con- 
sisted, ‘however, only in the cynical 
admission that it was his job brutally 
to manhandle offenders against the 
Black Reichswehr’s secrecy code. He 
reiterated his denial that he had ever 
committed murder or that Lieutenant 
Schulz had ordered him to do so.

In the face of a statement by Wil- 
liam Henry Gallagher, chief of the 
plaintiff's counsel, that a su 
was served on Mr, Ford, C. B, 
ley, general counsel for the Ford Motor 
Company, declares his client has given 
no intimation that he has been sum- 
moned. 

The suit arose Over articles published 
in The Deaborn Independent, a week- 
ly magazine, in which Mr. Sapiro was 
said to be the “‘leader of a Jewis= 
conspiracy” seeking to control various 
cooperative marketing” associations. 
Whether W. J.; Cameron, edito® of the 
magagine, will occupy the witness 
stand also is problematical. 

Irrespective of the appearance or 
non-appearance Of the motor king and 
the magazine editor on the witness 
stand, indications are that others will 
not be lacking’ to take their place.

HE FACES FIVE CHARGES 





Lad at Play Is Killed by a Taxi, and 
Two Others, Stealing Ride, 
Are Injured in Collision. 


The first “hit-and-run” automobile 
driver to be caught by the police since 
the present agitation started several 
weeks ago throughout the city is be- 
ing held without bail at the Bedford

VIENNA, March 12.—Bella, the fa- 
mous cow belonging to the Austrian 
President, Michael Hainisch, remains 
the champion milk giver of Austria. 

Her record in 1026, just announced, 
shows’ her. to have producéd 24,426.6 
pounds of milk during the year, con- 
taining 3.9 per cent. butterfat. 

This is a considerable improvement 
over her 1925 record, when Bella gave 
the President 22,589.6 pounds of milk. 
Her average for the last five years is 
17,601 pounds, 

Bella is 11 years old and has had 
haif a dozen calves. She belongs to 
the Montafon (a valley jn the Vorarl- 
berg) breed and is Swiss, 

A few of the tourists frequenting 
Vienna’s Alpine resort of Semmering 
know that the milk, butter and cream 
they get there comes from Bella and 
the other members of the herd of the 
President of Austria, who supplies its 
big hotels, restaurants and coffee 
houses with the produce of his near-by 
estate. 

Dr. Hainisch is a gentleman farmer 
who has long led the movement for 
agricultural and dairying development 
in Austria as the only sound way of 
improving the country’s economical 
status.

The board opposed the Wallin charter 
on the ground that it fails to impose 
the necessary safeguards. The follow- 
ing objections were cited to the Wallin 
charter: 

“First, the inclusion of the County 
Attorney and the County Engineer as 
members of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, giving the President 
nominally only one vote out of five, 
but indirectly control of three votes. 
We believe that the County Attorney 
and the County Engineer should be 
left off the board and that the Presi- 
dent’s control should be direct and 
open by giving him three votes to be 
exercised by him openly and directly. 

“Second, the provision depriving the 
Board of Supervisors of all control 
over salary items in the budget. We 
believe in the executive budget, to be 
prepared by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, but we also be- 
lieve that the Board of Supervisors 
ought to have the power to reduce or 
reject any item in the budget, includ- 
ing salaries. 


Finance Board’s Lack of Power. 


“Third, the failure to give the Com- 
mission of Finance the same power 
which the charter gives the President, 
of examining and compelling the pro- 
duction of books, records and papers 
in any department, and of subpoenaing 
witnesses and taking evidence, as the 
means of making effective the per- 
formance of his duty of examining and 


auditing the books, records and ac- 
counts of the various officers, bureaus, 
departments and institutions of the 
county, and of reporting whether they 
are accurately kept, whether or not 
all county funds and properties are 
accounted for and whether the busi- 
ness is being transacted pursuant to 
law and the rules and regulations of 
the Board of Su rs. 

“Fourth, the provision that unantici- 
pated revenues received by the county 
may be appropriated for any purpose 
by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment with the approval of the 
Board of Supervisors outside of and 
in disregard of the provision made by 
the budget, a provision which in our 
opinion would tend to nullify the whole 
budget system. Unforeseen  contin- 
gencies requiring the expenditure of 
additional moneys may properly be pro- 
vided for, but the meeting of any such 
emergency should not be limited by 
the receipt of unanticipated revenues, 
or the amount thereof, nor should it 
be possible to expend unanticipated 
revenues without regard to the ex- 
istence or non-existence of an emer- 
gency.

Vittorio Scialoja, the head of the 
Italian delegation, eased the tension 
of M. Briand’s five-hour debate with 
Dr. Stresemann, and Emile Vander- 
velde, the Belgian Foreign Minister, 
further helped with a very clarifying 
statement. 

Then Sir Austen Chamberlain, the 
British Foreign Secretary, assumed the 
réle of mediator, as he did at Locarno, 
and succeeded in bringing closer to- 
gether the opposing positions of M. 
Briand and Dr. Stresemann. 

Stresemann’s Three. Points. 

After that Dr. Stresemann yielded 
and announced that he would accept 
the report of the Sarre Commission 
if the formulae drafted, would, first, 
assure the withdrawal of the French 
troops within a period of three months; 
secondly, would place the transport 
guards under the sole direction of the 
Sarre Governing Commission, and as- 
sure their use only in exceptional 
cases, and finally, to limit the num- 
ber of these guards to 800 and -give 
the Sarre Commission the authority to 
reduce this number if it sees fit. 

Two of these conditions were prac- 
tically covered by the report of the 
Sarre Governing Commission, and 
when the Council joined to the report 
the interpretive declaration, it met 
practically all of Dr. Stresemann’s 
claims, which were the minimum and 
much less than the German experts 
had argued for all the week. 

But even so Sir Austen Chamberlain 
good-humoredly declared it was not 
too bad baggage for the German For- 
eign Minister to carry home with him, 
especially:as it had been obtained so 
pleasantly. 

In his opening speech Dr. Stresemann 
went back to the Treaty of Versailles 
for arguments against the proposed 
new force, pointing out that the treaty 
did not provide for any force except 
locally raised gendarmerie, which after 
several years’. recruiting had been 
brought to a thousand men, quite suf- 
ficient for the needsyof the territory 
without this transport force. 

“But the force is so small,” M. 
Briand argued. It was intended only 
as a final safeguard of the authority 
of the Sarre Governing Commission, he 
held, and was not to be used except 
as a last emergency. And if the trans- 
port guard had the appearance of being 
French that was not a serious matter.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Officials 
of thé Treasury Department admitted 
today that one of the knottiest in- 
come tax ploblems that they have yet 
faced has grown out of certain stock 
transactions last year ofthe Pacific 
Oil Company. 

Holders of stock of the Associated 
Oil Company, which figured in the 
deal, in endeavoring to make up their] Come 
income tax returns have experienced 
great difficulty in determining what 
they were supposed to do with respect 


to reporting the stock for tax payment 
and have besieged the Income Tax 


Unit im an effort to unravel the prob- 
lem. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has de- 
clined ¢onsistently to name a value for 
the Associated Oil stock, and will fol- 
low, it is said unofficially, the “‘gen- 
eral rule’ in such cases, which is that 
the actual average selling price of the 
stock on the market (the average being 
ascertained from the high and low 
prices on a certain date) is the value 
to be considered for purposes of the 
income tax. 


Viewed as Stock Dividend. 


Confusion has grown out of the 
transaction of last year when the Pa- 
cific Oil Company exchanged most of 
its assets for stock of the Standard 
Oil Company of California, having pre- 
viously made a distribution to its 
stockholders of profits and of Asso- 
ciated Oil stock which it had in its 
Treasury. The date of this transac- 
tion was March 6, 1926, and the selling 
price of the Associated Oil stock on 
that day, it is understood, will be the 

for determining the taxable in- 
come. Holders of Pacific Oil stock 
who have not sold their Associated 
Oil stock, according to the understand- 
ing here, must treat it as ‘“‘stock divi- 
dead” for application of surtax rates. 

Much of the difficulty has arisen 
from the fact that stock of several 
corporations entered into the distribu- 
tion and the exchange.

WASHINGTON, March 12.— The 
State Department continues to guard 
closely the contents and even the sub-

ican Government, which, according to 
all accounts, has caused much pertur- 
bation in official circles in Mexico 
City. 

While no authoritative information 
is forthcoming, either in Washington 
or Mexico City, strong opinion pre- 
vails that the State Department’s com- 
munication had to do with activities 
of the Mexican Embassy here in con- 
nection with the differences between 
the two Governments over the declared 
intention of the Calles Administration 
to put into effect the provisions of the 
Mexican Land aii Petroleum laws 
which this*Gévernment holds confis- 
catory of American property legally 
acquired in Mexican territéry. / > 
Contradictory reports” reach (Wash- 
ington from Mexico City as to whether 
Ambassador Tellez will return to his 
post here. Hints that his return is 
doubtful or that he may come to 
Washington for a brief period only 


regarded as tending to give color to 
the reports that the American note 
was directed against the Ambassador 
in his official capacity. It is under- 
stood, however, that the note did not 
make any demand for the Ambassa- 
dor’s recall or indicate definitely that 
he was not personally acceptable to 
the United States Government. 


Note Is Deepest Recent Mystery. 


The whole note episode is a deeper 
mystery than any recent diplomatic 
procedure. The most that stands out 
clearly is that this communication 
concerned a matter of the greatest 
importance in the strained relations 
between the Mexican and United 
States Governments and may either 
bring about a serious situation or pave 
the way for an amicable adjustment 
of the dispute that has arisen. 
Reports persist that the note had to 
do with Mexican propagandist activ- 
ities in the United States designed to 
create sentiment against the opposi- 
tion of the Coolidge Administration to 
the alleged confiscatory policy of the 
Calles Government and to undermine 
its prestige in Latin America. 

In spite of recent strong criticism in 
Congress and elsewhere in this coun- 
try, the Coolidge Administration has 
not abandoned or modified its charge 
that Mexico is the - headquarters’ of 
Bolshevist activities directed against 
the United States and that this anti- 
American .movement’ can be traced 
back to the Soviet Government at 
Moscow. 

If anything, the Administration is 
more determined than ever in adhering 
to its claim that the effort to over- 
throw the Diaz Government in Nicar- 
agua, which the United States has for- 
mally recognized, is being fomented 
from Mexico with the .connivance, at 
least, of the Calles Government, with 
the object of establishing an anti- 
American wedge between, continental. 
United States and the Panama Canal. 


Kellogg Accused Mexico. 


At the time Secretary Kellogg ap- 
peared at a secret session of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations to 
explain the Administration’s: attitude 
in Nicaragua he made the charge of 
Mexican official assistance to Juan 
Sacasa, who claims to be the Consti- 
tutional President of Nicaragua and 
who is. the head of the revolutionary 
or Liberal ‘Party movement to oust 
President ‘Diaz.

PARIS, March 12.—For the first time 
in fifteen years France has abandoned 
the réle of principal actor in the drama 
of world events and has taken a spec- 
tator’s ringside seat. Thus, perhaps, 
has begun for her a better, at least a 
more peaceful and a happier, era than 
when the.minds of all men everywhere 
were incessantly occupied with her for- 
eign misfortunes, for on them seemed 
to hang the fate of the world. 

For nearly a whole week her Foreign 
Minister and that of her neighbor, 
Germany, have sat side by side in the 
Council of the League of Nations at 
Geneva and have not found there any- 
thing vitally and immediately affect- 
ing their countries to be settled. There 
are things to be done, like the evacu- 
ation of thé Rhineland; there are un- 
certainties, like the capacity of Ger- 
many to fulfill the Dawes plan sched- 
ule of payments, but these are matters 
for the future and are not dangerous 
to peace, however provocative they 
may be of polemics. It is not on the 
inland frontier that the next test of. 
civilization is likely to come.

Trouble Clouds in the 


It is toward Eastern Europe -and 
beyond that into Asia that men are 
now turning their eyes in speculation 
and some fear. And in that danger 
France, luckily for her is only very 
indirectly involved. 

This week’s session of the League 
Council has produced only one im- 
portant diplomatic move. Under the 
persuasive ~ guidance of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Dr. Stresemann, Foreign 
Minister of Germany, and the Polish 
Foreign Minister, Zaleski, have been 
moving slowly toward improvement 
the relations of their countries. We 
have Sir Austen’s word for it that he 
hasn’t-been trying to frame any anti- 
Bolshevist league, but two events of 
the week—the drawing together of Po- 
land and Germany and the ratification 
by Italy of the. Rumanian claim to 
Bessarabia—have seemed very much in 
the nature of general preparation for 
whatever may come out of “‘the very 
unsatisfactory relations’ of England 
and Russia. 

Of whatever may come the French 
intend to remain spectators. They 
have few economic and no colonia! in- 
terests likely to embroil them with 
even Soviet Russia. In the Chinese 
dissension their sympathies undoubt- 
edly lie with the efforts to get rid of 
foreign control and influence. They 
have & a fellow-feeling with that Pre J 
tion. 

But they regard as all but inevitable 
sooner or later direct conflict between 
Britain and Soviet Russia in some 
form or other. What has most sur- 
prised them has been the slowness of 
its development. Of that quarrel when 
it comes the causes may have any 
kind of appearance, but their reality, 
a Frenchman thinks, will lie in the 
diametrically opposite conceptions of 
government and world guidance of the 
English and, the present rulers of 
Russia. 

An Englishman puts his emotions 
into measured verse. A Russian scat- 
ters his wide in torrents of talk. 
An Englishman has invented and plays 
games with elaborate rules. A Rus- 
sian always rides loose in the saddle. 
Now the two are struggling for di- 
rection of the minds of unnumbered 
millions of aAsiatics temperamentally 
tar more akin to the Russian than the 
Anglo-Saxon mind. Their two concep- 
tions of liberty and rule are, as the 
French see it, coming to a clash. It 
may be slow in development. There 
still exists hope that the Soviet régime 
will perish from internal change or 
revolution. But the signs which the 
French see today on the horizon are 
toward a struggle which may not per- 
haps be fought at first directly or 
with arms, but in hich, however it 
is fousnt, they are ae to feel that 
France is likely to be among the non- 
compatants.

DISLIKED ON BORDER 


Wets Are Dissatisfied With the 
Hotel Embargo — Drys Criti- 
cize on General Principles. 

















IS DOUBTED 





Teetotaler, Made Wealthy by the 
Thirst of Detroiters, Expects 
Orgy of Drinking.

DETROIT, Mich., March 12.—After 
fighting for more than half a dozen 
years for Government control of liquor, 
and now that the necessary legislation 
is in sight, Windsor and other border 
municipalities refuse to become excited 
about the matter. 

The only opinions expressed—and for 
once both wets and drys are in accord 
—are not particularly favorable to the 
new law. The wets are disappointed 
because the sale of beer and wines is 
not permitted in cafés and hotels, 
while the drys are opposed to the Dill 
on general principles. 

“Government control as set down in 
the bill will not work in Windsor with 
Detroit in the ten-minute circle,” said 

@ teetotaler who has made a fortune 
a exporting liquor to Detroit from 
his warehouses at La Salle. 

“After May 1, when the new act be- 
comes law, we shall see a repetition of 
4.4 beer day when Windsor was be- 
sieged by thirsty Detroiters in thou- 
sands. The only difference will be 
that instead of drinking in hotels the 
liquor will be bought at -Government 
stores and consumed on the street. 
Every alley and side road will. be a 
potential bar room. The streets will 
be strewn with broken bottles and 
bedlam will reign.’’ 


Drys Dissatisfied but Relieved. 


The drys, through Roscoe 8S. Rodd, 
Chairman of the Border Branch of the 
Ontario Prohibition Unit, voiced dis- 
satisfaction with the new legislation, 
but at the same time appeared relieved 
because of the stringent terms of the 
bill relating to prohibition of public 
drinking, jail terms for bootleggers and 
refusal of the Government to permit 
advertising of liquor. 

“As a matter of principle we are op- 
posed to the bill because it legalizes 
drinking and the sale of liquor,” said 
Mr. Rodd. ‘‘We are pleased with the 
restrictive features, but none the less 
disappointed with the bill as a whole. 

“It is pleasing to know the Govern- 
ment has seen fit to impose those 
“restrictions without prejudice to the 
general feeling that the bill will im- 
pose the liquor traffic upon the Prov- 


ince and make it easier to procure.”’ 

R. J. Regan, manager of the British- 
American Hotel and the Crawford 
House, believes the hoteis will be 
turned into ‘trough houses’’ by tran- 
sients who come from Detroit to use 
hotel rooms for drinking. 

“There will be a rush for rooms as 
soon as the liquor goes on sale, and 
the hotels are sure to suffer as a re- 
sult of the drinking parties that will 
be staged,’’ he said. ‘““The Government 
should have permitted the sale of beer 
and wines by hotels and restaurants.” 

Wet Considers It a. Half-Measure. 


While police heads of the border be- 
lieve jail terms for bootleggers will 
cut down the number of “blind pigs,”’ 
Malcolm G. Campbell, President of the 
Moderation League Branch at Wind- 
sor, the official wet organization, de- 
clares it will have the opposite effect. 

“Our 3,000 blind pigs will become 
10,000, only they will be known as 
clubs,”? Mr. Campbell, who is Presi- 
dent of the Kelsey Wheel Company of 
Canada, said. ‘Conditions demand 
that the present law be changed, but 
it looks very much like hopping from 
the frying pan into the fire unless ar- 
rangements are made whereby the 
hotels and restaurants can serve 
drinks with meals.

MEXICO CITY,. March 12.—I have 
just come through the Mexican war 
zone. The train carrying me from 
Guadalajara to Mexico City ran with 
a@ heavy military guard for an hour 
and a half on Friday night through a 
section where we were told an attack 
on it by rebels might be expected at 
any moment. 

Government soldiers, with loaded 
rifles and cartridge belts around their 
waists and across their shoulders, oc- 
cupied every platform of the train, 
ready at a moment’s notice to repel 
an attack. Every window and door 
was kept tightly closed and every win- 
dowshade pulled down. 

The route taken by the train passed 
Ocotlan, La Barca and Yurecuard, in 
the State of Jalisco, where rebels have 
been so active lately that General 
Amaro, Minister of War, took personal 
charge of the operations against them 
a few days ago. 

Previously, a General of Division, 
Ferreiro, had arrived at Ocotlan to 
superintend the campaign against the 
rebel bands which had been attacking 
towns, including Aranda, Atotonilco 
and others, only a few miles from the 
Guadalajara-Mexico City Railroad line, 
which runs through a section regarded 
as the granary of Mexico. It is also 
a rich fruit-growing region. 

Generals Amaro and Ferreiro have 
some of the finest picked regiments 
of the Mexican Army. Another regi- 
ment, rated as among the very best, 
has been ordered to join them in their 
big drive against the rehels.

A report that the Archbistiop of 
Guadalajara, Mgr. Francisco Orozco y 
Jimenez, is ditecting rebel operations 
in Jalisco, cannot be verified, but con- 
siderable credence is attached to it. In 
Guadalajara the impression prevails 


that he has been hiding in that city 
for weeks, following drastic Govern- 
ment measures against him and other 
Jalisco priests for their flat refusal to 
obey the Government's religious regu- 
lations. 

Feeling among Guadalajara Catholics 
has been inflamed against the Govern- 
ment owing to the Calles edict of last 
Summer and its subsequent rigorous 
enforcement which prevents priests 
from celebrating mass, performing 
marriages according to Church rites, 
teaching religion in the schools or 
ot@erwise pursuing their calling. 


Guadalajara Favors Rebels. 


Guadalajara, which is the centre of 
the most intense Catholic sentiment in 
Mexico, is today practically 90 per 
cent, anti-Government and openly sym- 
pathetic with the rebels operating 
nearby. 

The city is covered with anti-Govern- 
ment and pro-Catholic placards and in- 
scriptions. Government sympathizers 
retaliate by posting others breathing 
bitter hatred of the Catholic Church 
and its Mexican adherents. 

A striking point about this war of 
words is the fact that the Government 
does not take the trouble in most cases 
to remove the’ pro-Catholic fulmina- 
tions despite their positively insulting: 
character, the reason being that they 
are too numerous and the Catholics 
would post up others just as soon 

as their opponents tore down or oblit- 
ps Aes those already posted. 

The famous church known~- us the 
Santuario in Guadalajara, where about 
forty persons were killed in a bloody 
fight last Summer when the anti- 
Catholic campaign started, is still oc- 
cupied by Government troops. Sentriés 
pace in front of the door and nobody 
is admitted. 

But other Guadalajara churches, 
though priestless and strangely lack- 
ing the odor of incense and the sound 
of the solemn chanting characterizing 
the Catholic Church throughout the 
bay are filled day and night with

Justices of the United States Supreme 
Court, will decide the national cham- 
pion of the National Oratorical Con- 
test on the Constitution, it was an- 
nounced officially yesterday. The five 
members of the Supreme Court will 
judge the seven regional finalists on 
their appearance at Washington. the 
evening of May 27 in competition for 
the national honors. One of the seven 
speakers will be the winner of the 
regional eontest being conducted here 
by THrE New YORK Times. Yester- 
day’s announcement. further disclosed 
that the finals there had been ad- 
vanced one week from the date origin- 
ally announced, May 20. 

It will be the Souris consecutive time 
in the history of the National Ora- 
torical Contest that the final judging 
has been done by Supreme Court Jus- 
tices. ‘The seven regional finalists 
themselves will hardly present a more 
comprehensive geographical represen- 
tation that that offered by the -five 
Justices this year, who re mt Wyo- 
ming, Utah, Mrnnesota, Tennessee and 
New York, respectively. 


Available on Rare Occasions. 


There ‘is a general understanding in 
Washington, amounting now to some- 
thing of a tradition, that a Supreme 
Court Justice is available for -other 
than a strictly official engagements on 
only the rarest occasions. That these 
distinguished jurists year after year 
continue to lend both their presence 
and encouragement to the climax of 
the attempt to “increase interest in 
and respect for the Constitution of 
the United States” through a national 
oratorical contest appears, therefore, 
significant.

All seven of these finalists - will! re- 
ceive a ten weeks’ trip to Europe this 
Summer, with all expenses paid. The 
national champion also will receive a 


silver cup. The party will sail from 
New York.on the Leviathan on July 
2 and will return from Cherbourg on 
the President Roosevelt on Sept. 8. 
The European itinerary will embrace 
the leading capitals and will take the 
young travelers all the way from Edin- 
burgh to. Venice, with interesting 
visits en route to the Rhine, the Alps, 
the Riviera and the Italian lakes. A 
woman high school Principal or éxecu- 
tive will accompany the party as 
chaperon for high school girls who 
qualify for the national championship. 
THE New YORK TIMEs’s winner is ac- 
cordingly assured of both a trip to 
Europe and also the cash prize of $1,000 
which THE NEw YORK TIMES will itself 
award to its own regional finals at 
‘Town Hall here the evennig of May 13.

Need for Capital. . 


“The cry in Mexico is ‘Mexico for the 
Mexicans.’ There.is,fear lest foreign 
capital may cause international fric- 
tion. and possible ultimate economic 
absorption. It is contended by. some 
that ‘the Mexican’ theory is unsound 
and will prove an ultimate boomerang 
to that Government and its people. It 
is pointed out that the Argentine Re- 
public, the richest country in South 
America, was developed by British, 
Italian and other foreign capital. Thus 
the United States was developed in its 
earlier days, and today a similar rapid 
development is taking place in Colom- 
bia and Venezuela. Capital is: fluid. 
It. is as necessary for the development 
of a country as is labor. If capital 
is excluded from one country, it will 
flow ‘to another. Without it labor is 
helpless. Already Mexican labor is be- 
ginning to feel helpless, as.t>e result 
of a policy which is stifling national 
industry.” : ‘ 

Reverting again to Nicaragua, Mr. 
Penfield explained the background of 
the revolution there, going with some 
detail into the various revolutionary 
movements and coups which termin- 
ated in Sacasa’s claim to the Presi- 
dency, and involving the landing of 
marines there and their subsequent 
withdrawal. He continued in part: 


The Nicaraguan Treaty. 


“The Nicaraguan Government has 
now proposed a Treaty of Alliance 
with the United States, under the 


terms of which the latter would guar- 
antee the. sovereingty and indepen- 
dence: of Nicaragua and the uninter- 
rupted maintenance of a Government 
adequate for the protection of life, 
property and individual liberty. Under 
the latter guarantee the United States 
would be assured its rights under the 
Bryan-Chamorro treaty to build an 
inter-oceanic canal, as well as to 
ereate a naval base in that country. 
In return for those guarantees Nica- 
ragua would concede to the United 
States the right to intervene whenever 
it might be necessary in order to 
make. effective the guarantees. 

“The proposed treaty would place 
Nicaragua in more or less the same 
felation as Haiti, Santo Domingo and 
Panama, thus extending the sphere of 
influence of the United States one step 
further in the region of the Caribbean. 
From a practical point of view, Nica- 
ragua would benefit greatly from the 
arrangement. From a theoretical point 
of view there will be criticism of the 

olicy on the ground that Nicaragua 

s free and independent and this is an 
undue interference with its sover- 
eignty. 

“This may be answered by the argu- 
ment that the sovereign and indepen- 
dent Government of Nicaragua has re- 
quested the sovereign and independent 
Government of the United States to 
enter’ into such a treaty.of alliance. 
That argument may be answered by 
the statement that the present Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua does not truly rep- 
resent the people and that it would fall 
without the support of the United 
States. That argument may be an- 
swered by the statement that if the 

- present Government collapses the coun- 
try will be governed by those who are 
in alliance with and under the dom- 
ination of Mexico, which in turn is 
alleged to be working in conjunction 
with Moscow. That argument may be 
answered by the query as to whether 
it would not be a violation of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine for the United States to 
permit any non-American country to 
control directly or indirectly through 
another American country a country 
in which the United States has canal 
rights, especially when that country 
is within the vicinity of the Panama 
Canal. 

“It-is claimed that if Mexico, which 
is hostile to the United States, should 
secure control of the Government of 
Nicaragua it would not be long before 
it would secure control of Honduras, 
and then it would attempt to secure 
control of the governments of the re- 
maining countries of Central America; 
at the same time anti-foreign and 
anti-clerical legislation, similar to that 
in Mexico,.may be initiated. 

“Many of the citizens of Latin- 
America appreciate as fully as do the 
citizens of the United States the seri- 
ousness of the political situation in 
Nicaragua. Many of them have séen 
an. resented the attempts to spread 
Bolshevistic doctrines in their coun- 
tries. At the same time they do not 
take kindly to intervention by the 
United States. 


Says Policy Must Change. 


“The open support given by a num- 
ber of United States citizens to the 


Sacasa faction, backed by Mexico, 
both’ of which are in conflict or con- 
troversy with the United States: Gov- 
ernment, is considered. by many to be 
unfortunate for the President and Sec- 
retary. of State in the conduct of our 
foreign affairs. They believe that the 
President does not consider a question 
of foreign policy without securing a 
complete report from the Department 
of State and its diplomatic and. con- 
gular officers, and/ that in the con- 
duct.of his foreign relations he should 
be. free from embarrassment by those 
ho.have not the sources of informa- 
n.which he possesses, and who are 
tt thereby as qualified as he to reach 
af determination of a. question. 

“On the er hand, the President ot 
the United States should be extremely 
the about ever stating that the

Professor Moon Scores Methods. 

Professor Moon said’ that while ~ it 
was impossible to refrain from all in- 
tervention.in the, affairs of turbulent 
and @fétatoPriddén' repiiblits “in ‘the 
Caribbean area, thisshould always be 
done in @ manner ‘above suspicion. 

“If when financial control seemed 
necessary it could be arranged openly, 
and’ / international auspices as 
the League: arran, it-in Hungary 
and in Austria, the United States 
would not be accused of ‘dollar diplo- 
peer and economic imperialism,’ he 
8a) 

Mr. Moon said the State Department 
was doing the best it could in a prac- 
tical way, but in the long run was 
making it hard for this country. 

“Honorable conduct,’’ he continued, 
'is a ssession to be cherished far 
more than any naval base we might 
pick up. Our methods are causing con- 
siderable comment in Europe and fear 
in Latin America. The London Times 
declares, with not at all concealed sus- 
picion, that the policy of the State De- 
partment is inconsistent ‘with ‘the 
policy of the United States. 

“Few of the Americans who profess 
belief in the Monroe Doctrine would 
wish to practice the principles which 
were set forth in President Monroe’s 
historic message over a century ago. 
The true’ Monroe Doctrine, ‘as stated 
by M e, contained two important 
principles affecting our relations with 
Latin America. One.of. these has been 
violated and seems to have been dis- 
carded, whHe the other is maintained 
but has been overlaid with modern in- 
oe which are really amend- 
ments. 


Monroe Doctrine Changed. 
“One part of the Monroe Doctrine 


was a pledge on the part of the United 
States not to interfere with the ex- 
isting colonies or dependencies of any 
Europeah power, That’. pledge” was 
violated when we wrested Cuba and 
Porto Rico, both Spanish colonies, 
from Spain in 1898. How. many. of 
those ‘who believe in the Monroe Doc- 
trine. would wish to hand these islands 
back to Spain? : 

“The other part of the doctrine, how- 
ever, was a warning which still holds 
good. The United States would con- 
sider it an unfriendly act if any Euro- 
pean power attempted to oppress. any 
independent. Latin-American. States or 
control their destinies. This part of 
the Monroe ‘Doctrine benefited Latin 
America by sheltering it from Euro- 
pean imperialism at a time when Af- 
rica was being partitioned and when 
Asia was regarded as an arena for 
rival empire builders. 

“But this negative part of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine does not explain our 
Latin-American policy since 1898, Since 
1898 we have acquired Porto Rico by 
conquest; by purchase we have gained 
the Virgin Islands; we have leased 
naval bases in Cuba and Nicaragua 
and leased the Panama Canal Zone. 
We have secured the right of inter- 
vention in Cuba by the Platt amend- 
ment and in Haiti by the treaty of 
1915. We have devised ingenious meth- 
ods of financial control for the Domini- 
can Republic, Haiti, Salvador and 
Nicaragua. 

“‘We have occasionally used marines 
and bluejackets for intervention in 
most of the Central American and 
Carribean Republics. Such measures 
as these are not expressions of the 
old Monroe Doctrine. On the contrary, 
they are characteristic of modern im- 
perialism, 


Sees Us Growing Imperialistic. 


_ “President Coolidge has said that the 
‘United States cherishes no imperialis- 
tic designs, no vision of empire. We 
have a considerable empire, in size 
comparable to that’ of Germany before 
it entered the war. Our empire is 
better than France or Italy, and is 


second only to Great Britain. If we 
have no vision of empire we have done 
very well. 

“These measures may be inter- 
preted, at least in part, as the results 
of an effort to supplement or adapt 
the Monroe Doctrine under the pres- 
sure of new conditions—new conditions 
of naval strategy and of international 
finance—but they are really inconsis- 
.tent with the spirit of Monroe’s doc- 
trine. 

“The aims and the results of these 
newer imperialistic policies have by 
no means been wholly sinister. Im- 
proving sanitation and combating dis- 
ease in Cuba or Panama can hardly 
be regarded as an evil. Discouraging 
revolutions, promoting economic de- 
velopment, putting finances on a more 
systematic basis, preventing European 
nations from securing contro! in Carri- 
bean countries, and similar aims, in 
themselves are not objectionable. 

“But the methods by which these 
and other, perhaps less justifiable, ob- 
jects have been pursued may be re- 
garded as open to three criticisms— 
first, they are inconsistent with the 
general policy of the United States. At 
a time when the world is attempting 
to substitute justice for aggressive mil- 
itary force the American people do not 
desire to have acts of military aggres- 
sion entered upon their record. 

“Second, although using the marines 
to enforce the wishes of the State De- 
partment in Haiti or Nicaragua or 
some other small country may at the 
time seem the most expeditious and 
practical method of procedure, it ix 
not practical in the long run. 

“Third, too frequently the State De- 
partm ot has used military interven- 
tion in Carribean countries for the 
profit of private business interests in 
a way that inevitably gives rise to 
criticism. 

“If, when armed intervention seemed 
necessary to check disorders, we could 
call upon some international body, as 
the Pan-American Union, to pass on 
the facts and acknowledge the neces- 
sity for intervention, the United States 
would be less open to the charge of 
aggression. There may be more prac- 
tical solutions, but some solution must 
be found if we are to practice what 
we preach and if we are to preserve 
our reputation for fair dealing.”

“I repeat,’’ said Representative Bur- 
ton, ‘“‘several arguments. heretofore 
made why these debts should not be 
canceled. First, there is the sanctity of 
international obligations, which is a 
rule essential for debtor nations as 
well as creditor, for in case of an 
emergency or another war a country 
which failed to recognize its obliga- 
tions could not again become a 
borrower. 

“Second, the loans made by the 
United States were not made from an 
overflowing Treasury, but were from 
the proceeds of loans made by our citi- 
zens to the Government as th result 
of intensive campaigns and sacrifice 
and they imposed a serious burden 
upon our people. Thus the Federal 
Government is, in an important sense, 
but a trustee for the people. Those who 
advocate cancellation should surrender 
their own bonds. The third reason 
against cancellation is that propor- 
tionately, the increase in debt and the 
burden of taxation as the result of our 
perticipation in the war has been as 
great, or greater, tl.an that of any of 
our Allies. By reason of our entrance 
into the struggle our debt at one time 
amounted to $25,500,000,0C0. 

“It must be conceded th t mutual 
Hability was the rule observed during 
the war and after. The United States 
asked for and received no concessions 
from the allies in the expense of trans- 
porting and maintaining her army in 
Europe. Our Allies have not released 
claims for reparations from the Central 
Powers. A release or cancellation of 
the indebtedness would assuredly fur- 
nish an impetus for larger expenditures 
for armies andenavies in Europe and 
thus constitute a threat to the peace 
of the world.’’ 


Cites Military Expenditures. 


Mr. Burton gave figures designed to 
show that European debtor nations 


were spending much more on military 
purposes than they were paying us in 
yearly instalments on their debts. The 
most recent French budget, he said, 
carried about $200,000,000 for military 
and naval expenses, whereas her ini- 
tial payment to this country, without 
interest, is only $30,000,000. -He took. 
up the high tariff complaint of Europe 
and, singling out France, said that in 
1925 alone American tourists left $225,- 
000,000 in France. He declared as evi- 
dence that the tariff was not a valid 
European argument that in the years 
between 1922 and 1926 American im- 
ports had increased 92 per cent., while 
exports had gained only 22 per cent. 

Returning to his comparison of ex- 
penditures for military purposes, the 
speaker said that Rumania last year 
spent $27,000,000 for military projects 
and added that at this rate the Ruma- 
nian people would spend in a year and 
a third more than her whole debt to 
the United States. England, he re- 
ported, spends approximately $582,000,- 
000 on her army and her navy, as 
against $161,000,000 on the debt. The 
Representative had high praise for the 
British determination to pay and ask 
no favors on the debt question, and 
his tribute brought applause from the 
floor, where 1,000 members listened. 

“America,” he concluded, “has not 
been a Shylock, but we cannot enter 
into any agreement to cancel honest 
debts.”’ 


Colonel Andrew Disagrees. 


Colonel Andrew at the outset dis- 


agreed with his colleague’s statement 
that America’s participation in the 
World War had been ‘‘altruistic.’’ 

“‘T do not admit,”’ he continued, ‘‘that 
the credits extended to our partners in 
the war were in any way analogous 
to ordinary commercial debts. I do not 
admit that the settlements arranged 
by our Debt Funding Commission are 
generous, wise ‘or fair, It is surpris- 
ing how many people now appear to 
tr’ak that we entered the war in a 
spirit of knight-errantry. President 
Wilson. to be sure, encouraged that 
idea in some of the grandiloquent 
phrases that he used after our en- 
trance, as when he said that it was 
‘a war to end war,’ or ‘a war to make 
the world safe for democracy.’ Curi- 
ously enough. most of those today who 
take a ‘hard-boiled’ attitude on the 
debt question adhere to that visionary 
and, I might say, sentimental notion 
of why we entered the war.’’ 

Representative Andrew said America 
went into the war for her own griev- 
ances. He said this nation had sat 
silent while alleged outrages were be- 
ing perpetrated and that no spirit of 
altruism had then been made manifest. 

“Our part in the war,” he said, ‘“‘was 
not a philanthropy and not a reckless 
adventure for the sake of others. It 
was our war on our own behalf be- 
cause of our manifold and sufficient 
grievances.”’ 


Sent Money Instead of Troops. 


He recalled that when the United 


States finally decided to make com- 
mon cause, the nation had been un- 
able to send troops to aid. Only money 
and. munitions—great quantities of 
which had been sold at high prices to 
the jes up to our entry—were avail- 
able and the loans were made so that 
American assistance could be rendered 
quickly and effectively. 

“It is a fact of course to which the 
‘debt collectors’: point. with legal valid- 
ity,” he said, ‘‘that these ‘credits’ 
then granted to our partners were not 
described in the law as gifts or con- 
tributions or subsidies, but. were tech- 
nically in the form of loans. That is 
perfectly true and no one can or will 
deny it. But if you will read the de- 
bates in the Congress you will see that 
leaders did not regard the loans as 
ordinary loans. 

“We were in the war all told for 
nineteen) months before the guns 
ceased firing and during three-quar- 
ters of that time we only furnished 
materials while our partners furnished 
hutian lives: They sacrificed 500.000 
lives and 1,000,000 wounded in hold- 
ing the enemy ‘back after we’ entered 
the war and betore we could take part 
in it. And now from thé standpoi 
our erstwhile partners wwe are 
the survivors and their descen

Sidetracking of Boulder Dam 
Project Leaves Menace for 
Rich Imperial Valley.

Business Men of San Francisco 
Approve Many State Bills 
and Condemn Others. 


OREGON GOVERNOR ACTS 


Vetoes Forty-four Appropriation 
Bills Passed In Defiance of 
His Wishes,

SAN FRANCISCO, March 12.—Fail- 
ure on the part of Congress to give 
attention to the Boulder Dam project 
or to other means of conserving the 
Colorado River waters and providing 
safeguards against overflow into the 
Imperial Valley is profoundly resented 
in California. 

The hazard in which the Imperial 
Valley stands is positive. Twenty years 
ago the river at high flood plowed 
through its alluvial banks and tore a 
deep channel through the valley and 
was only stopped from engulfing it 
completely by a combination of forces 
that cannot be counted upon in a new 
and similar emergency. On two more 
recent occasions the river threatened 
again to leave its banks and only by 
happy chances was the valley saved 
from destruction. 

In neither of these instances did the 
stream attain its maximum of destruc- 
tive force. Should it reach this con- 
dition—possible at any time in the sea- 
son of rainfall—means locally avail- 
able would not be sufficient to prevent 
disaster. 

Approximately 60,000 persons live in 
the Imperial . Valley. Shipments of 
commodities aggregate about 50,000 
carloads. The value of its lands and 


other forms of invested capital runs 
to many millions. All of this would 
be wiped out for all time if the river 
were to get a full start against re- 
straining forces. The valley would be 
converted into a vast lake from forty 
to sixty feet deep at El Centro and 
other towns. 

With this imminent danger it is aot 
surprising that there should be bitter 
resentment of filibustering tactics that 
stopped Congress from giving full and 
careful consideration to a matter so 
important. 

The neglect in this instance is one cf 
many incidents that have in recent 
years destroyed respect for Congress 
even to the degree of putting it in 
a species cf public contempt. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


The Downtown Association of San 
Francisco is an organization many 
hundred strong, made up of represen- 
tatives of every sort of business. It 
has issued a statement embodying its 
views upon measures under consider- 
ation, thus supplying a cross section 


of the business man’s mind as related 
to many things. It approval is given 
to these measures: 

An additional gasoline tax of 1 cent 
for State roads. 

Creating a State bar organization 
with power to regulate and discipline 
members. 

Increasing: the salary of the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court from 
$8,000 to $15,000 and the salaries of As- 
sociate Justices from $8,000 to $15,000. 

Increasing the salaries of Presiding 
Justices of District Courts of Appeal 
from $7,000 to $14,500 and of Associate 
Justices from $7,000 to $14,000. 

Increasing salaries of Superior Court 
Judges of San Francisco, Alameda and 
Los Angeles counties to $12,000. 

Establishing a real estate tax on leg- 
acies, bequests, succession and trans- 
fers. 

‘A reciprocal inheritance tax law pro- 
viding that no tax on non-tangible 
property shall be payable in the case 
of estates of non-residents if the State 
of residence reciprocates. This meas- 
ure is designed to nullify the appeal 
made to wealthy men by Florida, 
Nevada and other States that do not 
pay inheritance taxes. 

An appropriation of $100,000 for in- 
vestigation of sewage and industrial 
wastes and to determine methods of 
treatment and disposal. 

Measures opposed by the association 
include: 

Abolishing the death penalty and 
substituting life imprisonment. 

Raising homestead exemptions from 
$5,000 to $10,000. 

Providing for daylight-saving from 
April 1 to Nov. 1. 

Leasing harbor and wharfage rights 
on the San Francisco waterfront. 

Releasing public school pupils two 
hours each week for religious instruc- 
tion. 

Construction of building to house 
employes of school boards. 

Pensions for State employes who 
have served thirty years. 

Providing that property discovered by 
assessors to have escaped assessment 
in the last preceding year may be as- 
sessed at five times its value, instead 
of double its value as at present. 

Nullifying the criminal laws by 
omitting sabotage and unlawful meth- 
ods of terrorism as within the defini- 
tion of criminal syndicalism. 

Making community property liable 
for contracts made by the wife. 

Requiring owners of motor vehicles 
to carry public lability bonds. 

Providing for old-age pensions. 

Denying present right of creditors to 
an estate to file claims with county 
clerks. 

Requiring application for license to 
be filed with the Secretary of State 
and requiring a bond of $10,000 in 
cases where private detectives are em- 
ployed. 


MEMORIAL’S CHANCES WANE. 
Promoters of the projected war me- 
morial in San Francisco suffered a set- 
back when last week arrangements 
were made to submit a bond issue to 
popular vote. On the heels of this 
movement there came a flood of bond- 
ing proposals calculated to inspire op- 
position on the part of taxpayers. 

In addition to the $4,000,000 issue 
asked for the memorial there is a de- 
mand for $4,500,000 for extension of the 
municipal street car systems and for 
$3,500,000 for bringing electrical power 
develo in connection with a mu- 
nici water project.

‘six applications for permits are now 
under or ut none has yet 
made a satisfactory financial showing. 

More serious still is the fact that 
consent of the War Department must 
be obtained before any bridge can, be 
built. While the department has given 
tentative consent to various proposals, 
it has in each case drawn a line at 
Hunters Point on the San Francisco 
shore and the southern limit of Ala- 
meda on the eastern shore. To be ser- 
viceable. or profitable a bridge must 
be somewhere near the line of popular 
traffic, and those who profess to know 


.are not hopeful that permission for 


such a bridge may be obtained. 

In the meantime a bridge has been 
built across the San Joaquin Channel 
near Antioch; another between Red- 
wood City, twenty-five miles south of 
here, has been recently completed; a 
third spanning Carquinez Straits is ap- 
proaching completion, and a fourth is 
projected between Richmond and the 
Marin County shore, 

These, while important in their way 
and of especial value to the develop- 
ment of the area fronting. the eastern 
side of the bay, are of small signifi- 
cance as related to San Francisco. Un- 
less the War Department modifies its 
ruling, San Francisco must depend 
upon ferry systems for connection with 
regions north and east. It is a handi- 
cap that becomes more serious with 
the development of motor traffic. Ap- 
proximately fifty ferry boats are now 
in regular service and pressure of traf- 
fic grows month by month. 


OREGON’S FINANCES. 

Following closely upon adjournment 
of the Oregon Legislature, Governor 
Patterson has vetoed forty-four meas- 
ures passed by that body in contempt 
of his recommendations and in disre- 
gard of financial disabilities under 
which the State is suffering. 

To meet overdue obligations of ap- 
proximately $1,500,000, an inheritance 
from the immediately preceding ad- 
ministration, the Governor proposed 
special measures for raising revenues. 
The Legislature instead proceeded to 
make new appropriations of $1,000,000 
or more, leaving the Governor to find 
the money. 

It was within his power to nullify 
these appropriations by veto or to meet 
demands running to a large sum by 
issuance of State warrants. He has 
chosen the former course. Bills ad- 
vancing salaries, for support of vari- 
ous boards, for construction of armo- 
ries, for payment of special claims, 
for enlarging the scope of the State 
Agricultural School, for new buildings 
for the State University and for many 
other purposes are included in the gen- 
eral slaughter which cuts out an ag- 
gregate of $1,300,000. . 

While Governor Patterson has issued 
no statement, he has permitted it to 
be understood that most of these bills 
would have been approved if the State 
were in normal financial condition. 
Conservative opinion in Oregon is that 
the Governor has met an embarrassing 
situation in the only way open to him. 


IDAHO LEGISLATURE ACTS. 


Outstanding acts of the Idaho Legis- 
lature, just adjourned, relate to en- 


larged building programs for the 
State’s educational, .charitable and 
penal institutions, validating bonds of 
highway districts voided upon tech- 
nical points by court decisions, sim- 
plification of criminal appeals, increase 
of the gasoline tax to 4 cents, estab- 
lishment at Pocatello of a southern 
branch of the State University, require- 
ment that counties adopt budget sys- 
tems, submission of a constitutional 
amendment extending terms of State 
officials from two to four years and 
authorization of a blue-sky corporation 
code. 

Other action includes adoption of 
three out of four Hoover uniform mo- 
tor vehicle acts, protection of Idaho 
water resources and providing for 
study of their best uses, appropriating 
$20,000 for a Governor’s mansion, pro- 
vision for a raid against predatory 
animals and advancing the salaries of 
various State offficials, originally es- 
tablished upon a low basis. Supreme 
Court Justices are hereafter to be paid 
$6,000 and District Judges $5,000 a year. 
Salaries of the Secretary of State and 
the State Auditor were fixed at $4,000. 

The State tax levy on an ad valorem 
basis is calculated to yield $4,700,009 for 
the biannium, as compared with $3,350,- 
000 for the years 1925-26. A bond issue 
for capital additions to State institu- 
tions is to be $350,000, as compared 
with an issue of $265,000 authorized by 
the Legislature of 1925. 


RABBI TO BRING SUIT 
FOR LABRADOR LAND 


Montreal Man Who Claims Grant 
Was Given Ancestor Will 
Start Legal Fight.

MONTREAL, March 12.—Having won 


Labrador by the recent judgment of 
the Privy Council, the Colony of New- 
foundland will soon have to fight to 
retain about quarter of the prize, for 
Rabbi Isaac de la Penha of the Span- 
ish and Portuguese congregation here 
is preparing to uphold before New- 
foundland courts his claims to a huge 
grant on the Atlantic Coast ceded to 
an ancestor in 1697 by William of 
Orange. 

All that is necessary for the suit to 
be entered at St. John’s is possession 
of certified copies of ancient docu- 
ments, Sol Eliasoph, counsel for the 
rabbi, explained, adding: 

“The judgment of the Privy Council 
awarding Labrador to Newfoundland 
merely means that we shall transfer 
our claim from the Province of Quebec 
to Newfoundland. Our claim and our 
rights are in no way affected by the 
judgment.” 

In four countries searches for the 
essential documents are in progress. 
The lawyer says he can lay his hands 
on the original grant of Nov. 1, 1697, 
by which William of Orange, then at 
the Palace of Loo; granted to Joseph 
de la Penha that section of what is 
known as Labrador lying between the 
sixtieth degree of longitude and the 
fifty-fifth degree of latitude. The area 
is east ot a tine running north and 
south from Hopedale, on the seacoast, 
and includes Hamilton Inlet and Lake 
Melville, aud its southern boundary 
cuts the Atlantic shore a little above 
Cape St. Lewis. 

There is another document, the law- 
yer asserts, by -vhich at the death of 
the originai grantee William of Orange 
transferred the grant to Daniel de la 
Penha, son of Joseph de la Penha. 
Still another document is alleged to 
show that in 1732 Daniel de la Penha 
was actively operating his grant and 
the hunting and fishing rights that 
went with it. 

Other papers are said to establish 
that David de la Penha obtained trans- 
fer of the grant on the death of his 
brother Daniel. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., March 12 (4).— 
The Crown Lands office is being 
flooded with applications for mineral, 
timber, water and other concessions 
on the Labrador ‘‘coast,” following the 
recent award of the strip to Newfound- 
land. 

The Government has _ announced, 
however, that it purposes to act slowly 
and will seek to devise a new policy 
whereby greater advantages for the 
colony than hereto will result from 
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new territory.

Adirondack Civic Leagues Keep 
Up Fight to Prevent Creation 
of New Water Power Policy. 


FOR SARGENT MEASURE 


E. W. Cady Declares the Regulating 
District Proposal is Intended 
Merely to Ald Exploitation. 


Passage of the bill introauced by As- 
semblyman Willis H. Sargent of Syra- 
cuse to amend the conservation law 
to prevent the establishment of river 
regulating districts in the Adirondack 
Forest Preserve for the primary pur- 
pose of creating water power was 
urged yesterday in a statement issued 
by E. W. Cady Jr., Secretary of the 
Adirondack Civic League, which with 
the Association for the Preservation of 
the Adirondacks and affiliated organ- 
izations has made a long fight against 
these regulating districts and is back- 
ing the Sargent bill for this purpose. 

Mr. Cady declared that former 
Speaker H. Edmund Machold, President 
of the Northeastern Power Company, 
declared at a recent hearing that there 
was no ‘joker’ in the water storage 
district law, as claimed by the Adiron- 
dack Civic League, and quoted him as 
having said: 

“The purpose of the law was to pro- 
duce more power. That was the pur- 


pose when it was passed, There was 
no ‘joker’ in it.’’ 


Sees Exploitation Move. 


“This brings the power interests out 
squarely in the open,” Mr. Cady said. 
“The conservation law was designed 


for power purposes. Public welfare 
was merely a camouflage. The ‘joker’ 
was not included when the law was 
passed. It was inserted in 1921, six 
years later, to construe the meaning of 
‘a reasonable return’ to the State in 
such a way as to preclude adequate 
and proper compensation for the bene- 
fits the power interests were to receive. 

“The temptation to the power inter- 
ests to exploit the Adirondack Park 
for power purposes arises from the im- 
provement in methods of transmitting 
electric power and the growth of the 
public utility industry with its in- 
creased opportunity for profitably sell- 
ing it. To justify transmission to dis- 
tant markeis electric power must be 
available continuously, since otherwise 
it must be supplemented by steam 
plants and the cost does not justify 
the expense. 


Calls Aim “Primary” Power. 


“Without storage reservoirs to equal- ‘ 
ize the flow of the streams nearly all 
the power available on Adirondack 
streams is intermittent or ‘dump’ 
power and cannot be profitably trans- 
mitted. Reservoirs make the streams’ 
flow constant and make the power 
continuous or ‘primary’ power, as re- 
liable ‘base’ power as that on the St. 
Lawrence, which can be transmitted 
and profitably sold in competition 
with power produced by steam. 

“This makes clear the reason for 
the continued fight of the power in- 
terests to secure reservoirs for power 
purposes under the guise of public wel- 
fare. 

“Literature of the power companies 
and recent articles in the public press 
clearly show the interconnection of 
transmission lines and where this 
great block of power would be dis- 
posed of. 

“The existing Conservation Law un- 
der Section 7a provides for the cre- 
ation of river regulating districts by 
which storage reservoirs may be built 
and State land may be taken only for 
the purpose of public welfare, includ- 
ing public health and safety. The act 
enables the State credit to be used, 
gives the right to condemn property 
and provides. means of assessing the 
cost upon all property owners bene- 
fited, regardless of their willingness 
to participate. 

“The Sargent bill provides that the 
production of power by utility com- 
panies is not a matter of public wel- 
fare; that if the principal benefit to 
be derived from river regulation is 
power production, any application for

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 12 (f).— 
Shell shock is not confined to war 
veterans but is a common condition 
among young college students, says 
Dr. Alfred. Worcester, Harvard Pro- 
fessor of Hygiene. 

Dr. Worcester’s annual’ report to 
President Lowell today declared that 
his main service to the university had 
not been attending to students need- 
ing medical care, but saving them from 
such need. His office has been open 
to all who voluntarily sought his aid 
and té6 those whose conduct or failure 
in studies caused their teachers or 
deans to suspect such conduct or fail- 
ure to be due to physital or mental 
ill health. 

Those sent by the deans presented 
the more difficult problem, Dr. Wor- 
cester reported. Although in a few 
cases their troubles were irremediable 
due to outside causes, he found that 
confiding them to some one made them 
less insurmountable. 

In the main a thorough study of the 
student’s physical and mental condition 
was necéssary, and in that connection 
Dr. Worcester declared the experience

Old Principle Repeated. 


Mr. Podell explained that: the crim- 
inal aspects of the potteries case were 
largely due to the extreme emergncy 
at the time and the necessity for 
checking inordinate increases in prices. 


The conviction of the defendants, he 
said, created much controversy, and 
even apprehension, although all the de- 
cision did was to repeat a well-estab- 
lished principle of the Sherman law. 
He said that in the last four or five 
years the Supreme Court expressed its 
views on the Sherman law in four civil 
and one criminal case, and that from 
these views it was possible to answer 
many of the vexing’ questions being 
asked by lawyers and laymen. inter- 
ested and active in trade associations. 
One of these cases, he explained, was 
the American column and lumber case. 
which presented to the Court the open 
competition, or me plan, which in- 
volved reporting to the Secretary. vari- 
ous kinds of ‘statistical information, 


including daily sales, with the names 


and addresses of the purchasers, 
along with the description and quan- 
tity of the lumber sold.. Monthly re- 
ports also were required. These re- 
ports were sent to the members of the 
association. 

‘‘The Supreme Court concluded,” said 
Mr. Podell, ‘‘that this entire scheme 
was part of a plan to fix pricés and to 
stifle honest competition. The Court 
particularly condemned the expressions 
which it found in various letters that 
passed among the members affecting 
prices of the commodity. Then the 
question arose, Did it condemn the ex- 
change of information because it 
might have had a tendency toward 
uniformity of prices, or did it base its 
finding upon its conclusion that there 
was a price-fixing agreement of which 
this information was a part?’’ 


Hoover Defended Groups. 


Mr. Podell explained that this de- 
cision came at a time when combina- 
tions in the building trade were being 


prosecuted in the courts, and when the 
very existence of trade associations 
hung in the balance. He called atten- 
tion to a statement by Secretary 
Hoover, made shortly after.the de- 
cision was handed down, in which the 
secretary took up the cudgels for those 
trade associations that were being con- 
ducted in a lawful manner, and re- 
ferred to the correspondence between 
Mr. Hoover and the Department of 
Justice. From the latter came, said 
Mr. Podell, a statement that the dif- 
ference between legitimate and unlaw-

Opponents “Expect the. Proposed 
Reorganization Project Will 
Come Up at May Meeting. 


The proposed reorganization of the 
Northern Baptist denominations ‘“‘to’ 
develop the greatest efficiency,’”’ which 
has been ascribed to the Rockefellers, 
despite their denial, because the sur- 
vey on which: the proposals are based 
was made by an advisory committee 
headed. by Raymond’ B. Fosdick, an 
adviser of John D. Rockefeller Jr., is 
summarized in a report on the survey 
which was furnished to THE Times 
yesterday by Mr. Fosdick. The ad- 
visory committee made the survey and 
report at the request of the Finance 
Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

The proposal of the advisory com- 
mittee, which also has been attacked 
as an attempt to make the entire Bap- 
tist Church a department of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, is summarized in 
the “private” ‘‘Report on a Survey of 
Fifty-eight Organizations of the North- 
ern Baptist Denominations” as fol- 
lows: 


1, The international program should be 
developed and presented on a project basis, 
su that each distinct piece of work may 
be described, with an estimate of its cost. 

2. The Northern Baptist Convention should 
be a triermial: gathering, and should con- 
centrate mainlyupon measures. which will 
assist in the upbuilding of local churches. 
It should also serve as a medium for the 
expression of opinion on questions of com- 
mon interest to local churches, and as a 
periodic inspirational gathering. 

3. A membership corporation, known as 
The Cooperating Northern Baptist Churches 
of the United States, should be created for 
the purpose of maintaining the international 
program of the ‘Northern Baptist Churches. 

4, The © policy-determining ~ and program- 
making a of The Cooperating Northern 
Baptist Churches “should be known as The 
International Program Council, and should 
be composed of approximately 350 members. 
The _council should. meet annually. It 
should determine, on a project basis, the 
activities which will comprise the Interna- 
tional _Program. for. the ensuing year. It 
should determine the policy under which 
this program should be supported, review 
the work of the preceding year, and con- 
stitute thé agencies which, between anrmal 
meetings, are to administer and execute the 
international program. 

5, A full time employed, President of The 
International Program Council should have 
the responsibility for maintaining a 
limited staff in order to review all work 
under the international program periodical- 
ly, to make recommendations to the council 
at annual meetings regarding projects which 
should be discontinued and new projects 
which should be considered, and to act for 
the-council in assembling all proposals and 
information necessary.to.determine the in- 
ternational program each year. 

. Cooperation Development Board 
should function, between the annual meet- 
ings of the council, to enlarge the number 
of Baptist Churches within the membership 
of The Cooperating Northern’ Baptist 
Churches, and to facilitate execution of the

% Northern Baptist Fiduciary, with a 
substantial capital fund, should serve as 
treasurer for The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and for The Cooperating Northern 
Baptist Churches. The fiduciary should man- 
age investments, act as tru for domors, 
receive and disburse funds for the program 
of each year, manage the accounts of the 
agencies, &c. ~ ’ ’ 

8. An. Activities Administration Board 
should exercise gene supervision over the 
activities comprehended by the international 
Pprogram:.of each year,\ should..maintain a 
regional coordinating organization, and 
should execute that part of the international 
program pertaining to the support of the- 
enna seminaries, universities, and col- 
eges. 

9. An. Executive Conference, composed of 
the President and five Vice Presidents of 
The International Program Council, amd o 
the Chairmen and executives of the three 
boards, should meet bi-monthly for the pur- 
pose of assuring full coordination of all 
activities comprehended by the international 
program. 

10. There should be a nucleus of control- 
ling members in each board, supplemented 
by associate and advisory members located 
throughout the Umrited States.

Winner, 
to Abandon Foreign Prints 
of Last Centary. 


Arthur H: Lamborn, head of the 
sugar brokerage firm bearing his name 
and a prominent exhibitor at the inter- 
national stamp show in the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace last October, has decided to 
séll. all. of his nineteenth century for- 
eign stamps at auction. He has been 
for several years a keen collector of 


stamps covering ev country, and he 
won gold: medals in the recent interna- 
tional contest for his twentieth century 
stamps of the world and also for his 
twentieth .century United States 
stamps. 

Mr. Lamborn has no intention of re- 
tiring from the ranks of philatelists. 
He believes that trying to collect every 
stamp issued since Great Britain 
brought out the first adhesive stamp in 
1840 is too great a task, and he will 
hereafter endeavor .to. perfect his 
twentieth century collection. . John A. 
Klemann, head of the Nassau Stamp 
Company of 70 Nassau Street, who an- 
nounced yesterday that he had been 
commissioned to sell at auction the 
nineteenth century stamps together 
with Mr. Lamborn’s United States 
duplicates, said Mr. Lamborn’s twen- 
tieth century collection was the largest 
ever accumulated by a single collector. 
These stamps are contained in 150 
volumes, and 100 volumes were shown 
at the exhibition last October. 

The first part of the forthcoming sale 
will occupy six days, from March 29 to 
April 7. The second and final part will 
occupy four days, beginning April 18. 
The catalogue for the first part con- 
tains more than 3,000 lots, and with the 
exception of the remarkable collection 
of the late William Wolters of Hono- 
lulu, now being sold by J. C. Morgen- 
thau, it is the largest collection of 
nineteenth century stamps offered at 
public sale in several years. 

The seventh part of the Wolters col- 
lection will be sold by Mr. Morgen- 
thau at the Collectors’ Club, 51 West 
Forty-eighth Street,.on April 1, 12 and 
14. Specialists: in Rumania, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Russia, Tuscany 
and the two Sicilies will find many 
rarities. ‘The collection of Tuscany is 
probably the best that has been sold 
in New York for many years, the out- 
standing rarities being a used and an 
unused copy of the 3 lira, 1860, the 
catalogue value of the former being 
$1,000 and that of the latter $1,500. The 
uncanceled copy is not only perfect, 
with large margins, but also shows a 
portion of the adjoining stamp at the 
bottom. 

Vahan Mozian has announced a sale 
of United States and foreign stamps 
at 298 Fifth Avenue next Friday and 
Saturday, including some good Con- 
federate stamps and a triangular Cape 
of Good Hope pair of the 4 penny 
issue of 1853 in unused condition.

“prudery.” , 

The movement has extended, how- 
ever, to a demand for removal of some 
scenes in music hall shows which, it is 
declared, not only make any. true 
French man or woman blush but give 
Francophobes ammunition for attack- 
ing French morals. 

The most authoritative protest thus 
far has come from the pen of Maurice 
Prax, noted critic, who has published 
an outspoken article in the Petit 
Parisien demanding ‘discreet elimi- 
nation’”’ of risque scenes. He declares 
the campaign against objectionable 
plays in New York cannot be simply 
dismissed a< a manifestation of a 
‘wave of prudery.” 

‘Perhaps it is,’’ says M. Prax, ‘‘but 
that is no reason for permitting our- 
selves to have a wave of indecency.” 

M. Prax, as do all his colleagues, 
finds most Parisian plays and spec- 
tacles eminently correct. It is only a 
very few, “filled with stupid situ- 
ations, unsavory expressions and dou- 
ble meanings that would make an 
orang-utan blush,’ that impel him 
to demand purification of them. 
Hitherto these shows have been dis- 
missed by most critics with a shrug 
and the remark: ‘They are only in-

Botanical Garden Adds Plant Speci- 
mens From Many Lands.

The specimens from Antarctica are 
from the Jurassic of Graham Land, 
collected by the Swedish South Polar 
Expedition in 1903.’’ 

The New York Garden has sent to 
the Museum at Stockholm specimens 
of lignite and lignitic plant débris col- 
lected in the cretaceous clays at 
Kreischerville, Staten Island. 

Many new tropical and hardy species 
hav. been added to the collection of 
living plants at Bronx Park. Some 
are from the Royal Horticultural So- 
ciety of England, the Edinburgh and 
Cambridge Botanical Gardens and the 
Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew.

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Association Would Maintain T 
in Own Rooms’ ata Lower 
Cat Than i Hames: 


A complete plan for caring for old 
people who are.without means of sup- 
port ‘was announcéd yesterday by the 
New York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor in a special 
report sent to! present and prospective 
contributors, The report says the cost 
to the association of maintaining the 
aged poor in their own little one 
or two room.homes.is.$660 a year, as 
compared with an annual cost of about 
$900 in private institutions. The asso- 
ciation is now caring, the report says, 
for 243 persons whose average age is 
72 years. 

Four methods employed by the as- 
sociation form a thoroughly compre- 
hensive plan, based upon a twenty- 
five-year study of the problem of the 
care of the aged, it is announced. 

William H. Matthews, director of the 
family welfare. department, who. pre- 
pared the report, summarizes the four 
methods in the association’s plan. 

“At Ward Manor, opened last June,” 
he says, ‘‘some forty-five aged people 
are in permanent residence in the two 
houses now available for that PRTEOe, 
with first emphasis placed on the care 
of those whose pegs infirmities 
make it difficult, if not impossible, fcr 
them to continue living on in homes of 
their own, 

“Through the Crawford Shops oppor- 
tunity is given some 100 old people to 
support ~hemselves in part by work 
fitted to their strength. These people 
live in their own rooms. The people in 
charge of the shops’ workrooms w 
the physical infirmities of these old 
folks and prompt visits ate made if 
sudden absence suggests possible ill- 
ness. 

“To Sunset Lodge, a quiet, restful 
place on the Hudson, many of these old 
people journey for a three weeks’ stay 
during the months from June to Oc- 
tober. It is a place of much kindness, 
a place that brighteas and heartens 
the lives of these old folks the whole 
year through. 

“For those of the group of 163 who 
are neither at Ward Manor nor em- 
ployed at the Crawfor¢c Shops, some of 
whom are partly _ self-supporting 
through bits of work they do at home 
or outside and others of whom are un- 
able to do anything save their own 
small household work, the A. I. C. P. 
provides regujar monthly assistance 
sufficient to assure them of the neces- 
sities of life. At the present time the 
A. I. C. P. is expending through these 
four methods of old age care a total 
of approximately $114,620°a year.

Shaw Leaves University to 
Study Housing. 

Dr. Charles Gray Shaw, Professor 
of Philosophy and Butler lecturer on 
comparative religion at N ew York Uni- 
versity for twenty-seven years, has re- 
ceived a leave of absence to permit 
him to accept a temporary position as 
Secretary of the National Housing 
Committee, of which August Heck- 
scher is Chairman. 

Professor Shaw believes that the 
city must solve its housing problem in 
its own way, and take up the problem 
of housing just as it does with the 
questions of educating, transporting 
and governing the populace.

Europe 
does not know much about Mars, but 
it must be admitted here that it seems 
to have come to the conclusion that 
Professor Lowell studied that planet 
with as much success as President 
Coolidge had studied Europe.

Move Surprise to Some Americans. 


If all that one hears is true, one is 
Rempted to believe that many Ameri- 
@ans who do know Europe were even 
more astonished, than were many Eu- 
ropeans. In their view the President 
has not realized that Europe’s eyes 
look for salvation, not to Washington, 
but to Geneva. To them it seemed 
that a weii-imcaning amateur was 
plunging with both feet into quick- 
wands and quagmires where profes- 
pionals were treading most warily and 
eircumspectly. 

In its earliest beginnings the Wash- 
ington Naval Conference was a small 
@nd tender plant. It began with the 
idea of limiting armaments by agree- 
ment on a single point—that of divid- 
ing. responsibilities for keeping the 
peace of the seas by zones of service. 

It was in one sense a division of the 
white man’s burden, and Great Britain 
testified to its faith in the good-will 
and good word of America, ‘by aban- 
@oning an alliance “which, from a 
purely political point of view, was a 
considerable asset, but which had been 
repugnant to the common feeling of 
the country because it was a species 
ef national miscegenation.

No Advance Seen in Coolidge Plan. 


That small and tender plant was 
earefully cultivated. Its growth was 
watched intently. Long before the at- 
tention of the public was directed to 
it, it was the object of assiduous at- 
tention, even before there were any of- 
ficial exchanges of views between Lon- 
don and Washington and _ before 
goundings were taken and unofficial 
observations made. 

That small and tender plant, thus 
murtured, did not develop at the 
Washington Conference into the 
gBpreading bay tree, but came to be 
almost choked by the rank vegetation 
which sprang up around it. It was an 
object lesson in the limitations of 
human endeavor. 

Something was achieved along the 
lines desired, but what the Washing- 
ton Conference really taught the 
world in the opinion of most Europeans 
was the difficulties in the way of 
achieving the ideal. 

President Coolidge’s plan goes no 
further than where the Washington 
Conference stopped. That is why 
British opinion regards it with regret- 
ful skepticism. There was no ade- 
quate preparation of the ground in 
which the seed was to be planted.

Little Hope of Success Seen. 


Great Britain and Japan have both 
signified their willingness to partici- 
pate in the tripartite conversations, 
but with reservations which indicate 
their conviction that the problems of 
disarmament, of reduction of arma- 
ment and even if limitation of naval 
armament are part of a complex one 
which must be studied as a whole and 
not in its variations. 

I recall an episode in a London thea- 
tre a good many years ago when 
Elinor Glyn was producing a play 
based on her novel ‘‘Three Weeks.’’ 
The authoress was herself impersonat- 
ing the Princess of her story. 

For two acts the audience had been 
waiting for the episode of the tiger 
akin which was one of the features of 
the book... The tiger skin had not 
made its appearance on the stage, and 
tn the middle of the third act, when it 
was still conspicuous by its absence, 
Lady Randolph Churchill, as she then 
‘was, who was sitting in the stalls, was 
heard to exclaim in a voice loud enough 
to reach the gallery: 

“This play doesn’t seem to get much 
forrarder.”’ 

It is unlikely, in British opinion; that 
President Coolidge’s limitation of arm- 
aments play will ‘‘get much forrarder’’ 
either. 

This is said ‘with due regard to the 
fact that any and every initiative 
caiculated to relieve the burden of 
taxation is welcomed by the British 
taxpayer, but John Bull cannot but

Paris, signed in 1920, by which the 
Rumanian annexation of Bessarabia 
was confirmed, 

The fact that France herself had 
ratified that treaty in 1924 seemed to 
have been overlooked by the Chauvin- 
ists of the Paris press. 

It was at Sir Austen Chamberlain’s 
instigation, according to that same 
press, that Premier Mussolini hed 
taken action. Sir Austen; so it was 
alleged, wanted to detach Rumania 
from France and throw her into the 
arms of Italy, thus insuring Italian 
predominance in the Balkans in the 
struggle which has been going on for 
the past five or six years between the 
Quai d’Orsay and the Palazzo Chigi. 

Less than a year ago Premier Mus- 
solini told your correspondent that it 
was his intention to recognize the 
Bessarabian treaty as soon the Ru- 
manian Parliament ratified the con- 
vention which had been concluded with 
Italy at the time of General Averescu’s 
visit to Rome. At that time Premier 
Mussolini and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
had not met. 

In a statement which the latter madé 
at Geneva last Tuesday he said that 
Premier Mussolini had mentioned 
Bessarabia to him when they con- 
versed aboard the yacht at Leghorn, 
and had evidently.made up his mind 
to recognize the 1920 treaty. In view 
of the British Foreign Secretary’s 
categoric explanation even Pertinax 
has subsided. 

But that is not the only Machiavel- 
lian trick which has been laid at Great 
Britain’s door. A section of the Ger- 
man press has been charging the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office with a scheme to 
encourage Polish aspirations in regard 
to the Dantzic corridor at the expense 
of Germany in order to carry out a 
plan of creating a solid block against 
Soviet Russia in Eastern Europe. 

British support of Premier Mussolini’s 

recognition of the Bessarabian treaty 
was adduced as another item in this 
program, . 
Dr. Gustav Stresemann, in an inter- 
view given at Geneva this week, had 
to take up the cudgels in Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s behalf and assure the 
doubting Thomases among his coun- 
trymen that there was no guile in the 
British Foreign Secretary’s candid 
heart. 

That the Soviet propagandists re- 
main unconvinced, of course, is not 
surprising after the unfortunate epi- 
sode of the British note of warning to 
Russia. . 

There is a sound basis of truth for 
the assertion made this week that it 
was entirely against his better judg- 
ment that Sir Austen Chamberlain ad- 
dressed to Russia remonstrances which 
had all the air of an ultimatum, but 
one that had no sort of “‘kick” in it.

Lawrence Copyright Seen in Danger. 


Colonel Lawrence’s “Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom,” published in abridged form 
at 30 shillings, is the most talked of 
book of the week. 

Nobody who knows Colonel Law- 
rence would for one moment suspect 
him of having an tye to the main 
chance, and all his record acquits him 
of allowing financial considerations to 
enter into his philosophy of life, Still 
he seems to have stumbled upon an 
excellent method of making his work 
one of the best sellers of the year. 

But it is possible that, however suc- 
cessful he may be in his plans for 
protecting the copyright of his book 
in America, he has failed to insure 
himself against the risk of a pirated 
edition in England. 

Under the terms of the Copyright act 
requiring that every book be placed at 
the disposal of the public, copies of 
Colonel Lawrence’s work in its orig- 
inal, unabridged and unexpurgated 
form should have been lodged with 
the British Museum and certain other 
libraries like the Bodleian. 

This does not appear to have been 
done, and it would be a curious inci- 
dent if some unscrupulous British pub- 
lisher took advantage of the fact to 
issue a reprint of the thirty-guinea 
edition at a cheaper price than the 30 
shillings asked for the abridged edi- 
tion now offered to the public with 
the author’s approval.

PIRANDELLO SCORES. 
A TRIUMPH IN ROME 


His New Play, ‘Diana e la Tuda,’ 
Also Reveals a Feminine Star 
of the First Magnitude. 








CLASSIC REVIVALS PLANNED 





Ancient Greek and Roman Theatres 
the Setting—Opera Suffers 
an Eclipse.

By Wireless to Tz New York Timezs, 
ROME, March 11.—Luigi Pirandello, 
who, together with Sem Benelli, author 
of ‘'The Jest,’”? ranks as Italy’s fore- 
most playwright, has made a triumphal 
re-entry into Rome with a new play. 
Its title is ‘“‘Diana e la Tuda,” and 
it delighted an audience mostly com- 
posed of the more intellectual strata 
of Roman society. Though perhaps not 
as good as Pirandello’s masterpiece, 
“Six Characters in Search of an Au- 
thor,’’ it was universally voted a vast 
success, 

The scene is laid in an artist’s 
studio and its underlying theme is 
jealousy. The classical triangle has 
in this case been expanded into a quad- 
rangle, in which the hero, a sculptor, 
with his friend, his mistress and his 
model make up the principal rdles. 
They each are jealous of the other for 
various reasons, and the play of their 
emotions, leading to a dramatic and 
unexpected climax, is cleverly worked 
out. 

As is the case with most of Piran- 
dello’s characters, however, they are 
all not quite human, Pirandell® is 
probably a philosopher even before he 
is a playwright, and this shows in his 
plays. He is too fond of theorizing 
and of creating characters possessed of 
a mania to analyze and vivisect them- 
selves, relying for success rather on 
parading before the audience their in- 
most thoughts than on scenic or dra- 
matic effects. His plays, in other 
words, appeal more to one’s brain 
than to one’s senses. This is at the 
same time their virtue and their de- 
fect. 

Despite, or perhaps as a consequence 
of this, Pirandello’s new play may 
with confidence look forward to a long 
and successful run, After playing in 
Rome his company is booked for a 
long season -in South America, after 
which it will return to Italy, where it 
will appear in several Sicilian and 
southern cities. By that time it is 
probable that the new State-subven- 
tioned theatres planned in Rome, Milan 
and Turin will have been inaugurated, 
and Pirandello will take over the man- 
agement of them.

Marta Abba a New Star. 


Incidentally, Pirandello’s return to 
Rome revealed to the Italian theatre- 
going public a new star. She is Marta 
Abba. She has appeared in Rome be- 
fore without awakening any particular 
enthusiasm, but her progress in recent 
years has been so rapid that she is 
looked upon as one of the brightest 
hopes of the Italian theatre. Her bril- 
liant acting in ‘‘Diana e la Tuda’”’ was 
one of the most distinguished features 
of the play and earned universal recog- 
nition. Certainly the laurels she has 
reaped in England, France and Ger- 
Many appear anything but usurped. 
She is still young and a brilliant fu- 
ture is predicted for her.

Ancient Dramas in Classic Settings. 


Perhaps of even greater international 
appeal than Pirandello’s plays are the 
classical performances which will be 
staged this year in the Greek theatre 
at Syracuse, Sicily, and in the Roman 


‘| theatre at Pompeii, and next year also 


in the Roman theatre of Ostia, at the 
mouth of the Tiber. 

These performances were begun sev- 
eral years ago in Syracuse and imme- 
diately proved an enormous success. 
With an enchanted setting of a two- 
thousand-year-old Greek theatre as a 
background, with the star-studded Si- 
cilian sky as a roof, they left an in- 
delible impression on all who witnessed 
them. Of such great artistic merit 
were they that the Ministry of Public 
Education has undertaken to promote 
other performances of the same kind 
and has suggested that classical per- 
formances should be given also in oth- 
er Greek and Roman theatres. 

The program at Syracuse this year 
includes such works as ‘‘Medea and 
Cyclops,” by Euripides; ‘‘Clouds,” by 
Aristophanes; ‘Oedipus Tyrannus,” by 
Sophocles, and others of the same kind. 
They will be staged by the well-known 
Italian actor-manager, Ettore Ro- 
magnoli. Special music has been com- 
posed for them by Maestro Giuseppe 
Malo, while dances and choruses will 
be performed by the pupils of the Kra- 
tina Classical Dancing School. 

An almost identical program will be 
repeated. at Pompeii. Unfortunately, 
the restoration of the Roman theatre 
in Estia is not sufficiently advanced to 
permit its being used this year, so that 
Rome will have to wait another twelve 
months before it can enjoy its own 
classical performances in imitation of 
the other cities. 

*,* 
Efforts to Revive Opera. 

In striking contrast to the compara- 
tively flourishing condition of the prose 
theatres, the Italian opera is instead 
encounternig some very hard times. At 
the beginning of the carnival season 
Premier Mussolini sent a circular let- 
ter to the heads of all muncipalities in 
Italy asking them to do everything 
possible to organize opera seasons in 
their cities in order to make work for 
the army of jobless opera singers, This, 
however, was a mere palliative and not 
the radical cure needed for what is 
really a distressing situation. 

Why is it that the Italian people have 
apparently lost their traditional love of 
music? Producers explain that the 
putting on of new operas is so expen- 
sive that most of them prefer to stick 
to the old and safe classics like ‘‘Cavy- 
alleria,”’ “Aida,” ‘‘Butterfly,” &c. ‘The 
result of this is that the taste of the 
operagoing public has not advanced 
beyond what it was twenty years ago. 
This is proved, they say, by the fact 
that whenever a new opera is tried it 
is invariably a dismal failure. The re- 
sult of this situation, they add, is that 
the Italian people are tired of the old 
operas and do not like new ones, which 
in its turn has disastrous effects on 
box office receipts. 

This explanation appears to be the 
true one. The Italians, who are basic- 
ally a music-loving people, must be 
trained to pad herd the modern trend 
in music sufficiently to be ready to 
pay high prices necessary for the pro- 
duction of new operas, which they are 
unwilling to do at present. It is pro- 
posed to do this by’ a scheme which is 
at present examined by the Goy- 
ernment. It is proposed to grant State 
subventions for a limited number of 
years to opera houses in the chief Ital- 
ian cities on the condition that a cer- 
tain proportion of new operas are pro- 
duced each year. Thus, by forcing pro- 
ducers to put on a considerable number. 
of new operas it is hoped to educate 
the Italian’ public to! appreciate the

UPSETS ALL VIENNA 


Her Residents Are Distracted by 
Unending Battle Between 
New and Old Ways. 








NEW COCKTAILS TEMPTING 





New Money, New Little Newspaper 
and New Dances Are Among 
the Innovations.

VIENNA, March 12.—That this 
week’s round in the unending battle 
between up-to-date and ‘“‘the good old 
days’’ goes to the challenger, Vienna, 
sitting amiably in its family pews, in 
its coffee houses and watching Amer- 


ican girls tripping along “the Ring’ 
into American bars, many are inclined 
to think. 

Now these post-war invaders of 
Vienna are offering new blandish- 
ments. Not content with coaxing the 
Viennese away from the tables of their 
fathers with all known varieties of 
cocktails, they are now holding a com- 
petition to discover some new ones. 
Inventive drinkers are urged to submit 
recipes for two mixtures, one cocktail 
for women and another for men, and 
the immortal glory of having these 
drinks bear their names is promised 
the winners. 

On Monday the judges will take a 
sip—or maybe two sips—of each Vien- 
nese cocktail and decide who wins. In- 
vitations to the ceremony are in great 
demand.

New Money to Buy New Cocktails. 

The Government now appropriately 
has supplied new money with which 
to buy the new cocktails. The idea in 
issuing the latest edition of the Aus- 
trian ten-schilling note was to give the 
republic a distinctive currency. It has 
quite succeeded. It is so distinctive 
that some participants in the animated 
discussions over the merits of the new 
notes think they look more like bill 
posters than bills. This.is because of 
their design, not because of their size. 
The size is narrower than a’‘dollar bill 
and only two-thirds as long. The note 
is distinctive enough, but satisfies 
everybody, for it fits the pocketbook 
without folding. 

The designs on the new note are ver- 
tical instead of horizontal. One can 
hold five of these notes like a hand of 
cards. That, too, is distinctive, and 
also generally pleasing. But the colors 
are shaded through blue into green, 
and especially two large pictures of 
human figures arouse the esthetic cho- 
ler of many Viennese. On one side is 
an unknown goddess coyly stroking a 
fish on the banks of the beautiful 
Danube, which is blue on the money at 
least. On the other side, appropriately 
enough, Mercury appears with his 
winged hat much in evidence and hold- 
ing in his hand a flash of lightning. 
No doubt this is meant as a gentle re- 
minder of how paper money flashed 
away in the good old inflation days. 

New Dances Also Arrive. 


In addition to new cocktails and new 
money, there are new dances. Dancers 
tried to use the coffee houses with 
overflow meetings from bars, but Car- 
dinal Piffl and the Bishops of Austria 
came to the rescue. They denounced 
the new dances and forbade confessors 
to give absolution to incorrigible devo- 
tees of the Charleston and Black Bot- 
tom, 

Now the dancing masters, hinting 
that the good Bishops surely have not 
seen these dances as they should be 
danced, have invited them and Cardi- 
nal Piffl to a little party at the Volks- 
garden on March 22, when they guar- 
antee to demonstrate to the ecclesias- 
tical authorities that modern steps 
properly stepped do not endanger pub- 
lic morals. Viennese are curious to see 
what already has been dubbed the 
“Cardinal’’ Charleston and the “Bish- 
op’? Black Bottom. 

There also.is a new newspaper, Das 
Kleine Blatt. The ‘‘Little’’ Blatt is not 
misnamed. It is a half-size tabloid, and 
is disrespectfully called “‘the Pill.” 

One needs to know the background 
or to be an expert in the subtle tricks 
of propagandists to realize that the 
Little Blatt is a Socialist venture, 
founded in the hope of winning votes 
at coming elections, especially those 
of women, who, as the Little Blatt in- 
genuously announces, are by nearly 
100,000 more numerous than men vot- 
ers.

“Frightful’” Its Favorite Word. 


Unlike the usual Socialist paper, the 
Little Blatt contains no heavy edito- 
rials, no earnest articles, no party 
news, no hymns to Marx. Instead, for 
a@ penny, one-fourth the price of a 
regular paper here, it daily serves a 
choice assortment of local human in- 
terest stories, murders and accidents. 
“Furchtbar”’ [frightful] is a favorite 
word with it, as with Viennese in gen- 
eral. ‘‘Furchtbar’’ suicide, ‘‘furcht- 
bar’ family drama — everything is 
‘“furchtbar” to Das Kleine Blatt 
except capitalism. And where it de- 
votes a paragraph or two to election 
news it reports with meticulous fair- 
ness the speeches of those deadly foils 
of its Red editors, ‘‘black’’ clericals. 

Here and there appear stray little 
items which, without mentioning the 
Socialist Party, contrive to throw cred- 
it on it. But it is chiefly in its pic- 
tures—drawings, not photographs—that 
it gently slides in its propaganda. The 
clerical Government has postponed a 
Socialist measure for old age pensions; 
and we see-in the Little Blatt a car- 
toon of a old woman weeping over 
a poor old man who has just died. Un- 
derneath is the line, “This maa could 
not. wait.” ' 

In another cartoon the larger part 
of a bed is covered with a big layette, 
and above are the words, ‘‘What the 
municipality of Vienna gives free to 
the mother of each new-norn babe. 
caataay aeeeartoaltte Gh tioten otek 
note municipali Vienna w 
cves ‘giving.

Even Concerts Losing Ground. 


It is not strange that the Socialists 
should thus kick aside the traditional 
soap-box methods. Even the. most 
stable element in Vienna, the concert 
appears to be feeling the jazz age. The 
company operating that V.iennese 
landmark, the grosser Konzerthaus, or 
great concert hall, publishes in its an- 
nual report that in the season of 1925- 
1926 it rented its magnificent halls 
only 577 times, against 688 times in the 
preceding season and 1,019 in the 
season before. 

Some one has remarked that when 
tre Viennsse no longer attend con- 
certs, if it does not mean Doomsday 
is at hand, it at least indicates that 
the economic situation is really very 
bad in the great Danube capital. Some 
tlame radio, but the radio company 
itself mourns the loss of..20,000 sub- 
scribers, though not lsteners-in. In- 
deed the radio company so strongly 
suspects that they have merely stopped 
Eaying their. monthly subscription of 
30 cents that it asks authority to make 
all radio sets property which must be 
returned to it if the subscription 
lapses.

The ‘doll festival’? has been a cus- 
tom among the youngsters of the Em- 
pire for more than 1,000-years, and 
Miss Japan treats her doll with more 
consideration than is usually bestowed 
on it in the United States. The doll 
is the guest of honor in the Japanese 
home for three days each year, begin- 
ning on the day of the festival. 


RUSSIANS SMOKING MORE. 


Production of Cigarettes WIIl Reach 
40,000,000,000 This Year. 


MOSCOW, March 12 (@).—Smoking, 
like vodka-drinking, is on the increase 
in Soviet Russia. More than 34,000,000,- 
000 cigarettes were consumed last year, 
and this year the State will produce 
40,000,000,000 cigarettes, which will net 
the Government about 40,000,000 rubles 
in revenue. 

The increase in cigarette smoking is 
attributed largely to the extreme condi- 
tions of life, worry, nervous excite- 
ment, hunger and sickness following 
the Bolshevist revolution. 

During the famine years the Russians 
formed the habit of smoking to lessen 
the pangs of hunger, and the habit has 
persisted. 





REICH INDIFFERENT 
TO KAISER’S RETURN | 





Many Republicans Think His 
Presence Would Cause Royal- 
ists Much Embarrassment. 





NO OPPOSITION IS EXPECTED 





And No Protest Is: Belleved Likely 
From Abroad, Owing to Wilhelm’s 
Unpopularity at Home.

BERLIN, March 12.—Germany | ex- 
pects her exiled Emperor home before 
the year is out. Subtle propaganda 
engineered by his friends and financed 
out of his vast personal fortune is 
paving the way for Kaiser William 
II's return. 

The reported modernization of the 
old palace on the Unter den Linden, 
deeded to him under the Hohenzollern’s 
settlement with the Prussian State, the 
announcement of ‘‘Empress’’ Hermine’s 
intention of stopping there as soon as 
enough tiled bathrooms are installed, 
and the rumors of the ex-ruler’s im- 
pending arrival in Homburg an der 
Hohe, where the republic keeps an- 
other palace in readiness for him— 
these and many other discreetly in- 
spired news items are part and parcel 
of the publicity campaign designed to 
prepare the public mind here for the 
Kaiser’s homecoming. 

German opinion’s chief reaction to 


the whole business is indifference. 
Except for a section of the Mon- 
archist element, nobody cares much 
whether the abdicated ‘‘all-highest’’ 
comes back to Germany or stays on at 
Doorn. For every German Royalist 
and Republican alike knows that his 
return to his erstwhile empire does not 
mean his restoration to imperial emi- 
nence. There are many good Re- 
publicans, indeed, who believe it will 
have the contrary effect, that it will 
tend to keep not only himself but every 
other royal claimant off the throne 


and so serve the cause of the republic.

Ex-Kaiser’s Candidacy Weakest. 


Why? For the simple reason that 
with ex-Kaiser Wilhelm in the Father- 
land no other candidate for the Ger- 
man crown is admissible, and the 
former all highest’s own candidacy is 
weakest of all. From the standpoint 
of monarchism it is inconceivable that 
he, who has been virtually an auto- 
crat, should bend his knee before an- 
other sovereign in the country he once 
ruled. 

This becomes more than ever impos- 
sible when his only potential succes- 
sor must of necessity be a member of 
the family of which he remains the 
titular head. Thus German Legiti- 
mists (and German Royalists cannot 
be other than Hohenzollern Legiti- 
mists) are bound to look only toward 
the ex-Kaiser if they want to restore 
the monarch and if he is available 
which, as a resident of Germany, he 
obviously would be. 

But the ex-ruler’g standing with the 
Royalist rank and file has been badly 
shaken for two main reasons: his 
voluntary abdication without a strug- 
gle and his subsequent flight to Hol- 
land and his second marriage. The 
fighting spirit of the Prussian Junk- 
ers recoils in dismay at the thought 
of their King tamely renouncing his 
regal heritage for the sake of his own 
safety. 

As for the new Chatelaine of Doorn, 
Princess Hermine’s personality is far 
too dominant for the old nobles, to 
whom her predecessor’s placid passiv- 
ity and homely virtues represented all 
that was desirable in the German Em- 
peror’s consort. To. Prussian aristoc- 
cracy Augusta still is Kaiserin even in 
her grave and Princess Hermine an in- 
terloper. 

The Kaiser’s candidacy, moreover, is 
secretly opposed by Junkerdom’s po- 
litical chieftains, Count Westarp and 
the other leaders of the Nationalist 
Party. Their motive is obvious. Today 
they can speak for dynasty and no- 
body can contradict them effectively. 
With the supreme war lord once 
more in the seat of power, they would 
be reduced to the puppets they were 
under the Empire.

Bavaria a Stumbling Block. 


For instance, Bavaria is a Roman 
Catholic country that has never been 
reconciled to the Federal domination 
of Protestant Prussia and whose 
dynasty is headed at the moment by 
the energetic and intelligent ex-Crown 
Prince Rupprecht. Even over their re- 
publican régime the Bavarians have 
been clamoring to regain control over 
their army, their railroads and their 
revenues, all of which are administered 
by the Reich. 

With Prince Rupprecht on the throne 
they undoubtedly would either get their 
way or secede from the Reich. More- 
over, Prince Rupprecht never would 
consent to figure as a mere vassal of 
the German Emperor, as the last King 
of Bavaria was content to. be. 

Prussian royalists are at loggerheads 
with the Bavarians, of course, but also 
they are divided among themselves, 
principally into three groups: Those 
few who still want William IT restored 
to power; those who support the candi- 
dacy of the ex-Crown Prince; those 
favorable to starting afresh with 
young Prince Wilhelm, the Crown 
Prince’s eldest son, as Kaiser. The 
last named are the most numerous, 
However, as has been set forth above, 
they could -hardly seek to enthrone 
his grandson if the erstwhile Emperor 
himself were a resident of the empire. 

Underlying all the lesser hindrances 
to a revival of German monarchism is 
a fundamental barrier often overlooked 
abroad, but obvious to every German: 
the fact that no German prince would 
undertake to rule Germany with for- 
eign troops holding the Rhine and the 
German army limited by the edict of 
Versailles to 100,000 men, A. Hohen- 
zoliern or a Wittelsbach conceivably 
might permit a number of soldiers 
under his command to be regulated by 
the will of his own people. Never, 
however, could he voluntarily accept 
the foreign domination embodied in

THE STATE CONSTITUTION. 


Governor SMITH’s article on the State 
Constitution, published elsewhere in this 
issue of THE TIMES, takes us back to 
the origins of that document just a 
hundred and fifty years ago. The “ Con- 
“vention of the Representatives of the 
“State of New York” met at White 
Piains on July 9, 1776, and after approv- 
ing the Declaration of Independence ap- 
pointed a committee to draw up a form 
of government for the new State. JOHN 
Jay, as the leading member of the com- 
mittee, though aot its Chairman, under- 
took to prepare a draft Constitution. 
“We have a government to form, you 
know,” he wrote, “ and Gop knows what 
“it will resemble. Qur politicians, like 
“seme guests at a feast, are perplexed 
“and undetermined which dish to pre- 
“fer.” Jay’s draft was presented to the 
convention on March 12. The convention 
debated it for aver a month, and did not 
finally adopt it until Sunday, April 20, 
1777, which is thus the real birthday of 
New York as a constitutional State. 
There ensued the régime of the ill- 
fated Council of Appointment, with the 
Governor shorn of much of his authority. 
What a contrast that early Constitution 
affords. with the Constitution of today! 
Thanks ‘to the devoted labors ef Gov- 
_ernor Smity himself, and his Republican 
associates marshalled by Mr. Root and 
Mr. Hucues, the checks and balances of 
} the earlier day ‘have given place to re- 
sponsible government, centred in the 
Governor. Numberless administrative

Here, side 
by side, are time-honored provisions 
about pre-revolutionary grants of land 
“ made by the King of Great Britain, or 
persons’ acting under his authority,” and 
such ‘modern devices as woman suffrage 
and’ workmen’s compensation, Here are 
‘memorable phrases, recording the great 
popular causes of their day. “ Appoint- 
“ments and promotions in the civil-ser- 
“vice of the State * * * shall be made ac- 
“cording to merit and fitness to be as- 
“certained, so far as practicable, by 
‘| “examinations, which, so far as prac- 
“tieable, shall be competitive.” “The 
““lands of the State, now owned or 
“hereafter acquired, constituting the 
“forest preserve * * * shall be forever 
“kept as wild forest land.” Where is 
there a more ringing challenge te the 
fpes of conservation? 
Seme changes have yet to be made. 
We shall not have a full measure of 
responsible government unti) the State 
adopts the executive budget system. The 
four-year term for Governor will be an 
improvement, and that official certainly 
ought not, to have to eke out his official

It-has been a-prevalent idea that the 
British. Government. did not control nor 
refund its public debt after the Napo- 
leonic wars, but only bought in the bonds 
from time to time on the open market 
when the Exchequer was jin funds. It 
is true that Great Britain’s war indebted- 
ness of 1815 had no fixed term of ma- 
turity. But this left its Government the 
power of retiring any amount at a favor- 
able time with the proceeds of a new loan 
placed at a lower rate. It repeatedly 
used its arbitrary power by offering to 
holders of existing consols new bonds et 
a lower interest rate, with a pledge 
against further operations of the kind 
during a specified term of years, 

In. this way £152,000,000 5 per cents 
were converted into 4s in 1822; then, 
when the seven-year immunity period 
had exptred, they were again converted 
into 3% per cents. In 1844 £248,000,000 
existing 3%s were similarly exchanged 
for obligations bearing 3% per cent, for 
ten years and only 3 per cent. for the 
ensuing ten, but with a pledge against 
further conversion during two decades. 
The program culminated in Mr. 
GOSCHEN’S famous conversion operation 
of 1888, in which practically the whoie 
outstanding national debt was reduced 
from its 8 per cent. interest basis to 2% 
for fifteen years and thereafter to 2%. 
These operations, accompanied by re- 
duction of the principal, through the 
Exchequer’s repurchases on the open 
market, from £895,000,000 to around 
£600,000,000, were effective in getting 
the British debt into manageable con- 
dition. But the precess was slow; it wus 
also expensive, because the bonds, being 
usually neither issued nor redeemable at 
par, had frequently to be bought in for 
more than their issue price. The re- 
demptian and refunding of our own Civil 
War debt was in its early stages more 
economical. All of the war loans bearing 
a 6 per cent. interest rate or higher had 
heen originally placed at par. They 
were also redeemable at par, and all of 
them provided for optional redemption 
after three to five years. 

This made it a simple process, as the 
cost of money fell, to take up the whole 
$830,000,000 of 7.3 per cent. war bonds 
shortly after return of peace, issuing 
6 per cents in their place; to convert the 
6 per cents into ten-year 5s as their ma- 
turity date approached and, at the end of 
ten years more, to isnue 4% and 4 per 
eents in exchange for the outstanding 5s. 
While this progressive reduction of in- 
terest rate was going on, use of the sink- 
ing fund and of an overflowing public 
surplus for further purchases on the open 
market brought down the principal of the 
debt from $2,382,000,000 in 1865 to 
$585,000,000 in 1892. It was in the last 
six years of the period that the retire- 
ment was conducted extravagantly; for 
in those days a large surplus revenue, 
locking up actual money in the Treasury, 
foreed the Government to release such 
funds through buying United States 
bonds on a market rising so rapidly that 
the price paid ranged repeatedly between 
120 and 130. 

Tt will be seen that, on the whole, our 
present debt-refunding program does not 
differ materially from that of these two 
other celebrated episodes. It has been 
facilitated by the large public surplus 
with the resu‘tant ra: id retirement of 
the debt, also by the great abundance uf 
investment capital. Never before, we be- 
lieve, has an enormous accumulated war 
debt been brought down within barely 
eight years after peace to a 3% per 
cent. basis. 








TELEPHONES AND RESEARCH. 


Seventeen million Bell and other tele-. 
phones, 45,000,000 miles of wire, 6,000 
telephone offices, 70,000,000 wire-conver- 
sations a day, lecal calls completed in 
less than half a minute—impressive as 
such statisties are, they scarcely explain 
why our telephone service is without @ 
peer. We lift a yeceiver from its hook. 
Something happens immediately. Every 
telephone on the continent can be con- 
nected with ours in ways and for tech- 
nical reasons still mysterious to most of 
us. The black instrument at our elbow 
is the offspring of ninety types of trans- 
mitter and more than sixty types of re- 
ceiver, historic curiosities. If that in- 
strument could tell us the story of ser- 
vice, it would he a story of research ap- 
plied in creating thousands of parts con- 
cealed in switchboards and buried in con- 
duits. 

Repeaters, for example. How many 
of us know of them? Research adapted 
the vacuum tube of radio. to produce 
them. They are primarily service im- 
provers. In the words of Bacon’s 
“New Atlantis,” they give “back the 
voice louder than, it came”--a million- 
millionfold louder as we talk across the 
eontinent.. They conquer all distances. 
They quintuple the message capacity of 
a pair of wires and thus save millions in 
copper. Research discovers a way of 
lengthening the life of these repeaters. 
The result is a saving of $1,000,000 a 
year. 

Lightning protectors are necessary if 
service is to be reasonably free from in- 
texruptions. Millions of subseribers are 
still eanneeted by exposed wiring, Re- 


search produces a type of protector 
whieh makes it possible to save $740,000 
a year in maintaining these protectors 
and the stations of which they form part. 

A hundred thousand parts must be 
made in quantities that run inte the 
millions. Research acrutinizes them, re-

It is research of this character that 


In the laboratories 
lies the secret of telephone service—the 
laboratories where $13,000,000 is spent 
annually and 8,600 men and women, 
trained scientists and their assistants, 
strive unceasingly to bring more and 
more of us within voice-reach of one 
another. In an ordinary manufacturing 
enterprise increased production is accom- 
panied by reduced operating costs. Not 
so in telephony. It is several times 
harder to render service today with 
12,000,000 Bell stations than it was ten 
years ago with 6,000,000, simply because 
technical complexities increase in geo- 
metrical rather than arithmetical propor- 
tion. Without research, which foresees 
obstacles years before they are encoun- 
tered, the telephone systems of New 
York and Chicago would still be scarcely 
more than a romantic dream. 


WANTED—FAITH IN SOME- 
THING. 

Comment on the alleged wave of self- 
destruction among student youth . does 
not always run in’ strictly logical. form, 
In the first place, it is denied that sui- 
cide among the young is more frequent: 
than it used to be. In the second place, 
it is asserted that the problem consists 
in providing the young of today with a 








The substitute usually indicated is a 
“ faith in life.” Putting aside this anom- 
aly of a solution for a non-existent prob- 
lem and assuming, for the moment, that 
the problem does exist, we have in the 
quest of a non-religious sanction for life 
the admission that teday’s insurgent 
generation has as yet failed to create for 
itself a new set of values. It is adrift, 
This is rather startling. From the 
slogans .and pronunciamentos of the 
emancipated one would gather that they 
had succeeded in laying hold on a con- 
crete principle; and that would be pre- 
cisely “life.” Against the outworn the- 
ological creeds, against the effete moral 
standards, against the total complex of 
former values, the claims of life are 
regularly emphasized. Self-expression 
fostered on experience is opposed to the 
dictates from Sinai, from the Mount, 
from all the codes of the moralists and 
philosophers, It is the standing charge 
against the old creeds that- they dis- 
trusted life and were afraid of it, and 
so set themselves to throw up trench- 
works against it. But now it would 
appear that the insurgents have no faith 
in the flag under which they have 
chosen to give battle. The believers in 
life seemingly grow more tired of it than 
the men who were supposed to be afraid 
of it. 

Revolt against religious sanctions is 
by no means the invention of the genera- 
tion after the World War. History 
knows of such things as Materialism, 
Humanitarianism, Positivism, Evolution- 
ism. But all these brought their own defi- 
nite enthusiasms. Materialism brought 
a belief im the sacred cause of the “ pro- 
letariat.” Humanitarianism and Positiv- 
ism subscribed heartily to the creed of 
“ What a piece of work is man!” Evo- 
lutionism let loose the stimulating con- 
ception of Progress. There was no need 
of a conscious effort to educate THOMAS 
HUXLEY or the followers of Kant Marx 
away from thoughts of suicide and 
toward belief in life as worth living. 

The contemporary creed of Beauty as 
a substitute for older faiths and loyal- 
ties is not a creed because it seemingly 
does not exercise a sufficient grasp on 
ita votaries, Where earlier rebels against 
religious authority were aflame for 
something, the present insurgents are ap- 
parently tired of everything. They are 
disenchanted, and perhaps with suffi- 
cient reason. But the fact remains that 
having abandoned faith in Gop, the fam- 
ily, progress, democracy, nation, tradi- 
tion, they have as yet found no adequate 
substitute. It has recently been said that 
the young must henceforth guide their 
life by asking, not what is right and 
wrong, but what is beautiful and ugly. 
If there is, indeed, a suicide problem 
among the: young, it would indicate that 
the answer is, “ Life is ugly.” 


THE CHINESE RENAISSANCE. 

Prominence given to the news of civil] 
warfare in China has led some to over- 
look the fact that the activities of the 
Chinese leaders have not been entirely 
confined to military operations. Just ten 
years ago was started a movement now 
known as the “Chinese Renaissance,” 
largely under the impetus of Dr. Hu 
SHIH, temporarily in this country on his 
way home from England, where he 
served as one of the members of the com- 
mittee to dispose of the British Boxer 
Indemnity Fund Remission. Although 
primarily a literary movement, having 
as its objective to replace the old, 
“dead” classical language with the ver- 
nacular in the schools, newspapers and 
books, the Renaissance spread rapidly 
into other fields, and enlisted the energies 
of many of the younger Chinese in a re- 
appraisal of Chinese history, philosophy, 
| religion and customs in the light of 
modern ideas and in the spirit of scien- 
tifie inquiry. 

Although the parallel to the European 
Renaissance must not be drawn too close- 
ly, certain similarities make it easier for 
the West to understand the nature of 
this new movement. The language of 
the classics in China was, until 1917, the 
language of State and literature and 
learning, much as was Latin in parts 
of medieval Europe. When first the Bible 
and other important works were put into 
the common speech in Europe the effect 
was profound. Among its results was the

China can 
never feel altogether content if it merely | 
imports a new civilization from abroad 
without endeavoring to adapt it to 
China’s present-day needs.. 

dust -~what form this adaptation will 
ultimately take it is impossible to fore- 
tell. That it will not be a blind re- 
version to the old Chinese nor a lavish 
imitation of the modern occidental seems 
almost certain. This is as true in mat- 
ters .governmental as in the realms of 
education and social philosophy. There 
will be much experimentation and criti- 
cism, and many will rise up te denounce: 
the Chinese leaders for their apparent 
blunders. But it behooves the West to 
look back upon its own history and to 
realize that the European Renaissance, 
from which dates the beginning of our. 
modern Western civilization, was slow in 
crystallization, and somewhat devastating 
in method. We should not judge China 
harshly if in the much more drastic 
change which is ahead of it that country 
should pass through violent political 
fluctuations and try numerous forms of 
government. The process of readjust- 
ment is certain to be slow—so slow that 
‘many nien still young today will probably 
not live to see it gompleted. But con- 
structive forces are at work. These de- 
serve the sympathetic encouragement of 
the Western world. 








“ COMMITTEEISM.” 


Fifty years ago JoHN Hay wrote that 
“the American mind runs naturally to 
committees when great men fall.” He 
should have merely said that the Amer- 
ican mind runs naturally to committees. 
Every American boy or girl born into 
this world alive may hope to be on a 
dozen or a hundred of them and par- 
ticipate to the height of endurance in 
that universal sway of committee gov- 
ernment on all occasions and in all af- 
fairs. Committees may be self-appointed, 
They are not to be distrusted on that 
account; and the beginnings of commit- 
tees that take the trouble to. pick out 
books for readers have appeared in the 
United Sta‘os and are destined to ma- 
jestic evo....ion. In the wilderness of 
books are not guides needed? Personally

It is painful, therefore, to see the re- 
peated attacks which Le Temps of Paris 
is making on what it calls “ comitard- 
isme ”"—* committeeism.” For our Amer- 
ican recommenders of books have been 
anticipated. The Committee of the As- 
sociation of Literary Criticism is the 
latest volunteer assistant of public lit- 
erary taste to stir the wrath of Le 
Temps. It is its aim to help the dazed 
crowd flattening noses against the book- 
store windows by publishing a monthly 
list of books “ worthy of discussion and 
attention.” “That won’t do,” says Le 
Temps. “The world of French letters 
“is already cursed with associations and 
“committees. The best writers are too 
“busy to take an active part in them, ur 
“don’t possess administrative talent. So 
“ the race of ‘ comitards’ has arisen—au- 
“thors who do little writing and a good 
“deal of committee work, using it to 
“their own profit, influence and honor.” 

It would be still worse if these persons 
were allowed to pontificate in the realms 
of literature and give their opinions in 
the name of the association. Protecting 
themselves under a collective anonymity, 
the “ comitards” could practice intrigue 
and favoritism and perhaps make the 
public believe that they represented the 
whole body of literary critics, instead of 
acting on their own hook and motion; 
and some of the best critics don’t even 
belong to the association, still less to its 
committee. Almost without exception 
the press takes the same view. Thus, M. 
GABRIEL Boissy of Comoedia rages against 
these literary “clans.” M. Leon TREICH 
of L’Avenir warns against domg any- 
thing to make “ committeeism ” worse. 

* What's the value,” asks M. CLEMENT 

VauTeL, “of a selection that is neither 
explained nor justified?” How can we 
be. sure that good-fellowship, cabal, 
the underhand tricks of publishers—O 
wicked Lutetian publishers!—haven’t di- 
rected or influenced the committee’s 
choice? M. Gmeorces Bercener of the 
Strasbourg Journal de |’Est gives a 
confession made by a member of another 
committee: “ We have just recommended 
a book not a man of us has read.” And 
so on. “ Committeeism ” seems to have 
hardly a friend among the critics. That 
may not injure it with the public, which 
may attribute this opposition to profes- 
sional jealousy.

The price of California 
crude, which has remained stationary 
while the widespread downward revi- 
sions have been made in: other areas 
since Feb. 22,. probably will be cut 
soon, according to producing interests. 

A reduction in California ig inevita- 
ble, in the opinion of petroleum execu- 
tives, because it is impossible for pro- 
ducers in that State to dispose of their 
surplus production in the East at pre- 
vailing prices, which are congiderabl 
out of line with prices in mid-continent, 
Pennsylvania and elsewhere east ot 
the Rocky Mountains. 


Jersey Gasoline Price Cut. 


Coincident with the cut in mid-con- 


tinent crude, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey announced that it 
would reduce the tank wagon ce of 
gasoline 1 cent a gallon throughout its 
territory tomorrow. The Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana announced that 
it would make a similar reduction at 
the same time. Other markets are ex- 
pected to meet these reductions. 

The price-cutting in the oil industry 
is the result of shee roduction, mainly 
in the Oklahoma fields. Steps have 
been taken to curtail production in 
those fields, but the results thus far 
have not been sufficient to stabilize 
the price situation. Production in the 
Seminole field has been steadily de- 
clining since the curtailment policy 
was determined upon several weeks 
ago.

The “period of years’’ for regulation 
of net income is an element for which 
the railroads have been fighting for 
some time. Their contention is that it 
is unjust to judge the earnings from 
a standpoint of each year by itself, as 
under this procedure no allowance can 
be made for “lean years,” and the 
proper distribution of maintenance ex- 
penditures over periods exceeding one 
year would be gravely obstructed. 

The commission’s request for state- 
ments of earnings and value. for 1926 
is interpreted as a move of that body 
to bring about a partial solution of the 
valuation question by placing the mat- 
ter up to the railroads. Under the 
Transportation act if a railroad earns 
more than 6 per cent. on its value 
one-half of that excess is recapturable 
by the Government, and, in view of 
the fact that the commission has not 
yet completed its valuations of the 
roads, extreme significance is attached 
to that portion of the ruling which 
reads, ‘‘that the value of the railway 
property held for and used in the ser- 
vice of transportation shall be com- 
puted on such basis as by the carriers 
is deemed equitable and in accord with 
the facts.” 

Close analysis of the commission’s 
order, railroad men aver, reveals that 
the commission evidently wants to 
“‘get out from under the valuation bur- 
den,’”’ and by its request is putting the 
entire problem up to the railroads 
themselves. Another important point 
brought out in connection with the or- 





der is that such information, coming 
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from the railroads, will open the way 
for adjudication by the Supreme Court 
of other valuation cases, such as the 
recent Los Angeles & Salt Lake mat- 
ter. For if the railroads submit re- 
ports of earnings and value ‘upon 
such basis as by the carriers is deemed 
equitable and in accord with the 
facts’”’ it is believed this value would 
be one used for rate-making purposes, 
and thus, should any carrier then ob- 
ject to its final valuation, based upon 
these figures, a decision by the Su- 
preme Court would be in order.

The deferred 
deliveries rallied after an early break, 
and closed %-cent higher. News was 
of a bearish character. May was $1.38% 
at the bottom, a new low on the pres- 
ent movement. Liverpool finished un- 
changed to %d lower, the latter on 
October, while Buenos Ayres was un- 
changed to 4-cent higher. 

Trade in wheat was largely of a 
local character and sentiment was in- 
clined to the bear side, this being due 
in large part due to the excellent out- 
look for the new Winter wheat. The 
demand for cash grain was not ag- 
gressive enough to have much effect 
on_ values. The strength in the July 
today was mainly the result of the pit 
element overselling on the early break 
and being forced to cover later. Of- 
ferings were light. There was limited 
outside interest. 

It is seldom that crop reports on 
Winter wheat show such a uniformly 
favorable condition as at the present 
time, and the weekly forecast indicated 
moderate temperatures the coming 
week. Chicago handlers sold 60,000 
bushels of hard Winter for all rail 
shipment to the seaboard for export 
Friday night, but an advance in the 
price prevented more business.

Such changes were fos- 
tered by smaller mill organizations 
which are equipped to turn out com- 
Paratively small quantities at a time 
and are able to make quick shifts as 
required. The big organization shows 
up best when engaged in mass produc- 
tion, but it is said it will now empha- 
size some of its own specialties and 
make a drive on them. Statements 
hhave been made to the effect that 
much of the losses of the American 
Company have been in the women’s 
wear branch, in which it has been a 
little more prominent in the last year 
or two than it was before; but no facts 
have been adduced in support of the 
theory. There is no doubt about 1926 
having been an exceptionally trying 
year to the whole textile indtstry, as 
is shown by the dismantling of a num- 
ber of both woolen and cotton mills, 
and so the experience of the big com- 
pany is not surprising.

Dilatory Buying ine matter of piece- 
of Woolen meal or dilatory 
Fabrics. buying, especially 
when it comes to 
Woolen fabrics, this is gradually reach- 
ing the acute stage.

Members of the cloak and suit trade 
were given the wholly unnecessary ad- 
vice to refrain from making any other 
than most limited forward purchases 
of materials for the Fall season. This 
kind of buying is just what .most of 
them have been doing.. And yet it is 
evident that, pushed to its extreme, it 
will put the mills in an untenable po- 
sition. Fabrics cannot be conjured up 
in an instant when they may be re- 
quired. It takes time for their pro- 
duction. It is not safe, as the expe- 
rience of the American Woolén Com- 
pany shows, even to buy raw mate- 
rials much in advance of their conver- 
gion into cloths, much less to manu- 
facture the latter in any quantity and 
trust to luck to dispose of them. 
Again, if it.is known that the milis 
havé made up and have on hand a 
considerable amount of fabrics, buyers 
“will purposely hold back in their pur- 
e@hases with a view to beating down 
prices. On the other hand, btyers 
have been rather insistent that the 
mills make carly showings of their 
goods, even though there is no chance 
of selling them within a reasonable 
time. The mills might counter by 
shutting down operations for a period, 
but this: would only result in injury to 
their organizations besides increasing 
the cost of their products.

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- Want to Stop 

Poisoning 
Fur Animals. 


People in the Hast 
are becoming fa- 
-millar with . the 
movement to pre- 
__vent needless cru- 
elty to) animals from the trapping 
methods in vogue. In many instances 
it has been ‘shown that animals have 
been subjected to lingering deaths :be- 
cause trappers were in the habit of 
looking -after catches very leisurely. 
In California, however, it appears 
there is a different problem regarding 
fur-bearing animals. This has shown 
itself in a’ bill before the Legislature 
to prevent State and Federal agents 
from scattering poisonous meat or 
other baits broadcast throughout the 
State. The purpose of the poisoning 
is to kill off such predatory animals 
as coyotes, wolves, lynxes, &c. It is 
asserted, -however, that for “every 
coyote or wolf killed at least a hun- 
dred harmless fur-bearers have to 
die.”| This is partly because the 
coyote, wolf and members of the cat 
family are cunning and suspicious, and 
are, withal, so speedy afoot that they 
can catch their food alive. “A poi- 
soned bait may lie around for days be- 
fore one of these animals will touch 
it,” it is declared, “while less suspicious 
but far more valuable fur-bearing ani- 
mals will take it a hundred times more 
readily.” Trappers in the course of 
their work during the Winter months 
are said to catch approximately 5,000 
wolves in California, while trapping 
coyotes from Oct. 1 to April 1 would 
do more to wipe them out than try- 
ing to poison them. Good dogs would 
also take care of the wildcats. The fur 
industry in California.is said to be 
quite a valuable source of revenue, 
the pelts produced in a single season 
being estimated to have a value of 
$600,000. So the advocates of the 
measure before the Legislature have 
a good talking point. 
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Some recessions 
in the price of dt- 
ton were noted 
during the past 
week, but they 
were not of an extent to cause much 
uneasiness. In a few days the final 
ginning figures of the last crop will 
be issued and these also are not likely 
to have any material effect unless 
they should unexpectedly show an in- 
crease over the last estimate. Factors 
have settled down to a basis conko- 
nant with the record yield, especially 
as the distribution of the output is no 
longer as conjectural as it was. One 
thing that appears to be pretty well 
détermined is that prices of cotton 
goods, more particularly. of fabrics, 
are on a fairly stable basis, with the 
indications favoring advances rather 
than recessions. This is shown by the 
action of the cotton printers in con- 
tinuing present prices through June, 
and also in the guarantee of ging- 
ham prices until those for Fall are 
hamed. Figures on gray goods have 
also been firmly held; even on days 
when the volume of trading was com- 
paratively small, In general, however, 
the sales of most cotton fabrics have 
continued larger than in some years, 
and the demand has been such as to 
tax the facilities for delivery. Print 
cloth sales have been made for as 
late as delivery in September. In knit 
goods, the outlook remains uncertain 
in some respects. Spring underwear 
has been well bought but the Fall lines 
are still lagging. Some manufacturers, 
apparently for the purpose of bring- 
ing about a show-down, have with- 
drawn their prices. Whether this will 
spur up buying is a question that will 
soon be determined.

Another test of the 
conditions affecting 
wool will be afford- 
ed this week when 
the auction sales in 
London will be resumed. These sales 
begin on Tuesday and will continue 
until April 1. In all, 166,400 bales 
are to be offered. Of these’ 83,650 are 
Australian, 57,000 New Zealand, 4,450 
Cape, °19,100 South American and 

1,300 sundries. About oné-sixth of the 
offerings are left-overs from previous 
sales.. It is predicted that there will 
be slight advances on the finer me- 
rinos and crossbreds, but this prophecy 
may be based on a knowledge of the 
upset prices fixed by the sellers. There 
is not now, nor has there been for 
some years, a really free and unre- 
stricted auction sale of wool. In this 
country wool buying is quite limited 
in its scope, the mills showing no dis- 
position to add to their holdings. while 
the demand for fabrics remains as 
small as it is. Imports of wool during 
the last month or so have been fairly | Coa 
heavy, This is somewhat curious in 
‘view of the fact that values here have 
ere below the parity of those abroad. 

n the goods market, sales agents are 
frankly disappointed at the Jack of 
buying for Fall, For that matter, 
much of what ought to have been se- 
cured for Spring still remains unsold.

Credit managers of firms that. sell 
largely ‘to small retail stores should 
rely more upon visits ‘to the shopkeep- 
ers in their establishments and less 
upon financial staternents and. mercan- 
tile agency reports in forming judg- 
ments of their customers’ financial 
soundness, This was the opinion ex- 
pressed yesterday by scveral prominent 
wholesalers and mantifacturers, who 
were asked whether the checking of 
credits by the careful analysis of fig- 
ures and referencts was as effective a 
method of minimizing losses as it once 
was. 

“Credit men are begtnning to real- 
ize,” one of the mercnants said, ‘‘that 
in three months many smail’ retailers 
may be reduced from;a good financial 
condition to bankruptcy. A few: ill- 
advised purchases of unsaleble mer- 
Chandise will tie up the retailer’s small 
capital investment. His outlet for this 
bad merchandise is extremely limited. 
Often he cannot sell unstylish goods at 
any price, whereas a big store, through 
advertising and a larger outlet, is able 
to dispose quickly of unwisely pur- 
chased stocks. 

“When the small retailer’s misfor- 
tune in collecting bad stocks is com- 
bined with the acquisition of three or 
four creditors of the insistent type who 
press for payment regardicss of the 
cause of their customers’ difficulties, 
the trouble is serious, indeed. The 
small retailer. usually does not know 
how to borrow from banks in such an 
emergency, and bankruptcy is his only 
refuge. 

“Knowing the swift change in re- 
tailers’. fortunes. today, many. credit 
men are relying less ‘upon financial 
statements and agency reports and 
more upon persona visits. to the shop- 
keepers’ establishments, The retailers’ 
financial statements are too often in- 
accurate, particularly in the reckoning 
of the merchandise inventories, in 
which unsalable goods are: rarely fig- 
ured at their true value. In addition, 
the inventory taken at the end of the 
year often will not reveal the mer- 
chant’s condition several ‘months laier. 

“A good credit man can learn a great 
deal by visiting his customers’ stores 
from time to time. He can detect 
changes in the stock—whether it is 
growing larger or smalier. He can find 
out whether the merchant is Keeping 
his overhead expenses down, by dress- 
ing the windows of the store himself 
and in other ways. If the retailer is 
endeavoring to conceal the depletion of 
his stock by placing empty boxes on 
the shelves, this may be discovered, 
too, for the misleading containers are 
usually kept upside down or front side 
back. 

‘More than this, the credit man can 
learn, by glancing at labels on the 
boxes, which wholesalefs and manu- 
facturets the retailer is patronizing. 
There are certain wholesalers who in- 
variably take advantage of their cus- 
tomers’ narrow knowlbdge of market 
conditions to sell them undesirable 
goods. The fact that a retailer buys 
from these firms rather than from 
more reputable. houses is a reflection 
upon his good judgment and financial 
stability. Very often the firms which 
unload bad merchandise on the re- 
tailer are the first to make trouble for 
him when he fails behind in his pay- 
ments, They threaten suits, and very 
often carry out their threats, driving 
him to bankruptcy. 

“The small retailer frequently does 
not know how to protect himself from 
these sellers. If they send him unsal- 
able goods, for example, the retailer 
may jeopardize his rights in the eyes 
of the law ‘by falling to ‘return the 
goods promptly. Occasionally the seller 
will persuade his customer thus to. en- 
danger his claim to legal retribution. 

“An illustration of this is the expe- 
rience of one retailer who put in a line 
of bathrobes on the recommendation of 
a wholesaler. Soon the shopkeeper dis- 
covered that he had been overcharged 
nearly 100 per:cent. on the goods. He 
telephoned to the wholesaler and up- 
braided him for tricking him, but 
calmed down when the wholesaler told 
him to sell the goods at half the pur- 
chase price. The retailer disposed of 
the bathrobes, but, when. the. wholc- 
saler’s bill fell due, the latter sued for 
the full amount of the invoice. In 
court he denied the occurrence of the 
telephone conversation, and the re- 
taller was compelled to settle the suit 
before the case had gone much fur- 
ther. 

‘‘When a retailer is found to be deal- 
ing with sellers of this calibre the 
credit man should regard this fact of 
more importance than the merchant’s 
capital as revealed in a financial state- 
ment. 

“Often a visit to a shopkeeper will 
disclose that he is entitled to a larger 
line of credit than has been extended 
to him. Although his capital may be 
limited, the store..may be well man- 
aged and his stock kept in good shape. 
Under such circumstances the credit 
man should not hesitate to increase the 
retatler’s debt, if he feels that his firm 


will be paid for the last shipment of 
goods.’’

W. Hahn, Exccutiye Secretary of the 
Garment Retailfers’ 6f‘‘America, in a 
letter addressed to David N. Moses- 
sohn, Executive: Chairman of the As- 
sociated Dress Industries of America. 
Mr. Hahn's letter was prompted by 4 
statement madé by Mr. Mosessohn in 
the latter’s annual report to the effect 
that the early opening of the Summer 
season would mean the loss. of Spring 
business. 

“Tt . occurred. to. me,” Mr.. Hahn 
writes, “from a perusal of a passage 
in your report to your members at the 
eighth annual meeting of your associa- 
tion that you were not giving the 
same interpretation to the Summer 
season as is accorded it by its spon- 


sors, the officers of our organization. 

“The passage I allude to is the fols 
lowing: ‘The rushing of the season 
#8 ® must be avoided. The ready- 
to-wear business in February was not 
up to expectations in certain quarters, 
but this may be offset by brisk March 
and early April activity in Spring mer- 
chandise, especially as Waster falls 
rather late this year. An early opening 
of the Summer season may mean fur- 
ther loss of Spring business because 
the buyer will naturally prefer to see 
the new Summer styles than Spring 
merchandise. The same situation ex- 
ists for the Fall. Some manufocturers 
show. Fall merchandise so early that 
when they should be in the height of 
the season theré are buyers who al- 
Poverd look for.jobs on Fall merchan- 

ise.’ 

“It is true,” Mr: Hahn says, ‘‘that 
our trading-up program calls for the 
official exhibit of Summer apparel on 
March 30, some three weeks in the 
season earlier than last year. This 
date was advanced to give manufac- 
turers ample time in which to prepare 
garments for Summer selling. Better 
grade frocks and coats ordered in April 
cannot be delivered until some time in 
May. We believe that it is to the re- 
tailer’s, and hence to the manufac- 
turer’s, advantage to stress Summer 
goods in May. We are wunalterably 
Opposed to ‘rushing the seasons,’ and 
we are equally against the ‘rushing’ 
that is required of manufacturers when 
seasons are opened belatedly. 

‘The distinguished merchandise men, 
who, with the assistance of represen- 
tative manufacturers, determined on 
March 30 as the date for the Summer 
promenade, were convinced that it was 
in line with their commendable prac- 
tice of giving the public what it wants 
when it wants it. These merchants 
hold the view that *:¢ manufacturer 
can doa more subst‘*ial business if 
he makes certain at r'i times that his 
offerings are timely nd seasonable. 
It is not altogether cle*r to them why 
a producer should prefe> to do a lim- 
ited amount of Spring business in early 
April rather than to do a good Sum- 
mer business at that time. 

‘The makers of better-grade gar- 
ments have no surplus of Spring mer- 
chandise that is caught without a mar- 
ket by the early advent of the Summer 
season. Judicious manufacturers no 
longer prepare large stocks in advance 
of the demand. They have learned 
that this can-no longer be done with- 
out great hazard. 

“The slogan of our Summer season 
movement is ‘Summer Apparel for 
Summer Wear.’ To put. this slogan 
into profitable practice it is essential 
that. the manufacturers’ Summer col- 
lections be ready for inspection by re- 
tailers in the early part of April.”

Explanation of the selection of March |: 
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TEXTILE PAT PATTERNS 


.| But Those. of Old D : Old Date, Were 
Not Subject to, the Present 
Quick Style Shifts. 


Textile designs of a hundred years 
ago for printed cottons, silks and 
woolens show a striking similarity with 
many of the patterns popular today, 
according to Alfred, D. Israel, textile 
designer for the last forty years, who 
recently came in possession of old 
sample books of French miflls that date 
from 1824 to 1860. Mr. Israel sald yes- 
terday that, while the designs are simi- 
lar, the methods of production then 
and now differ radically. He declared 
that in many respects the textile in- 
dustry would profit if some of the old 
methods used in styling fabrics were 
adopted today. 

“The books of old textile. patterns 
show that styles changed very slowly 
a hundred years ago,’’ said Mr. Israel. 
“Today, owing to the modern methods 
of communication, which broadcast new 
styles over the entire world in a few 
hours, fashions change with lightning 
rapidity, while in 1827 a style would 
last for a few years at least, Many 
troubles of the. textile manufacturers 
today are traceable to these quick 
shifts in styles. Often a new fashion 
is foisted on the consumer before he 
has had a chance to absorb the pre- 
vious one. He is being overstimulated 
with new styles. 

“As a result of these swift changes 
and. the consumer’s failure to respond 
to some of them, the retailer today is 
continuelly: being left ‘with unmer- 
chantable goods on his shelves. His 
tendency toward piecemeal buying is 
partly attributable to his efforts to 
avoid losses on unpopular or outlived 
fashions. It frequently happens that 
a style passes from favor between the 
time that an order is placed and the 
mill delivers the goods, so quickly do 
vogues succeed one another. In these 
cases the retailer usually cancels or 
tries to cancel the order, and the tex- 
tile mill suffers serious losses. 

“In the old days fashions changed 
slowly, because it took months for a 
style originated by one manufacturer 
to spread over any large area. This 
natural check upon frequent style 
shifts must be supplanted today by 
some artificial method of control. In 
Germany, for many years before the 
war, textile manufacturers would come 
together, show their patterns to one 
another, and agree upon the fabrics 
and designs that would be stylish for 
the next season. After decreeing that 
stripes or jacquards would predominate 
the individual manufacturers would be 
left to work out their own variations 
of the predominating motif. In this 
way mid-seasonal fluctuations in style 
would be eliminated. 

“In England today a different meth- 
ed of stabilizing styles exists in the 
preferences of the Prince of Wales, 
The fabrics and designs which he se- 
lects, or are selected for him by a ca- 
pable corps of tailors, are concentrated 
upon by manufacturers and clothiers 
in that country for a good length of 
time. 

‘The fancy styling of men’s wear fab- 
ries will not last, for people will tire 
of it. It is argued by some manufec- 
turers that these fancy patterns and 
frequent style shifts stimulate sales of 
fabrics at a time when consumer de- 
mand for textiles has fallen off be- 
cause of the curtailment of the con- 
sumption of yardage by current dress 
fashions. While some increase in fab- 
Tic sales has resulted from style in-

Export Duty on Polish Rye. 

The Polish Government has decided 
to levy an export duty of 15 zloty per

Cotton Restriction in Egypt. 

In order to counteract the results 
of the Egyptian cotton market situa- 
tion, the Ministry of Agriculture has 
opened a department for the rigorous 
enforcemnt of the new law reduciing 
cotton acreage, according to a cable 
from Commercial Attaché James F. 
Hodgson, Cairo. 


Argentina’s Crops Large. 

Harvesting and threshing operations 
in linseed and all cereals except corn 
are practically complete in Argentina. 
Returns have fully confirmed first ex- 
pectations of large crops characterized 
by high quality and good yields. 
Growing corn is in excellent condi- 
tion and a bumper crop is expected 
which will rvested in March, 
April-and May. 


Danish Relief Measures. 

The new Danish Government has is- 
sued its crisis relief proposals, which 
provide a drastic reduction in Govern- 
ment expenditures. This is to be ac- 
complished through a reduction in e:l- 
aries and social expenditures, suffi- 
cient to bring the State budget to a 
level corresponding to the par. valuc 
of the crown. No industrial relief 
measures are proposed, but it is antic- 
ipated that these will follow. 


Norwegian Labor Troubles. 

The Norwegian labor situation, 
which has been marked with uncer: 
tainty for some time, is now assuming 
& threatening aspect. About 12,000 
workers in the textile, footwear, min- 
ing and iron and. ateel industries 
have gone on strike and wage negoti- 
ations are beitig carried on in many 
industries. Industrial and business 
conditions’ continue uncertain and 
greatly depressed. ‘ 


Czechoslovakia’s Foreign Trade, 

Preliminary figures for Czechctslova- 
kian trade for 1926 show imports val- 
uéd at 15,263,000,000 crowns ($457,890.- 
000) and ‘exports at  17,858,000,000 


crowns. ($535,700,000).. While the favor- 
able balance for 1926 is larger than in 
1925, it was achieved with a smaller 
volume of trade than in the previous 
year, owing to the condition of de- 
ression which generally jah erties 
hroughout .

Hit by Citmatic Conditions. 
. Climati¢. conditions have. been ex- 
tremely unfavorable in Southern 
‘Palestine, according to a nenest from 
Consul Oscar §. 
/The situation is: 
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some districts and a complete failure 
of the barley crop in the region of 
Beersheba is considered possible. Al- 
most a total lack of pasturage has 
already resulted in the loss of 30 to 40 
per cent. of the sheép and goats in 
this area. It is expected, however, 
that with the coming of rain the sit- 
uation will improve. 


French Textile Mills Curtail. 
During January French textile Ynills 
were operating at approximately 75 
per cent. of normal. Despite this cur- 


tailment, stocks of finished goods were 
accumulating in the mills and _ prices 
generally were weakening. Although 
most mills had orders on hand equiva- 
lent to several months’ production, 
they were béing forced to make fur- 
ther reductions in hours of operation, 
because work could not be commenced 
on these orders until definite instruc- 
tions were received from their cus- 
tomers. 


To Tax Large Land Holdings. 

A bill designed to promote agricul- 
tural settlement has been presented 
in New South Wales, providing for a 
tax on holdings valued at £10,000 or 
more. Such a tax, it is anticipated, 
will encourage the division of large 
holdings, making more land available 
for agricultural development. On 
June 30, 1922, there were in New 
South Wales 1,000 holders of 65,001 
to 10,000 acres, 503 between 10,001 and 
20,000 acres, 218 between 20,001 and 


50,000 acres, and 72 of 60,001 or more 
acres each. 


British Columbia Power Plant. 

The British Columbia Electric Rail- 
way, which has undér construction a 
plant on the Bride River which will 


ultimately develop 60,000 horsepower 
at a cost of $30,000,000, is reported to 
have decided to begin another plant of 
similar capacity which will cost about 
$38,000,000. It is expected that the 
demand for electric power on the lower 
mainland of British Columbia will in- 
crease to such an extent within the 
next five years that construction on 
the new project will be necessary. 


Industrial Control in Spain. 

Spanish commercial interests are 
considerably agitated over the recent 
royal decree which places in the hands 
of a committee of from twelve to fif- 
teen leading industrialists the right of 
approval or disapproval of new indus- 
trial enterprises, The different sec- 
tions of the country are affected vari- 
ously by this decree, those in Barce- 
lona Considering themselves rather 
favored, as it is to be recalled that 
approximately 80 per cent. of Spanish 
industries ig \lotated in that area, 
Other sections oppose the enactment, 
as do the banking interests throughout 
the country.

AGENCY SYSTEM IS 
SUCCESS THUS FAR 


Shown by a Moath’s- Triel of the 
Plan for Cooneration of [ill 


and Wholesaler. 





After a month’s trial of the exclusive 
agency plan for distributing branded 
sheets, under which the mianufacturer 
ana the wholesaler cooperate in selling 
direct to the retailer, the Pacific Mills 


‘reported yesterday that the method 


thus far gave indications of being a 
success. 

The salient features of the plan. are 
the selection of fifty wholesalers to 
act as stock. houses for the mill at 
strategic points throughout the coun- 
try, each wholesaler being given ex- 
Clusive selling riglts n his territory; 
the selection of retail stores with ex- 
clusive retailing franchises in their re- 
spective cities; the assumption of all 
credit risks by the wholesaler who is 
paid a commission on sales; the plac- 
ing of blanket orders for a six months’ 
period by each of the retailers, who 
withdraw goods when needed from the 
stock houses agaifst their contracts; 
the guarantecing of prices for each 
six months’ period, and the granting of 
special discounts to the retailers for 
large contracts. 

The month’s experience with the 
plan, it was said, showed that dis- 
tinct advantages accrue to the mill, to 
the wholesaler, to the retailer and to 
the consumer. Thirty wholesalers 


have already been setectee as exciu- 
sive selling agents, and many of them 


have reported substantial increases of 


sales in their territories. One whole- 
saler has already sold for the first six 
months of the plan more goods than 
he had previously sold in a year. 

A spokesman for the mill said yes- 
terday that the plan permitted manu- 
facturer, wholesaler and retailer to ar- 
range a free and efficient ficw of 
goods to the consumer. ‘Some doubts 
were expressed a month ago by whole- 
sealers and manufacturers who ques- 
tioned the wisdom of limiting the 
agency to a single wholesaler in’ each 
district and to a retailer in each com- 
munity,’’ he declared. ‘‘We have esti- 
mated that through fifty strategic out- 
lets we can rench 33,000,000 consumers 
in the nation, and potentially can sell 
them 80,000 cases of sheets, several 
times the capacity of the mill. The 
results of the last month show that, 
when the wholesaler and retailer are 
given exclusive selling rights to stim- 
ulate them to push sales, a single de- 
partment store and middleman in each 
city is sufficient. Perhaps more goods 
can be sold in this way than through 
several distributers. 

“From the mili’s standpoint the 
advantages were the receipt of large 
future orders which permit efficient 
production methods, the maintenance 
of strategic stocks for the service of 
retailers without cost to the mill, 
prompt payment of invoices and the 
assumption of no credit risks as far 
as the retailer is concerned. 

‘The wholesaler gained through the 
price guarantee and through increased 
sales in possessing the exclusive 
agency. He is permitted to carry other 
lines of goods on any basis he may 
wish to make with the sellers. 

“The retailer gained ‘through the 
price guarantee and through the in- 
stant availability of goods when 
needed. He retained his piecemeal 
buying methods, which insured maxi- 
mum turnover. He is being supported 
by an active advertising campaign in 
his city, which varies in intensity 
with the size of the. stores’ sheeting 
orders. 

“The plan is useful for branded 
goods in that it eliminates the evils of 
price. cutting among the, trade and 
does away with piecemeal production, 
which has hit the efficiency of many 
milis. The plan is not feasible in con- 
nection with the distribution of fancy 
or style goods, which require a max- 
imum. number. of selling outlets, nor is 
it necessary in the sale of unbranded 
goods: It is possible that it could be 
extended to the sale of staple textiles 
other than sheetings, but it is espe- 
cially adapted to the latter: because 
they are sold on the reputation of the 
retail store and as units ready for the 
the consumer. 
consumer.

The selling price 
of an article is based pon’ the cost of 
production in all the departments and 
generally figured on the basis of full 
production. For example, if a mill is 
unfortunate in-selling only part of. its 
production or compelled to take a loss 
-on the saie of merchandise, -all-its de- 
partments suffer thereby.*To show a 
profit a mill must run on @ maximum 
basis to bring the cost of. production 
to a minimum. 

This ‘same gentleman also suggests 
that losses in bad years should be bal- 
anced by profits in prosperous: years: 
The fact of the matter is that the tex- 


for some time, largely due to the hand- 
to-mouth or piecemeal method used by 
the retailer. 

I agree with the gentleman inkées 
viewed that the department stores are 
not very large purchasers of cloth, but 
they do sell garments made of ¢loth, 
such as men’s, women’s and children’s 
apparel. Most of the cloth produced 
by mills go into garments. The re- 
tellers’ method of purchasing‘ from the 
garment manufacturer is also on a 
hand-to-mouth . basis,. for which rea- 
}son the garment manufacturer is also 
suffering for the want of quantity or- 
ders. Before this method was adopted 
by the retailer, the ‘buyer for the .de- 
partment ‘store would place advance 
orders with the rment manufac- 
turer for. practically a season's re- 
quirements.. The garment . manufac- 
turer, on the other hand, would place 
advance orders with the mills for as 
many yards as he had sold and some- 
times:-an additional quantity, antici- 
pating reorders. That gave the mill a 
sufficient amount of business to run 
the looms. 

I maintain that the precarious condi- 
tion of the textile mills can be Girectly 
laid at the door of the retailer because 
of his. method of. purchasing. 

An.isterview with another gentleman 
also appeared in the same article. His 
reason for the mills’ unfortunate posi- 
tion is that in successful times the 
mills put their profits into their plants, 
adding machinery, thereby creating an 
overproduction. The mills have added 
machinery and have built additions to 
their plants. All of this took place dur- 
ing the war, at which time there was 
a crying neéd for the increase. Patri- 
otism demanded it. -But assuming 
that all of the additional buildings 
constructed and machinery installed 
during the war were destroyed, the 
present position of the mill would not 
be altered to any great extent, 

The war helped to educate us in éf- 

iciency. We can. produce today a 
greater volume on the same machinery 
than could be produced before the war. 
We have reached a higher development 
of efficiency. It seems to me that the 
solution of the problem rests with the 
retailer. If his confidence in the fu- 
ture could be strengthened and if he 
would be willing to purchase two- 
thirds of his season’s requirements in 
advance, he would not alone help the 
textile manufacturer but the garment 
manufacturer as well as himself. Lack 
of production means lack of em cs: 4 
ment; lack of employment, lack o 
business for the retailer pat isaac ts 
the textile centres.

APARTMENT AT BRIGHTON. 


New Six-Story Elevator Building Is 
Nearing Completion. 

The first boardwalk apartment house

Utilization, working under jurisdiction 
of the Department of Commerce, is 
authority for the statement that a hun- 
dred million dollars could bé saved by 
proper and economical use of the lum- 
ber actually cut and trimmed in this 
country today.

There has been con- 
siderable demand for short lengths in 
ehd-matched ceiling, partition, drop- 
siding, sub-flooring and sheathing in 
the flooring softwoods. 

A little study and care in selection 
and ofdering of materials for a job 
will pay dividends in real savings if 
more short-length lumber is used.

What is the importance of 
an annual production by a society of 
amateur, undergraduates?. 1 assure 
you, that it is of importance to stu- 
dents of.the theatre, for, the O. U. D. 
8s. occupies a peculiar, position and 
enjoys. an ‘exceptional prestige. . It was 
founded many. years ago by Arthur 
Bourchier.and .a.few others, and from 
its ranks have been recruited.many of 
the most, distinguished actors, produc- 
ers and dramatists of the contempo- 
rary English: theatre.. .There was a 
time in the course, of its, history .when 
it. was. predominantly, a spcial club 
rather. than a ‘serious, dramatic society, 
but. those “days ane past. When .the 
university, reassembled after, the, war 
the 0,,U..D. 8S. was, reborn and at 
once, attracted the attention of dis- 
crimjnating, playgoers by . a. praduc- 
tion ,of , Thomas Hardy's ~ whe . Dy- 
nasts.” Any. one who,.turns back to the 
cast.of.that. play .will find in it names 
that are already. beginning to become 
famous—the . names of Maurice Col- 
bourne, .who -was President . of. the 
society and, played the, part of Nelson; 


the best of the younger generation of, 
English actors, and of half, a, dozen 
others . worth remembering, _,. Ever 
since that, time, (February, 1920) the 
performances of the O, U. D., 8. have 
been closely watched. They’ are recog- 
nized as, having a, genuine. importance 
of their own.

faiJs. . But the old associations have 
their advantages in a close personal 
knowledge of how the annual plays 
are produced, of the difziculties which 
stand in the way of the production, 
and of all the circumstances of detail 
that are hidden from the outside 
world. Let me, therefore, making use 
of this knowledge, explain’ how an 
O. U. D. S. play is born. First, the 
play is chosen, and the choice is ‘not 
altogether free. When, in the days of 
Benjarnin Jowett, Bourchier and his 
friends first’ made application to, the 
university authorities for permission 
to form the society, the authorities 
looked upon. the project with misgiv- 
ing. It was feared that undergrad- 
uates, if they were given a free hand, 
would waste their time in, frivolous 
performances which would neither be 
good for their ‘studies nor a credit to 
the uhiversity. Their choice of plays 
was therefore restricted to Greek plays 
performed in Greek and the works of 
Shakespeare. Today they are given 
a little more, latitude, but in Oxford, I 
am glad to say, tradition dies hard. 
Still the choice ‘is restricted and the 
O. U. Dz. S. is not open to eccentric 
modern experiment.’ Still one play 
in eight, must, be in Greek. The others 
are divided between Shakespearean 
and ‘non- Shakespearean ” plays. The 
latter must be not less than thirty 
years old and must receive the ap- 
proval of the Vice Chancellor. ‘ “The 
Dynasts” obtdined performance: by a 
special dispensation and Ibsen’s ‘‘Peer 
Gynt’’'and ‘‘The Pretenders” followed 
it. But, as you will perceive, Oxford 
is still a Jong’ way from frivolity.

When, the »play, has been chosen, tlie 
next step is to chdose the , Producer 
and the ladies. In this the ’'o.'U. D. 
§.° differs from most other amateur 
societies, for it seeks professional help. 
The ' producer | is generally | . the best 
professional producer available in 
England andthe actresses are often 
among the most distinguished in the 
contemporary theatre. On’ this point

The 
men this year are rather below the 
usual high standard and the perform- 
ances of Dorothy Green and Martita 
Hunt do certainly throw_over them a 
most damaging shadow. Nevertheless 
I am inclined to think that, as a rule, 
the advantages of the system outweigh 
the disadvantages. Just as nothing 
helps a bad tennis player more than 
to find himself in company with one 
much stronger than himself, so. noth- 
ing teaches an amateur actor more 
than to act on the same stage with 
professionals. As for the choice of 
a professional stage director, I have 
not the least doubt that the O, U. D.

significance, as also Have France and 
Russia, But to my mind, the very 
youth and occasional trudities of. the 
present crop of native American play- 
wrights indicate a robust, red-blooded 
sincerity which will in.a comparatively 
short space of time give America an 
unassailable position in the world of 
drama. 

While in New York on this last visit 
I went to the theatre practically every 
night, and I’ can honestly say that 
there were very few productions from 
which I was unablé to derive a thrill 
of some sorteither from the writing, 
the acting, or the staging, and fre- 
quently all tliree, 

The four typically American plays 
which iitipfessed me most were:

The appeal of each Of thése plays 
‘was widély différent; bit all four were 
alffidst perfettly direéted and per- 
fofmed. I “Béydtid the Hotis#on,” 
particularly, the complete ufiderstand- 
irig of the play by thé entire cast prd- 
vided one of thé most utterly satisfy. 
ing événings I have éver spent in the 
tliéatre. The perfortfiahce of a cor. 
paratively unknown young actréss, 
Alitié MacMahon, in the léadirig part 
has rémainéd in my mifid as some- 
thing astoiishingly moving and beati- 
tiful. It is unnecessary for me to eti- 
logize the play itséif: it is enough to 
say that it is generally considered to 
be one of O‘Neill’s finest works—which 
is extremely high praise. 

“Daisy Mayme,” a comedy of Phila- 
delphia middle-class life, is completely 
devoid of plot, actioh and situation, 
but written, produced and performed 
with psychologieal perfection, and as 
such is a magnificent. achievement. 

“Chicago,” a. first play by a very 
young writer, is a bitter satire on the 
unblushing glorification of a common 
little Chicago murderess. This rather 
stim thémé is treated as a light- 
héarted comedy, and, although a trifle 
ovéerdofie ard ¢rudée at méments, un- 
doubtédly achiéves its desired effect 
of beitig a ptingent aid mérciless crit- 
icism of a press afd piiblic etérnally 
eAger for sehsational publicity.

Rome,” & pleasantly light comedy, 
with Jane Cowl; Somerset Matighani’s

I also; as was only to be expected, 
spent a few evenings of unrelieved 
dréariness, but these were surpris- 
ingly rare, taking into consideration 
the bewildering number of produc- 
tions launched in New York in a single 
season. 


My enthusiasm for the Amefican 
théatfé may appéar slightly tiresome 
té6 thé English reader, but I should 
liké t6 staté émphiatically that my 
opiniéhs are completely sincere and 
ufipréjudiced by the fact that 1 my- 
self Have béén received ih America 
with amassing kindness and hospital- 
ity.

The German 
Theatre 


Beruin, Feb, 26. 
HE Volksbuehne (People’s Stage) 
is one of the most important 
factors in German theatrical 
life, Indéed it would be impds- 
sible to imagine Berlin without it. 
Established with the idea of giving 
the best in drama at reasonable ad- 
mission prices, it found an immediate 
response and has grown lustily ever 
since. Even béfore the war, in 1912, 
it was able to build the large and 
beautiful Volksbuehne Theater am 
Buelowplatz. Then, in 1920, it took 
another leap forward and brought its 
subscription list up to 200,000. As a 
result, its original home (although it 
seats over two thousand) became too 
small and it added the Theater am 
Schiffbauerdamm and the Thalia The- 
ater to its possessions. Now, also, at 
the State-owned Schiller Theater and 
the Kroll Opera House it takes over 
the whole auditorium twice a week. 


This overwhelming success is due 
primarily to the splendid organization 
which makés it possible to give the 
subscription seats for one mark and 
a half (87 cents) for the plays, and 
two mafks (50 cents) for the operas, 
There are no specially reserved chairs 
but as each subscriber comes to the 
theatre he draws a lot from an urn 
and this assigns him his place—per- 
haps in the front row of the orchestra, 
perhaps in the last row of the gallery. 
Strange that it took monarchistic Ger- 
many to evolve a system as completely 
democfatie as. this. 

The quality of plays produced has 
beén on an almost unbelievably high 
level; I have fo complete record of 
the early days of the organization’s 
activity, but, from the examples I 
have read of, it must have been much 
the same as today. Since 1920, when 
I began following it, the program has 
been erected on the foundation of the 
elassics==-Goethe, Schiller, Shake- 
Speare, &c:, and modern lterary 
plays’; ustially with a tendency to- 
ward the revolutionary, for instance; 
Toller’s ‘‘Man and the Masses’’ and 
Lunartscharsky’s ‘‘Don Quichotte,’’ 
This year Gorki’s ‘‘Night’s Lodging,”’ 
Molitre's “Miser,” Ben Jonson's 
‘*Volpone;” -Aristophanes’s  ‘“Lysis- 
trata,” Strindberg’s “Dream Play” 
and Raynald’s ‘‘Grave of the Un« 
kfowh Soldier’ have been put on and 
several standard German tragedies are 
announced for the Spring. 

I wish I. eould be as enthusiastic 
abotit the staging. Erwin Piseator, 
their leading stage director, is un- 
doubtedly @ personality. Frits Holl, 
the general manager (Intendant), is

or even the burlesque show. In short, 
they conduct themselves in a manner 
which Gah ofily be ¢haracteriged as 
ten-twenty-thirty. Can the influénce 
of the audience be responsible for this 
change? 

It can. It is. You have only to 
look at them as they promienade 
through the lobby in the ifitermis- 
tions. Thick-set burghers with equally 
heavily-slunig wives. As they walk 
they unwrap with clumsy fifgers 
thick rye bread sandWichés of garlic 
Sausage and limburger cheese, and 
wash them down with watery Berlin 
beer. This is the audience that, year 
in, year out, faithfully and without 
protest attends the masterpieces of the 
world’s dramatic literature. 

It is quite out of the question that 
they should réally like this form of 
entertainment; the one and only pos- 
sible explanation is over-education. In 
the schools they have it hammered 
into them that it is “the thing” to be 
cultured: to talk freely and awesome- 
ly about the classics and to attend 
their performance in the theatre. In 
their innermost mifids they know they 
would prefér the movies; the cheap 
gorgeousness of a “Ben Hut” is the 
real food for them. But they would 
never think of admitting it. So they 
go on, year in, yéar out, faithfully 
and without protest attending the 
masterpieces of the world’s dramatic 
literature. 

All of which is very sad for the Ger- 
man middle class, but very good for 
the German theatre. In fact, it is the 
ofly way in which great art of any 
sott in any country can be stuffed 
down the throat of the hoi-polloi. In 
the field of books uhiversal appeal is 
not obligatory; a limited edition 
reaches its public ahd pays its way, 
But the theatré, being thé most popu- 
lar of arts, must have the herd behind 
it. In Germany théy do not need any 
stiper-préssagefitry to ‘“sell’’ them 
“the art of the theatre’—the German 
éducatiéfal systém takés care of all 
that. The basis on which the Germati 
literary théatfe builds is, simply, the 
misery of the thiék-skulléd majority 
for the befefit of the intelligent 
minority. 

Tchékhov's “Three Sisters” has had 
a most éxtraordinary revival at the 
Schiller Theater under the direttion 
of Jurgen Fehlitig. This most typical- 
ly Russian of dfamas béSiially defies 
naturalization} yét through the sheer 
dramatic power of the threé actresses 
who played the leading rélés the last 
aet widened to tifiiversality. For the 
first half of the play the audiénce 
had coughed and sheezed ih nérve- 
racking chorus, but suddenly they 
calmed t6 an intense listening quiet. 
Lucie Mannheim, Lueie Hoeflich. and 
Lina Léisen fahg out of thé cillmina« 
tion of their tragedies a pathos which 
Was almost unbearable. In its dis- 
cretion, its . reserve, it Gut all the 
Geepét.

as being vital, integrating and worthy 
to be filled by a Guittired man educated 
fot the work. But what is the attitude 
and practice of most American 
produéers? 

Let us start at the beginning of thé 
thing. Given, we have the office of 
a theatrical producer. Into this offiée 
there come, during the course of a 
year, anywhere from a few dozen to 
over two thousand plays, the number 
dependent upon the reputation of the 
producer. It is the duty of the play- 
reader to read these plays ard find 
among them those that are worthy of 
production, those that are of the na- 
ture whith his producer wishes and 
thosée his prodticef will acttially btty. 
There are, gerierously and roughly, 
from thirty to forty plays in every 
two thousand going the rounds of New 
York offices which are worth produc- 
ing—that is, aceording to commercial 
standards: (Judged from the view- 
point of artistic value, the nttnbef 
drops appreciably.) Of these, which 
are the plays turned over to the pro- 
ducer himself for examination and 
consideration, he produces from one to 
possibly six or seven during the sea- 
son. The ratio can be seen to be 
extremely small. 
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The method of getting at these pro6- 
ducible plays varies ffom throwing 
manuséfipts at the office boy to Care- 
fully intricate systems. The first is 
thé méthod generally in operation. In 
the majority of theatrical offices the 
play-reading systeri, if there is one, is 
nothing short of abominable. Séfipts 
aré received, opened by an office boy, 
a stendgrapher or a sécretary, afid if 
most casés added to a pile for reading. 
This méans that they ate promptly for- 
gottén. If not that, the office boy or 
the stage diréctor’s 17-yéar-old daugh- 
ter 1s delegated to read the plays afd 
later, if they think of it, give expert 
judgment to the powers. This © dg- 
ment may consist of, “Gee, it’s rot- 
ten,” of possibly, “This is a swell 
play.” In sothe instafices this pro- 
ceaduré may be the best for a cértalfi 
type of producer—aii intelligent, care- 
ful, inforfhed playreader might very 
wéll be a slowitig-tip procéss for him. 
But éveh at that his sy8tém would not, 
probably, @raw attefition to a number 
of plays he might like to havé. 

Tt is ih these offices that scripts col- 
léct nothing but dust. They aré piled 
many feet high of shelves or often on 
the floor—ufinumbered, unrecorded, 
tinreéad. Once in & while there is a 
general cleatiing out—whieri the scripts 
are looked at, read ih part and sent 
back t6 the authors. Often plays fe- 
tmaiti for years of the bottom of & 
pile. 

Théen there is the office where a 
playreader is employed. fh this case 
the stript is at least dilly récorded as 
havifig been ‘submitted; it is given a 
humbér, atid sémhe time of other 
within a period of three weeks to three 
months afd motre—it is presented with 
& partial of a full treading. The play- 
reader i this éasé may bé altnost any- 
body from a graduated offite boy who 
is growing tip to be a producer him- 
self to a Rhodés scholar intent of 
entering the field of the drama. Of, 
perhaps, & sort of cross between the 
two; which is perhaps the best equip- 
mefit fér & playreadéf’s Work. 

At best, however, this second method 
has littié or no sympathy in its ap+ 
proach. It is tigured beforehatid that 
thé play holds ndthing. Ih most cases 
this is true, but this attitiide of mind 
prohibits open judgment on something 
which might véry well be worthwhile:

Such a system has many happy 
moods to it. It prohibits, so fat a8 
possible, blindness to valuable plays. 
It @@ves a great deal of time in read- 
ing play &iready rejected, but which 
afé submitted a second time.

Anothér advantage of this system is 
that in the case of a play rejected be- 
catise it did not fit in with inclina- 
tiofis for production at that time, its 
report may be looked up, and the 
script, if desired; asked for again. 
Lastly it stamps the producer as be- 
ing reliably conscientious about sav- 
ing time for playwrights in the mar- 
kéting of their wares.

The state of playreading in theat- 


rical offices, however, is but half 
the tfagie story. The greatest weak- 
ness of the producer’s cry that he 
can’t find good plays is his own short- 
coming about going after them. Out- 
side the general scramble for the past 
or future plays of an author who has 
registered with a current hit (a sort

Pantages. Next-to the motion pic- 
ture it is the most ubiquitous form of 
entertainment;, in fact, it is the only 
kind in which human beings and not 
their celluloid wraiths participate that 
some towns see from one year’s end to 
another. 

It is obvious that such a far flung 
entérprise as vaudeville has become in 
the United States and Canada requires 
vast and extensive organization to 
keep it functioning smoothly and effi- 
ciently. The motion picture industry 
has to worry principally about trans- 
porting film around in cans; its 
mearest competitor in show business 
deals with that factor which may be 
best described as the human equation 
in all its variants. ‘The business of 
booking acts, routing them, operating 
theatres in all parts of the country 
and otherwise keeping the institution 
of vaudeville running, is tremendously 
complicated. ‘The music hall system 
has been built up, largely Dy process 
of trial and error; over a period of 
years into probably the most perfectly 
functioning machine in the theatrical 
world. 

At presént the centennial of vaude- 
ville in America is being Celebrated, 
and tomorrow a nation-wide week of 
festivities will be begun with proper 
hurrah. In the last hundred years ver- 
itable miracles of one sort or another 
have been wrought in practically every 
line of endeavor, and beside the 
transatlantic telephone, electricity, 
railroads, motor cars and the radio, the 
acconiplisiment of building up the 
branch of the theatre kfown as vaude- 
ville may pale to relatively minor sig- 
nificance. But this particular seg- 
ment of THs Times being devoted to 
whatever it is, by all the current Pi- 
randellan philosophies the achievement 
here takes on significance and the 
methods of operation evolved become 
of interest. 

o,° 

There are now .721 vaudeville thea- 
tres in the United States whose daily 
attendance ig said to be about 1,- 
600,000 or more than 10,000,000 week- 
ly. A majority of those probably at- 
tend the theatres of the Keith-Albee 
and Orpheum Circuits, which extend 
from coast to coast and present both 
the “big time” straight vaudeville pro- 
gtams and continuous entertainments 
in which pictures also figure. 

It ig the purpose of this article, here 
avowed, to consider the system of 
vaudeville built up by the Keith-Albee 
and Orpheum people and how it fune- 
tions—a skillfully contrived machine 
with human cogs and wheels which 
weekly manufactures hundreds of 
slightly varying though diversified en- 
tertainment programs for hundreds of 
theatres in hundreds of different 
places. 

This system has its headquarters in 
the Palace Theatre Building, Broad- 
way and Forty-seventh Street. Like 
all other big businesses it has its 
President, who is Edward F. Albee, 
and who, with B. F. Keith, was in- 
strimental in building up vaudeville 
ab it is today. 

Hawin G. Lauder Jr., Mr. Albee’s 
son-in-law, is First Vice President of 
the Keith-Albeé organization; J. 


Henry Walters, Second Vice Presi-. 


dent; John J. Maloney, Treasurer; 
William J. Kernan, Secretary; John 
J. Murdock; general» manager, and 
Reed Albeo, assistant general man- 
ager. 

Prior to 1906 there was very little 
system in vaudeville—or perhaps it 
would be more correct to say that 
there were numerous little systems 
but not much coordination. At that 
time ‘all houses were booked separ- 
ately, evety manager for himself, and 
there was no such thing as ¢ontint- 
ous routing for vaudeville acts. 

In 1906 the first step was taken to- 
wards systematizing the booking of 
the Keith houses. The United Book- 
ing Office was the result, .with Dan 
Hennessy and Joe Paige Smith in 
charge. In 1918 it was reorganized 
with B. F. Keith, FP. P. Proctor and 
B. F. Albee &@s founders of the B. F. 
Keith Vaudeville Exchange, which, in 
turn, was a year Ago changed in name 
to the Keélth-Albee Vaudeville Ex- 
change. In 1913 the Palace Theatre 
was opened and the Keith offices 
moved from the Putnam Building, on 
whose site the Pardmount Theatre now 
stands, to the Palace Theatre Building.

He is as ubiquitous as one of his 
own acts. He is dlways hopping about 
.the circuit, rushing from one part of 
the country to the other for a three- 
minute conference here, or to see @ 
show there. He keeps in touch with 
‘every Kéith-Albee house, every man- 
ager. . He is always ready with suz- 
gestions for this or that theatre, with 
Ways and means of more. efficient 
house conduct, of building up a cli- 
entele and keeping it, of selecting acts, 
blending programs. He handles the 
labor, all musician and stage hand 
matters, and every other important 
circuit problem. 

,It is he who engineered the details 
of the recent merger between ‘the 
Keith-Albee interésts and the Cecil B. 
De Mille motion picture .company. 
Strikes and other upsets in which the 
vaudeville theatres are involved usu- 
ally find Mr. Murdock representing 
the managerial interests, and capably 
too. His activities are too. manifold 
to list. 

“¢ 

Among Mr. Murdock’s other claims 
to fame, he is certainly one of the 
town’s. champion long-distance _tele- 
phone talkers, For hours at a time 
he may be found conversing, in order, 
with Pittsburgh, Boston, Chicago, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, Los Angeles 
and other cities where there aré 
vaudeville problems of his concern. 
And for that matter, although he 
néver was the winfier of a non-stop 
dance contest, he probably holds the 
récord for the longest consecttive 
transcontinental phone call—a record 
made last September on the eve of a 
musicians’ and stagehands’ strike 
that threatened to spread over the 
entire Orpheum Circuit. 

The strike was scheduled to break 
in San Francisco on a Stifiday morn- 
ing, and the night before Mr. Mur- 
dock was called in to assist in what 
looked like an almost impossible ef- 
fort to avert it. A telephone Connec- 
tion 3,180 miles long was established 
between the musicians’ headquarters 
at 1,440 Broadway here and a San 
Francisco hotel room in which were 
gathéred all the West Coast labor 
leaders and theatre managers. At the 
musicians headquarters here were 
Mr. Murdock, Marcus. Heiman, Presi- 
dent of the Orpheum Circuit, and 
musicians’ and stagéehands’ leaders. 
Proposals and counterproposals were 
submitted ‘over the phone between the 
two cities and discussed at the simul- 
taneous meetings, which in this fash- 
fon kept in constant touch with each 
other. Mr. Murdock, according to 
those present, was the man at the 
phone, and for a stretch of something 
like fourteen hours during the night 
he was engaged in transmittirg the 
Propositions across the country. P. 8S. 
—The strike was settled.

The Keith-Albee and affiliated cir- 
cuits today. book all Keith-Albee thea- 
tres, which cover the Eastern and 
Middle-Western territory of the United 
States; the Orpheum. Circuit, which 
stretches from Chicago to the Pacific 
Coast; the Junior-Orpheum and West- 
érn Vaudeville Managers’ Association; 
the Southern Circuit, in conjunction 
with Famous Players-Lasky; the In- 
terstate Circuit with its chain of thea- 
tres in the Southwest; the Poli Cir- 
cuit with its string of houses through- 
out the New England States; the Wil- 
mer and Vincent Theatres, most of 
which are in Pennsylvania, and the 
Butterfidd Circuit throughout thé 
Middle Northwest. 

Laying out’a vaudeville show is no 
Small job. It requires ah intimate 
khowledge Of existing. conditions in 
various communities. Turns that 
would prove a hit with 4 metropolitan 
audience often lose théir value in a 
smaller town. Sometimes the act. is 
too “fly” or too smart; it may have a 
City appeal. There may be a: large 
foreign element-in.a town :whefe cer+ 
tain urbane humors, are hot ‘under+ 
stood. Or theré may be an audience 
in which women. and. children are. in 
the majority; then again it may be 
largely male and demand the broader 
comedy,-an.abundance of. “‘hokum.” 
Every town has.its own pecullarities 
from the standpoint of Clientele. In 
arranging a vaudeville ‘bill the first 
consideration, obviously, is given to 
the audfenceto the people who pay 
to keep the theatre open. 

To please yauidevilie’s daily au- 
dience 6f 1,600,000, which is madé 
up of practically ised race on the 
giobe,_. ha sith ners are rée- 
quired. have to be 
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stance, there is a five-act bill playing 
in Utica, N. Y¥., which closes on 
Wednesday. night, One act will prob- 
ably go to Syracuse, another to Al- 
bany,; one to Troy, one to Bingham- 
ton, one to Schenectady—all keeping 
within close proximity In New York 
State. Perhaps two of the acts will 
journey on to the next town together, 
but even that is rare. Sometimes the 
necessity for booking speedily and 
on short fiotice becomes fs0 great 
that the cages, about the bdookers’ 
desks bear the general aspect of an 
indoor Wall Street curb during a 
flurry. 

A‘ memory for names and types of 
entertainers is not the least of the 
qualifications for bookers. They must 
view every act and pass on it—that is, 
sée if it is suitable for the theatres 
they book. Naturally they keep a fil- 
ing record of each act reviewed, but 
also in their memory must be retained 
the exact routine of the act. They 
must also bear in mind how much time 
has elapsed since this turn last played 
their theatre. 

Consider the laying out of a vaude- 
ville show—a five-act bill playing, 
with the addition of a picture—in one 
of the family houses. The first act 
is perhaps an acrobati¢c act; the sec- 
ond a double singing act or a two-man 
dancing act. Third, comes a comedy 
sketch, perhaps with a couple of in- 
terpolated numbers. Fourth, the néxt- 
to-closing-spot, is saved for the com- 
edy punch. Here the booker demands 
an act that has real comedy value, 
plenty. of sure-fire laughs. Closing 
the show will be the “flash” turn, the 
big number of the bill and one that 
has 4 cast of from eight to fifteen peo- 
ple. These acts must be booked so 
that they can make their jumps and 
they must of course, meet the require- 
ents of the audience. 

o,¢ 

How do the bookers get in touch 
with thesevarious acts? That is a ques- 
tion which is said on reliable authority 
to be a concern of the average lay- 
man. It is done through artists’ 
representatives, or agents as they are 
more commonly called, who hold fran- 
chises to operate on the booking floors. 
These agents, and there are many of 
them, do the busifiess for the acts and 
afrange their time with the bookers. 

Now comes the booking of new acts 
—acts that are unknown to the office, 
performers who have changed their 
turns; stars whose acts have become 
outmoded and who are béing pre- 
sénted in new.vehicles. Such an act 
secures an agént; the agent arranges 
a break-in Gate for it. After two or 
three wetks in the smaller houses 
near the metfopolitan area the act 
is brought in to New York for a show- 
ing at one of the neighborhood thea- 
tres. Here the bookers review it and 
pass on it immediatély. If satisfac- 
tory, a salary is set for the act at a 
meeting of booking managers, where 
it is considered from the standpoint 
of. talent, novelty and, particularly, 
box-office valué. If the act is unsatis- 
factory but is regarded as having pos- 
sibilities, the bookers and represerita- 
tives try to aid the performérés by sug- 
gesting changes or revisions. If it is 
not satisfactory in any way, the agent 
is immediately told, and Ne at once 
instructs the act that the office is not 
interested, 

Then there is another branch of the 
booking Organization that entails @ 
large staff. That is the department 
that handles the booking of foreign 
acts. The Kéeith-Albeé Exchange has 
@ representative in almost every im- 
portant country of. Etirope, whose 
businéss it is to visit the music halis 
and circuses with an eye set for mate- 
rial suitablé for the American vaude- 
ville houses. Thése Mer are familiar 
with what'is in demand in the United 
States and make weekly reports. on 
new acts presented on foreign stages. 

Because it endeavors to cater to an

by the manager of the house, who 


along with a list of “cuts” of. “blue” 
material which he hag ordered the 
acts playing his theatre to make. 

In New York these “cut’’ lists are 
| assembled and sent to all the theatres 
of the cifcuit. In this way the man- 
ager of the theatre in Columbus 
knows just what deletions have. been 
made the week before in the act he 
gets from Grand Rapids, and he 
watches for a recurrencé of what the 
Grand Rapids manager thought should 
be eliminated. Certain slang phrases, 
jests and Gertain pieces of business 
ate absolutely taboo in all Keith-Al- 
bee houses on the orders of Mr. Albee 
or Mr. Murdock. . The former, for in- 
stance, last -year ordered that the 
policemen of the nation be not held up 
to ridicule on the stages of his music 
halts, ‘Whether ‘that has, to para- 
phrase W. 8,.Gilbert, made their lives 
happier ones has not been finally de- 
termined, although most of the re- 
turns to date are favorable, 

This booking department {is under 
the executive diréction of Edwin G. 
Lauder Jr., although a booking. coun- 
cil headed by Hdward V. Darling has 
direct charge of the booking of -acts. 
W. Dayton Wegefarth is manager for 
the sixth floor of the Palace Building 
where all major Keith-Albee theatres 
are booked, and Mae Woods is in 
charge of the Family Department on 
the fifth floor, where the popular- 
priced theatres are supplied with en- 
tertainment, 

es 

The Keith-Albee system of booking 
does not “road show” an entire pro- 
gtam, as Mr. Murdock insists that 
each locality be treated separately and 
individually. No two shows in suc- 
ceeding weeks are alike, as each city 
is booked according to the special de- 
mands of ita theatre’s patrons, Ac- 
cordingly, the circuit is subdivided in 
small groups of housés, éach in charge 
of a chiéf booker. The largest is the 
Greater New York zone, presided over 
by Mr. Darling, with Arthur Willi as 
assistant. Pat Woods is in charge of 
the Providence and Boston bookings; 
William McCaffery hag Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland; George Young supervises 
Philadelphia; Fred Schanberger looks 
after Baltimore; Washington is also 
on Mr. Dartling’s list; Jack Dempsey 
has Syracuse, Rochester, Buffalo and 
Toronto; Harvey Watkins supervises 
Lowell, Portland and various Cana- 
dian houses; William Howard has De- 
troit and Cincinnati, cooperating with 


dle Western towns. Daniel Simmons 
books the B, 8. Moss group of Greater 
New York houses, and Lawrence 
Golde those of the Proctor string, In 
this way the théatres of the circuit 
and its affiliations recelye individual 
attention in the assemblage of bills. 

In conjunction with the booking of- 
fice thefe'is a Production Department 
devoted to devising new acts and 
building up old ones. This is headed 
by John Schultz, who booked the Hip- 
podrome when it presented vaudeville 
exclusively. In the interest of bring- 
ing new material into vaudeville there 
are atiditions at the Palace Theatre 
every Friday morning attended by 
bookers, agents and managers. 

Circuit publicity is taken care of by 
a Special Promotion Bureau headed 
by Mark A. Luescher. This de- 
partment exploits circuit attractions, 
devises ways and means for éach 
house manager to “‘sell’’ his programs 
and Stiggests special publicity ideas. 
There is also a Photograph and Press 
Bureau, directed by John Pollock, 
which takes care of billing.and pic- 
tures for every act on the Keith-Albee 
and Orpheum circuits and their affilia~ 
tions. This department keeps house 
Managers supplied in advarice with 
photographs of coming attractions, 
descriptions for program copy and 
cue sheets of scenery; lighting, dress- 
ing rooms required, &c. 

In addition, many of the larger 
houses in various parts of the coun- 
try have their own préss representa- 
tive, an office occupied in New York 
by Walter .J...Kingsley, who has 
charge of publicity for the Palace and 
Riverside in Manhattan, the E. F. 
Albee Theatre in Brooklyn and all the 
Keith « Albee vaudeville theatres 
throughout Greater New York. 

To facilitate keeping 1n. touch with 
the far ends of the circuit, it has re- 
cently been divided into zones with a 
supervisor for each gone. John F. 
Royal has charge of the Middle West- 
efn Zotie; C,.S. Humphrey stands re- 
sponsible for the western efid of the 
circuit’ with headquarters in Chicago; 
R. G. Larsen and. Earl Crabb look 
after New Engiand enterprises; Clark 
Brown has charge. of the. Canadian 
chain and Jules Delmar has jurisdic- 
tion over Southern territory. 

The problem of .labor is, of course, 
an important oné in the operation of 
a large number of theatees. There 
aré always the wage scales of stage 
hands, musicians, electricians, prop- 
erty men and. éthers ta be determined, 
thé.local yniofi of each city having to 
be déalt with individually. Mr. Mur-, 
dotk and his chief assistant, Major 
L. E. Thompson, have Charge of this.

Then the National Vaudevillé Artists, 
Inc., and thé Vaudeville‘ Managers’ 
Protective Association came into 
being. 

Since that time through a joint 
board of arbitration composed of offi- 
cials of the N: V.-A. and of the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, disputes have been settled 
with fustice to performers and man- 
agers. No fee ig charged for this 
service, which is extended to all play- 
ers whether’ members of the N. V. A. 
or not, and to all members of the 
V. MP. A, 

By this method former contractual 
disagreements were solved by the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Asso- 
elation contract which is,now recog- 
nized as standard in the United States 
and Canada. Known as the “‘play or 
pay’’ contract, it is without cancella- 
tion Clause of any kifid, and is now 
in ‘almost universal use. All vaude- 
ville players accepting engagements in 
the United States, if in doubt of the 
terms of the contract offered, are 
urged to consult with the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association. 

Another feature of the National 
Vaudeville Artists- Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association ac- 
tivities is the bureau which, operating 
somewhat along the lines of the U. 8. 
Patent Office, protects the material 
of acts and performers. An attrac- 
tion using exclusive songs, “‘gags’’ 
and routines can have them registered 
with this .blreau, with the result 
that no other performer or group is 
permitted to make use of them, 


The National Vaudeville Artists, of 
which Fred Stone is President, now 
numbers a membership of over 10,000. 
Each membership carries with it a 
paid-up life insuratice policy of $1,000. 
In case of. illness, idleness or other 
misfortune, members are assured of 
immediate financial aid no matter in 
what part of the world they may 
A sanatorium for tubercular mem- 
bers is maintained by the National 
Vaudeville Artists at Saranac Lake in 
the Adirondacks. There are also 
health camps of the organization in 
California, Colorado, Arizona and else- 
where, all financed and maintained 
by the health and benefit fund of this 
organization. 

*,* 

Of such minutiae, then, and as- 
sorted though homogenéotis elements 
is the system of vaudeville composed. 
Its evolution has been largely empiric, 
caused by the inventiveness of fieces- 
sity, and-the result through applica- 
tion of both the Luther Burbank and 
Edison processes is a machine that 
functions quite as does no other piéce 
of theatrical. mechanism. The first 
hundred years may have been the hard- 
est, but the end is still not in sight. 

Now, they say, the “big time,” that 
is, straight vaudeville playing two 
shows a day, is to bé révived in all 
its pristine glory, although the spon- 
sors @re not particdlarly sanguine 
about réceiving any great financial 
compensation from the move. But 
there are other important féasons 
which make the step impérative. 


There. are. also rumors, © which 
through repetition become more and 
more. convincing, to the effect that 
the Yaudevillé interests are to merge 
with various motion picture concerns 
into a five hundred million—or is it 
billion ?—dollaf. organization. With. the 
falling off of the road as @& source of 
revenue for legitimate attractions, 
vaudeville, affiliated with, if not actu. 
ally wedded to.the cinema, has a 
chance to enjoy mire of a plate in the 
fefulgent glow of National favor than 
ever. And ho matter what “the next 
hundred years may hold, variety can 
point,to the first céntuty with a feel-+ 
ing of genulfe accomplishment,

OROTHY FRANCIS, currently 

occupied as prima donna in 

‘Criss Cross,’’ at the Globe, 

formerly sang in the loftier 
realms of. opera. That was with the 
Chicago Opera Company, where she 
made her début at the age of 21. That 
&lso was not’ so long ago; but Miss 
Francis’s—or the opera company’s— 
Press agent was. caught napping. 
Or perhaps shé herself was to blame 
for being one of those conservative 
Bostonese, ifstead of from Kansas 
City or somé other place. . At any 
rate, while the Chicago critics were 
kind, the fact remains that Dorothy 
Francis began her career without fan- 
fare of the sort that attended Marion 
Talley’s début. 

Miss Francis, as has already been 
stated, is a Bostonian: She was born 
there; and 86 wére & number of fore- 
bears. Without pausing to relate fam- 
ily history; it may be here remarked 
that fione of Miss Francis’s ancestors 
ever sang or acted in public. Her 
father manufactured piahos. WNatu- 
rally, most of his friends were musi- 
cians, and he himself was no mean 
pianist and parlor baritone. However, 
he had no préferénce for music as a 
career for his daughter; and when 
Miss Francis was graduated from the 
Academy of the Assumption at Wel- 
lesley Hills she was duly enrolled at 
the Massachusetts Normal Art School, 
But whfle dutifully pursuiti¢ the stuay 
of costume design at the art school she 
managed to study voice with Charles 
White, head of the voice department 
of the New England Conservatory. 

Chaperoned by Mr. White and his 
wife, this art student is said to have 
visited New York for the first time in 
the Spring of 1918; She sang for the 
late David Bispham, who sent her to 
interview William Wade Hinshaw, 
head of the Society of American Sing- 
ers. That Fall Miss Francis made 
her singing début at the Park Theatre 
(now the Cosmopolitan) in ‘‘Mignon.’* 
Meantime: she had pleased her father 
by graduating, not without honors, 
from the Normal Art School. , 

Following her New York season in 
‘*Mignon,"’ Miss Francis spent strentu- 
ous months between two small, but 
grand, opera companies, Neither was 
on what is pleasantly called a sound 
financial basis; and eventually she 
found herself stranded in the South-

F Fritz Lang, producer of the Ufa 
picture “Metropolis,” ..had.. given 
more thought to his story and less 
attention to the technical, end_of 

his production, Ne might have had a 
far more absorbing picture. But 
although this amazing cinematic ef- 
fort is unsatisfying, it leaves your 
head filled ‘with’ thoughts of what 
has been done, and. what. might have 
been accomplished. This, after. all, 
is something, for most of the mo- 
tion pictures of today are forgotten 
long before the morrow. 

Quite a good deal ‘is :nade in this 
film of the city of the future, known 
as Metropolis, undoubtedly inspired ‘by, 
New York’s lihes of skyscrapérs. This 
idea,’ however, is an unfinished one, 
for as one looks on this machine- 
made Community oné ‘anticipates 
many things that are never depicted. 
Thére are, it is true, the great under- 
ground’ buildings, with tieir, tiers and 
tiers of little, lig ghtea windows, and 
above the surface are huge skyscrap- 
érs that, as a contrast with the work- 


ers’ dwellings, piérce their way into the 


Skies. The hordes ‘f toilers have their 
funnels,’ w hile the sons of the wealthy 
have their sunlit rtadiums on top of 
the great structures’ in’ the‘ open.

An amusing instance of this tonal 
limitation occurred last Tuesday, when

the half-step.. This. was ‘probably the 
obduracy of an instrument. Other. of 
Mr. Carillo’s ‘elect, present to take solo 
parts in the performance’ of his “con- 
certino,” did better, proving that quar- 
ter, eighth and even sixteenth inter- 
vals could be sounded. One question 
is whether there will be many musi- 
cians skillful enough to sound these 
intervals with any degree of accuracy 
and reliability, and whether it would 
not take many years for audiences in- 
telligently’ appreciative of such fine 
tonal distinctions to develop. 

That is a matter for academic dis- 
cussion which need not detain us here. 
But mext Sunday there will. be pro- 
duced by the.League of Composers, 
on. the, stage of the Jolson . Theatre, 
the Chinese ballet, ‘‘The Rivals,’’ of 
Henry LEichheim, and in .passages 
of this. work very small intervals are 
employed... Percussion instruments, 
some. of them unknown to the Ameri- 
can public. at large, will be utilized, 
including a heavy small set of cym- 
bals. of gold-bronze, pitched one-six- 
teenth of atone apart, but often 
struck simultaneously. Why. these 
fine differences of pitch should be so 
accurately. apprehended and secured 
in performance by the Chinese, yet- 
combined by them with results that 
cannot be harmonious, is something 
for a Westerner to. ponder, and per- 
haps to solve. by listening, to Mr. 
Eichheim's music. His percussion in- 
struments were gathered in temples 
and from professional musicians of 
Peking, Shanghai, Suchow and Wsi. 
And he brought: with him more than 
this, for Mr. Eichheim’s scores, _in- 
spired by Eastern scenes or legends, 
appear as a real distillation of the 
spirit of the Orient. Mr. Eichheim 
knows ‘his East, loves it; and has 
been able to communicate to Western 
ears something of what. he has seen, 
‘heard and felt there, Ten composers, 
including Marion Bauer, Aaron Cop~- 
land, Henry Cowell, Frederick Jacobi, 
Harold Morris and Lazare Saminsky, 
will play his percussion instruments 
off stage. These include sets of gongs, 
cymbals, drums, bells—small bells of a 
peculiarly silvery tone, several gongs 
of which the largest is thirty-five

The conception of the ballet of Mr. 
Bichheim and Mr. Bolm resulted from 
a Chinese poem, written about A. D. 
600, of which Adolf Bolm, several 
years ago, made a &cénario. Mr. 
Eichheim had then returned from 
China, after his third visit to that 
country, with Chinese instruments and 
musical themes,-some of which dated 
back to the period of the poem. 

The story is typical of China—two 
Generals are fighting, and after one 
‘is slain‘ his widow comes ‘suddenly on 
his body. In her grief she rises to 
attack his murderer, who, like her- 
self, is very beautiful. They find 
themselves seized by an overwhelming 
passion. She retires from the strug- 
gle to pray before the shrine for 
strength to continue the. battle. On 
resuming, these tragic protagonists 
find this love too great to contend 


with, To save their honor they kill 
themselves,. she. with his sword, he 
with hers. 


The overture is composed of Chinese 
ceremonial music dating from A. D. 
700, _ The dirge and. funeral cere- 
mony are carried out. exactly as Mr. 
Eichheim saw and heard them. per- 
formed. in a burial service at Hang- 
chow. In the temple scene there is a 
cadenza played on, the Chinese percus- 
sion instruments. alone, and the ma- 
terial in the overture appears again as 
a dirge to express the wife's grief. 

The work is scored for flute, oboe, 
clarinet, bassoon, horns,. trumpet, 
trombone,. many percussion instru- 
ments, piano*and strings. 

Mr. Eichheim has contributed this 
description of his action and music: 

“The music of this drama begins 
with Chinese ceremonial music written 
by a Chinese Emperor about the year 
A. D. TOO in’ mémory of a slain and 
beloved General. An allegro follows. 
The fighters enter quickly, and two 
accentuated motives which synchro- 
nize with the spear thrusts are followed 
by two more motives upon which the 
entire work is founded. The thrust 
which kills the older General is the 
first climax, which diminishes quickly 
into an echo of the ‘ceremonial music 
as the young wife prays. beside her 
slain htusband’s body, a solo violin 
voicing her agony. As she rises and 
challenges the murderer, the first al- 
legro plunges them into their fight. 
This ends abruptly, and the Iove mo- 
tive transfixes them—they gaze into 
each other’s eyes. She’ dashes him 
away, and the fighting is begun more 
furiously, only to be interrupted ‘by the

The Tansman ballet is Parisian in 
technic, in spirit, in musical quality. 
Mr. Bolm arranged the ballet for the 
composer’s music, instead of providing 
him with a scenario as the frame. of 
his composition. The score, according 
to an announcement, is full of “acrid 
harmonic effects and broadly delineated 
grotesqueries.” According to the com- 
poser, it is music of characters and 
situations, with human characteristics 
burlesqued, and the nature of the in- 
struments in. parody. The story con- 
cerns the violin and ‘cello, both suitors 
for the favors of the flute. The kettle- 
drum. arranges a duel between the 
’cello and the violin which results in 
the ‘cello’s, death. ‘Cello is. given a 
funeral, violin and flute are united in 
marriage by the diapason and go to 
live in the case of the ’cello. 

The score calls for two flutes, two 
oboes, two clarinets, two bassoons, 
four horns, two trumpets, two trom- 
bones, percussion, celesta, harp, piano 
and strings. 

Tansman has written of this music— 
which is known in Europe as his 
“Sextuor’—that its intention is ironic. 
“The Flute is seraphic and celestial, 
the Violin brilliant and sensual, the 
‘Cello sentimental, the Kettledrum 
and Trombone noisy and chatty. 
There are Italianisms in the serenade 
for the violin, Tristanesque accents 
for the ’cello and even bombastic reci- 
tative A la Grand Opera.” The “Trag- 
edy” was introduced in Chicago on 
Dec. 26, 1926, at an Allied Arts per- 
formance. 

We are informed that Mr. Ham- 
mond’s poem for voice and orchestra 
is based on a poem of Amy Lowell's 
entitled ‘‘Free Fantasia on Japanese 
Themes,” that the music itself does 
not employ real Oriental themes, but 
attempts to catch an Eastern atmos- 
phere by employing Oriental modes. 
The score asks for two flutes, oboe, 
English horn, clarinet, bassoon, trum- 
pet, two horns, trombone, percussion, 
celesta, harp and strings. 

These are the new works, principally 
by Americans, to be presented by the 
League of Composers and the Bolm 
Ballet a ‘week hence. It will be seen 
by this that. American composers in 
the persons of Mr. Eichheim and Mr. 
Hammond are not backward in the 
ways of modern music, and that our 
modern musical societies are not back- 
ward in furthering them. It is good 
to see a composer of Mr. Eichheim’s 
exotic color sense cultivating the me- 
dium of the pantomime ballet, a form 
even today of many unexploited possi- 
bilities.

“POIRIER DE MISERE” 





By HENRY PRUNIERES. 


E POIRIER DE MISERE,’’ an 
opera in three acts, text by 
MM. Jean Limozin and André 
de la Tourrasse, music by M. 
Marcel Delannoy, was produced at 
the Paris Opéra Comique for the first 
time Feb. 21. It is a long time since 
the Opéra Comique has given us the 
opportunity of hearing a really inter- 
esting work by one of the younger 
composers. The opera “Le Poirier de 
Misére” has many faults, but it has 
also many excellent qualities. The 
faults come from the inexperience 
of a beginner and his insufficient 
knowledge of the art of instrumenta- 
tion. It will not be long before these 
defects are remedied. As to the com- 
poser’s -sterling qualities, I do not 
think that he will ever lose them. 
Delannoy is a born musician; he ex- 
presses himself in the language of 
sounds in a perfectly natural manner 
and gives proof of possessing imag- 
ination, sensibility and, at times, 
power. Much can be expected from 
this beginner. 


The libretto by MM. Limozin and de 
la Tourrasse is taken from a well- 
known legend. Old “Dame. Misery’s”’ 
only possession is a large pear tree in 
her garden. St. Denis, to whom she 
was charitable without knowing the 
identity of the saint, endows the pear 
tree with the property of holding cap- 
tive whoever climbs into its branches. 
Death is the first to be caught in this 
trap—universal rejoicing of mankind; 
but as time passes, sickness and de- 
crepit old age torture men. and they 
sigh for deliverance from their earthly 
chains. Dame Misery frees Death on 
condition ‘that it will always pass 
her by. : 

The score, which includes some 
lovely popular themes, is full of the 
freshness of youth. The composer 
seems to have a very personal gift of 
melody; the recital of Misére in the 
first act is particularly well imagined. 
The choruses are skillfully treated. 
Unfortunately the orchestra does not 
sound well. This is not very surpris- 
ing when it is remembered that M. 
Delannoy has never yet heard himself 
through an orchestra, He was wrong 
to strive for too complicated instru- 


mental writing. To successfully use. 


the dynamic effects of a Stravinsky 
one must have his prodigious technic. 





There are weak spots in the second 
act, and the piece hangs together 
badly; but the life which emanates 
from the score makes one forget the 
defects in construction. One receives 
the impression that Marcel Delannoy 
has something to say; and if he does 
not always say it as artistically as 
could be wished, it is nevertheless a 
matter for congratulation to run 
across a real musician. The style is 
composite. Delannoy is under con- 
flicting and contradictory influences, 
primarily that of Arthur Honegger, 
who is interested in Delannoy and has 
often given him advice; next, that of 
Ravel, and, of course, that of Stra- 
vinsky. At times there are echoes and 
memories of Erik Satie and Debussy. 
The personality of Marcel Delannoy 
is most in evidence in his treatment 
of the melodic line, 


A charming one-act opera by Ga- 
briel Pierné, “Sophie Arnould,” was 
given the same evening. M. Pierné 
succeeded in setting to music a witty 
comedy by M. Nigond, without cut- 
ting out a single line of the verses. 
Sophie Arnould, the great singer, is 
growing old in her country retreat. 
The time is 1798. She receives the 
visit of a former lover, with whom she 
forgets for a time the passing of the 
years, only to remember them after- 
ward all the more bitterly. The music 
of Gabriel Pierné ornaments the text 
without distorting it. This music is 
light, witty, full of graee and charm; 
the brilliant orchestration is a joy to 
the ear. It was sung by Mile. Luard, 
M. Bourdin? and Mile, Calvet, and 
won a great success. 

The critics were very severe and, in 
my opinion, rather unjust to the score 
that Arthur Honegger has ‘written for 
“L'Impératrice’ aux Rochers.’’ The 
music was scarcely heard through the 
din of conversation the evening of the 
dress rehearsal. The distinguished 
company which filled the hall only 
paid attention to the magnificent cos- 
tumes of Benois,-to the astonishing 
mise en scéne of Santine. ‘The medi- 
ocrity of the poem annoyed its sen- 
sibilities and it paid no attention to 
the music. The choristers did not 
know their parts, and the finale was 
literally massacred. This work will 
receive its just dues when it is heard 
under proper conditions in the concert 
hall, 
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Staatsoper, - “There are 
sions of hope on all s 
peace just declared. will :

They lave 
nearly completed » the. preliminary 
sketches of the aforementioned “Ae- 
gyptische Helene,’’ a new opera 
which has to do with Helen of Troy, 
and which is promised for production 
next season. Von ~Hofmannsthal’s 
treatment of the classic lady is said 
to be in a sprightly comedy vein, simi- 
lar to that used by Professor John 
Erskine of Columbia University in his 
witty best seller, “The Private Life 
of Helen of Troy.’’) 

Why did Strauss ignore the services 
of such a competent librettist as Hugo 
von Hofmannsthal in composing “In- 
termezzo’’? Perhaps because he told 
himself that no one was better. fitted 
to undertake the task of dramatizing 
his personality than he himself...Or 
perhaps, as some say, he did offer 
the job to his erstwhile collaborator, 
who, by some tactful pretext, declined 
such unpromising material. We know 
that Hermann Bahr, another Austrian 
writer, tried vainly to make some- 
thing out of it. Finally Strauss him- 
self sat down in his country house at 
Garmisch and in spite of a great deal 
of rewriting (due to self-confessed in- 
experience) finished the story, an ac- 
knowledged episode from his own early 
married life, in three days! This was 
in 1921, shortly before he set out on 
the first of his three post-war trans- 
atlantic journeys. The opera was 
completed during spare. moments 

“Intermezzo” is interesting because 
it represents something of a new de- 
parture in comic operas, introducing 
as it does the attempt to make the 
singers understood by the audience at 
every point of the dialogue through 
the almost complete use of parlando 
recitative and “Sprechstimme.” There 
are some novel stage effects, as well 
as technical innovations, but it is 
doubtful whether these things in them- 
selves will be sufficient to establish a 
considerable international fame for the 
piece, which lacks the musical inven- 
tion and “theatre” of other Strauss 
operas. 

Richard Strauss’s _self-dramatizing 
technique can_ scarcely. be. termed 
subtle. The German word “Strauss” 
means an ostrich, a large bird. So 
the composer begins by naming his 
stage prototype after another large 
bird, the stork. (In German: Storch.) 
Thus we have the meaning of the 
hero’s cognomen, “Robert Storch,’’ 
When the audience sees the initials 
“R. St.” prominently displayed on the 
trunk which is a part of the fourth 
scene of the second act, loud gurgles 
of pleased surprise are heard on all 
sides, as well as the exclamation: 
“Nattirlich, Richard Strauss; wem 
sonst denn?” (“Of course, Richard 
Strauss; to whom else could it be- 
long?) Indeed, the Viennese public fs 
so grateful to have Strauss back at 
the Staatsoper that it will accept un- 
conditionally anything he cares to 
offer it, and press verdicts on “Inter- 
mezzo” promise to be an unconditional 
panegyric. The mountain yilla figur- 
ing in the opera is the composer’s own 
Bavarian highland home at Gar- 
misch, where they also have Winter 
sports similar to those in the opera. 
The stage interiors are faithful re- 
productions of certain rooms in the 
Garmisch house. Strauss’s stage pro- 
totype is quite a likable and sensible 
chap, and inordinately fond of the card 
game skat. . 

By no means vain, he is exceed- 
ingly self-confident, and believes im- 
plicitly in his ability to make a way 
for himself with his art. No one 
dares to malign him, and his wife is 
eloquent with her praise for his vir- 
tues when she discovers how she has 
wronged him. The ending of the opera 
is triumphantly German in character, 
nothing less than the establishment of 
the complete domination and acknowl- 
edged mastery of the husband. No 
Ybsenistic or Shavian twists here. And 
how the. audience loved it!

M. Boschot 
has evidently never set foot in a Pari- 

sian boulevard theatre. At least he 
should take an occasional ook. at 
some of the gaudy posters displayed 
on the advertising columns of his fair 
city, in order to learn what is being 
given in the theatres there: the re- 
vues ‘Nue,’ ‘La Femme Nue,’: ‘Droit 
Filles Nues,’ ‘Toute Nue, fairly 
scream their lettered announcements 
at the passer-by. But—a bed on the 
stage—what lack of tact and delicacy! 
How indignant does this make the 
Echo de Paris and its spotlessly vir- 
tuous critic!” 

The German press is thoroughly con- 
vinced that the premiére of “Der 
Rosenkavalier’ .was. eagerly seized 
upon by the Parisian newspapers as a 
long-awaited occasion for the venting 
of political spleen, perhaps because of 
the amazing progress in reconstruction 
made in almost every walk of life in 
the Fatherland since the Dawes plan |‘ 
went into operation.

cal opinions. They are looked upon 
more as carefully chosen experts on 
political polemics—as if, for instance, 
the political -writers of New. York’s

The tragic death of ‘the UEams 
Staatsoper tenor Trajan Grosayescu, 
who was sk-: down and killed in his 
apartment here this week by his .in- 
sanely jealous wife, has cauged in- 
tense excitement. Hundreds of people 
from all walks of life attended the fu- 
neral, held from a mortuary chapel to- 
day, while as many as possible pushed 
their way into the opera house this 
morning in order to listen to a, brief 
memorial service which took place on 
the stage.

GERMAN OPERA PREMIERES.

On the arrive! of Zi Dima, 
famous for his art as pitcher-mender, 
Nela and Paolino retiré so as not to 
be seem. Young peasants arrive and 
do the dance of the ‘‘Chiovi’ (Nail 
Dance). 

Three girls, in ovidienk distress, rush 
in, followed by other weeping women. 
Twoother ‘peasants enter carrying 
in their arms a huge but beautiful 
jar which ts broken. ..It belongs to 
Don Lollo, their master, who is very 
proud of its possessién. The peasants 
well. know the violent, brutal charac- 
ter of their master; they are in 
despair. 

Finally a peasant summons the 
master, Don‘ Lollo, seeing what has 
happened, uses his whip and threatens 
to discharge them all. Paolino con- 
fesses his guilt. ‘ 

Don Lollo. strikes him. Paolino tries 
to escape. WNela, seeing Paolino -in 
danger, intervenes. Zi Dima, whom 
she sent for, will repair everything. 

Zi Dima arrives and is hailed as a 
Messfah* ‘He“examines the jar, while 
all the anxious peasants await his 
answer. .He assures them ‘it’ can “be 
repaired., .He is soon left alone at his 
task. He realizes: that -if-he stays 
outside-ef-the jar, he cannot complete 
his job. The peasants help him in. 

The jar when repaired looks like 
new, but Zi Dima, on account of his 
hump, cantiot get out... The peasants 
decide to break the jar to free him, 
but Lollo, discovering their intention 
in time; dgain declares that the jar 
will not be broken until it is paid for. 
One peasant, however, succeeds in 
passing a pipe to Zi Dima, who 
smokes’ philosophically in his prison. 

Poor Paolino has remained in a cor- 
ner. The moon brightens the thresh- 
ing-floor. Nela comes down to rejoin 
her sweetheart, From the distance is 
heard a love song. But Nela finds 
that sadness is no help whatever and 
invites Paolino to dance the Sicilian 
‘‘Pasterella.’’ 

She and Paolino go to look for the 
peasants, who, with full pitchers and 
glasses, éxtol Zi Dina iriside.the jar. 
The peasants decide to do the dance 
of the ‘‘Cerchi,’’ but Don _ Lollo 
awakes. He orders the peasants to 
carry the jat to the porch in order 
to keep it: more safely, but as soon 
as they have done so Lollo with a 
powerful ‘push sends the jar and its 
contents rolling down the slope. The 
horrified peasants rush to the help of 
Zi Dima, thinking him dead, while 
Lollo, realizing his brutal att, rung 
away. Zi Dima, protected by good 
luck, has fallen miraculously upon a 
cart of hay at the foot of the slope. 
The jar ts again broken, but Zi Dima 
is free and there is rejoicing. 


The fourth season ’of the Children’s 
Concerts of the Philharmonic Society 
ends with the thirty-ninth and fortieth:

‘The opera, considered as a 
whole, might .lead.one: to think 50, 
since the composer was not free from 
outside influéntes.-~ All ‘helped to 
strengthen the impression that Alfano 
desired to create a successor to the

welcomed so joyfully six years previ- 
qusly, in 1898, This impression was 
Partly confirmed by the opera which 
followed about three years later, ‘Tl 
Principe Zilah,’ which, however, was 
coldly received by the public of Genoa. 
Its -non-success caused “Alfano to re- 
flect, and from a writer of opera he 
became a writer of symphonies. Al- 
fano’s ‘Romantic Suite’ appeared in 
1910. The “Suite Romantica’ and the 
‘Sinfonia in Mi’ belong to the period 
of symphonic interlude; the first, sug- 
gesting instinctive and facile effusion, 
appertains to his earlier manner, while 
the Sinfonia, denoting incessant tra- 
vail, marks the period of crisis. The 
crisis which is revealed in this work 
was due to the evolution of a tech- 
nique to which Alfano had given al- 
most excessive consideration and study. 
For, he is a musician of temperament; 
we will even say that he is one of the 
few musicians of temperament now 
living; he has remained a Southerner, 
indeed a Mediterranean, notwithstand- 
ing his long sojourn in northern coun- 
tries, Alfano is, above all, lyrical; he 
must express himself in song. His lan- 
guage cannot, for the most part, be 
anything but melody in its most prim- 
itive form.’’ 

This change from opera to sym- 
phonic writing puzzled and antagon- 
ized the publi., which received ‘‘L’Om- 
bra di Don Giovanni’’ (1914) with in- 
difference. Nothing daunted, the com- 
poser continued his labors and won 
back his public with “La Leggenda di 
Sakuntala’’ (1921). Alfano is now 
engaged on the score of a light opera 
on a libretto taken from Balzac’s Con- 
tes Drélatiques.

of foreign masters have their way of 
turning the idiom of ‘one nationality 
into. the plain speech of their own 
other nationality. This is observed 
when Americans are encountered in 
European exhibitions, It is the more 
to be observed when an exhibition 
bringing together the art of different 
nations is seen in this country. 

At the Multi-National Exhibition it 
is clearly apparent that no foreigner 
represented therein is trying to imi- 
tate American art. It is equally clear 
that for the Americans the source of 
inspiration frequently must be sought 
far from home. But what is clearest 
of all and most to be welcomed is that 
our work is not: in the least like that 


of other countries, that in the dark| 


forests of entrancing influences and 
temptation to follow strange footprints 
cur artists end by meeting themselves, 


The omissions in the United States| | 
section of the Multi-National are more| — 


significant than the inclusions; but 
taking the section as it is, its interest 
is pronounced. A number of the pic- 
tures are well known to us from the 
contributions by their authors to our 
annual exhibitions, and these turn out 
to be the most personal if not always 
the most interesting in this section. 
Here is Charles Hawthorne with his 
Clipper Ship Captain, his favorite 
scheme of silver and gold, his vera- 
cious report of the characteristics of 
old age, his dark background and the 
brittle edge of his figure as the two 
join without uniting. Here is a draw- 
ing by Edwin H. Blashfield. A “Street 
Grouy’”’ by Jerome Myers, autographic 
in subject, composition, drawing and 
color, and in the lacquered surface 
that succeeds in avoiding all mention 
of varnish. John Sloan’s “Gloucester 
Street,” in which the air of the sea and 
the stale aroma of sailors’ taverns 
seem to mingle. Redfield’s “Road 
and River,’’ snowy and broad with 
the public look of American high- 
ways in Winter, a vivid welcoming 
gesture quite our own. A few others 
to whom one turns for the hospitality 
of family, free at least from con- 
descension. Each is a quiet painting 
that will say something to a later gen- 
eration of a period preceding one of 
storm minus stress. 


Definition of Stress. 


The absence of stress ‘seems to be 
almost a distinguishing characteristic 
of American art; and such a state- 
ment, of course, imposes upon our 
nobleness the obligation ‘to define 
stress. The definition of the desk dic- 
tionary answers perfectly well: 
“Force exerted to or beyond the point 
of strain.”” None of the paintings in 
the United States section of the Multi- 
National indicate that force has been 
exerted beyond the point of strain that 
the artist has been tense under the 
pressure of his idea. Max Weber’s 
‘*Trees” perhaps come nearest to it. 
This picture does communicate the 
sense of compulsion exercised upon 
the artist by his subject, driving him 
to put into it all that he feels in the 
presence of these sullen trees, this 
blue, sullen sky, this rutted and turgid 
road, 

Henry Schnakenberg’s trees, with 
twisted branches and a smothering 
green of foliage, are quieter compan- 
ions. ‘‘City Walls,” by Niles Spencer, 
in its austere simplicity, says somé- 
thing of the complications that have 
been resolved to make such simpli- 
fication. Louis Bouche’s “Mamma’s 
Boy” is an example of the modern 
America that hides so much serious- 
ness and clear thinking behind a line 
Alexander Brook’s fresh 
and brilliant interior full of field flow- 
ers and gay gallop of line—the mouth 
of a pitcher he makes as rippling as 
the mouth of a mine—is one of the 
finest interiors shown, but suffers a 
little from the witticism of the mouse 
—too small a joke for so large a style. 
There would be more point to specific 
discussion if the work was all of re- 
cent date; but with a Halpert of 1911 
and a Karfiol of 1916, there is too 
much chance of misrepresentation. 
Both of these artists have advanced 
to new and much higher planes of ac- 
complishment since these remote 
dates, 

Thirteen hundred and more exhibits 
in this year’s exhibition of the Society 
of Independent Artists means, of 
course, no chance at all for specific 
comment. So large a collection means 
hardly a chance for definite impres- 
sions, If certain things stand. out 
from the mass, it may be for many 
other reasons than superiority to their 
neighbors. 


Shines Through Disguise. 


Nevertheless, superiority, salient or 
not, makes itself felt through that 
strange subtle power of entering the 
consciousness which belongs to things 
that are vital whatever face they turn 
to the world, whatever clothes dis- 
guise them. One encounters a bouquet 
ot mountain laurel in a jug. The 
sharp green leaves and pink flowers 
stretch out in a latitudinal band across 
the composition. It would be a dull 
composition had this band been per- 
mitted to divide the canvas into three, 
leaving it at that. To enliven it and 
give depth and height the background 
has been filled with prismatic forms 
lightly impinging upon the strip of 
flowers and leaves and building up a 
pyramid that turns the composition 
into an affair of delicately eccentric 
beauty. If this is a modernist device, 
hurfay for it!

ers delighted in those cubistic pat- 
terns), her slim anatomy draped with 
similar less clearly defined prisms, 
shows him a master at juggling with 
reality, turning it into a new and 
bright material for our enjoyment. 

Before one leaves the B cubicle, the 
alphabetical arrangement still persist- 
ing with the Independents, Robert 
Brackman’s “Reverie” calls attention 
to itself by its moody, unaggressive 
color, warm and dull, its air of firm 
naturalness, the nude flesh supported 
by the framework of ‘intricately 
woven muscles without the slightest 
parade of muscle or weight. One 
breathes a sigh of thankfulness that 
“volume” is not swung at you like a 
punching bag. 

The sullen color appears in a num- 
ber of paintings and would be arrest- 
ing by its contrast with the acidulous 
and high-keyed color schemes of much 
of the modern work even were it not 
in itself deep and quieting. It is half 
the charm of Lorser Feitelson’s “La 
Petite Mére,’’ which, in addition, may 





claim a true psychology in the ex- 
pression of the younger child and a 
true naiveté in the sturdy forms and 
the logical simplicity of the composi- 
tion, 

These qualities wear a more inevi- 
table aspect in the work of the re- 
markable young Italian farmer, Mar- 
tin Easoni, whose work in the fields 
seems only to refine the manner of his 
art. Repetitions of color and angels 
make brilliant play through Julius 
Bloch’s ‘‘Saxophone Player,’’ Claude 
Gallo’s “Girth With :a Guitar’ and 
**Lovers’’ are stepped in warm and 
heavy color, and with blunt curves in 
place of angles and thick full contours 
again offer sedative satisfaction. 

The eyes of Alfred Maurer’s women 
never close. Wide open windows in 
the pale, rosy stucco of their physi- 
ognomies, these eyes successfully draw 
one’s attention from the close and ten- 
der relation of the areas of color, 
from the disturbing sensitiveness of 
the unreal proportions and the fine 





essential line. Terrible in the dead 
straightness of their stare, they seem 
to challenge the quivering vitality of 
the art that shrinks about them. If 
you look at them long enough they 
become the picture. 

Escape into the familiar and com- 
monplace is provided by Fred Gard- 
ner’s “Kitchen, Bedroom and Bath.” 
Here is a topical ‘little theme, a room 
with two girls, one in her portable 
bathtub, the other stirring something 
in a pan over a gas ring. Bedclothes 
are thrown back, two little coats and 
two little hats hang from pegs beside 
the one window. which gives an 
endless view of city houses. A 
flowering branch in a vase on. the 
window sill. A glass and carafe, 
@ picture and a mirror on. the 
wall, a small victrola on a bench, a 
single chair. . What is it but an illus- 
tration of the way the other three- 
quarters live, a conglomeration of ne- 
cessities and small luxuries such as 
one may accommodate in a’ one-room 





apartment? That is the least of it. The 
picture here consists of these things 
chiefly as they contribute to the amaz- 
ing evocation of space, the spirit of 
space called not from a vasty deep but 
from a crowded surface, and it comes. 
There is amplitude in that ten by 
twelve interior. We are led into it, 
not dodging and eluding, but moving 
in quiet security to its furthest boun- 
dary. 

Other stations of pause on the first 
casual ramble through an exhibition, 
for the most part still unhung, are at 
Cranmer Greenman’s portrait of a 
woman in black and purple, seated on 
a red chair, against an exquisite yel- 
low background; at Mr. Grossman’s 
pallid landscape clinging to the coars- 
est of canvas; at Mr. Detwiller’s skill- 
ful handling of shadows on the grass 
of a river bank; at Mr. Biddle’s strik- 
ing pattern of branches and deer 
with humorous tails; at Jay Van 
Everen’s clever abstraction in which 
his beautiful draftsmanship serves 
faithfully its new gods. 





SALON DES INDEPENDANTS HAS THREE MAJOR GROUPS

VERYBODY” says that’ the 

Salon des Independants is less 

fauvre and more academic this 

year than it has been in the 
past. This may be a comment on its 
character, but not on its worth. For 
academic as well as fauvre has hit 
wild and far from the mark. 

These works of art have a curious 
effect on the beholder. The first visit 
leaves one miserable, the second in- 
articulate, the third wondering— 
though, of course, it takes more than 
three visits to see 4,000 pictures, You 
ask yourself; What is this all about? 
Why has the effort of some 2,000 
artists let me down, left me only 
tired, with hardly a compensating 
memory?+ Have the painters them- 
selves experienced sufficient joy for 
this effort to be worth the making? 
Why cannot some of their emotion be 
transmitted? 

The great fault may lie in so little 
a matter as clumsy hanging. The 
other day ina French restaurant two 
waiters. stood aghast watching an 
American girl eat. cold red lobster ana 
hot green spinach off the same plate. 
How cana group of pictures, hung in 
the accidental. incongruity of the 
alphabet, be anything but flavorless— 
the A’s too salt for the B's, the C’s 
too sweet for the D’s? 

One cannot even find one’s frier. 
at the Grand. Palais, though, turning 
the pages. of the catalogue after- 
ward, one discovers many familiar 
names. It seems impossible, even in 
this crowd, to have pass.4 by Ladis- 
las Medgyes’ or Robert’ Hallowell or 
Joseph Hecht, to say nothing of 
Henri-Matisse or Paul Signac. 

In a large generalization, as unfair 
and unwise as generalizations usually 
are, the show seem: to fall.into three 
parts. There is the fauvre, there is 
the pompier (in so far as these words 
create an image of some sort in the 
mind), and there is a third form that 
fits neither or that perhaps fits both 
terms. .The last is the result, doubt- 
less, of modern: machinery: forms that 
would never have been imagined had 
there: been’ no well-oiled machines— 
much as they: have: been decried by 


nineteenth century critics. In these 
pictures. there is..something of the 
thrill that comes from seeing an eco- 
nomic useful object that 








turned out faultlessly and to the 
point, even though it be mechanically 
made and though it represent quan- 
tity production. In the haphazard of 
hanging they can be found in every 
room. It is always a strident voice, 
outshouting subtler and gentler 
sounds. ; 

The man who is trying to make an 
accurate representation of what he 





sees, allowing the feeling to take care 
of itself, may account for the aca- 
demic in the show, and the man who 
is trying to make an accurate repre- 
sentation of what he feels, leaving the 
concrete to take care Of itself, may 
account for the word modern. But 
the great majority have neither seen 
nor felt keenly enough to give the 
spectator a suggestion of either ex-

perience. They. leave him confused 
and bored. One turns again to the 
machine in the. room, grateful for its 
obvious appeal, confident that it 
would work, were it set. in motion 
(often enough, it looks as if it were 
already. moving). 

There is,,still another. group, less 
cocksure. than the three. preceding 
groups, and for that very. humility, 
perhaps, nearer the truth. Leon Zack 
gives the key in -his ‘Le chariot 
s'arréte,” as much. through the sub- 
ject as through the jerk in the line. 
It startles you awake; you wonder 
what the dream has been, vaguely 
remember its happiness or terror, and 
try to recall. the shock .that woke 
you.. In Mr.. Zack’s picture a horse 
too suddenly. pulled in rears, fright- 
ened. One gropes for the reason of 
the terror that has stiffened the horse 
and driver on this road with. high 
eliffs on either side. There is some- 
thing, too, of this half. realization in 
Marthe. Donas’s “Sieste,” ‘though it is 
difficult to explain why the picture 
of two girls. sitting opposite each 
other on a country wall should hold 
any similar: feeling, and why the un- 
accented *‘Paysage’’ by George Condé 
or a landscape by Jean Burkhalter, 
swimming in liquid paint; should also. 

The sculptor is more understand- 
able; his is a more direct appeal. 
There is a whole case of port-bon- 
heures by Alice Rasetti’ These are 
toys designed to be hung at the back 
window of a motor car to prevent 
accidents and to lessen the severity 
of fines should they 6ecur. No doubt 
or confusion here! The funny dolls, 
made of wood and cloth, representing 
Chariot or the Fratéllini clowns or 
Suzanne Lenglen, are as charming as 
their beloved models, with an indi- 
vidual charm of their own; of their 
author and of the material out of 
which they are made. Of course they 
are talismen. A plaster. musician by 
J. Martel reminds one of the player 
who introduces the Guignol in the 
Tuilleries—his head on one side, the 
little notes wheezing up and down the 
accordion’ stops of ‘his instrument. 
Maurice Proust's “Bear” sits patient- 
ly, his hands on his knees. Ferdi- 
nand Py’s Gothic Jean d’Arc in poly- 
chrome: wood has one large wing to 
symbolize her sainthood, which folds 
itself caressingly around her body.

All Next Week 


S in past years, the American 
Merchant. Marine Library Asso- 
ciation, which supports what is 

known as “The Public Library of the 
High’ Seas,’” is organizing a drive to 
collect books and periodicals during 
the week of March 20-27 for men in 
the United States Merchant Marine 
and the United States Codst Guard. 

The seafarers of these branches of 

the Government appreciate any read- 
ing matter, regardless of the date of 
issue. Any one having books or pe- 
riodicals’ to spare, such ‘as novels, 
biographies, histories, travel books, 
foreign language books, textbooks or 
The National Geographic Magazine 
may send them to the offices of the 
association, 67 Wall Street, or to any 
branch of the New York Public Li- 
brary. Parcels sent to the latter desti- 
nation should be marked “For Sea- 
men.” Some kind friends have of- 
fered the use of their motors for the 
collection of the books. 
. The American Merchant Marine Li- 
brary. Association was incorporated in 
1921 to continue the work begun and 
maintained during the war. by the 
American Library Association, which 
at that time supplied libraries and 
reading matter to the men of the Mer- 
chant Marine. After the interest of 
the shipping men was aroused the 
American Library Association trans- 
ferred to the new incorporation the 
books stock used in the Merchant 
Marine Service and the unexpended 
funds on hand. At the request of 
Commander Frederick C. Billard of 
the United States Coast Guard in 1924 
the Board of Trustees of the A. M. 
M. L. Association decided to extend 
the library service to the men of the 
Coast Guard. A few lighthouses also 
are supplied with libraries.

ITH the first days of Spring, 
‘ breathing promises they may 
or-may not fulfill in the fash- 


.}fon wofld, have come the usual for- 


mal exhibitions of styles. ‘They rep- 
resent the conceptions of representa- 
tive style, creators in Europe andthe 
United States, and are shown under 
the auspices of the best houses over 
here. -At-first, as the entire collec- 
tion is reviewed, only general impres- 
sions stand out. The conspicuous fea- 
tures of. several presentations of the 
coming styles shown during the week 
in many ways endorse and very at- 
tractively illustrate ideas foretold by 
the Paris prophets week by week since 
the Winter season began to wane. 

The silhouette to which. modistes 
have clung persistently for several 
years, varying its treatment only 
superficially, is radically changed in 
the models now on view. There not 


Jj only is a belt or girdle to break the 


uncompromising line, but a blouse or 
Eton effect, with a swathing arrange- 
ment of materiai to give interest to 
the composition. Drecoll, Goupy,. Vi- 
onnet are among the artists whose 
models illustrate the softens. blouse 
effects in gowns of several types, of- 
fering suggestions for both daytime 
and evening wear. These are repro- 
duced in many variants of tine, design 
and color. : 

The most strikingly new note in the 
costumes presented is the combina- 
tion of materials of different kinds 
and of contrasting colors. Both of 
these novelties are illustrated effec- 
tively in the frocks that appear to be 
of two pieces, but are really in one, 
the blouse being made of one material 
or color, the skirt of another—the two 
creating an ensemble of beauty and 
style interest. The scheme is being 
worked out so successfully in the mod- 
els designed by various couturiers 
that-one-has to losk- twice to take in 
the details and fully to appreciate the 
subtlety with which they have been 
harmonized.

N most of the advance models in- 
troducing. the softened line there is 
evident that feminizing influence 
which has been prophesied for more 
than a year, offering gracious relief 
from the severe silhouette that was 
for several seasons so generally af- 
fected. Needlework is the answer in 
some of the designs—a band of em- 
broidery or a border composed of ap- 
pliqué or passementerie; introduced to 
join bodice and skirt and giving at the 
same time the impression of a com- 
plete costume. A narrow band of some- 
thing, otten of the simplest sort: a 
ribbon, fold or piping, or a simple row 
of fagoting, cross stitch or any of 
the simple forms of ncedlev urk—these 
are much in evidence in some of the 
new models; and gilt embroidery, by 
hand or machine, is also shown on 
many, serving to join fabrics or parts 
or to outline patterns of appliqué. 
Such patterns are now seen on many 
of the latest models, particularly those 
in lace, organdie and the other sheer 
stuffs. In the tiered gowns are illus- 
trated the assembling of contrasting 
fabrics, even of sharply contrasting 
colors, some striking models being 
brought out. Most of these are in the 
shades of one color, or in black and 
white. Even newer are the costumes 
in which a geometric plan is followed 
in the building, with ornamental de- 

tails.

Precious Stones and Metals Add Color to 


Styles for Coming Season 


EWELRY of precious metals set 

with costly stones or elaborately 

embellished with fine enamel work 
is now much in vogue for both day 
and evening wear. Their fashion value 
and importance appear to have been 
enhanced by the many clever adapta- 
tions and reproductions now to be 
seen everywhere. What is most sur- 
prising in these collections is the wide 
variety of articles, including powder 
boxes, vanities of all kinds and shapes, 
cigarette cases, rings, pendants, neck- 
laces and many other things. There 
are pieces suitable for wear with 
sport or with tailored costumes, others 
only appropriate with evening clothes, 
and some little brooches designed to 
complement the new printed silks and 
chiffon afternoon frocks. 

The most favored metal is platinum, 
with white gold next, but.very often 
yellow or green gold is combined with 
enamel work for a hairline border or 
inside finish. In enamel work the 
darker colors predominate, black be- 
ing the basis for many of the combina- 
tions with red, green, blue, purple or 
orange.

RGANIZED labor’s espousal of 

the five-day week Proposal, has 

roused less bitfernes& among in-| 
dustrial capitalists ‘than “did the de- 
mand ‘for the eight-hour day @ score 
of years ago. This may seem strange 
to the disinterested observer, but the 
reason is not far to seek: Labor and 
capital are now talking the same lan- 
guage—that of the informed: écono- 
mist. Their differences:are still acute, 
but better understanding, of-industrial 
problems on both.sides renders. the 
danger of widespread Siurbannn less 
immediate. 

Leaders of the American labor move- 
ment are not desperately demanding 
the five-day week as a..relief..from 
inhuman oppression, but rather are 
urging it as economically: logical and 
generally advantageous.They hold 
advantages of the plan .to: be -three- 
fold: ; 7 
in (1) a of individual ef-’ 

cien 

(2) Riteailea effect upon’ unem- ~ 
ployment. 

(3) Greater opportunity for cul- 
tural development. 

If, for a moment, it may be assumed 
that these advantages ‘would flow from 
general adoption of the five-day week, 
the next question*is: What“would the 
reform cost? 

Many employers say that they would 
interpose no strenuous opposition if 
workers went to work five days a 
week for five days’ pay, but that they 
cannot see how industry can give six 
days’ pay for five days’ work. It is 
unnecessary to canvass the workers’ 
views on that point. Every one knows 
they. Want no- cut ins Income, ~ They 
achieved the eight-hour day and the 
Saturday half-holiday in 80 per cent. 
of the unionized industries without 
such a sacrifice, and they want this 
reform on the same basis. 


Position of the Federation. 


The reply to the employers’ assertion 
is to be found in the wage’ and hours 
affirmation of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s 1925 convention: 

Social inequality, industrial insta- 
bility and injfistice must increase 
unless the’ workers’ real»wages, the 
purchasing power of their wages, 
coupled with a continuing reduction 
in the number of hours making up 
the working day, are progressed in 
proportion to man’s increasing 
power of production. 

Mechanical genius and worker skill 
have made astounding advancements 
in recent years, as every one knows. 
Productivity, in eleven principal lines 
of manufacturing increased.an aver- 
age of 59 per cent. in.proportion to 
the time worked between the years of 
1914 and 1926, according to studies 
made by the United States Department 
of Labor. 

It is..also established knowledge 
among economists that American pro- 
ductive capacity, even now, is far 
greater than can be utilized in. the 
present state of markets, This is true 
not because we as a people cannot use 
all the merchandise we can..produce, 
but Because we lack the money to buy 
it. fence labor’s proposal that wages 
—the buying power of workers—shall 
be increased ,apace with increased 
powers of production. At the same 
time labor takes cognizance of the 
plight of the unemployed. The added 
clause on working hours to labor's 
affirmation proposes spreading oppor- 
tunity, so that all may earn steady 
incomes, 

Surely there is nothing fundamen- 
tally wrong with that ideal.,If this 
nation, in its productive capacity, 
possesses potential wealth greater 
than it can actually fealize upon under 
present, conditions, ‘why, should not 
these) eohditions \be ¢hanged? Labor 
does not insist upon).an immediate 
plunge into the unknown, but only 
that the five-day-wéek (pé fecoghized 
as desirable and that it be introduced 
as rapidly as reagofi and [rudexce Will 
permit.

FISHERMEN OF ALPS 
EXHAUST THE STREAMS 


ISHING in the rivers of the 
French department of the Mari-

and the stock of fish in all of them 
appears to have been. considerably re- 
duced. Meanwhile the only fish 
breeding station in the region has been

fishing inereaséd.rapidly. Nets of a 
forbidden degree of fineness were em- 
ployed, and in some cases dynamite 
was used to reap a quick harvest.

Later in the letter I read, ‘‘The 
American farmer has it within his 
power to make himself independent. by 
changing his plan, providing for home 
needs first, then selling the surplus.” 
This is no change of plan, unless he 
means that the farmer should buy 
nothing, but hand-make everything as 
in primitive times. If this statement 
was worth the paper it is written on, 
it would be strange, indeed, that some 
one among thé millions of farmers did 
not find it out and put it in effect so 
that“he would now stand out a shin- 
ing light to pther farmers, especially 
since, contrary: to. Mr.. Childs's belief, 
there are some few farmers who are 
both energetic and brainy men. I do 
not. know of a farmer who has‘ not 
had’ that idea for thirty years, and 
as far as practicable he is doing that 
very thing.

“EN THE FILIBUSTER

It,may help to find the: right: solu- 
tion of- the difficulty with the rules of 
the United States Senate.if we recall a 
In 1865. the 
tariff was.aboyt to be revised. On, Dec. 
13 of that year a gathering, called: a. 
conference of wool growers and manu- 
facturers, met at Syracuse, N.; Y., to 
discuss the tariff.on wool.and. wool 
goods.. The ,wool tariff was .excluded 
from .discussion.at the start and. re- 
ferred to the Executive Committees of 
the National Association of Wool Man- 
ufacturers and the National Wool 
Growers’ Association. These commit- 
tees agreed upon a wool schedule 
which later became well known as 
Schedule K. 


Soon after the General Tariff bill 
passed the House, Representative Bing- 
ham of Ohio,,on July 23, 1866, intro- 
duced and called up Schedule K as a 
separate-bill (H.’R.:793). It was read 
twice and: referred:to the Committee 
of the Whole instead of the Ways and 
Means Committee, without debate. 
Four days later it came to a vote— 
Yeas 58, nays 25, no quorum. There 
was a call of. the House and the Wool 
bill was passed, Yeas 74, nays not 
counted, without a record vote. On the 
next day Congress adjourned for the 
Simmer. 

Seven months later, on March 1, 
1867, word reached the Senate that the 
House refused ,to agree to the Senate 
amendments to. the general Tariff bill. 

On Saturday,’ March 2, 1867, the 
Senate passed the Bingham Wool 
bill with the only discussion relating 
to the order to vote.’ On Monday, 
March 4, the hands of the Senate 
clocks .were pushed back two hours, 
and. President Andrew Johnson's sig- 
nature made it’ a: law between 1 and 2: 
P. M. of:that day, 

The country’ knows that ‘Schedule K 
was what President Taft.declared it 
to be—indefensible. “It remained a law. 
in substantially the same-form) with 
but one brief intermission, for forty- 
three years....A filibuster during the 
closing days of the. Thirty-ninth Con- 
gtess, in March,, 1867, would have 
spared the country that infliction. I 
récall these events as they give sup- 
port to-the contention that so long as 
the short session of an expiring Con- 
gress remains «with; us, the filibuster 
affords a protection against bad legis- 
lation.

This is deemed a natural reaction;

era of prosperity than we have yet 
experienced, 

“But if @ period of depression does 
come, no matter how long or how in-

“Business was relatively better last 
month than.in December, 1925," said 
John Griffin, President of Hayncs- 
Griffin, Inc. “Compared to a year ago, 
we are running about. normal in’ sales, 
although December, 1926, was much 
worse than during the two previous 
years. 

“I think the reason for the drop in 
business during December, 1926, was 
due to the fact that a ycar or two ago 
it was considered quite a smart thing 
to give a radio set for Christmas. 
However,. this past year that feéling 
passed. out with mah jong. 

“The buying public in New York say 
that radio is very satisfactory for 
them.

But there. is no 
denying the fact. that England. is 
again confronted by an Eastern ques- 
tion at least as. formidable as that 
which troubled her, during the: nine- 
teenth century.. Such questions, -un- 
less they are settled, are apt, to. be- 
come chronic.

Over the broad facts oft the immedi- 
ate case there is. no, serious difference 
of opinion. Great Britain's direct 
contact. with Russia has been in: Asia. 
Through most of .the nineteenth 

century that contact was a collision. 
It was Viscount Grey who, in 1907, 
transformed. the collision: between 
Great Britain and Russia into com- 
radeship.. An agreement. was. signed 
which covered all rivalries in Persia, 
Afghanistan and. Tibet, and this guar- 
anteed the security of India. . With 
this agreement in force, the.Dual. Al- 
liance. between. France and .Russia de- 
veloped at once; into a Triple Entente 
that included Great Britain.. On these 
terms, Russia entered the war. 

Changes With ‘Soviet ‘ Rule.’

The apostles of prestige are Win- 
ston Churchill, always a forceful per- 
sonality ; Lord: Birkenhead, Secretary 
for India, whose’ voice in the Cabinet 
is said to be frequently decisive, and 
Colonel ‘Amety, ‘the ‘active Secretary 
for the Colonies. Happily there ‘is no 
Russian fever like the témpest' of jin- 
goism * that seventy years ‘ago drove 
Great Britain into the ‘Crimean War. 
But in the Cabinet, none the less, the 
Palmerstons of’ today’ are applying 
ginger to twentieth century Aberdeens, 
and it is the Palmerstons, with their 
zest for a spirited foreign policy, whom 
we have to thank for the Chamberlain 
note. 

According to many moderate observ- 
ers, Secretary Chamberlain would have 
been on stronger ground if he had 
limited his protest to the actual in- 
juries ‘perpetrated’ by Russia and left 
her insults alone.

There is one aspect of the ‘Russian 
situation which is causing a certain 
uneasiness in’ the League’ of Nations, 
expecially in German circles.’ The last 
thing Germany desires is trouble with 





Russia, and there is the fear lest 
Great Britain may try to consolidate 
Eastern’ Europe against the © Soviet 
Republic. : 

On the British side there’ is a strong 
denial of hostile aims entertained, but 
suspicions are a‘ factor which cannot 
be ‘ dismissed. * Thus ‘it is suggested 
that Great Britain’ is: winning Ru- 
mania by suppofting “her control of 
Bessarabia, while Germany's- price is 
to be a readjustment of tHe corridor 
of Danzig.’ 

These speculations at Gentva are 
Mentioned not“becatise there is néces- 
sarily any foundation ‘for them, but 
because they: illusttate :the ‘mentality 
which affects» the’ Russian problem. 
After the armistice it was France who 
sought ‘to draw a‘“cordon’ sanitaire’’ 
around the Bolshevist revolution. To- 
day this’ policy is’ attributed, ‘rightly 
or wrongly, to ‘Great Britain. 

Causes’ of ‘Antagonism.’ 


The antagonism into which Great 
Britain and Russia | _have drifted can 
be understood, most easily, perhaps, 
by means of an allusion to the French 
Revolution which convulsed the 
eighteenth century. In the case of 
Russia, as in the case of France, the 
upheaval at the outset aroused a good 
deal of sympathy among British Lib- 
erals. Indeed, Great Britain through 
the mouth of Prime Minister Lioyd 
George, welcomed the revolution in no 
uncertain terms. But in’ both ‘cases 
the subsequent ‘violence of the up- 
heaval and the procldmation of revo- 
lution throughout the world alienated 
many’ of those ‘who ‘had ‘been the 
friends of ‘a popular cause. In~ both 
cases a republic born: of physical force 





and nurtured on executions that did 
not spare the royal family itself was 
poisoned against the very parliamen- 
tary systém_ the original and more 
moderate ‘revolutionists had admired. 
As a ‘result Great Britain was de- 
nounced ‘in ‘Moscow as an upholder of 
reaction and an enemy of emancipa- 
tion, 


It is, indeed, unfortunate. that the 
charge should be supported by certain 
facts that now belong ta history. Dur- 
ing the war Great Britain tried to 
pursue. two. policies at one. and the 
same time. On. the one hand, she 
sent Arthur Henderson, .the Labor 
leader, to advise Kerensky .and the 
earlier revolutionists. Indeed, Lloyd 
George tried to secure the presence 
of + Ramsay ' MacDonald: himself at 
Stockholm, where ,the. Russians ..were 
to attend an International. But on 
the other hand, Great Britain sup- 
ported the Royalist leaders ‘like Kol- 
chak and Deniken, thus ‘committing 
herself to’ the restoration of the Ro- 
manoff dynasty; “Uhdér the impetus 
of _ Winston Churchill's insistence, 
troops’ were ‘shipped to Russia via 
Archangel and at, a) cost of half a: bil- 
lion dollars., To quote. the: famous re- 
mark .of -the: late Lord- Salisbury, it 
was betting on the wrong horse. The 
expedition, achieved nothing, But the 
memory of! it is'a weapon.constantly 
employed: against British interests. It 
is held’ to! have been ‘not. an . attack 
on the economic: errors: of Russia but 
an attack on’the people of Russia, 

It is suggésted’ in» Parliament’ that 
Great" Britain by ‘recognizing. Russia 
has shown* more' sympathy with the 
Soviet ° Republic than has the United 





States, which country, distant from 
Moscow by mary thousands of miles, 
stands severely aloof. In a sense this 
is true. Yet the United States with 
no trade agreement is said to have a 
trade with Russia comparable with; 
and possibly exceeding, British trade. 
One explanation. of the paradox ap- 
pears to be the fact that the United 
States sent food to the starving in 
Russia and that, with great wisdom, 
Woodrow Wilson declared for the in- 
tegrity of Russian territory. 


Excesses Abandoned. . 


It is a generally accepted fact that 
Russia is abandoning the excesses of 
Bolshevism and returning step by step 
to a system that embodies the essen- 
tials of capitalism. But ‘this abate- 
ment.of the revolutionary ‘illusion has 
not. eased the friction ,between Mos- 
cow.and, London., In. Russia, as in 
Napoleonic France, the revolution has 
been succeeded by, imperialism. It is 
true that no Napoleon has arisen; it 
is also true that Russia sings.not the 
‘‘Marseillaise” but a Red song. But 
she is. seeking none the less to extend 
her frontiers. It is expansion, not, by 
conquest, , but, hy .propaganda. . Just 
as Napoleon revived, the ambitions of 
King Louis XIV so has Tchitcherin 
adopted the’ ambitions of'Czardom. In 
the. political pesetration of China the 
‘diplomacy of the Romanoffs .was:mere 
amateurs’: work’. compared with. ‘the 
achievements of ‘their successors.- 

In, China the British distribute. ciga- 
rettes; and not: long. afterward. the 
country is placarded with pictures of 
corpses in coffins—victims! who had

A ITION, records that Patrick, 
apostle of Ireland, died on March 

17, in the year 461; hence, wher- 
ever Irishmen foregather, St. Patrick's 
Day is one of celebration. A good deal 
is genefally known of Patrick’s mis- 
sionary journeys and. preaching in 
Ireland; but there is an aspect of his 
work related to the general’ culture of 
Western Europe on- which it is worth 
while to lay greater stress. His pri- 
mary purpose was religious organiza- 
tion, but at the same time he laid the 
foundations of a movement of schol- 
arship and the making of beautiful 
books. which “flowed: back through 
Britain and the Continent as far as 
Italy, influencing the thought-and art 
of the Western nations for centuries. 
Study of the rather obscure docu- 
ments shows that the events of his 
life prepared ‘him step by step for just 
such a mission. ‘He was born, as he 
himself tells us,. among the Britons, 
and therefore among Latin-speaking 
people whe had long before been. con- 
verted to Christianity. His father, 
whom he calls Calpurnius, son of Po- 
titus, was a decurion, a landowner and 
town councilor.in a Roman - town 
probably on the coast of Wales. But 
it is: Lasid n likely Bn this. settle- 
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with his stronghold at Tara, made

many expeditions across the sea, car- 
rying away hostages from nine raided 
tribes. His last expedition, in which 
Niall himself met‘death, was about 
the year 405, and it is.not unlikely 
that it was in this raid that Patrick 
was captured and: carried away into 
slavery, being then, as he says, a 
beardless youth of 16. He speaks of 
the forest of Foclut beside the west- 
ern sea—that is, in Southwestern 
Mayo, near the mountain Croghpat- 
rick, which bears his name. Another 
mountain in Antrim, Slieve. Mish, is 
also named as the scene of his captiv- 
ity... But the two essentia] facts. of 
these days of his slavery are certain, 
on his own testimony: He _ passed 
through a period:of religious awaken- 
ing, and he learned to speak the Irish 
language, which had an aspen a long 
literary development. 


Inspired by Dreams.

The march of the @inosaurs across 
the face of the earth began 6,000,000 
yéars.or.more before the Age of Mam- 
mals, which ended with the dawn of 
the Age of Man. Then there were as 
many different styles of dinosaurs 4s 
thére are different styles naw in wo- 
mén’s dress.. “Dinosaur is a general 
term,” says the anthropologist, “that 
covers as wide a variety in size and 
appearance as quadruped among mod- 
ern animais.” 

Ditiosaur comes from two Greek 
words meaning ‘terrible lizard,” and 
during their epoch these terrible liz- 
ards ran the show. They were the 
largest of all the creatures of that 
reptilian age. There were, to be sure, 
small dinosaurs, but one hears little 
about them.’ Today ft is before the 
largest and fiercest of these grotesque 
animals that museum visitors stand 
and wonder. 

One of the last of the great dino- 
saurs holds the place of honor at the 
left of the entrance to the new hall. 
Like a huge kangaroo he stands poised 
on hind legs and tail, apparently 
ready to clear with one short leap the 
intervening hundred feet between his 
platform and the door. His long tail 
trails ignominiously in a box of sand 
—the best substitute for his native 
habitat that this strange modern home 
can provide. He appears to be still 
stalking his prey in subtropical for- 
ests. Tyrannosatirus, or the “tyrant,” 
as he is familiarly called by his mu- 
seum fathers, is the largest filesh- 
eater that ever lived, according to 
men who have hunted the remains of 
dinosaurs all over the world. This 
specimen was uncovered in hard sand- 
stone near Hell Creek, Mont., a nurm- 
ber of years ago by Barnum Brown, 
curator of the new hall. 


Fierce Struggles of Old. 


The plant-eating dinosaur was no 
match for his flesh-eating brother, 
whose strength was far greater and 
whose teeth were long and sharp. 
Venturing from his watery hiding 
place in a rush-grown swamp for a 
breakfast of juicy young growth, the 
vegetarian was sometimes caught un- 
awares by his enemy. The attacker, 
perhaps in the act of nuzzling and de- 
vouring his prey, would be attacked by 
another giant in search of food. Ris- 
ing to their full height of twenty feet, 
the two monsters would spring to- 
gether, each snapping at a vital spot 
and holding .on until one or the other 
gave way. According to paleontolo- 
gists mammals bite and tear, but 
reptiles fasten on a weak spot and 
hold on till death. The dinosaur is sald 
to have beén a good stayer. There is 
@ group in the new ‘hall showing the 
flesh eater: and his victim—a cruel 
cross-section of a cruel age. 

Close to the “tyrant” stands the 
@inosaur that feared him most—the 
aquatty Triceratops. This sizable plent- 
eater: looks: more like a fantastic 
rhinoceros from the pagés of a fairy- 
tale than he looks like his brothers 
and sisters, scattered around the 
room. With three strong horns and 
a protecting neck plate he was proof 
against’ most enemies of his day. 
Proof against all but Tyrannosaurus, 

' who “aid him in’ whenever the two 
met on jungle strolls. 

According to Mr: Brown, the dino- 
saur mummy sprawling on its back 
in a large glass case toward the centre 
of the room is one of the important 
exhibits. It’ throws new light on the 
much debated subject of dinosaur 
skin. Did dinosaurs have scales or 
skins? A scaly skin is believed to have 
covered most of them. This Wyoming 
“duckbill’ of scientific renown was 
unearthed with its skin shrunken 
down to folds on the surface of the 
bones, The perfect preservation is said 
to be due, probably, to the fact that 

















































































to hot stin on a dry sand bank until 
the skeleton was dry and hard, and 
then: was carried away by a sudden 
flood and buried quickly in sediment 
so deep that it took four million years 
to find ‘it, 


Skin, Covered With Plates. 


Instead of overlapping scales like 
those of 4 fish, the skin has a sur- 
face of ‘little plates arranged in pat- 
terns of small spots (as seen through 
@ maghifying giass); an inch or more 
across. Mr. Brown says the design 
probably. indicates a color pattern of 
some kind. Some scientists . believe 
that ‘certain species of thé dinosaur 
were brilliantly colored and that other 
species were a brownish shade.

Dental Problems of Dinosaurs. 


“The teeth of reptiles are not fitted 
in general to masticaté their food as 
are the chéek teéth of mammals,” 
writes a paleontologist.. ‘‘Among the 
great herbivorous dinosaurs. of the 
Cretaceous period, however, certain 
kinds developed the teeth into an.ap- 
paratus for chopping and_ shearing 
their food, which partly served the 
same purpose as the grinders of her- 
bivorous mammals."’ At the museum 
there is a drawing of a set of these 
teeth showing how, like a pair of 
gardener’s shears, they closed over 
each other. 

Little or nothing was known of 
young dinosaurs until Roy Chapman 
Andrews and his party discovered the 
first dinosaur eggs in a.remote part of 
Mongolia some three years ago, This 
breeding ground is a sandy, desolate 
spot, hundreds of miles from human 
habitation. What it looked like ten 
million years ago-when an ancestral 
dinosaur deposited “ten elliptical 
white eggs’’ in a sun-washed hollow, 
no one can tell. But those eggs, des- 
tinei never to hatch, have supplied 


-one of the most important links in the 


prehistoric chain. . Their discovery and 
journey across the arid desert and 
thence to the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York form 
a dramatic chapter in exploration. 
The .collection, augmented by others 
found in the same vicinity—one with a 
baby dinosaur poking its head out 
from. under a piece of iyory-tinted 
shell—is a feature of the present per- 
manent exhibit. 

These eggs, once white, have turned 
to a light tobacco brown. Their ten- 
million-year-old ‘‘curing’’ has left 
them the. shade of a well-seasoned 
meerschaum pipe. 

Scientists believe that the march of 
the dinosaurs may have started on 
those Asian sands, threading its way 
through Siberia and across the north- 
ern land bridge into America. No one 
can tell whence came the first 
grotesque three-horned beast that ap- 
peared on this continent. The Tricera- 
tops, finally emerging from his well- 
guarded tomb, mystified scientific 
scholars with his non-resemblance to 
other supposed family links. So many 
branches were missing from his family 
tree that it Was not possible then to 
write a chapter on his lineage. Like 
an old Egyptian king, he lay in his 
rock-rimmed crypt and defied the 
world. 

Since that time, however, the rocks 
have been giving up their secrets. 
Valuable branches have been added to 
the growing’ tree: In Westérn Mons 
tana, ‘Wyoming and Alberta; Canada, 
have been discovered the remains of

dinosaur increased in size, The ten- 
‘foot dinosaur of Asia became the 
sixty-foot dinosaur of North America 
and other countries. Africa, Australia, 
India, Asia, all of Europe, have their 
fossils of the great reptile. 

The last stand of the dinosaur may 
have been somewhere in the Western 
part of the United States; but details 
of his passing are comparatively few. 
It marked the end of the Age of Rep- 
tiles and saw the starting of another 
lap in the million-year-cycles compre- 
hended by few beside the earnest 
paleontologist and geologist. These 
men, following slender clues through 
barren country, often crawling for 
miles on hands and knees over bleak 
rocky formations, came at last to some 
treasure house of prehistoric fossils. 
Gold and diamonds have held, and 
still hold, their lure for the adven- 
turing pioneer; but the scientist toils 
for what to him is far greater riches— 
the élusive link between the present 
and the prehistoric past. 

How long ago did the dinosaur live? 
It is a secret that has not been passed 
on. The age of turtles, whose ances- 
tors were Companions of the dinosaur, 
reaches, according to record, 150 years. 
“It is not unreasonable to suppose,” 
said one scientist, “that the dinosaur 
may have lived nearly as long. 


Defensive Weapons. 

“The carnivorous, or flesh-eating, di- 
nosaurs that lived on land,” said Mr. 
Brown, “such as Allosaurus and Ty- 
rannosaurus,. ‘were > protected from 
foes by thelr sharp biting teeth, while 
the herbivorous, and-living-forms were 
provided with defensive horns, as in 
Triceratops, sharp spines as in Stego- 
saurus, or with complete armor, as in 
the-Ankylosaurus.

Brown pointed out, stopping before 
two of the duckbills standing on a 
green cement platform upon which im- 
pressions of various kinds of leaves 
and fossils had been traced. “The 
habitant can be traced by fossils of 
plants. At that time Southern Canada 
and the Northern part of the United 
States had a subtropical climate 
similar to that of Florida. For fruits 
and palm leaves are often found in the 
rocks. There was luxurious flora. We 
find among the rocks deposits of clam 
shells, remains of water chestnuts, 
banana and sycamore leaves, pine 
cones, the Chinese tree (ginkgo), palm 
fruit and the eighteen-foot ‘horse-tail 
rushes. The herbivorous lived on this 
diet. The flesh eaters probably lived 
on each other. 


Two Periods, With a Break. 


“Tyrannosaurus was a powerful 
creature. It was active and swift- 
It did not leap, we think, 
but was a good runner. Its anatomi- 
Cal characteristics show distant reja- 
tionship with lizards, crocodiles and 
birds; but it probably did not have the 
intelligence of the modern crocodile. 

“Primarily, the dinosaurs divide the 
hall into the Jurassic and the Cretace- 
ous periods. Thete is a break be- 
tween. They may have persisted, but 
we find no trace of them. The ocean 
may have covered their habitat during 
that time. We do not know. They 
were found in swampy. land; close to 
rivers and lakes. Many of them were 
amphibious, with webbed feet and 
some of the characteristics of water 
animals. But they were all cold- 
blooded reptiles, able to persist only 
in @ subtropical climate. The Bronto- 
saurus,.or Thunder Lizard, over there 
(he pointed to an enlongated skele- 





ton with ruge bones) ‘‘was amphibi- 
ous and belonged to. the Jurassic pe- 
riod. The Tyrannosaurus belongs to 
the later Cretaceous period and is the 
last of the great dinosaurs, so far as 
we know.” 

These two specimens, the largest of 
the exhibit, measure, respectively, 66 
feet and 50. feet, What the tyrant 
lacked in length he made up in 
strength, though neither can be de- 
scribed as a delicate animal. Bronto- 
sarus. weighed 40. tons. Tyran- 
nosaurus was capable of destroying 
any of the .contemporary creatures 
and was easily king of the period and 
monarch of its race. 

Like the story of the valley where 
@ dinosaur once. hid its eggs, the 
story of the raising of the “monarch 
of its race” from his million-year-old 
bed is full of dramatic incident. The 
scene was Hell Creek, Mont., where 
rolling country gives way to the sto- 
ried ‘‘bad lands’’ of the West. 

High up on a hill the party of dino- 
saur hunters found scattered frag- 
ments of stone containing pieces of 
bone. After tracing the fragments for 
some time the party found some run- 
ning into the sand. “Here were the 
bones in position, where they had 
originally been before turning to 
stone,” explained Mr. Brown. “Nearly 
every bone in this specimen was en- 
cased separately in a flinty blue sand- 
stone as hard as granite.”’ 

At first the sand was soft, but as 
excavations went deeper it was found 
to be firmly cemented. A pick made 
slight impression on it. With plows 
and scrapers and later with dynamite 
the accumulated deposits of centuries 
were torn away. The bones of Tyran- 
nosarus were revealed to the human 
eye. 
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crowding. This station will then be 
the focal point of four subway lines— 
the Interborough, B. M. T., Queens- 
boro and the shuttle. The new ad- 
dition establishes beyond all competi- 
tion Times Square's claim to being the 
greatest station in the world, in point 
of traffic volume. It has become liter- 
ally the most populous crossroads in 
all history. 

Already more than 100,000,000 peo- 
ple a year—almost as many as the en- 
tire population of the United States— 
have been passing through the corri- 
dors of the Times Square Station. The 
Queensboro extension will swell} the 
tide to even greater heights. This im- 
mense traffic sweeps along éntirely 
underground. 


Will Be Well in the Lead. 


Times Square has risen rapidly to 
its position of supremacy. The.Grand 
Central and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
terminals. were. outranked several 
years ago, as well as. subway ter- 
minals, such as those at the Grand 
Central and. Brooklyn Bridge. Two 
European surface stations remained to 
contest the lead—the Liverpool Street 
in London and the St. Lazare, the 
largest of all for many years, in Paris, 
But when the Queensboro flow begins 
to augment .the total, the Times 
Square Station will be well in the 
lead. 

The physical enlargement which the 
Queensboro station will effect in the 
general terminal that sprawls for 
acres beneath the populous surface of 
Times Square can best be realized by 
a study of the accompanying illustra- 
tion. It is a separate unit in itself, 
and a large one at that, closely con- 
nected with the various levels and 
platforms of the three other lines.

Centre. of Congestion. 


One of the most serious preserit de- 
fects of the Times Square Station is 
that it is 80 enormously overcrowdéd. 
The pivetal point in the entire subway 
system of the ¢ity, it is inevitably the 
most sériously congested. At ary hour 
of the day it is something in the ta- 
ture of @ riotous adventure to get 
through it; but in the morning and in 
the evening, when from every point 
of the compass endless legions of pas- 
sengeérs ir mass formations make one 
vast football gamé of the place, with 
both sides in -posséssion of a hypotheti- 
cal ball (oné>down #6 go, and’ all rules 
abolished), the place becomes a mael- 
strom. . 

This state of affairs long. has been 
a crucial point in the eternal subway 
problem, for. though the station is the 
Most important one in New York its 
size is not. proportionate. .The sub- 
way station at Grand Central, which 
handles less than two-thirds as many 
people—and is considered to. be more 
than sufficiently crowded at that—is 
half again as large, according, at least, 
to official estimate. 

The Queensboro station will consider- 
ably relieve this congestion at. Times 
Square, it is pointed out by members 
of the State Transit Commission and 
the City Board of Transportation. In 
the first. place, there will be four new 
entrances from the street, which have 
been badly needed; and these will be 
available for. all, of the' lines. Then, 
the total space is increased, and traffic 
will be more. widely distributed, in- 
stead of concentrating at.a few points 
and causing jams and tie-ups. Fur- 
thermore, the present lines will be ré- 
lieved of some of their passengers. 
Finally, transfers from one liné to an- 
other within the station will be facill- 
tated.

It would be very 
costly to dispose of all the tributary 
sewage at one point, and the final re- 
sult would be better as well as more 
economical by discharging it at sev- 
eral outlets. If the greater part were 
thoroughly treated, or wholly removed 
from the Harlem and East rivers, it 
would be unnecessary to treat the re- 
mainder other than by passage 
through fine screens:” 


Mr. Tuttle directed attention to an- 
other-aspect of the city’s sanitation. 


“The garbage problem is entirely 
different, though frequently confused 
with the other,” he said. “We re- 
cently put out 7,500 bottles contain- 
ing requests that they be sent back 
in an effort to learn whether garbage 
actually returns from the open sea to 
our shore. So far one-third of ‘the 
bottles have come back. They prove 
that unfavorable winds undoubtedly 
will blow refuse floating offshore to 
the coast. Under ordinary. conditions 
this refuse does not float, according 
to the Street Cleaning Commissioner, 
and in any event. would be borne. else- 
where by the tides if uninfluenced 
by wind. 


“When we put the first lot of 
bottles overboard a .south wind be- 
gan to blow and 21.7 per cent. 
of them reached the Long Island 
coast. in four days. That was an 
unusual condition,: about the worst 
that could be imagined. . Another lot 
drifted far down the coast, some of 
them to Maryland and Virginia. The 
third lot turned to near-by shores, 
but over a wider area. We found that 
28.5 per cent. drifted to the coast from 
High Hill Beach, L. I., to Beach 
Haven, N. J., It. is likely that. 
many more were picked up, by the 
Gulf Stream and carried to Europe. 
We are getting bottles every day from 
widely separated points.” 

Alfred A. Taylor, Street, Cleaning 
Commissioner, stated that nine-tenths 
of the, garbage. thrown from . scows 
sinks in a half hour. 

*“‘We have learned by actual observa- 





tion that only a small vast of the total 
will float for even a brief length of 
time,” he said. “Most of it disappears 
in ten or fifteen minutes, and all but 
10 per cent. ina half’ hour. We have 
5,400 tons of rubbish and garbage 
every day and 40 per cent. of this is 
burned. Queens and Richmond de- 
stroy all of their refuse in incinerators, 
and we will do the same thing in other 
boroughs as soon as possible. The 
necessary plants can be erected in two 
years and Mayor Walker has insisted 
upon the greatest possible haste. But 


we have been: restrained by injunc- 
tions and the task made difficult by 


the opposition of citizens. 

“I may say that the public has a 
wholly wrong impression about gar- 
bage incinerators. For instance, we 
have a large plant at 139th Street 
and the Harlem River that few people 
ever saw or heard about, and there 
are no complaints. The near-by 
neighborhood is congested and the 
population growing. If our incinerator 
was offensive we could not operate. 
This and others in the city destroy 
refuse at 1,500 to 2,100 dégrees Fah- 
renheit, Any heat above 1,400 de- 
grees renders the process. odorless. 
We have.about 15 per cent, residue 
that is removed to fill in one end of 
Riker’s Island, adding .to .city prop- 
erty.” 

The other 60, per, cent. of garbage is 
carried forty miles from .the, Battery, 
in an area of water, twenty miles 
southeast of Scotland Light, and there 
thrown ‘overboard, ‘So far'as possible 
this operation is’ carried out on an 
ebb tide. ‘The nearest-points are 'As- 
bury Park, nineteen miles away, .and 
Long Beach, eighteen. With a strong 
wind in the direction of either resort 
some of the refuse inevitably returns 
to shore, as proved by the bottles. 
Queeris ‘now has eight incinérators, 
Richmond three; Manhattan two and 
two building, and Brooklyn two. Two 
more are planned for the ‘Bronx. The

suggested that its opening words, “We, |" 


the People,” proclaimed the then al- 
most novel idea of the sovereignty of 
the people. Today this conception is: 
a commonplace in the world, but it’ 
was not a commonplace at the time 
the Constitution was proclaimed. 

In 1787 the idea which was almost 
universally prevalent was the sover- 
eignty of the State, as an entity apart 
from the people, and such sovereignty 
was regarded as vested in an heredi- 
tary monarch, who was the fountain 
head and source of all authority. What- 
évér rights the people might enjoy 
were his concessions, and the “liber- 
ties,” of which men then spoke, were 
virtual immunities from the King’s 
otherwise absolute power, which had 
been either voluntarily granted by the 
King or exacted from him by force. 

Nothing. better indicates the limited 
conception of popular sovereignty at 
that time than the fact that, even in 
France in 1789 and shortly before the 
French Revolution began the only 
claim the people made was that the 
King should- grant the masses equal 
power with the clergy and the nobles 
in the legislative body of France. 

It is true that from the middle of 
the eighteenth century the political 
philosophers of France, called the 
“Eneyclopaedists,” were asserting the 
sovereignty of the people as an ab- 
straction, and just before the revolu- 
tion Rousseau had profoundly affected 
the thought of his day by his notable 
book, “The Social Contract,” in which 
he assumed that, anterior to the po- 
litical institutions of the State, there 
was a state of nature in which all 
men were free and equal, and that all 
existing institutions: which concen- 
trated the powers of government in a 
King were by virtue of an assumed 
contract, under which man in his nat- 
urally free state had willingly sur- 
rendered a part, or the whole, of his 
power for the general good. Of course, 
the state of nature was only a fiction 
and the contract wholly mythical. 
Neithe® Rousseau nor Montesquieu, 
who ‘had powerfully influenced the 
Genevese reformer, were original in 
this idea, for both of them were in- 
debted for this conception of natural 
liberty to John Locke and he, in turn, 
had béen influenced by the Elizabethan, 
Hooker, and he, in turn, by Greek 
philosophers. 


A Definition of Sovereignty. 


Sovereignty is defined by Burlama- 
qui as “a right of commanding in the 
last resort in civil society.” In other 
words, however power may be divided 
and distributed, there must be an ulti- 
mate power to determine what shall 
be done, and this power is calied 
“sovereignty.” In the family it was 
the patriarch; in the clan, the leader; 
in the kingdom ft was the king. When 
Julius Caesar, “bestriding this narrow 
world like a Colossus,’’ became ruler 
of the world, absolutism reached its 
zenith. The theory of divine right 
and the belief that each living Caesar 
was half human and half a god, pro- 
foundly affected the whole future of 
European politics. The unhappy exile 
at Doorn mare under this hallucina- 
tion. 

While, with the fall of the Roman 
Empire, Europe was divided into 
various parts, in each State the 
Caesaristic idea prevailed and received 
its highest expression in the feudal 
system, for the theory of that body of 
law was that the living head of one 
family, by an hereditary privilege, 
was the source of all power and that 
all the concessions and grants of sub- 
ordinate powers to the people or to 
classes were solely by his grace and 
upon condition of service and allegi- 
ance to the King or Emperor. 

This idea prevailed over the world 
at the time our Constitutional Con- 
vention met. It was so well recognized 
and, indeed, accepted by the men of 
the Revolution that they constantly 
emphasized the fact that they had no 
quarrel with the King, but solely with 
the Parliament, Indeed; they humbly 
appealed from the laws of Parliament 
to George III, as the fountain-head of 
justice and power. From this idea 
they never formally departed until the 
Declaration of Independence,’ which, 
in asserting that “all government de- 
rives its just powers from the consent 
of the governed,” eloquently’ pro- 
claimed the sovereignty of the people. 

The Rule of King Demos: 

This great conception ‘was written 
into the Constitution and the first 
words of ‘the Preamble. Daniel Web- 
ster, therefore, was entirely justified 
owhen he said: 

The sovereignty of government Is 
an idea belonging to the other side 
of the Atlantic, No such thing is 
known in North “America. Our 
governments are all limited. In 
Europe sovereignty is of feudal 
origin and imports no more than 

| the state of the sovereign. It com-

tives and powers. But with us all 
power is with the people. They 
alone are sovereign and erect what 
governments they please and confer 
on them such powers as _ they 
please. None of these governments 
are sovereign, in the European 
sense of the word, all being re- 
strained by written constitutions. 


Inasmuch as there never could be 
in any community or society unanim- 
ity, the doctrine of popular sover- 
eignty today means the rule of the 
majority, except in nations where, as 
in the United States, such rule is lim- 
ited by constitutional restrictions. Un- 
der purely democratic institutions, the 
“divine right” of kings is simply 
changed to the “divine right” of King 
Demos, Shakespeare makes the worst 
of his kings speak of the “divinity that 
doth hedge a king,” and democracy 
claims a like divinity for the major- 
ity. 

One theory is as untenable as the 
other. If three of five men think one 
way and two another, there is no néc- 
essary conclusions that the three are 
right and the two are wrong. Human 
experience has shown that the two are 
often right. This is what Matthew 
Arnold..meant .by. “the saving rem- 
nant.” Nor is there’ any necessary 
moral assumption that the will of the 
three should be imposed as of right 
upon the two, unless such compliance 
is essential to the common welfare, 
and that. utilitarian consideration is 
possibly the true sanction for democ- 
racy. 

If we thus reduce the science of gov- 
ernment to the simplest possible ele- 
ments, it will be seen that it has both 
its origin and sanction in utility and 
necessity and that the theory of phi- 
losophers, which has created the entity 
of the State, as an entity distinguished 
from the people, and which justifies it 
on some implied divine command, is a 
mere fiction, 


Rebinson Crusoe’s Problem. 


Let me explain the utilitarian theory 
of government by three illustrations. 

Some of us still remember the story 
of Robinson Crusoe, which every boy 
and girl once read. When Crusoe was 
alone on the island there could be no 
such thing as government or State 
or sovereignty,for government implies 
both an active and a passive element. 
There ‘must be one who governs and 
one who is governed, and.as Crusoe 
was alone, government was nor-ex- 
istent. When; however, he discovered 
the footprints on the sand and was 
joined by Friday, government began 
on that island, for even though its 
Population only mumbered two, there 
were inevitably certain points of con- 
tact. where: the will of one must: be 
subordinated to the other, Hence, 
some scheme of government to regu- 
late their relations became necessary. 
In a primitive state of society, this 
would ‘have been determined by the 
physically stronger man;' but .civiliza- 
tion had given Crusoe moral’ and’ in- 
tellectual advantages over Friday and 
thus’ Robinson Crusoe »governed ‘and 
Friday. was governed. Having regard 
to. their comparative. intellectual’ de- 
velopment, this, was, not ,only., neces- 
sary, but natural, 
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theory, there being no majority, there} the majority to rule the minority, it 


could be no government, if they dif- 
fered. 

Take a later story of the Robinson 
Crusoe type. I refer to that delightful 
comedy, one of the best in our lan- 
guage, by Sir James Barrie, “The Ad- 
mirable Crichton.’* You will remem- 
ber that the Earl of Loam, with his 
daughters, a young clergyman, a 
ne’er-do-well society man, and several 
servants, were wrecked on a desert 
island. Among the servants was the 
family butler, named Crichton. At 
once the necessity for government be- 
gan. ‘The only man who could build 
a fire, cook a meal, make clothing, or 
in any other way meet the bare 
necessities of existence, was Crichton 
and, as a result, Crichton became the 
dictator of the little community only 
to become a butler when the party 
were again in England. Here, again, 
government arose through necessity 
and its form was determined, not by a 
majority vote, but by the imperative 
condition that there was only one in 
the party who had sufficient experi- 
ence to meet the necessities of exis- 
tence. 


Compact of the Mayflower. 

These are. fanciful stories, but let 
me now suggest one that is not. 

The passengers of the Mayflower 
were not wholly devout Puritans. 
Some of them were commercial ad- 
venturers. Driven by wind. and 
wave beyond the borders of Virginia, 
they realized that they were about to 
land in another part of the world. At 
once they perceived the necessity of 
government, and the question as to 
its nature arose. Here was a group 
of men of two classes, but all of them 
possessing about the same degree of 
intellectual development. How could 
they regulate their mutual relations? 
Unanimity was not to be expected. 
Therefore, as a necessity, and not be- 
cause of any divine right of the ma- 
jority, it was agreed by the famous 
Compact of the Mayflower that all 
would submit to such “just and equal” 
laws as the majority should deter- 
mine. While the power was given to 





was nevertheless subject to the limi- 
tation that the laws should be just 
and equal, which is the basic principle 
of American democracy. The Puritan 
Fathers had less hesitation in making 
this compact, because they were in a 
majority. In England, they had been 
in a minority and were then less 
enthusiastic about majority rule. 

Here, then, was Rousseau’s state of 
nature literally carried out in life, and 
here, because of the assumed equality 
of the Mayflower passengers, it was 
thought best, in the cvent of a dif- 
ference of opinion, to accept the rule 
of the majority, not because the ma- 
jority would necessarily be right, but 
simply because it was the only prac- 
ticable way of peacefully reconciling 
their differences. 

Therefore, I find the origin of gov- 
ernment anc the justification of de- 
mocracy to rest upon the ultimate 
consideration that, in a given situa- 
tion, it is for the common welfare. If 
it ceases to be for the common wel- 
fare, as in the ‘‘Admirable Crichton’’ 
case, then it has no such justification. 

Democracy can only be justified by, 
utilitarian considerations of necessity 
and must be judged by its fruits, but 
the sub-conscious political philosophy 
of the American people has held that, 
quite independent of its results, de- 
mocracy is to be justified by an as- 
sumed divine ordinance that all po- 
litical acticn should be determined by 
a count of heads. As both the Old 
and the New Testaments contain un- 
numbered instances of the rule of the 
minority, it would seem that the Scrip- 
tures do not bear out this “divinity’’ 
of majority rule. 

At any event, it is not the philoso- 
pr o. the Constitution, for while it 
accepted, for certain qualified pur- 
poses, majority rule as a necessary 
regulation. of human relations, in 
many important respects, even such 
as the form of government, it denied 
any such power to the majority. 
While this is the philosophy of the 
Constitution, the American people 
have always been profoundly influ- 





enced by the Jeffersonian philosophy 
that the will of the majority is pre- 
sumably omniscient and omnipotent, 
and as such should prev~il. The oil of 
anointing has in this democratic age 
fallen upon King Demos. The ballot 
box is a shrine; the ballots, falling like 
snowflakes on the sed, ‘‘execute the 
freemen’s will as lightning does the 
will of God.’* Thus sings the poet and 
like much poetry, it is nonsense. 
Possibly the most familiar and most 
eloquent exaltation of the divine right 
of the majority is in the peroration to 
Lin¢pln’s Gettysburg address. Lincoln 
was a great moralist. The dominant 
note of his address was the solemn 
dedication by the dead of the living 
to the “unfinished task.”. He called 
upon the living generation and upon 
all. successive generations to take a 
high fesolve “that the dead shall not 
have died in vain—that this nation 
under God shall have a new birth of 
freedom and that government of the 
people, by the people, 2°:d for the peo- 
ple shall not perish from the earth.’”’ 


**All Men Created Equal.”’ 


This exaltation of popular govern- 
ment was not original with Lincoln 
even in its literary form. Webster 
had used substantially the same words 
and he, in turn, had been anticipated 
by John Marshall. All three simply 
echoed the opening words of the Dec- 
laration of Independence that ‘‘all men 
were created equal”’ and that all Gov- 
ernments “derive their just powers 
from the co:sent of the governed.’’ 
With this Declaration 150 years ago, 
we rejected the idea of the sovereignty 
of the.

ginning of the World War the concep- 
tion of the sovereignty of the people 


was almost universally accepted in| 


Western civilization, even though the 
form of government might be that of 
an empire or a monarchy. Democracy 
had become the great ideal, a “‘pillar 
of cloud by day and a pillar of fire 
by night,” and our War President 
gave an inspiring call to battle in 1917, 
when he said that the World gamete: BS 
made safe for democracy.”’ 


And yet this effective war shibboleth: 


contains ‘one profound misconception. 
It assumes that democracy is an end, 
of which the world is simply the 
means, whereas, in truth, the welfare 
of the world is the end and democracy 
is but a means. Forms of government 
are, in themselves, never. ends, but 
merely means, and there is at least 
a half truth In Pope's famous couplet: 


For forms of government let fools 
contest ; 

That which is dest administered, is 
dest. 


The greatest of all teachers said that 
the Sabbath was made for man and 
not man for the Sabbath, and, sim- 
ilarly, democracy is made for man and 
not man for democracy. 

When the greatest war of history 
had ended and the roar of the last 
gun on the long battleline had died 
away in distant echoes, it seemed in- 
deed that “‘government of the people, 
for the people and by the people’’ had 
been. vindicated and that the world 
had been made “safe for democracy.”’ 
Not in a thousand years had there 
been stich a dissolution of ancient 
forms: Crowns had fallen ‘‘thick as 
autumnal leaves that strew the brooks 
‘of Vallombrosa.” Ancient dynasties 
perished; kingdoms fell and empires of 
a thousand years vanished into thin 
air. Indeed, as President Wilson 
passed through Europe. and the masses 
arose to acclaim’ him with hysterical 
enthusiasm, it seemed as if the exist- 
ing Governments of even the vic- 
torious nations were crumbling. 

And then a mighty change came 
over the world’s dream of democracy. 
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What is more significant is the dis- 
integration o* parliamentary govern- 
ment in three Governments that are 
in form democratic. In Germany, the 
multiplicity of politics has made it dif- 
ficult for the new republic to func- 
tion. This nation, with little experi- 
erice in true parliamentary govern- 
ment, may by experience ultimately 
solve the problem. But for a long 
time it was without a Cabinet, and 
President Hindenburg.. threatened. to 
select, one. himself unless the many 
parties agreed upon a new Cabinet 
that could function. 

Even more serious is the trouble in 
France, with @ much longer experience 
in -democratic institutions, and. there 
the cause is the same.as in Germany, 
namely, the inability of a parliamen-' 
tary Government to function. if there 
are many parties, Premier after Pre- 
mier, ‘in recent. years, has crossed the 
stage of public action only to dis-

lumbus has again ‘received .a.chal- 
lenge that cannot be entirely disre- 
garded. A Frenchman ‘has just ‘at- 
tempted to prove that, codfish and not 
the riches of India and China led ‘to 
the first discovery of America, and 
that ‘the Basques are the legitimate 
claimants of that honor, The “burden 
of proof in this instance is. as heavy 
as any” assumption can carry, and 
would most likely collapse before long 
but for ,the interesting = possibilities 
it conjures up. Thé Basques have 
enjoyed such a widespread reputa- 
tion for daring both on land and sea 
that the: law of probabilities makes 
their case. deserving of investigation. 

All other clhims are not only lightly 
burdened with evidence but hide se- 
curely behind the veil of hoary ‘ans 
tiquity. .The Chinese, ill-content with 
having been the attraction that made 
Europe stumble upon two continents, 
insist. that some time further back 
than they can’ ‘remember and ‘long be- 
fore the Vikings crept out of their 
fiords Mongols had .crossed the Pa- 
cific eastward. This is the remotest 
claim to the discovery of America. 

In between this vague assertion and 
the actual voyage of ‘Columbus is the 
definite knowledge of the presence of 
the Norsemen on this continent about 
the year 985 A. D. The story of the 
settlement of Eric the Red and _his 
son Leif at Greenland is vividly told 
in the Norse Sagas. That Lief Eric- 
son later actually discovered the 
coast of North America is not dis- 
puted, but that these two did: noth- 
ing to arouse the interest of Europe 
in their explorations takes away the 
value of their achievement to man- 
kind, and their dramatic attempt to 
found a colony remains simply the 
triumph of two remarkable personali- 
ties, 

_. The Basque Claims. 

Amid these several unsubstantial 
claims, this last one of the Basques 
‘is the most interesting. In seeking 
for France the“honor and for cod- 
fish the -power of inspiring the dis- 
covery, Léon Sazie overlooks the fact 
that the Basques are French only by 
adoption, and he would: have it that 
people in pursuit of fish were “‘in- 
spired” ‘to the discovery when they 
fell upon the continent by accident. 
Basque fishermen, it seems quite like- 
ly, did dip their nets into the New- 
foundland waters before the Santa 
Maria was washed by the waves of 


the Atlantic, but they ‘didn’t know. 


they had done so and left no records 
to show that they had, nor did they 
make any effort to influence Europe 
to further exploration, 

Nevertheless, if-it be finally proved 
that the Basques knew more of: Amer- 
ica than they were willing to tell, and 
lent themselves reluctantly to Colum- 


bus as pilots: and : hydrographers, . it- 


would endear to us a small group of 
people which, wherever known, is re- 
spected and admired. For-.whether 
one is off the banks of Newfoundland 
or: below the picturesque’ Pyrenees, 
the jovial Biscayan gives a warrant 
for his reputation as a free man’ and 
courageous, ‘From time immemorial, 
the name Basque has beén~ synony- 
mous with indépendence,: fearlessness 
and determination. From Charle- 
magne to Wellington, the. Basques 
have had a part’ in world history, and 
today the world comes, both Summer 
and Winter, to play upon their door- 
step. Just as the Basque knows how

mother, he had stripped off his dec- 
orations and medals, blackened the 
imperial eye and walked out of the 
palace forever. His action was ap- 
plauded, he said; he might even have 
deposed the Emperor; but he pre- 
ferred exile instead. 

He had lived in secrecy in América 
for twenty-five years, because,’ he 
hinted, agents of Francis Joseph ‘had 
made attempts to ‘‘get’? him. But 
now he suggested the possibilitie 
his return to Austria to straighten 
out the affairs of Europe. He Wdis- 
played an inside knowledge of Yor- 
eign affairs; and his friends (since 
they paid the tolls), knew about the 
numerous code cables he receiyed. 
Then he died and his ward, who made4q 
her home with him, committed io 
cide. 


“‘Proofs’’ of Identity. 


He had mentioned that prvofs of: his 
identity were in a tin box in the gare 
of friends in Rio de Janeiro. He had 
also mentioned a letter, deposited at 
the Vatican, to be opened on Feb 
23, 1927. News of his. death failed to 
bring a response from the Brazilian 
capital, and so his supporters com- 
posed themselves to wait for 1927. 
Their faith remained unbroken despite 
charges that the details of Dr. Orlow’s 
story differed from known facts; 
despite allegations that whereas the 
learned doctor had a mass of flowing 
hair, the Archduke had been bald, 
even in youth. 

Finally Feb. 23, 1927, arrived, but 
the only word heard from the Vatican 
was that nothing: was kRown of ‘the 
letter. The Archduke’s signature and 
a photograph, howéver, were expected 
from the Englishman who had sold 
the Santa Margareta to the original 
John Orth, and comparison with 
papers Dr. Orlow had left was to 
prove his identity. These arrived and 
served to show that Dr. Orlow’s 
‘claims were spurious. 


Perhaps, as had been suggested at 
the time of his death, the mysterious 
man was a son of a Russian General 
with Austrian connections who, for 


political reasons, had been forced .to 


leave his country thirty years before. 
At any rate, he was not Archduke 
John of Austria. 

Who, then, was Archduke John, oF 
who is he? Under what hidden iden- 
tity has he succeeded in disappearing 
and foiling the most vigilant sleuths? 
Will the true story of his secret career? 
yet come to light? Or can it be that 
all through the years imagination 
alone has kept Archduke John alive? 


The old Austrian Government said 


that he was lost at sea off Cape Hern 
in 1890. Not without prolonged in- 
vestigation did the Austrian Govern- 
ment come to the final conclusion.’

Nesoentions! ‘With Bankers‘for an ‘American Loan Include 
Discussions of Some Forms of Outside Supervi sion 
‘Over Revenues and Expenditures 


By LOUIS FISCHER, 
official Polish loan delega- 
tion, which. has been in this 
country for several weeks, is 
returning to Europe on March 
19 without the loan for which.it came. 
Members of the mission state that 
Poland cannot’ accept. the’ terms of- 
fered them by American bankers, 
The Poles are reconciled to the fact 
that no loan will be negotiated until 
May, if at all. The delegation was 
anxious to obtain a loan before June, 
when the results of the year’s harvest 
will be known, for should the 1927 
crop. be. a. partial. failure, the, Gov- 
ernment might be, forced to accept 
harder terms. But, as one member of 
the .delegation said, “There can. he 
no marriage unless both parties, are 
willing."’ 

Dr. Mlynarski, the eae of the Joan 
delegation, and his associates feel that 
a loan at 8 percent. interest.and for 
twenty years: is highly: inadvisable in 
view of present’ political and economic 
conditions :in> the -home ‘country,’ but 
the chief difficulty which has im- 
peded ‘the’ progress of the negotiations 
between the Poles and leaders in the 
downtown financial district was the 
question of foreign control. 

Soon after the delegation’s arrival 
in New York it was intimated that 
American and British financiers might 
be prepared to advance money to the 
Warsaw Government if far-reaching 
functions of supervision and control 
over all Polish fiscal operations were 
conferred ‘upon them. The Poles ap- 
peared willing to swallow this bitter 
pill, but not in consideration of a 
small sum granted on unattractive 
conditions. 


Question of Outside Control. 


The problem of outside control as 
the sine qua non of foreign financing 
nas been the rock on which all Polish 
‘oan negotiations have shattered in 
the last few years. Recently in War- 
saw, Dr. Feliks Miynarski, Vice Pres- 
ident of the Federal Bank of Poland, 
explained to the writer: the reasons 
tor Poland’s chief difficulties. The 
trouble has been that England refused 
Poland a loan except on terms polit- 
ically unpalatable. About a year ago, 
Dr. Mlynarski says, he visited Lon- 
don and attempted to convince the 
(“ity that the-affairs of the War- 
saw Government warranted a loan to 
Poland. While the British bankers 
were ready to adyance money, they 
would do so only on condition that 
they be permitted to appoint a Brit- 
ish controller who was to sit in War- 
saw, supervise all economic operations 
of the: Government and exercise the 
right of veto over its expenditures. 
He would also control the customs 
and other sources of national revenue. 
In other words, the British insisted on 
a sort of financial dictatorship much 
like that of the League of Nations in 
Austria. 

Dr. Mlynarski said without hesita- 
tion that- business circles favored the 
acceptance of the British conditions. 
Indeed, many of the financiers and 
industrialists whom the writer con- 
sulted during a month’s stay in Po- 
land were enthusiastically for the 
British ‘‘Dawes Plan Proposal,” as 
they called it. The men of affairs be- 
lieved that nothing less than foreign 
control could start the country’on the 
road to economic rehabilitation and 
wean officialdom from the bribery 
that honeycombs the Government ser-. 
vice. But what the business world 
yearned for the politicians could not 
do. 


England Wanted a Control. 


I sat one afternoon sipping. after- 
luncheon coffee with a prominent 
member of the Polish Cabinet. We 
had been talking foreign affairs -and 
Polish loans. Inevitably we came upon 
the question of a “Dawes Plan” or 
“Zimmermannesque” control in Po- 
land. ‘*Well,” said the Minister, ‘let 
me tell. you a story.” (Like Mlynarski, 
he spoke perfect English.) 

“Once,” he began, “the President of 
Austria was walking in the street 
when his handkerchief dropped from 
his back pocket. A pedestrian coming 
up from behind lifted the fallen object 
and handed it to its owner. The ‘Presi- 
dent was full of effusive thanks. ‘I 
shall never forget your kindness,’ he 
exclaimed, warmly shaking the hand 
of the unknown man. ‘I owe you my 
undying gratitude. What is_ your 
name? You must become my friend.’ 
The poor citizen was astonishéd.: 
‘Why,’ he muttered, ‘I merely stooped 
and picked up your handkerchief. {s 
that such an extraordinary deed?’ 
‘You do not understand,’ replied the 
other. “You see, I am the President 
of Austria, and my handkerchief is 
the only thing into which I can poke 
my nose.’” 

“Now,” the Minister continued, 
laughing as he pointed the motal, 
“foreign financial control would de+ 
prive us of everything except. our 
handkerchiefs.” 

With England intent on supervising 
the outlay of any money she advances, 


and with France unable to continue 
her expensive poliey’ of subsidizing 
Warsaw, there was nothing left but 
recourse ‘to Wall Street. The first 
step was an invitation to Professor 
Kemmerer of Princeton to make an 
exhaustive ‘study of Polish economic 
affairs. Dr. Miynarski admitted that 
he was responsible for Professor Kem- 
merer’s trip. His purpose in summon- 
ing the American Commission was to 
“liberate the United States from Brit- 
ish and Central European experts 
who. always counseled American banks 
against Polish business.” The Ger- 
mans and the English know Poland 
better than the Americans, and his 
hope was that Professor Kemmerer 
would' become the first American con- 
sulting authority on Polish affairs. 

Professor Kemmerer and his. asso- 
clates made a careful investigation of 
practically all phases of the economy 
of the country. They studied the cus- 
toms, monopolies, budgets, methods of 
tax collection, foreign. trade, . opera- 
tions of banks, factory production, 
&c., and prepared a 700-page report. 
Rosy. summaries. of..this .document 
soon appcared in the press but, not- 
withstanding the announéed intention 
of the Government, the complete.text 
was not published for many months. 

The Kemmerer survey is not the 
first to be made by a foreigner for the 
Polish Government. Several years ago 
it set Hilton Young a similar task. 
Hilton Young is one of Britain’s most 
brilliant financial scholars; at present 
he is Under-Secretary of the British 
Exchequer. After some very thorough 
research, he offered the startling con- 
clusion that Poland must either go 
bankrupt or remain defenseless against 
Russia and Germany. Poland could 
chose between two alternatives; she 
could either keep a small army, which 
would not protect the country against 
aggression by her two powerful neéigh- 
bors, or she could’ maintain a giant 
military force, whieh would be--too 
costly for her resources. 


Poland’s. Difficult Choice. 


The choice is obviously a difficult 
one. When a visitor comes to a Polish 
liberal or official with the oft-aired 
argument of Polish militarism, the 
Pole listens chivalrously though im- 
patiently to the foreigner’s initial 
statement and then refers to the map. 
“Here,” he says, pointing to the cast, 
“we have hundreds of miles of com- 
mon frontier with Soviet Russia. It 
is not a natural boundary, but an 
arbitrary line drawn across flat coun- 
try. The same applies to our German 
border,” he continues as he points 
westward. “The Germans are not 
reconciled to the loss of the €orridor, 
nor, for that matter, do they despair 
of getting» back our part of Upper 
Silesia. We are in an unfortunate 
geographical position and must, 
whether. we like it or not, support a 
costly soldiery. Besides,” the patriot 
goes on, “our internal situation is not 
100 per cent. secure. We have 10,- 
000,000 non-Poles as against 20,000,- 
000 Poles. ‘The Ukrainians, White 
Russians and Germans are frankly 
secessionists. They regard Polish rule 
in their territories as foreign occu- 
pation, and their undying hope is inde- 
pendence or union with another coun- 
try. We must, therefore, be prepared 
for’every eventuality.” 

That Poland is facé to face with a 
grievous problem of disaffected na- 
tional minorities no one will gainsay. 
In Vilna and Lemberg I met the lead- 
ers of the White Russian and 
Ukrainian minorities and they made 
no secret of the fact that they did not 
consider their life within the Polish 
body politic as permanent. One 
Ukrainian even sketched a program 
which would effect the separation of 
East Galieia from Poland within the 
next five years. This may be an idle 
dream, yet the Poles have every rea- 
son to be on their guard. 

The foreigner hears a different tale 
from the opponents of the present 
Government. “Why doesn’t our Cabi- 
net treat .the -national minorities 
gently and justly?’’* the Polish mal- 
content demands in soap pox fashion. 
“Why ,does it Polonize and an- 
tagonize them, and suppress their 
schools, papers. and pdrties?. Why 
doesn’t it try to win their good-will 
by granting them cultured autonomy 
and political freedom? You say Pil- 
sudski fears an attack from Germany 
and Russia. But why can’t he ne- 
gotiate treaties with these countries?"’ 

It is: quite true that a more liberal 
policy toward the recalcitrant minori- 
ties might mollify their attitude. ‘The 
Poles say it is more easily said than 
done. It is also true that Poland's 
future -is ‘uncertain ‘and unstabte , as 
Mch@ as she has no treaty “with the 
Bolsheviki and no political settlement 
with the Germans. More important 
than political pact, however are 
‘comthércial * agreéments, and Poland, 
has. no such agreement with either 
her Hastern or Western neighbor.

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Dr, Matthias NViicsll Je Mente Comnienisemcien: Issues a Watn- 
ing and Pleads for a Survey of the Facts—Finds 
Evidence of Widespread Evils

LCOHOLISM as a cause of sick- 
ness and death, strange.to say, 
has not yet. been recognized as 
a matter. within the province of 

public health, but has been relegated 
to the sphere of morals, religion, the 
police, and of.Jate and most unfor- 
tunately, to that of politics. Yet it 
differs in but one respect. from other 
conditions and factors causing human 
sickness and death—namely, that the 
sufferer from alcoholic excesses brings 
about his condition by his own volun- 
tary acts, and is not the victim of 
misfortune or of circumstances over 
which he has no control,- as in the 
case of illness from most infectious 
diseases. 

Unlike venereal disease, in which a 
large number but by no means all 
cases occur as the result of an act of 
moral turpitude (there are many in- 
nocent victims of infection as a result 
of chance or an inherited stigma), the 
drinking of alcohol per se involves no 
moral turpitude, opinion to the. con- 
trary notwithstanding, although the 
consequences of over-indulgence may 
readily do so. 

Alcoholism, from a. health stand- 
point, may be classed with diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels, cancer 
and diabetes, as a matter of grave and 
growing concern to the welfare of the 
people of this country. Yet up to the 
present time health officials have ap- 
parently ignored the subject or have 
been loath to engage in the unseemly 
and futile controversy from which it 
seems to be inseparable. 


Evidence of Vital Statistics. 


I have already called public atten- 
tion, to a graph which shows death 
from alcoholism in the death regis- 
tration area of the United States—that 
is, the area recognized by the United 
States Census Bureau as having ade- 
quate vital statistics laws and in which 
90 per cent:or more of deaths are cor- 
rectly reported. At the end of 1925 it 
comprised forty of the forty-eight 
States, exclusive of Territories, the 
District of Columbia and eighteen 
cities in the non-registration area. 
One State, Georgia, admitted to the 
area in 1921, was dropped in 1925. 
This area represents 92 per cent. of 
the population of continental United 
States. 

For many years before 1920 there 
was a fairly level rate of deaths from 
alcoholism. Beginning in 1918, a 
precipitate drop in the rate took place 
until in 1920 the lowest point for al- 
coholic deaths was obtained. This 
drop was unquestionably due to the 
sudden withdrawal of alcoholic bever- 
ages from consumption through the 
enactment of the Highteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead act, the con- 
tinued absence abroad of many young 
men in military service and, in all 
probability, to the fact that the liquor 
still available was of a less deadly 
quality than was later to be had. 

Immediately following this notable 
fall, an equally rapid rise took place, 
which. has continued uninterruptedly 
through 1925, the figures for 1926 not 
yet being available except in a few 
States. ‘These, however, show a fur- 
ther increase over the figures of 1925. 
t cannot be doubted that this rise 
in the death rate is due largely to the 
creation of a vast machinery for the 
illicit manufacture and distribution of 
alcoholic beverages which, though 
not necessarily deliberately poisoned, 
aré far more deadly and_rapid in their 
effect upon the human system than 
those which were formerly. available. 

Physicians naturally hesitate to des- 
ignate alcoholism as the cause of 
death of a patient, if it can be avoid- 
ed. Since 1914, according to the 
Manual of Joint Causes of Death 
adopted by the United States Census 
Bureau, if alcoholism is one of the 
two direct causes of death, the cause 
other than alcoholism is usually des- 
ignated as the primary cause. For 
this reason, deaths officially reported 
from alcoholism unquestionably rep- 
resent the minimum and the actual 
number of such deaths is much great- 
er than represented by the official 
figures. 

Rapidly Increasing Rate. 

The fact that annually a large num- 
ber of people are dying from alcohol- 
ism in the United States, deplorable 
as the fact may be, is no: the chief 
reason for concern, but rather the 
rapidly increasing rate at which these 
deaths are octurring year after year. 
As the result of a recent analysis of 
alcoholic deaths among 27,000,000 pol- 
icy holders, Dr, Lee K. Frankel: of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany makes the statement that unless 
the current trend in -the. alcoholism 
death rate is checked, 1927 will record 
a figure in excess of that for the two 
pre-war years, and-1928. will register 
as high a rate as has been recorded 
for any year since 1911 among the 
Metropolitan policy holders. 

At the present time, deaths from al- 
coholism in the United States ‘have 
very nearly reached the -old-ti. ¢ 
level; unless there is a decided change 
in the situation, this level. will be ex- 
ceeded within a comparatively. few 
years. 

Cirrhosis of the ek while it may 
occur from other causes,,in the ma- 
jority of cases is due to chronic:al- 
coholism. It is the annual cause of 
death in the United States of a very 


large number of persons, and the rate 


in the registration area has mot de- 
creased but has remained constant 
since 1920, It is not only the pop- 
ulous States, containing large cities, 
that show a high death rate from’ cirr- 
hosis of the liver, but there are a 


number of rural States in which 
deaths from this cause are equal to or 


of. Kansas was. quoted in the press as 
making,a statement to the effect that 
New York State should not be. dis- 
heartened—that within a comparative- 
ly. few. yéars. (twenty. az T recall it), 
the people of this State. would, like 
those of Kansas, become total abstain- 

ers. This is an example of. public 
utterance based on ignorance.of facts. 
that were readily. available.. It, is 
quite evident from the chart that a 
large number of persons in Kansas 
are suffering from the effects of 
chronic alcoholism, and: not a few are 
dying thereof. The same may be said 
of States with such predominantly 
rural populations as Vermont, Ne- 
braska, Iowa and Maine, 


Evidence’ of Drinking. 

When a health official makes a sur- 
vey of a certain area and finds that 
there occur annually so many deaths 
from. tuberculosis, he knows with a 
fair degree of.acctracy, through large 
experience with such surveys, that if 
they are sought for, ten or more liv- 
ing cases of tuberculosis may be found 
for each annual death, It would™be 
interesting to apply the same test.to 
deaths from alcohol, either direct or 
indirect, so that we might ‘estimate 
the number of hard drinkers existing 
in a community. 


This, ‘ obviously, is not possible 
since data regarding the alcoholic 
habits of the people would not be: di- 
vulged to the investigator. Neverthe- 
less, it must be conceded that when 
the death rate directly from alcohol- 
ism or from cirrhosig of thé liver is 
high in any State, the fact indicates 
@ very general indulgence in alcoholic 
beverages among the inhabitants. 

I_ have tried to set forth the prev- 
alence of alcoholic deaths in this 
country as shown by incontrovertible 
evidence of official death statistics. I 
believe. that this. is a matter vitally 
concerning public health; and again I 
urge, as I have already done, that the 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, at his annual 
Conference with the State and Terri- 
torial Board of Health to be held in 
May in Washington, devote a large 
part of the.program ‘to a. discussion 
of this subject; and. that each State 
health officer. be prepared to report 
the conditions within his State as he 
sees them, 

No reduction in death and disease 





from alcoholism can be brought about 
by health officials until the facts are 
known. This, conference should. bring 
out the exact facta and more in detail 
than is possible from such a@ statistical 
survey as i have undertaken, When 
the. facts have been definitely estab- 
lished, it will then be time to apply 
the remedy, which should be, sought 
from the best minds in the country 
willing to deal with the subject with- 
out prejudice of any kind; and “solely 
in the interest of the health of the 
people, 

The work of a health officer. does 
not generally make for personal popu- 
larity. His routine duties frequently 
involye interference. with individual 
freedom of action, and he is constant- 
ly under the necessity of calling atten- 
tion to certain disagreeable though 
important facts affecting personal and 
public health, of which many people 
are ignorant—preferring to remain so. 

No class of the population is so 
difficult to deal, with ag are the hu- 
man ostriches who prefer to bury their 
heads rather than see those things 
that disturb their equanimity or are 
contrary to settled convictions. Yet 
no health official, with due sense of 
responsibility to the public that he 
serves, can fail to take cognizance of 
any condition vitally affecting the 
health and lives of the citizenry. 

Progress: of ‘Health Work. 

Public health work has made vast 
strides during the past two decades, 
especially this country. When a 
definite . -affecting the lives 
and health of the people is assigned to 
public health authorities, experience 
has shown that some solution, even 
though not always complete, is cer- 
tain to be forthcoming, One has only 
to instance the halving of the death 
rate from tuberculosis within fifteen 
years; the eradication of yellow fever, 
malaria, dysentery and typhoid fever 
over vast areas; the reduction in the 
incidence and mortality from the in- 
fectious diseases of childhood, and the 
lowering of the infant mortality rate 
to a point that would not have been 
thought possible a generation ago, 

Before the World War venereal dis- 
ease was largely regarded as some- 
thing that should not be mentioned 
except by physicians, and control was 
relegated largely to the police and to 
teachers of morais, Little or no good 
resulted. But the necessity for re- 





LEEDS CASTLE, CENTURIES OLD, 
WILL BE OCCUPIED AGAIN 





Lonpon, 

EEDS Castle, in the heart of Kent, 

is to be modernized and re- 

occupied as a residence. Stand- 
ing within sight of the main road 
from London to Folkestone and Do- 
ver, it is known to all Americans 
who have motored to or from the 
principal Channel ports. 

So beautiful and so perfectly medie- 
val are its old gray walls, rising on 
two islands in the centre of the wide 
moat, that some Americans suspect its 
being a piece of scenery erected over- 
night by a motion picture company. 
Its towers, turrets, dungeons and se- 
cret passages, however, were built by 
no scene. shifters; its tournaments 
and sieges were fought long before 
motion picture rights were heard of. 
It is a stout old stronghold in whose 
cumulative history.at jeast. six sover- 
eigns figured—Edward I, Richard II, 
Henry VIH, Blizabeth, Charles IT and 
George III. Like most Saxon remains, 
its oldest parts are believed to date 
from the ninth century. 


The castle has lately been sold, with 
8,100 acres, for a price not revealed, 
but belfeved to be close to $1,000,000. 
Its hew owners, Mr. and Mrs, Wilson- 
Filmer, members of old Kentish fam- 
flies, are wintering in, Egypt, but on 
their return in the Spring the work 
of modernizing the old gray pile, it is 
expected, will begin. Lord Queen- 
borough, Mrs. Wilson-Filmer’s father; 
made a fortune in the United States 
and his daughter is said to have a 
large income, ; 

Estimates of the cost of making the 
castle habitable vary widely and, until 
the amount of work nécessary be- 
comes more definitely known, can be 
little more than. guesswork. Such es- 
timates as now are being hazarded 
run from $200,000 to $500,000. 


Lacks Baths and Lights. 


Certainly the work will be expensive 
enough. There is: not a bathroom in 
the castle and it is planned to install 
no less than fifteen. There is no 
proper. water. supply,..so .that..awell 
will have to be sunk, Little change 
in the lighting has taken place since 
Henry VIII visited one of his queens 
there. The castle will have to be 
wired. 


The living and éhtertaining rooms 
do not tend ‘themselves’ to modern 
uses’ and a number of structural al- 
terations are to be carried out; but it 
is emphasized. that,.all .work done is 
to be strictly in keeping with the his- 
toric and’ architectural character of 
the structure. A new grand staircase 
will be built.

nowadays they find it easier to study 
the past in an unoccupied ruin than 
in an occupied castle. 

However, the British Isles show no 
lack of ruins illustrative of every 
period of British history—from pre- 
historic mounds defended by mere 
palisades to mighty medieval fortress- 
es with battlements and towers. 


Prefer Houses to Castles. 


When the King’s peace made it un- 
necessary for each of the barons to 
maintain peace for himself and the 
primitive simplicity of a ruder era 
began to be sapped by a craving for 
comfort, the less wealthy barons 
found it cheaper to leave their castles 
and. live elsewhere, in. dwellings less 
like prigons and more like houses. 
Very infrequently, indeed, does the 
modern Briton prefer to leave his 
house and go back to a castle. 


Much of Leeds Castle will not be 
touched. The curious old bell with St. 
George and the dragon depicted on it, 
which hangs in the tower called the 
Gloriette, will continue to toll the cur- 
few as it has done for centuries. The 
drawbridges, from whose chains Ed- 
ward II hanged Thomas de Colepep- 
per, one of ‘his Governors, are stil! 
stout enough to do their work and 
will remain. The. mill, 650 years old, 
will remain in the barbican. The bed 
in which Queen Elizabeth is said to 
have slept will remain in what is 
known. as Queen ‘Blizabeth’s room. 
The keep will not he molested. It 
is known to have heen standing since 
1071 and is believed to have been en- 
larged by the architect Odo, a brother 
of William the Conqueror. 

The history of the castle, could it 
be assembled, would probably fill a 
fat volume. Edward I, while in resi- 
dence there. built himself a private 
swimming bath. Queeh Isabella was 
once turned away from its gate, and 
the King was so enraged by the insult 
that he besieged the castie while its 
owner ‘was away besieging another 
castle. The King eventually won and 
the .owner, hurrying ‘home, . was 
promptly ‘beheaded. As recently as 
1922 ‘bodies of those who were killed 
to. avenge the insult to Isabella were 
found:in' ‘the castle grounds.

‘Methods of Teaching 


By C. G. POORE. 
TALL, thin young man’ of 28, 
who. studied law at irregular in- 
tervals, was . recently made 
acting .Deanof the law school 
in which William H, Taft taught after 
he had served, as. President of the 
United States, This young man has 
had his degree as.a lawyer just nine- 
teen months and he has never prac- 
ticed law at_all. 
-Announcement of the appointment 
of Robert Maynard Hutchins as act- 
ing Dean ofthe Yale Law School 
stressed his youth and the administra- 
tive ability he has shown as Secretary 
of Yale University during the last 
four. years. Of equal significance, 
however, is the fact that although he 
took his law course at odd moments, 
as it were, he showed such. brilliance 
that he was graduated with the high- 
est honors in the class; and, he began 
to lecture in the same school the day 
after his graduation. 

Dean Hutchins has _ continued to 
teach since then, and to carry on the 
manifold administrative duties of his 
‘gecretaryship as well. It was’ this 
combination ‘of abilities that led to his 
being chosen for the office when Dean 
Swan resigned to become a Judge of 
ti Circuit Court, just at the moment 
when the extensive program of de- 
velopment and reorganization’ which 
has been planned for the law school 
required a director with Mr. Hutch- 
ins's qualifications. 

The appointment is “nominally for 
one year, but, it has been learned 
from authoritative sources, there is a 
probability that it will be permanent. 
And the way in which Dean Hutchins 
has already taken up his duties, on 
his own initiative, laying the founda- 
tions for more comprehensive methods 
of teaching law, shows, according to 
observers on the spot, that he will not 
be a figurehead. 


Administrative Qualities. 


Nor do they expect that he will be 
@ mere youthful prodigy. The people 
with whom he comes in contact got 
over regarding him in that light some 
time ago, when at 23 he became Sec- 
retary of the university and proceed- 
ed to discharge the important duties 
of that office with a mature point of 
view and with perfect assurance. It 
has been pointed out, and not always 
with intent to compliment, that he 
kept a certain breeziness of manner 
that considerably lightened the atmos- 
phere in the administrative hall. Some 
of those in authority in New Haven 
who have deplored the gravity. that 
so often accompanies the study of 
jurisprudence have expressed the hope 
that in his new position he will not 
wholly lose that characteristic. 

Mr. Hutchins’s two distinct charac- 
teristics become apparent when one 
deals with him officially from a dis- 
tance, and then at close range, per- 
sonally. In his correspondence he is 
punctilious, formal, direct. In his con- 
versation he makes precisely the same 
points, but in a colloquial and some- 
what offhand manner. In this way 
he is always effectively articulate—a 
valuable attribute for a man who sees 
what should be done, how it should 
be done, and who should do it. 

It has been of service in his secretary- 
ship, when he has had to deal with 
such diverse types as the extremely 
conservative members of the ruling 
University Corporation, on the one 
hand, and on the other with the eternal 
undergraduate amateur-radicals, with 
their constantly shifting but vehe- 
mently prosecuted.ideas for changing 
the structure’ of the university at 
once and rebuilding’ the university 
closer to their ‘heart’s desire. With 
both he has managed to prevail. 

When asked to’ discuss his own ca- 
reer, Dean Hutchins set the hour of 
the interview at:8 in the morning. At 
the time appointed he was already at 
work as Secretary of the university 
before becoming Dean of the. law 
school for the rest of the day. He 
arose, watch in hand, as a gentle in- 
dication..that the hour had = struck 
some minutes. before. Then he seatea 
himself, leaned back and plated his 
feet carefully on top of the .litter of 
morning mail. Lighting a pipe, he 
proceeded to talk—not of himself, but 
of the future of the Yale Law. School 
and its new policy: 


The New Yale Policy. 


“There are too many lawyers to- 
day,’”’ he said. ‘‘What is needed is not 
more lawyers, but better ones. - The 
entering class is going to be cut down 
(mot counting Yale undergraduates 
taking the combined course) to 100 
next year. Then it will be possible to 
extend our honors courses, in which 
professors meet men individually in- 

_ ‘stead of in huge, unwieldy classes. 
They will be able to discuss all as- 
pects of the branch of law they: kap- 
pen to be studying, as well as the in- 
dividual cases.’’ 

Dean Hutchins has taught an honors 
course and considers it far in advance 
of the usual large-group system. He 
talked of the new law buildings, which 
are to be built on the plan of the Eng- 
lish Inns of Court, with a small body 
of students and some of the professors 
living, and eating in the same quad- 
rangle where the classes are held, 
making. possible a much more inten- 
sive study of the law. 

Of branches of learning allied to the 
law. that are of great assistance in 
practice he has selected for’ especial 
attention the study of psychological 
aspects of the law of evidence. Last 
‘Winter, he was invited to read a paper 
at the Chicago meeting ‘of the Asso- 
ciation of. American Law Schools: on 
_“Psychology and the Law of Evi- 
dence.” Dean Hutchins is keenly in- 
terested in practice. Among his con- 
tributions to the.Law Journal of the 
school is an analysis ofthe last de- 
~elsion. in the Sacco-Vanzetti case,

Entered Yale After War. 


At Oberlin, where his father became 
Professor of Homiletics, Robert at- 
tended public. school and then the 
Oberlin Academy. At 16 he entered 
Oberlin College, where he stayed until 
the end of the sophomore year. 


His studies were interrupted by the 
war. In the Fall of 1917, ‘when he 
was 18 years old, he enlisted as a pri- 
vate, first class, in the Army Ambu- 
lance Service. Until the following 
March he was stationed in camp at 
Allentown, Pa., and then his unit was 
ordered overseas. During the rest of 
the war he served in Italy, coming 
under fire and winning the Italian 
Croce di Guerra. 


In the late Spring of 1919 he re- 
turned home and got his discharge, 
wondering, with .thousandcs of.others, 
what.it would be like to ga back to the 
tranquillity. of the classroém again. 
He decided to go to Yale, where his 
father and one of his brothers had 
graduated, and entered the junior class 
in the Fall of 1919,- becoming ’a mem- 
ber of the class of 1921. 


In the: course of the next two years 
he established himself not only’ as a 
scholar but as a leader in various 
undergraduate. activities, becoming 
known as a brilliant orator, and win- 
ning the De Forest prize, which his fa- 
ther had won years before. Other ac- 
tivities also engaged him, and his class 
voted that he was the man most likely 
to succeed; a time-honored omnisci- 
ence which is only commented upon in 
the rare instances when it happens to 
be accurate. 

At the same time Mr. Hutchins was 
studying law. The Summer after his 
junior year he spent in the law school 
in order to make up for lost time. His

In the Fall of 1921, 
after ‘his graduation, ‘Mr.’

Then, in December, 1922, he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of Yale University. 

It was a post that had been held; as 
a rule, by much older, more’ experi- 
enced men; but his occuparicy of the 
office, a pivotal point in all-the multi- 
tudinous relations between the univer- 
sity and the world at large, was mark- 
ed by successful dealing with the prob- 
lems’ at hand and by the inauguration 
of various improvements. But his chief 
interest continued to be the law—and 
he had a year and a half-yet to com- 
plete. ~ So he: proceeded to-enroll in 
the law school again. 


Pursued Two Careers. 


By taking 8 o'clock classes every day 
in the week, he managed to fit two 
full-time “occupations into one. * Mrs. 
Hutchins, meantime, ..was enrolled-in 
the Yale Art School, where she has 
taken several prizes for her work in 
sculpture. Mr. Hutchins continued 
his law course during the Summer as 
he had Gone before, arid in June, 1925, 
he-received- his degree, Magna cum 
laude. The.day after. commencement 
he returned to the.school for his third 
Summer’s work. This time he came, 
however, as a lecturer, having re- 
ceived the signal honor of being ap- 
pointed to teach the subjects he had 
just been learning. 


During the Summer and Winter—it 
is a career that can only be measured 
by seasons, since it has moved s0 
swiftly—he taught public service law 
and evidence, both part-time lecture- 
ships,.. continuing his -secretaryship; 
but, beginning with last September, he 
became a full-time lecturer though re-

SWEET BRIAR SENIOR CLASS 
PLANS COLLEGE ENDOWMENT 





Seventy-five Girl Geadiraten of 1927 Undertake 
Insurance Financing for Their Alma Mater 


Sweet Brrr, Va. 
NTO this out-of-the-world place 
entered recently the problem of 
how to raise money for the Sweet 
Briar College for women. Situated 


‘on a wooded plateau of the Blue 


Ridge foothills, surrounded by the 
acres of an old Virginia plantation, 
this college is far from financial cen- 
tres of influence. But seventy-five 
young women of the senior °class, 
whose average age is 20, tackled. the 
problem of providing funds for their 
alma mater without the aid of parents. 
Faculty. or outside friends, -and “did 
much toward solving it. 

All of them bought life insurance 
policies, making the college their ben- 
eficilary. By this plan, for thirteen 
years after graduation they will pay 
small annual premiums and in twen- 
ty-five years the institution will re- 
ceive .$75,000 from this year’s crop 
of graduates. 

In themselves the facts are not 
spectacular; but the spirit and enter- 
prise of a group. of young girls in 
tackling a problem of.institutional fi- 
nance, with such promising results, 
is decidedly interesting. Furthermore, 
their action takes on-significance in 
view of the financial problems that 
confront practically every college in 
the United States today. 

The officers of the senior class of 
Sweet Briar College expressed their 
ideas on the situation as follows: 

“Some of us’ got to studying the 
cost to the college of a four-year ed- 
ucation to us.. We found that the 
$280 which we pay each year as tui- 
tion, plus the $520 which we pay for 
board and room and other living fa- 
cilities furnished by the college, a 
total of $800 a year; or $3,200 in a 
four-year course, does not actually 
cover the expenses to the college, even 
allowing for. original private land and 
money bequests on which the college 
was founded, We held group meet- 
ings and decided that in principle we 
wanted-to pay our. way in full for 
these four years. of education. 


Difficulties Overcome. 


“There..were difficulties in putting 
this principle into practice. None of 
us wanted to ask our parents for ad- 
ditional funds over and above the 
regular college charges and our indi- 
vidual personal allowances. Bt we 
have our futures. Some of us expect 
to -work, some.of:us.probably will 
marry, We decided that.on a conser- 
vative basis we could put aside $30 a 
year to pay back the college for our 
education expense, Some of the girls 
said this was ‘half the cost of a dress.’ 

“To make certain that the» money 
would be collected was also a little dif- 
ficult... We’ did not ‘want to: put’ any 
member of the class in the position of 
dunning other members for their an- 
nual payments, So we decided on 
life insurance. Each ‘girl buys a $1,000 
policy of insurance on her own life, 
and will make the premium payments 
each year on her own individual re- 
sponsibility, It will cost each of us 
$30 a year for only thirteen years, a 
total of $890 actual cash outlay. In 
case of death the college gets the 
money, $1,000, and even without 
death the college gets the $1,000, at 
the end of twenty-five years, That 
means’ a’ total of "$75,000 from’ the 
seventy-five ‘of us. °A few may let 
their policies lapse, but ‘even: in 
these cases,.theré will be’ no ‘loss, 
for. the ne will get a good deal

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more than the cash paid to the insur- 
ance company. It looked like a good 
simple way to settle our debt to the 
college. “We did not ask the college 
administration anything or it. _ 
just did it.” 

Actually there is more to the preses 
The girls engaged in much: prelim- 
inary correspondence with other wo- 
men’s colleges. They found that the 
senior class at Wells College,. Aurora, 
N. Y., had done the same thing. They 
found that long-time foundations were 
being built for “causes” through the 
life-insurance route. 

The girls at Sweet. Briar had no 
thought of establishing any precedent 
that might be followed-in other col- 
leges. They simply thought it would 
be a good thing to do in their own 
localized situation. News of their ac- 
tion spread among other women’s col- 
leges, however, and now the officers 
of the senior class at Sweet Briar are 
busy with correspondence explaining 
how and why they did it. 


Paying on Instalment Plan. 


Nearly every college is faced with 
the question of how far it can or 
should go in making current income 
cover expenses. . There is a growing 
tendency to raise tuition fees, on the 
theory that “if an education is worth 
it, it is worth it.” There is also a 
tendency to restrict rapidly growing 
enrolments. At the same time there 
is a desire not to exclude young men 
and women of good minds and capa- 
bilities, but of limited. means. It is 
a question where the lines should be 
drawn, Authorities in college admin- 
istration are talking more and more 
of the desirability. of financial sup- 
port from alumni, as is so fully de- 
veloped at Harvard. This means sub- 
stantially and in.many variations a 
system of “getting education now, 
paying for it later... When reduced 
to a system of fixed annual payments, 
as under ‘this insurance method, it 
suggests “paying for an education on 
the instalment: plan.” 

The financial problems at different 
colleges vary widely. The situation 
at Sweet Briar College happened to 
be’ .more favorable financially than 
at many such institutions. The college 
has growing pains, however. Its 
present physical facilities are much 
more adequate than those of many 
colleges, but it n-eds a library and a 
gymnasium and other buildings in 
due time to carry out its building 
program, 

To begin to build an endowment 
from students after graduation is the 
object of the life insurance plan of 
the senior class, . It. is contemplated 
that other classes will follow the ex- 
ample, as has been done at Wells. 
Thus in time the college would have 
& steady annual capital gain in cash 
from life insurance of. previous gen- 
erations of graduating .students. 

The present enrolment at Sweet 
Briar College is 450, the graduating 
class.75, and ‘this number increases 
gradually from year to year, Thus 
the annual payment for endowment 
would increase. The.college. has stu- 
dents from practically all parts of the 
United States. The President is’ Miss 
Meta Glass, a sister, of Senator’ Car- 
ter Glass of Virginia.

Arbitrage, as such trafisactions are 
Called, in its’ strictly financial ‘phases 
might well be characterized as bar- 
gain shopping in money... If you can 
imagine yourself using complicated, 
delicate and extraordinarily rapid ma- 
chinery to purchase dollars at 98 cents 
apiece, you can form some idea of 
the functions of the exchange arbitra- 
geur. , 

In a more general sense, arbitrage 
is a term applied to any transaction 
that takes advantage of differences of 
prices for the same article in different 
markets. It has been defined as “the 
calculation of the relative value, at the 
same time in two or more places, of 
stocks, bonds, or funds of any sort, 
including exchange, with a view to 
taking advantage of favorable circum- 
stances or differencés in payments or 
other transactions.” This definition 
should include gold, cotton, grain, and, 
in a wider sense, any other commodity. 
Wheat, for example, may be sent from 
one place where it is relatively cheap 
to another where it is relatively dear; 
this is arbitraging in wheat. High 
prices in one market induce shipments 
from markets with low prices, and this 
process is beneficial in. that it con- 
stantly tends to equalize prices gen- 
erally. 

The ‘‘Magic Metal’? Cables. 

The Western Union cable) office at 
40 Broad Street, New York, is @ nerve- 
centre of this far-reaching activity, 
which frequently involves milliofis in 
a single Operation.“ Hefe are located 
nine direct cables to Europe, inciud- 
ing two permalloys, or “magic metal” 
cables, five times faster than ‘any 
other cables in the worlds °©Three 
cables go to Havana and another goes 
to South America, while high speed 
automatic land lines connect directly 
with Montreal and other points in Can- 
ada, with leading cities of the United 
States, with cable points on the Pacific 
Coast. 

In addition, a network of “pony” or 
short telegraph wires leads directly 
from the cable office to the Cotton 
Exchange, Produce Exchange and 
various ‘banking and brokerage houses 
in the financial district... Still. other 
financial institutions are directly con- 
nected with the cable office by private 
telephone wires. 

Signals between New York,and Lon- 
don are virtually instantaneous; that 
is to say, when the transmitter in New 
York forms a letter the corresponding 
letter is reproduced almost at once in 
Londom.. The time required to trans- 
mit a cablegram -depends, therefore, 
upon the speed of ffansmission and 
the length of the message. The perm- 
alloy «eables have a speed of 2,500 
letters a minute. The syphon recorder 
type cables operate at 250 to 300 let- 
ters a “minute, but” ordinarily ‘are 
worked “duplex.” That is, London 
and New York each sends and receives 
simultaneously over the same cable, 
so that the actual capacity of the 
cable is from 500 to 600.letters a min- 
ute. 

Most arbitrage cablegrams are in 
code and are short, averagifig perhaps 
five words to ‘the méssage, including 
addres amd destination. The maxi- 
mum capacity of these slower type 
syphon recorder cables is fixed at ap- 
proximately 700 such messages an 
hour. “fhe"New.. York’ cable. office. of 
the Western | Union handles in the 
neighborhood “6f 18;000° “cablegrams 
daily, of which about 75 per cent. are 
business messages, the remaining 25 
per cent. being social. 

_ For more than ten years all sending 
on Western Union cables ~has been 
done automatically, the mathematicat 
precision and regularity of machine 
transmission having been found more 
conducive to speed, accuracy and gen- 
eral efficiency than the older, form: of 
manual sending. Receiving is accom- 
plished on some cables directly on 
automatic typewriters, but on others 
the message is received in a wavy line 
of ink by a delicate instrument known 
as the syphon recorder, and is copied 
from the tape by a skilled cable oper- 
ator, who uses a specially constructed 
typewriter.

Calculating Machines. 

‘The chief trader ‘has before him a 
Swiss calculating machine that con- 
verts foreign exchange rates into New 
York terms with great rapidity. On 
his right is an American calculating 
machine for verification, but the 
trader will tell you that most of his 
decisions are arrived at through 
mental processes more rapid than the 
swiftest mechanical device. 

When the chief trader has deter- 
mined upon action his order to an 
agent abroad is coded by an expert 
into a four or five word cablegram 
and flashed to the cable office, either 
by direct telegraph wire .or ftom 
the direct telephone switchboard. In 
either case the receiving operator at 
the cable office throws the message 
on an automatic cémveyor; which car- 
ries it a few feet to the supervisor 
on the cable. Within @ few seconds 
the message is in London, where. the 
process is reversed.

tic spread in exchange would seldom 
if ever actually occur.. The. trader 
would cable an order_to buy sterling 
in Berlin at the lower, price and a 
selling order to- London at the dearer 
figure. On each pound he would re- 
alize a profit of 1 cent, These trans- 
actions run into huge figures, the or- 
ders being limited only by the amount 
of money the trader thinks can be 
absorbed. without. -upsetting. the. ex- 
change. 


Complex Arbitrage Deals. 


Actually, arbitrage often is much 
more complicated, there being three- 
point, four-point and even more in- 
volved forms of operation. .The trader, 
for example,.might buy French francs 
with his dollars, invest the francs in 
Dutch ‘guilders, obtain sterling ‘with 
the guilders-and finally s¢ll the ster- 
ling in New York. 

» Owing to differetice in time between 
financial centres, arbitrage may be 
conducted almost on a twenty-four- 
hour basis. When the London market 
opens at 9 o'clock, it is slightly after 
4 A. M, in-New York. . Following the 
sun the trader may place orders-in

NEW bridge, the largest canti- 
lever highway structure in the 
world, is now being thrown across 

Carquinez Strait, in the Bay of San 
Francisco, between Solario and Contra 
Costa Counties, and -will soon be open 
to traffic, which, it is estimated, wil} 
be at the rate of a million motor ve- 
hicles yearly from the very start. 
This structure, embodying several 
original features in. bridge building, 
will have a total length of 4,482 feet, 
or nearly seven-eighths of a mile. Of 
that distance, 1,132 feet will be cov 
ered by a viaduct ‘approath on ‘the 
Contra Costa side, at the sugar-refin- 
ing town.of Crockett, just north of 
the East Bay cities of Richmond, 
Berkeley, Oakland and Alameda. The 
bridge proper has two main fairway 
spans, each 1,100 feet long; a central 
pier 150 feet long, and two anchor 
“spans of 500 feet each, reaching out 
to the bulkhead line from either shore. 


tS width between trusses is forty 
feet, including a concrete roadway 
thirty feet wide, flanked on both sides 
by footways. The central spans rise 
140° feet above mean high tide; the 
three great towers rise 185 feetiabove 
the bridge floor. These towers stand 
upon concrete pfers reaching down 
through water of unusual depth for 
bridge engimeering and a thick bottom 
of. sand and gravel—142 feet in .all— 
to bedrock. 

The total height of the structure 
from its base is 467 feet, or only 
ninety feet less than the Washing- 
ton Monument... When opened to auto- 
mobile traffic, now carried by four or 
fiore ferry~lines; the bridge will have 
cost slightly under $8,000,000. 
Taking account of the mass of con- 
struction. accomplished, the low cost 
and the focal difficulties ovércome, 
chief of which was the planting of 
pier®’ in water nearly 100 feet deep, 
with a maximym tide of more than 
nine feet per second, this undertaking 
may ‘claim high rank among the 
achievements-of-bridge builders in any 
country. A few great bridges are 
longer, or have longer spans, “put

The latter, won, in 
the form of heavy timber cribs, each 
forty feet square. Thése were begun 
on land, launched like boats, towed 
out to place in the strait and anchored 
against the tides. In each crib. four 
vertical shafts, or dredging wells, 
eight “feet -square had been con- 
structed. Around these shafts the con- 
crete was poured as the walls of the 
shafts and crib were continuously built 
up with added timbers, causing the 
clumsy boats to. sink slowly to the 
lezel floor of the strait. 


Concrete Rises. From Rock. 


Through these walls the sand and 
gravel were raised by clamshell 
dredges, and when the dredging 
reached the solid sandstone beheath 
the drift the chuckholes and shafts 
were filled with concrete, thus provid- 
ing massive concrete foundations, 40 
by 40 feet, and 142 feet high, for each 
leg of the steel towers to stand on. 
Two of these foundations support the 
north side tower and four the double 
tower at the middle of the strait. The 
south tower, 500 feet from the Crock- 
ett shore, rises from shallower water, 
and here a cofferdam of the usual 
type was built. 

The bridge is built under a limited 
franchise;..by. whieh it ‘will .revert. to 
the adjoining counties and the State 
in 1948. The American Toll Bridge 
Company, its owner, must repay their 
investifient td its bond and stockhold- 
ers Within twenty-one years. This 
should not be difficult, since it owns 
the two ferries at the strait, with an 
annual traffic of two-thirds of a mil- 
lion vehicles. Besides supplanting 
thesé Terriés, the new bridge will dfaw 
largely from others. But its largest 
profit willicome througit its: stitvulus 
to. the development of one of the rich- 
est ‘sectidtia’ 6f California, which “it 
brings closer.to the great markets of 
the Hay éities..

NE of the events of this sesqui- 
centennial - year of New York 
“State is the 150th anniversary 
‘of the adoption ‘of the’ State 
Constitution, which occurred yester-: 
day, on Marth 12. ° Sitice 1777 this 
décument has ‘undergone “many 
changes, none more fundamental or 
more vital than those recently adopt- 
ea, which entirely reérganized the 
State Government: It is a tribute to 
démocracy that changes like the last, 
irtvolving so much thought and such 
complicated questions, should’ have 
been thoroughly discussed: throughout 
the State by leaders of opinion and 
by the people themselves. The op- 
posing poirits of view were so thor- 
oughly presented by both parties that 
the final referendum vote was large 
and emphatic in favor of the changes. 

Throughout the first hundred years 
of the history of the State its Consti- 
tution had to meet a set of facts very 
different from those of our present 
status. ‘Throughout the nineteenth 
century government was very simple. 
Population was small, great problems 
were few, there was little business to 
transact and: little money was re- 
quired to run thé State’ ‘The Gov- 
ernor lived in Albany for only part of 
the year. After the legislative session 
he retired to his own home in some 
other part of the State. ‘The Consti- 
tutional Conventions of 1894 and 1915 
evidenced a’ growing consciousness 
that changes were necessary to make 
the document more adaptable to the 
needs of a conimunity which had 
grown to be; industrially and com- 
mercially, the largest and most im- 
portant in the ‘United States. 
‘Throughout the’ 1915 Constitutional 
Convention somé ‘of the great social 
problems confronting the State were 
thrashed out. The realization on the 
part of some of the leaders of that as- 
sembly that the Government of the 
State is intended to serve all of the 
neéds of the: people and is; not just an 
instrument for the enactment of laws, 
allotment of: appropriations and for 
judicial determinations, has been one 
of the basic reasons for bringing about 
changes in the New York Constitution. 

Minor Amendments Hitherto. 

When the Constitutional Convention 
of 1915 met, one of the first speeches 
was made by a leading Republican 
statesman, who said that the aim of 
the convention should be to reduce 
the Constitution to vest pocket size. 
Fired by an ambition to do as much 
as possible toward this end, a member 
of the convention immediately took 
up certain lengthy sections of Article 
I having to do with land grants, sure 
that they could be reduced to one or 
two lines. When he came back to 
present his report on the subject 
there ensued a debate which lasted 
for two and a half days, and the sec- 
tion was reported in its original form 
without the change of a word. 

As a matter of fact, throughout the 
150 years of the existence of the 
State comparatively few fundamental 
amendments to the Constitution have 


been adopted. The judiciary article 
was entirely amended in 1925. The 
article on State indebtedness was 


amended in 1920. The articles 
amending the disposition of canal 
lands and the acquisition of forest 
preserve were adopted in 1920 and 
1921. It was necessary to adopt a 
special amendment in order to pay a 
bonus to the soldiers who fought in 
the World War. In response to the 
tendency to give the largest possible 
measure of self-government to locali- 
ties, the Home Rule amendment was 
passed and this, as a result, has re- 
lieved the statute books of the bur- 
den of much local legislation. 


It is interesting to note that in a 
period of 150 years, until after 1915, 
most of the amendments had to do 
with minor alterations always seeking 
to adapt the Government more closely 
to the changing conditions of the 
State. Because of the amendment to 
the Constitution limiting the bonded 
indebtedness of the State, it was nec- 
essary, in order to take care of needed 
expansion, to pass a group of finan- 
cial amendments in 1923 and 1925. 

In 1923 the State voted to bond it- 
self for $50,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of State hospitals, and in 1925 
for $100,000,000 for the construction 
of public buildings and to authorize 
$300,000,000 for the elimination of 
railroad grade crossings. That same 
year most important changes were 
made that affected the whole struc- 
ture of the Government. The State 
judiciary system was reorganized, and 
a consolidation of the whole State 
Government itself was authorized: 
These = t amendments are all il- 
lustrative of the growing interest ‘ifi 
making the State Government miore 
responsive to the people. 

More Responsive Administration. 


The reasons for the adverse vote on 
the Constitution as revised by the 
Convention of 1915 have been variqus- 
ly deseribed. It is significant, how- 
ever, that ihe best part of the work 
of that convention has since been en- 
acted either into statute law or by 
process of submitting separate consti- 
tutional amendments to the people. 
That! is especially true of the reor-

Placing the responsibility for’ con- 
ducting the financial affairs of the 
State squarely on the Shoulders’ of the 
Governor while leaving the appropria- 
tion of money with the Legislature; as 
will be done when the exécutive bud- 
get is adopted, is another illustration 
of the modern tendency to create re- 
sponsible and visible government. 
The present Constitution of New 
York State makes it possible for Gov- 
ernment to function in the: open and 
to fix definitely in “the Constitution 
what has been found to be adminis- 
tratively best, while leaving sufficient 
leeway in the creation of the Execu- 
tive Department, under the contro! of 
the Governor himself, to have a flex- 
ible and yet responsible system. While 
the Legislature is erijoined by the Con- 
stitution from creating any additional 
departments or permanent commis- 
sions, there is margin for new work 
that may be found necessary in the 
research agencies under the Gover- 
nor’s control, or in’ temporary com- 
missions created by the Legislature. 
It would be most desirable if we

SNUFF USING IS INCREASING, 
BUT IS LESS CONSPICUOUS

DD to the phenomena of a coun- 
try that has adopted. liquor pro- 
hibition—and is. still trying more 

or legs to live up to it—the following: 
38,500,000 pounds of snuff were con- 
sumed in the United States last year. 
There may .be.no..connection . be- 
tween alcohol (and the scarcity of it) 
and snuff (and the abundance’ of it); 
but it is a fact that the American peo- 
ple are, by all the signs, taking a re- 
newed interest in the ancient and hon- 
orable snuffbox. With fewer of the 
formalities of an earlier age, but ap- 
parently with quite as much gusto, 
the American. of today takes ‘his pinch 
of snuff and pays, in the ageregate, 
close to..$50,000,000 a.year for the 
privilege. That, at least, was last 
year’s snuff bill in. this country. 

One can buy snuff anywhere. It is 

carried in all the chain tobacco shops 

of the cities and.in nearly every groc- 
ery and general store of the rural 
districts. Advertised perhaps less than 
any other form of tobacco, snuff has 
nevertheless continued in vogue with 

a considerable part of the community, 

and in recent years has shown signs 

of regaining the high favor it once 
enjoyed. 

In England the process is apparently 

even more marked.~- Recently dis- 

patches told,of an incipient snuff fad 
in certain English s@@ial circles de- 
sirous, no doubt, of increasing, their 
equipment of “minor hides. " English 
tailors are already registering dismay 
at the thought of ‘providing’ sufficient 
pocket space for a snuffbox in a mod- 
ern, tight-fitting dress, suit. 
Alleged Therapeutic Value. 

Nothing like that seems imminent in 
this country. Socially, snuff-taking 
has yet to make its bid, for fashionable 
favor. If “the best people” are using 
snuff, they are doing so very much 
under cover. Snuff, wrote Cowper |.

But it is hardly for this teason that 
the present-day users turn to snuff. 
One of the reasons why so little snuff-

Another New England prac- 
tice is to use cotton waste rubbed in 
castile soap and then rolled in snuff, 
the final product being chewed. 

The mill owners once undertook to 
put’a stop to the” practice, ‘but it is 
said that the quality of the work done 
when the snuff supply was cut off was 
so inferior that the old order was re- 
stored. By some it is contended that 
the use of snuff—when chewed—has 
a certain therapeutic value in the case 
of workers exposed to air filled with 
dust or fine particles of lint. The 
irritation..of the. throat, they say,.is 
in a measure relieved. 

In New York it is found that sub- 
way workers, street car employes and 
others not permitted to smoke .while 
at workeare among the chief users of 
snuff. To some-extent also it is. used 
by painters and plasterers. Many old 
women of German and Dutch descent 
like snuff. .They take, it in the old- 
fashioned way.

momentous years in the 
history of contemporary civili- 
vation came to a close yester- 
day—a decade of revolution and 
Bolshevism in Russia. On the eve- 
ning of March 12, 1917, to end a five- 
day period of “bread. disturbances” in 
the streets of Leningrad (then Petro- 
grad), with which the Ministers. and 
the police of the autocracy were no 
longer able to cope, the leaders of the 
various parliamentary groups in the 
Duma organized among’ themselves a 
Committee of Safety. This. step, 
vaguely intended to re-establish order 
in the capital, proved to be the open- 
ing act of the Russian revolution. 
Within three days, almost to the 
minute, the tide of rebellion, bursting 
all restraints, had swept the Commit- 
tee of Safety into the seats of the 
Government and, conversely, had 
swept .out the Romanoff dynasty, | 
which had ruled Russia since 1613. 
Twelve minutes before midnight on 
March 15, ‘Nicholas II, seventeenth 
ruler in the Romanoff line, abdicated 
the throne of Russia, both for himself 
and for his twelve-year-old son and 
heir, Alexis. 


“Thank God,” the Emperor sighed as 
he-handed .over the two signed copies 
of the abdication act to the Duma 
deputies, V. V. Shulgin and A. T. 
Gutchkoff, who had gone to meet. him 
in his private train in the railroad 
yard at Pskoff. “I shall now go to 
Livadia, into my garden. I love 
flowers so.” 

But Nicholas II did not again see 
the flowers of the imperial resort in 
the Crimea. He was arrested five 
days later, with his family, at Tsar- 
skoye Selo. For a space of fifteen 
months they lived as prisoners, first 
of the Kerensky Government, then of 
the Bolshevist authorities, in various 
cities of the Russian interior. On July 
16, 1918, at the hour of midnight (a 
fateful hour for the Romanoffs), the 
former Czar, his wife, their five chil- 
dren and four of their trusted ser- 
vants and companions were executed 
by the order of the Ural Soviet in the 
city of Yekaterinburg. 

An Unexpected Turn, 

The downfall of ‘the autocratic 
régime was something progressive 
Russians had looked forward to for 
nearly a hundred years, while the 
dynasty had repeatedly feared it. Yet 
the time and manner of its coming 
took the Russian people as much by 
surprise as it did the Czarist Govern- 
ment. On numerous occasions in the 
past the police and troo of the 
autocracy had crushed up: such 
as those of March 8 to March 12, and 
even more formidable ones. - 

What made 1917 the year of suc- 
cessful revolution in Russia was the 
World War. 


The war, then in its third year, had 
fatally undermined the balance be- 
tween the peasant masses .and* the 
Czarist régime, which such autocrats 
as Peter the Great, the “Empress 
Catherine and Alexander II had suc- 
cessively built up. On the one hand, 
the war had shaken the blind obedi- 
ence of the Russian soldier. On: the 
other, it. directed the -spotlight on 
Russia’s ruling caste, revealing ‘and 
accentuating the moral decay. and 
spiritual bankruptcy of Russia’s™ offi- 
cial and landed aristocracy. 

The army was the autocracy’s shield 
and foundation. After six months in 
Government barracks the peasant Jad 
had invariably been turned into a 
machine as automatic as his own ‘rifle. 
The World War, curiously, enough, 
transformed the Russian soldier from 
an automaton into an individual. 

By January, 1917, the Russian 
General Staff had under arms 16,000,- 
000 men between the ages of 20 and 
40. Millions of men, with beards 
reaching down to their belts, had‘ been 
taken from their plows and their cot- 
tages, from their wives and their 
children, and forced into uniforms. 
They were soldiers, but they could not 
be militarized. They brought a civil- 
ian spirit into the army; saturated 
the army with a desire for peace, 
with a longing for distant home fires 
and anxious families. 


Officers’ Morale Was Gone. 


"'Bhe two and a half years of war had 
also brought about a transformation in 
the ranks of the Russian officers; their 
morale was gone. The leaders of the 
Russian Army had become its plunder- 
ers. Army officers and_ contractors, 
the heads of the industry and trans- 
port, highest civil officials and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet of Ministers, had 
become steeped in graft and corrup- 
tion. Profiteering and favoritism were 
rampant. Some came to light on the 
floor of the Duma; some in the courts. 

It was this transformation of the 
character of the Russian Army—the 
humanizing of plain soldiers and the 
crumbling morale of its officers—that 
made the difference in the events of 
March, turning them from what might 
have proved another unsuccessful poli- 
tical demonstration into a stupendous 
political and economic revolution. 

Early in 1917 hunger, like a brood- 
ing shadow, descended upon the Rus- 
sian capital. The baking of bread 
had become irregular. There was a 
natural shortage of food in the coun- 
try: too many people had been taken 
away, for war purposes, from the 
plow. Less land: was under cultiva- 
tion; the yield per acre, too, had di- 
minished. But what had made the hun- 
ger acute for the. moment was the 
breakdo’ 9, .transportation. 

About ) middle of ‘February the. 
Cabinet of Ministers, anticipating food 
riots, n to take measures—the 
typical measures of the old R 
bureauéracy. They stationed soldiers 
with machine guns on the roofs of the

main streets. On Feb. 22, whether by 
design or by accident, the Czar left the 
capital for Moghileff, the headquarters 
of the General Staff. 

The first week in March the bread 
shortage reached the munition work- 
ers, who had hitherto been in a sort 
of preferential class, and a series of 
strikes began in Petrograd, accom- 
panied by minor disorders. Thursday, 
March 8, a demonstration of workmen 
occurred. It was dispersed by the po- 
lice, The demonstration, in. a much 
wider and more defiant form, was re- 
sumed next day. Again the autocracy 
came out victorious. It resorted, how- 
ever, to drastic measures, and there 
were several hundred casualties in ad- 
dition to a larger number of wounded 
workmen. ‘ 
Again the demonstration was re- 
sumed the following day. Where scores 
of thousands had marched on Friday, 
hundreds of thousands marched on 
Saturday. The workmen were aug- 
mented by men from the middle 
classes. The banks re closed. The 
street cars struck. hools and col- 
leges emptied their students into the 
streets and these promptly took their 
places in the line of march. The 
Nevsky Prospect, the Liteiny, the 
Sadovaya teemed with masses carrying 
banners that called for bread, or shout- 
ing: “Down With Autocracy!” “Down 
With the Czar!” The objective of the 
marchers was Znamensky Square, in 
front of the Cathedral of St. Isaac, 
where meetings had been arranged by 
the leaders of the various revolution- 
ary groups in Petrograd. 

Old Formula Went Wrong. 


The authorities acted in accordance 
with established formula. A. platoon 
of mounted Cossacks was dispatched 
with orders to break up the demon- 
stration. In the past the Government 
had found Cossacks infallible in similar 
situations. On this occasion the old 
and tried formula went wrong for the 
autocracy. 

In their wartime wanderings across 
Russia the Cossacks, like all other sol- 
diers, had frequently been billeted in 
peasant homes for weeks and even 
months at a time. Peasant women 
mended their clothes. Peasant girls 
had been their companions. The civil- 
ian. population, particularly the wo- 
men, had to a considerable cegree 
domesticated these ruthless soldiers. 
Bonds of friendship and sociability had 
sprung up between them. 

When the platoon of Cossacks came 
down the street, the packed mass of 
marchers parted and, forming a lane, 
received the Cossacks in their midst. 
“Don’t shoot, . boys; we are here 
for bread,” the women nearest the 
troops called. The words reverberated 
through the platoon. The officer in 
charge gave a faint sign that he would 
not shoot and a chorus of cheers and 
hurrahs went up for-him and his 
troops. The Cossacks had gone over 
to the people and the first serious 
break in the Czar’s army had oc- 
curred. 

The demonstrations became street 
battles on Sunday. The civilian crowds 
were winning over to. their. side the 
troops which the Government had sent 
against ‘them. The machine guns of 
the police. were now answered by the 
guns of the soldiers. 

Monday morning the Petrograd gar- 
rison joined the revolutionists in a 
body. By 1 o’clock the ¢ity’s princi- 
pal arsenals had been captured by the 
revolutionists. Army offieers of higher’ 
rank,- such as’ Célonéls and Generals,

'. The Kerensky Government. _ 

In ‘the late afternoon the troops that 
had gone over to the revolution, some 
with their commanders at the head, 
but most of them without their su- 
perior officers, began massing in front 
of the Duma. After some time, Alex- 
ander Kerensky, a Socialist Deputy, 
and several. other mémbers of ‘the 
Duma, came out and announced that 
a Committee of Safety had been or- 
ganized to take over the Government. 
The soldiers pledged their support to it. 

While the members of the Duma, 
sitting in the Taurida Palace, were 
choosing from among themselves. the 
Committee of Safety, which was to 
take up the reigns of government, in 
a different hall in the same palace 
another organization had come to life. 
It was called the Council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Deputies, the 
Workmen’s Council, or Soviet, for 
short. The men who organized the 
Workers’ Council were the leaders of 
the various revolutionary groups of 
the labor organizations and of the So- 
cialist parties, - They had directed the 
revolution underground, and now that 
it had come to the surface they or- 
ganized: to take charge of it. 

From the. outset the Workmen’s 
Council assumed tacit authority over 
the Committee of Safety, directing its 
course and repeatedly forcing upon it 
more drastic and incisive action than 
the committee, left to its own deliber- 
ate and, for the most part, co-serva- 
tive judgment, ‘wowtld “have taken. 

The most conspicuous example of 
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Government of Russia.  Milyukoff, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs in the 
First Provisional Government; 
Gutckoff, its War Minister, and the 
Prime Minister, Prince G. E. Lvov, 
were heartily in favor of Russia's con- 
tinuing to fight the Central Powers 
on the side of the Allies. 
though a Socialist, was likewise in 
favor of it. Heiwas one of the Social- 
ists in the Duma who had voted for 
Russia’s entering the war against 
Germany in ‘1914. 
Workers’ and Soldiers’ Deputies was 
for the launching of an immediate 
peace move on the literal basis of. “no 
annexations, no indemnities and -self- 
determination.” 

On March 27 the Council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Deputies 
dressed a proclamation “To All Na- 
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To the Duma members, even to! Hj 
Kerensky, it. had not occurred to seek 
the abolition of the dynasty. At first 
the committee seemed to expect mere- 
ly a change of Ministries.. On further 
consideration it was decided to ask 
that Nicholas II abdicate in favor of 
the Czareyich, Alexis, and that a re- 
gency be. appointed. 
Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Deputies that from the first insisted 
that the Romanoff rule. be eliminated 
from Russia, root and branch, and its 
will prevailed. 

Kerensky, as a laborite spokesman 
in the Duma, had been a popular 
figure with the masses and was 
chosen Vice President of the Work- 
Holding at the same

in what might be termed a key posi- 
He was both the go-between 
and the mediator between the Govern- 
ment and the revolutionary leaders 
For two weeks fol- 
lowing March 12 the two worked hand- 
in-hand to consolidate the revolution 
both at home and abroad. 
27 the inevitable break took place. 
It came over the question of Russia’s 
continuing to take part in the war.’ 
The allies expected that. 
after the revolution broke, on March 
14, France and England recognized 
the Duma Committee of Safety as the 
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tions” calling for such a peace. This 
action split the Russian’ revolution 
from stem to stern. 

Less than a month after the appeal 
for an immediate peace Nikolai Lenin 
was in Russia, arriving by way of the 
“sealed train” from his exile in Swit- 
zerland. He made public his famous 
“April Theses.” These not only upheld 
the demands of the Council but also 
deepened and extended those demands. 
The salient points of the Lenin theses 
were: The concentration of power in 
the Workers’ Councils until the call- 
ing of the Constitutional Assembly ; 
immediate transfer of all lands in the 
country to the authority of Peasant 
Land Committees; control over shops 
and factories by workers. 








The Lenin program was outlined in 


the Taurida, Palace on April 17. Four 
days later demonstrations against the 
Provisional Government began. In May 
the first Provisional Government fell 
and a Coalition Government with the 
groups of the Left followed. 

Four Coalition Governments, in each 
of which Kerensky was a leading, if 
not the leading, figure, came during 
the next six months. Lenin, éither 
openly from his headquarters in the 
Pravda office or from his hiding 
places, where he fled to escape arrest, 
continued to fire broadside after broad- 
side against Kerensky’s foreign and 
domestic policies. 

On June 18 Russia’s unwilling 
armies were once more drawn up in 
battle formation. The Coalition Gov-

The Russian peasant has forgotten 
that there ever was a Czar in Russia 
and now wants to forget as quickly as 
possible that there was a revolution. 
He has obtained the land he needed, 
and relief from ‘certain burdensome 
taxation, and now wants peace and the 
opportunity to work his land undis- 
turbed and profitably. He wants gov- 
ernment and economics in Russia to 
take a normal, progressive course. 





ECLIPSES OF SUN AND 
MOON OCCURRING IN 1927 


{REE eclipses of the sun and 
two eclipses of the moon are listed 
in the calendar for 1927. The first 

of these occurred on Jan. 8 and was 
called the annular eclipse of the sun: 
The second eclipse will be that of the 
moon. It will occur on June 15 and 
the totality belt will be visible in parts 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, on 
the continents of: North and South 
America and in Australia. 

An eclipse of the sun that will at- 
tract great attention will take place on 
June 29. The line of totality will pass 
from the Atlantic across the Irish Sea, 
North Wales, England from the Dee to 
the Tees, the North Sea, part of Scan- 
dinavia, the Arctic, northeast of Si- 
beria, Bering Sea and the Aleutian 
Islands. 

The second total eclipse of the moon 
is due on.Dec. 8 and its_totality belt 
will be visible in the Pacific Ocean, 
Australia, the Indian Ocean, Asia, Af- 
rica, eastern part of Europe and the 
northern part of North America, 

The last eclipse of the year will be 
a partial eclipse of the sun on Dec. 
24. This will be visible only in the

latmities—Progress: Made in ‘the American Service’ - 


By CHARLES FITZHUGH TALMAN. 


FEW years ago the news of a 
i great earthquake disaster; such 
casthas just overtaken Japan, 
was made doubly appalling ‘by 
the’ ‘prevalence of ‘a curious fallacy 
coficéerning such visitations.. A hand- 
ful’ of! far-seeing scientific. men ‘apart, 
the ‘world “regatded. the scourge of 
eatthqtiakés as” beyond: | mitigation. 
These catastrophes could not be cured, 
héfice ‘they must be supinely endured. 
Such was the almost-universal attitude 
toward earthquakes, just as similar 
fatalistic ‘views -once: prevailed: con- 
cérning certain other natural evils, in- 
chiding tempests and epidemics of dis- 
ease. 

Thus’ the news of a ‘destructive 
earthqtiake ‘was not merely the har- 
rowing récord of 4 past event, but also 
the gloomy presage of an ‘unlimited 
number of future events:! History 
would .repeat. itself. Especially when 
the disaster ‘had occurred in a region 
notoriously subject to earthquakes, it 
seemed pitifully futile to repopulate 
and rebuild the’ stricken towns and 


‘A different view is now beginning to 
prevail. Not much, relatively speak- 
ing, has:yet-actually been done to pro- 
tect mankind from earthquakes, but 
the fact that effective measures of 
protection are available is becoming 
common knowledge. People no longer 
feel hopeless and helpless. 

According to an estimate made years 
ago by the pioneer seismologist Mallet, 
about 13,000,000 human lives were de- 
stroyed by earthquakes in the course 
of forty centuries. A relatively suiali 
proportion of thesé fatalities.were due 
directly to the precesses of nature. The 
cases in which the’Victims were swal- 
lowed up in crevasses and landslides 
or drowned by waves and floods of 
seismic origin were exceptional. In the 
‘vast majority of cases they were killed 
by the collapse of buildings or burned 
to death in fires thus occasioned. 


Reducing the Earthquake Peril. 


The problem of control is fraught 
with so many difficulties that no seis- 
mologist dreams of eliminating the 
earthquake peril altogether, though 
the prospects of reducing it to a small 
fraction of its present proportions are 
extremely bright. 

At the present time, although earth- 
quakes are no more frequent than they 
have been in the past, the earthquake 
peril is steadily growing greater. This 
is because of the increased density of 
population and the increased complex- 
ity and vulnerability of the structures 
erected by mankind. A race of tent 
dwellers has little to fear from earth- 
quakes. A modern city, with its tall 
buildings, its crowded streets and its 
elaborate system of underground pipes, 
conduits, subways and the like, is. the 
potential site of colossal earthquake 
devastation such as would have been 
impossible anywhere a generation ago. 

Planning cities without the slightest 
regard for the danger of earthquakes 
is a paradox that is particularly well 
exemplified in the cities of Southern 
Italy, where quakes are common. Mes- 
sina has been rebuilt at least three 
times, practically, and many times 
after partial destruction, in each case 
without any obvious attempt to adopt 
a style of architecture less susceptible 
to earthquake damage. In the last 
great earthquake disaster at Messina, 
in 1908, the loss of life amounted to 65 
per cent. of the total population. Pro- 
fessor Omori, the great Japanese au- 
thority, who visited the scene of this 
quake, said that 98 per cent. of the 
fatalities were due to faulty construc- 
tion. Some Italian cities have fared 
even worse than Messina in this re- 
spect. At Avezzano, in 1915, fully 96 
per cent. of the entire population per- 
ished when an earthquake laid the city 
in ruins. 

In recent times deliberate building 
for earthquakes has begun, to a cer- 
tain extent, under scientific direction 
in many parts of the world; yet itis a 
strikingly anomalous fact that earth- 
quake-proof construction was not de- 
veloped long ago through a process 
of natural evolution, at least in coun- 
tries where earthquakes are preva- 
lent. Some traces of such natural de- 
velopment are to be found in Japan; 
as, for example, in the strongly braced 
temples, the curved profile of certain 
castle walls and the occasional use of 
massive pendulums to lower the cen- 
tre of gravity of a building. Such pre- 
cautions are, however, exceptional 
even in Japan, and in her process of 
modernization that country adopted 
Occidental architecture of ordinary 
types. to an extent incompatible with 
the instability of her soil. 


First Maps of Earth Shocks. 


The question of suitable construction 
methods is, of course, but one of sev- 
eral problems involved in the cam- 
paign of protection from earthquakes 
upon which mankind -has lately em- 
barked. The campaign is founded 
upon a substructure of knowledge con- 
cerning the nature of earthquake 
shocks—their distribution, their rela- 
tions to other terrestrial phenomena, 
and their effects—all of which con- 
stitutes the science of seismology. The 
history of this science begins with 
Robert Mallet’s investigation of the 
great Neapolitan earthquake of De- 
cember, 1857. sa 

Orderly conceptions concerning thé 
characteristics of earthquakes be to 
emerge when Mallet and his immediate 
successors introduced methods of map- 
ping these phenomena, indicating, 
first of all, a spot called the epicentre, 
supposed to lie directly over the under- 
ground focus of the disturbance, and 
then drawing around this spot curved 
lines, called isoseismals, connecting 
_Places at which the. shock was felt 
with equal intensity. These lines im- 
ply the use-of-an’“earthquake’scale;”""”

denoting degrees ot intensity,.and sev- 
eral such enales have been employed. 
Thé most familiar is the Rossi-Forel 
scale, which has ten degrees, ranging 
from No. 1, the ;feblestshock per- 
ceptible to the human senses, up to 
No. ‘10, defined as’ “shock of extreme 
intensity; great. disaster;. buildings 
ruined; disturbance of strata; fissures 
in ‘the ‘ground; rock-falls from’ moun- 
tains. ” 

While Mallet was the first to make 
a thorough scientific study of the me- 
chanism of an earthquake, the organi- 
zation of earthquake observations over 
an extensive area, constituting what 
may be called an “earthquake Survey,” 
was first: successfully carried: out in 
Japan under the direction of an Eng- 
lishman, John Milne, Native savants 
soon took up the work, .Today some 
of the forémost seismologists of the 
world are Japanese. 


Many countries have followed the ex- 
ample of Japan’ in organizing national 
seismological services, the leading 
function: of which is to make ‘statistical 
studies of earthquakes within’ their 
several territories. ‘Thanks to these of- 
ficial | investigations; ~ together with 
those carried on by other agencies, a 
vast amount of information-has been 
acquired. concerning..the seismic.geog- 
raphy of the globe. The “seismicity” 
of different regions—i, e., the relative 
extent to which they are subject to 
earthquakes—has been charted in a 
general way, though a vast amount of 
detaileé¢ mapping remains to be done. 

Apart from these statistical studies, 
both...official -and...unoffieial agencies 
have studied a wide range of problems 
relating to earthquakes. Some years 
ago ope.had to look abroad for the 
best examples of work in this field of 
science, but it is*gratifying to be able 
to say that, gt the present moment, 
Americans, have taken their proper 
place in the ranks of seismologists, A 
sketch of: the present state of seis- 


mology in this. country will serve'to in-}. 


dicate the ways in which the science 
is being promoted generally through- 
out the civilized world. 


The official seismelogical service:of 
the United States was conducted for 
several years by the Weather Bureau, 
but since 1925 it has been ‘under the 
direction of the Coast and. Geodetic 
Survey. The formef bireau, however; 
still maintains a large corps of volun- 
teervsearthquake observers throughout 
the country) afid! transmits their :réc- 
ords\ to the Coast, Survey for publica- 
tion. This corps of observers, whose 
observations are mainly fon-instru- 
mental, provides the bulk. of the earth- 
quake gtatistics for.the United States. 
Stations at which more refined obser- 
vations are made by means of seis- 
mographs. are becoming fairly numer- 
ous.. within. ourterriterys «A .few of 
them“ are ‘operated* by “the Weather 
Bureau, ‘and ‘the Coast. Survey... A 
larger numbér “are“lodated at colleges 
and universities. A notable group of 
seismograph stations is maintained by 
the Jesuits, who have their own or- 
ganization, known as-thé Jesuit Seis- 
mological Association, with headquar- 
ters at St. Louis. 


In the United States, as in several 
other countries, a great amount of 
valuable work is carried on by seismo- 
logical societies, whose contributions 
to seismology are published in’ special 
journals. In this country we have the 
energetic Seismological Society of 
America, whose monthly’ bulletin is 


published at Stanford University: ‘This 
society has formulated ‘a’ statement of 
its aims that is worth quoting as an 
illustration of the ‘Varied and “highly 
utilitarian ‘character of seismological 
undertakings.

This society has organized, in co- 
operation with the American Society 
of Civil Engineers, the American In- 
stitute of Architects, the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters and sev- 
eral other organizations, a.Committee 
on Building for Safety Against Earth- 
quakes. The committee has already 
issued a number of notable reports. 
These deal not only with the general 
problem of earthquake-proof con- 
struction,,but also with such special 
questions as the design and operation 
of water-supply .systems...with refer- 
ence to the fire hazard in earth- 
quakes, 


Precautions for Cities. 


Earthquake protection is a many- 
sided problem. Beginning with the 
San Francisco earthquake of Oct. 18, 
1865, and ending with the Santa Bar- 
bara earthquake of June 29, 1925, 
there have been at least twenty-two 
earthquakes in the™ Unfted™ States 
which haye damaged structures per- 
taining’ to Water supply. The damage 
done im theseshocks ranged in im- 
Portaneée from minor effects, which 
could be quickly repaired, up to in- 
terruptions in the principal water 
supplies of a large city, which en- 
tailed a loss reaching several hundred 
million dollars. 

After the disaster of 1906 the City 
of San Francisco installed a separate 
high-pressure water system for fire 
fighting at a cost of between ‘five. and 
six million dollars. This system pro-

Problem of: Cost Reduction. 


“Cheaper production of ‘mass trans- 
portation” is a term which,’ reduced 
to everyday language, implies ‘ the 
‘operation of more and faster trains 
without increasing costs. Up to the 
present, the only course open to rail- 
roads has been through speed. Faster 
schedules have increased the produc- 
tion of transportation service. Freight 
trains of today go roaring over the 
various system at a pace that would 
have left the passenger “fliers” of not 
so long ago far behind. But the limit 
has about been reached with the nres- 
ent types of equipment. The weight 
of motive power, or locomotives, is 
the limiting factor, and the peak in 
the size of locomotives which the rails 
will support safely has about been 
reached.

revocable and are “active” until each 
procedure is completed, if at all—and 
that. negative. actions are. without 
binding force. For example, the child 
labor amendment. submitted . several 
years ago still “outstands,” though it 
has been “rejected” by the Legisla- 
tures of all but four or five States. 
It is; held commonly that. there is no 
process by which its rejection can be 
proclaimed; that any of the Legisla- 
tures that have “rejected”, can. ap- 
prove it at any time, but those that 
have ratified cannot change their po- 
sition. 

When several State Legislatures 
tried to recall prior actions ratifying 
the Fifteenth Amendment, Congress 
directed the Secretary of State to treat 
the first actions as final and to pro- 
claim ratifications despite revocation.

“In building . the new concrete . ‘road 
from Washington ‘to Richmond the 
Virginia,.Highway Commission... has 
deviated. from ‘the course of. the old 
road,' running the new one in almost a 
direct .line- so that the distance be- 
tween. Washington and. Richmond is 
shortened ‘to 108 miles. This road 
runs by way of Arlington, the na- 
tional Washington Masonic Memorial 
and Christ’s: Church in. Alexandria, 
the latter famous because of its asso- 
ciation with Washington, and close to 
Washington’s home at Mount Vernon. 

Then follows Fredericksburg, which 
is the key.to scoresof historic.points.

MOTOR ‘ACCIDENTS. DECREASE 
IN OPENING. MONTH. OF YEAR

TATISTICS of -motor veliicle fa-. 
talities for the month of January 
compiled _ by the National Safety 

Council show a slight’ decrease over 
that month of 1926. The total dedths 
in the United States for the first 
month of the year are estimated at 
1,430, averaging about 46 a day, ‘as 
against 49 a day in 1926 and 65 a 
day for January, 1925. While the de- 
crease : ‘over - the corresponding month 
one year ago is not large, the figures 
are nevertheless encouraging as indi- 
cating ,a growing national conscious- 
ness in a more careful observance ‘of 
traffic and-highway safety regula- 
tions.

He. re- 
turned recently to New York from 
Bermuda, where he had been jnves- 

iting a particularly é@ffective bac- 
terial disease of the cactus, Upon his 
arrival here he expressed the ‘opinion 
that the isolation of this disease, 
which, he believes, will play havoc 
with the cactus in Australia, can he 
trageti_to the advent of the Volstead 
law, t 

Where and what, one.may .wonder, 
is the connection between a Bermuda 
bacteria, prohibition in the United 
States and the eradication of Aus- 
tralia’s pest? It all begins with the 
introduction of the cactus in Aus- 
tralia.. The best information available 
indicates that the plant was either 
first brought to the, island continent 
in the eighteenth céntury to further 
the cochineal industry—the _ insect 
feeding on the cactus—or was im- 
ported by later settlers for use as an 
ornamental hedge. ‘Like “tie rabbit, 
the cactus, finding the climate - of 
Australia most favorable and ‘not be- 
ing assailed by. any natural enemies, 
began to spread with ‘great ‘rapidity, 
until today it is estimated to cover 
an area about four times’ as Jarge as 
the total acreage under cultivation. 


In recent years the agriculturists 


of the Commonwealth have realized 
the danger of the pest. Millions of 
dollars are now spent annually by the 
Federal and State Governments in re- 
searches. Scientists have been sent 
to India, North and South America, 
Africa and Southern Europe to find a 
natural enemy of the cactus, in the 
belief that the best hope of success 
lay .in biological methods. Chemical 
and mechanical means of extermina- 
tion, ‘while often effective, have proved 
too costly to be used exclusively. 

Since 1920, when the Commonwealth 
Prickly Pear..Board. took control of 
the work, most of ‘the investigation 
has been centred in the United States, 
for here three types of insects feeding 
on the pear have been found. Many 
of these insects have been distributed 
throughout the Commonwealth. and 
have proved useful but not wholly ef- 
fective, as has been the case with 
fungus and mosaic diseases of the 
cactus. che : 

In pursuing his thquiries Mr. Lew- 
cock went .to Bermuda’ at the sug- 
gestion of Dr. H. H. Whetzel, plant 
pathologist at Cornell University. It 
was there that he. discovered the 
bacterial disease of the cactus. It had 
apparently appeared only a’ few: years 
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Infinite Space 
as exemplified in the 
treatment of this ex- 
hibition salon at “The 
Dorset...A few. suites, 
some with salons of 
double ceiling height,

fell and put the bacteria. to work on 
cactus plants. in» greenhonses during 
the Winter season when.thé study in 
Bermuda under favorable .conditions 
was not possible. 

At a convention of plant patholo- 
gists at Cornell last year, Mr. Lew- 
cock met certain European investiga- 
tors who informed him that a 
mysterious disease had been ftavaging 
the Indian fig fields of Southern 


dian fig is the fruit ofa cultivated 
variety ‘of the cactus, | Mr, Leweock 
went again to Bermuda: Comparing 
the data obtained from the European 
scientists. with a further study of the 
Bermuda bacterial disease, he became: 
convinced that this and.the Indian fig 
disease were thé.same. From scien- 
tists familiar with Bermuda conditions 
he ‘received -assurance that the cactus 
bacild were of recent origin. It was 
then that Mr. Lewcock was faced with 
the problem ‘of determining how the 
bacteria had. traveled from Southern 
Europe. to Bermiida.

the disease may not have been a re- 
cent importation. 
discovery promises to be of great im- 
portance to Australia. ° 

Mr. Lewcock observed that the 
diseased prickly pears in Bermuda 
were spotted with patches resembling 
soft rot in vegetables.. He was the 
first. scientist to isolate the bacillus 
causing the disease, but has not yet 
named it. It is not the bacillus itself, 
however, which destroys the ‘‘pear.’’ 
When the cactus is infected with the 
germ, during the Summer months, it 
multiplies at ‘a great rate, producing 
an enzyme, and it is the latter which 
spreads through the plant, destroying 
within a short time large, healthy 
specimens which seem to lack any 
natural resistant. The bacilli spread 
by their own means from plant to 
plant, affecting large areas in a short 
time, 

Mr. Lewcock believes that the dis- 
ease will not attack other plants of 
economic value in Australia; and he 
hopes next year to introduce the 
bacillus under properly controlled con- 
ditions into the Commonwealth, in the 
expectation that it will become a 
major weapon in his country’s fight

Reggie McNamara stands supreme 
this morning among the world’s six- 
day bicycle riders. This 39-year-old 
veteran of fifty-one grinds last night 
scored his twelfth triumph in six-day 
racing when, with his speedy little 
Itajian partner, Franco Georgetti, he 
rode to ‘victory in the forty-second in- 
ternational six-day race, which closed 
at 11 o’clock last night in Madison 
Square Garden. 

A crowd of 22,000 excited bike fans 
roared its tribute to the American- 
Italian combination at the end. 


McNamara and Georgetti won the 
race by a margin of three laps. 

The champions entered the final 
hour of racing, during which sprints 
for points are held every mile, enjoy- 
ing a lead of two laps.. McNamara and 
Georgetti, however, made the point 
system unnecessary by stealing an- 
other circuit, in one of the most excit- 
ing exhibitions of final-hour riding in 
the history of six-day grinds. 


Second Team Victory in Year. 


The victory was the third in succes- 
sion scored by McNamara in six-day 
races in this city and the second’in a 
year for the triumphant team. In their 
victory McNamara nad Georgetti cov- 
evered 2,340 miles and 9 laps. 

Second to McNamara nad Georgetti 
were Bobby Walthour Jr., son of the 
once famous ‘‘Dixie Flier,’’ and Freddie 
Spencer, Plainfield youngster. 

They finished deadlocked with Tony 
Beckman, Cecaucus, N. J., and Otto 
Petri, German rider, on mileage, three 
laps back, having gained a lap in the 
cot half hour of the race in a sensa- 
tional jam. 

On the point bzsis, however, Wal- 
thour and Spencer gained the runner- 
up place, with 617 points, against 280 
for Beckman and Petri. 

Carl Stockholm, Chicago, and Char- 
ley Winter finished fourth, four laps 
back of the winners. Fifth place went 
to Tom Bello and Louis Benezatto, 
Italians, five laps back, with 649 
points. In sixth position were Willie 
Grimm and Harry Horan, Jersey team, 
five laps back, but with only 454 
points. 


Madden and Hanley Eighth. 


Alfredo Dinale, Italian, and Klaas 
Van Nek, Holland, were seventh, six 
laps in the rear, and Eddie Madden 
and Bill Hanley were eighth, seven 
laps back. Francesco Zucchetti and 


Edward Raffo were last, ten laps in 
arrears. 

The race witnessed the pilfering of 
177 laps, far below the record of 304 set 
last December, but it lacked nothing 
in thrills, the feature being the riding 
of McNamara and his partner from the 
start. 

The champions got out in front soon 
after the start and maintained their 
position despite the terrific riding 
efforts of fourteen rival combinations. 
At one stage of the race the victors 
were four laps in front. 

It was revealed last night that Mc- 
Namara rode since last Thursday night 
with a broken rib on his left side. 

McNamara will sail Saturday for 
France to race in a six-day grind in 
Paris, starting April 4. 

The closing sprints started quietly 
enough, the riders going through the 
first six brushes with hard closing lap 
riding marking each heat. But in the 
seventh, the teams of Grimm and 
Horan, Bello and Benezatto and Dinale 
and, Van.Nek went off on a riding 
sprée and each team gained a lap. 

One of the most.excitin jams of the

Threat to Oust Sheriff Stops 
Florida Track—Ready to 
Call Militia. 


COURT OFFICIAL IS WARNED 


County Judge Who Cleared Four 
on Friday of Gambling Told 
to Help the Sheriff. 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla., March 
12 (#).—Horse racing in Florida under 
the certificate selling system gave its 
last futile kick and expired at Pom- 
pano this afternoon. Deputies from 
the Broward. County Sheriff’s office 
closed the gates with a large crowd 
from near-by resorts looking on. 
Halted yesterday after running one 
race by the arrest of two Officers of 
the Pompano Horse Club and two 
horsemen, the Spring meeting rallied 
when County Judge Shippey acquitted 
the four, saying that the alleged bet- 
ting system used for the race was not 
in violation of the law. 

Officers of the horse club- early to- 
day announced that races would be 
held and Governor John M. Martin, 
who had expressed his determination 
to put an end to gambling on horses 
in Florida, countered with a telegram 
to Sheriff Paul C. Bryan telling him 
to stop the gambling or he would be 
replaced with another Sheriff. 


Deputy Announces Edict. 


Fifty-five minutes after post time for 
the first race Deputy Sheriff Kendall 
announced to the crowd that the races 
had been canceled. The Deputy read 
the telegram which had been sent the 
Sheriff and one sent to the County 
Judge. 

The Supreme Court of Florida early 
in the week set aside supersedeas writs 
and ordered the injunctions, granted 
early in the Winter by lower courts, 
in effect. 

The dog racing plants shut down. 
The Pompano Horse Club, which had 
closed down once before during the 
Winter season, announced that it 
would continue its races until a 24-day 
meet, which began March 7, had been. 
completed. 

Races for one day were called off, 
but the mext day horses were led to 
the post. 
cials of the: club were placed under 
arrest, tried and acquitted. They then 
announced racing for today. 

Sheriff Bryan, upon receiving the 
Governor’s message, sent deputies. to 
the tracks with orders to stop all bet- 
ting. Officers were stationed at bet- 
ting booths and several mingled with 
the crowds to watch for bookmakers. 

When post time came it was an- 
nounced that it had been postponed 
until the arrival of Paul M. Beacom 
of the Horse Club, who was on his 
way to the track from Fort Lauder-

Only one 
draw ‘was recorded, that being: regis- 
tered by José R. Capablanca of 
Havana, the world’s champion, and 
Alexander Alekhine of Paris. It 
lasted twenty-eight moves. 

Capablanca, by annexing another 
half point, opened up a gap of two 
and one-half games, while Alekhine 
waé able to tie for second place with 
Aron Nimzowitsch of Copenhagen, who 
lost to M. Vidmar of Yugoslavia in the 
shortest game. It lasted only twenty- 
two moves. 

While Capablanca’s totals went up to 
10—4, those of Alekhine and Nimzo- 
witsch now are 7%4—6%. Vidmar re- 
tained fourth place in the competition. 


Spielmann Beats Marshall. 


Tt was a bad day for Frank J. 
Marshall, the United States champion, 
who was defeated in twenty-nine 
moves by Rudolf Spielmann of Vienna. 
Thanks to this victory, the Austrian 
got out of last place, Marshall falling 
to the lowest notch. 

At the first table, Spielmann adopted 
the four knights opening against 
Marshall. The latter posted his queen’s 
bishop disadvantageously at his elev- 
enth move and two moves later ad- 
vanced his queen bishop’s pawn in 
order to win the white king’s pawn 
and open up the centre. The combina- 
tion was not sound and cost the Amer- 
ican the exchange. Hard pressed, 
Marshall lost a piece on the twenty- 
ninth move and resigned. 

At board No. 2, Capablanca re- 
sorted to the Caro-Kann defense 
against Alekhine’s king’s pawn open- 
ing. Queens were exchanged on the 
seventh move. Careful play there- 
after brought about a legitimate draw. 


Vidmar Wins in Twenty-two Moves. 


Selecting a queen’s pawn opening 
against Nimzowitsch, Vidmar fian- 
chettoed both of his bishops, castling 


om the king’s side. The Russo-Dane 
made an inadvisable advance of his 
queen’s knight pawn on the ninth 
move. The main result of this was 
the clearing of the centre so that Vid- 
mar obtained full control of the long 
diagonal for his bishops. Watching 
his opportunity, the Yugoslavian sacri- 
ficed the exchange on the twentieth 
move and forced his opponent’s resig- 
nation two moves later. 

The pairings for the fifteenth round 
this afternoon are Nimzowitsch vs. 
Capablanca, Spielmann vs. Alekhine 
and Marshall vs. Vidmar.

Nimzowitsch Resisted Stubbornly. 


Alekhine got the upper hand and at 
adjournment had obtained a winning 
advantage. Upon resumption of play, 
Nimzowitsch resisted very stubbornly, 
so that the game went another full 
session before Nimzowitsch gave up. 

In our game with Marshall we ob- 
tained a very strong position. It was 
extremely difficult, however, to find a 
way.to win. We managed to win a 
pawn and a few moves later we gained 
a second one; but meanwhile Marshall 
obtained a very strong position and, 
under the stress cf the battle, we failed 
to find the best move at the most crit- 
ical stage of the game. As a result, 
we lost one of the two pawns we had 


gained; so when adjournment took 
place we had a very difficult ending. 
True, we were a pawn ahead, but we 
had bishops of opposite color, which 
made the matter of winning a very 
doubtful question. Upon resumption 
of play we improved our game some- 
what, but Marshall defended with 
great skill and finally obtained a draw. 
The pairings for the twelfth round 
were: Capablanca-Vidmar, Marshall- 
Alekhine, Nimzowitsch-Spielmann. 
The Nimzowitsch-Spielmann game 
was a rather tame affair which did 
not last long and ended in a draw. 
The Marshall-Alekhine game was a 
very carefully fought battle. Every 
few moves a piece was exchanged 
until finally Alekhine was left with a 
knight against Marshall’s bishop. At 
that stage there was very little play 
left, so both players agreed to a draw. 
Against Vidmar, we opened with 
P-K4 for the first time in this tourna- 
ment. After some very interesting 
complications in the middle game a few 
exchanges took place which brought 
about an ending favorable to us. We 
made good use of our advantage and 
thus obtained our first victory in this 
tournament against Vidmar. 

The pairings for the thirteenth round 
were: Capablaneca-Spielmann, Ale- 
khine-Vidmar, Marshall-Nimzowitsch. 


Marshall Regained Lead. 


Marshall-Nimzowitsch was a bitterly 
fought see-saw battle. Marshall main- 
tained for some time the slight advan-

Colonel Ruppert Discusses 12-

SAYS OTHER SPORTS AIDED 





Sees Protection in Commercial Angle 
and:Calls Ruth $600,000 Invest- 
ment—Goes South Tomorrow. 





The amazing growth of baseball 
within the past ten or twelve years, 
during which time a more or less in- 
fant pastime has developed into a big 
industry, has been due in no small 
measure to all other sports and, oddly 
enough, to those considered far from 
kindred, in the opinion of Colonel 
Jacob Ruppert, owner of the Yankees. 

Golf, for instance, has always been 
considered a sport that attracted fans 
away from ball games, yet Colonel 
Ruppert is of the belief that golf en- 
gendered a desire for baseball among 


golf players. The same applies to 
other afiecs that are sports for the 
participants more than for the spec- 
tators. 

Some idea of the growth of baseball, 
from a business point of view, may be 
gathered from the fact that Colonel 
Ruppert estimates the value of the 
American League at $25,000,000 and the 
National League at a like figure. Con- 
sidering that when Colonel Ruppert 
and Colonel T. L. Huston bought the 
club in 1915 they paid only $260,000 for 
it, one may gain somewhat of a cross- 
section of baseball’s growth. 

The Yankees in 1915 were not exact- 
ly leaders in the baseball stock mar- 
ket, but they were by no means the 


lowest quoted of the eight clubs in the 
American League. With the sale price 
of the Yankees then as a basis, it is 
doubtful if any of the seven other 
clubs in the league were held at much 
over $1,000,000. 


Growth of at Least $15,000,000. 
That indicates a financial growth of 
anywhere from $15,000,000 to $17,000,000 
in twelve years in the American 


League alone. The National L2ague 
probably grew in a proportionate man- 
ner, though twelve years ago the 
Giants were held at a much higher 
figure than $1,000,000, and the late 
Charles H. Ebbets is declared to have 
refused an offer of a like sum for the 
Brooklyn club ten years ago. 

“Americans seem to have more 
leisure these days,’’ declared Colonel 
Ruppert yesterday as he prepared to 
pack up for a visit to the Yankees in 
training at St. Petersburg, Fla. ‘‘The 
American idea used to be to work 
early and late. A business man started 
at 8 or earlier in the morning and quit 
his tasks at 6 o’ciock. Now he starts 
at 9 o’clock in the morning and quits 
earlier in the afternoon. And this is 
true of all classes. 

“Baseball, of course, has undergone 
some wonderful changes. It has be- 
come organized. It is big business now. 
The investments in major league base- 
ball have grown amazingly. Babe Ruth 
is an example of that. When he fin- 
ishes his present three-year contract 
with the Yankees, he will represent an 
investment of over $690,000, counting 
his purchase price and the salary the 
club will have paid him by that time. 

“This couldn’t have been done fif- 
teen or twenty years ago. Even twelve 
years ago, when I became a_ club 
owner, it would have been impossible. 
The popularity of baseball did not 
warrant such an investment. Today 
it is good business. 


Says Other Sports Help. 

“T believe that one of the chief rea- 
sons for the growth of baseball is the 
existence of all other sports. That is, 
people have become interested in other 


sports and this has given them inter- 
est in baseball. Golf was supposed to 
have taken fans away from the ball 
parks, yet I think that golf has in- 
creased interest in baseball among 
these same golfers. 

“Of course, not all golfers care for 
baseball, but the chances are that these 
same golfers never would have cared 
for baseball. On the other hand, there 
is a vast army of golfers that have 
taken up baseball after golf and while 
they may lean toward golf because it 
furnishes them both pleasure and 
healthful exercise, they are drawn to 
baseball because of the common spirit 
of—well, I suppose you might call it 
the sporting, the athletic complex. 

“Baseball, too, has attracted a better 
class of players. There are not many 
roughnecks left in the big leagues. 
We recruit many of our players from 
the colleges. The average intelligence 
is greater and the play on the field 
consequently is cleaner. 

“And this cleaner baseball has done 
much to increase baseball crowds. For 
one thing it has attracted women. 
Years ago it was an oddity to see 
women at a baseball game. Nowadays, 
however, women form a big part of 
every baseball crowd. And they have 
come to know the sport. 

“Tt used to be that a few would at- 
tend games and would watch the play 
without much knowledge of what was 
going on. It is different now. You 
would be surprised to know how base- 
ball-wise women spectators are. I see 
many instances of this. The women 
take a keen interest in the sport and I 
think most mothers appreciate that 
there isn’t. a. cleaner sport to. which 
their sons could attach themselves. 


Bought Club as a Hobby. 


“The owners in baseball, too, have a 
different conception of the game. In 
former days it -very often happened 


that a man who could afford it and 
who liked the game bought an interest 
in a club as a whim to afford him 
some measure of pleasure and amuse- 
ment. I confess that I entéred base- 
ball with much the same idea in mind. 
I had played baseball as a boy, had 
always been fond -of it and saw a 
chance of closer contact with a sport 
that I really loved. But it was some- 
thing of a hobby at first. 

“Then it dawned upon me that base- 
ball had wonderful possibilities. The 
business opportunity in it became ap- 
parent and it wasn’t long until I per- 
ceived that others had discovered the 
same thing. and I knew that baseball 
was on the way to become a big indus- 
try. .And it has. I still love the game 
for itself, but as a business man I con- 
sider it a real industry. 

“People. speak of commercialized 
sports, but do so unthinkingly. Sports, 
baseball for one and probably as the 
best example, aims, grew into big 
business because the oS aa demanded 
it. We pay players h salaries. And 
why? Because the ublic demands the 
best and best always costs money. 
But, to my: way, of thinking, th

mercial aspect really is a protection 
for the sport. 

‘“*You don’t imagine for a minute, do 
you, that a man with a big investment 
in a baseball club, or eight or sixteen 
men and their partners with $50,000,000 
represented by their clubs, wittingly 
will permit anything crooked? Of 
course they won’t. And you don’t sup- 
pose that players who command big 
salaries, men like Ruth, Speaker, Cobb, 
are going to jeopardize their incomes 
by crookedness? No, sir. 


Says ‘‘Scandal’’ Proved Honesty. 


“I think that the so-called scandal! 
involving Cobb and Speaker proved 
that baseball can’t afford to be any- 
thing but honest and it is honest right 
to the core. The proof of the confi- 
dence in their honesty is to be had 
from the fact that both were signed by 
American League clubs at handsome 
salaries. That case was handled in 
the only way it possibly could have 
been handled with justice to the men 
involved, the club owners and the pub- 
lic. 

“It was, of course, known to the 
league officials before the public knew 
of it. But it could not be made public, 
because the league could neither prove 
nor disprove it, despite all its efforts 
and the efforts of Judge Landis to get 
Leonard pinned down. 

“The American League finally had 
to buy the letter from Leonard. He of- 
fered a copy of it, but it was the orig- 
inal that we had to have. It could be 
had only by purchasing it, and it was 
finally secured in that manner. We 
were criticized for buying it from 
Leonard, yet it was the only way we 
could obtain the only evidence there 
was as to the guilt or innocence of 
Cobb and Speaker. As every one 
knows, the men were acquitted be- 
cause the letter contained. no guilty 


evidence. It was a-well worth while 
investment. 


Can’t Jeopardize Interests. 


“I only went into that matter to 
show that baseball club owners are not 
going to jeopardize their interests by 
permitting dishonest players to remain 
in the game, nor are they going to 
jeopardize the incomes of players by 
letting innocent men suffer unjustly. 

“Getting down to the present-day I 
feel certain that baseball is facing its 
most prosperous season. The many 
changes in managers, the shifting of 
players by trades and purchases, the 
strengthening of the weaker clubs and 
the reinforcement of the stronger ones 
in many instances, have put a keen 
edge on the appetite of the fans and

The rocket shot into the football 
skies by the members of the Football 
Rules Committee has left a long trail 
of sputtering sparks behind. The new 
rules have aroused much comment 
from coast to coast, ranging from com- 
plete approval on the part of some 
coaches to the characteristic pessimism 
of Cornell’s Gilmour Dobie. Dobie 
says that the game is rapidly becom- 
ing so complex that college boys who 
play it will soon have no time left for 
other studie: 

If the im ince of the changes 
needed any demonstration the wide- 
spread discussion following their an- 
nouncement is proof enough. The lat- 
eral pass proposition has aroused many 
widely differing viewpoints. 

This rule, which reads that any man 
may pass or hand the ball to another 
man at any time in any direction save 
toward his opponents’ goal, has caused 
much discussion and argument, 

Looking over and analyzing the com- 
ment from football coaches the fact 
stands out that the new rules, as a 
whole, have met with general ap- 
proval. Some of the comment of the 
past week on the new rules in con- 
densed form is as follows: 


Zuppke Favors Lateral Pass. 


Tad Jones, Yale’s head coach and 
member of the Rules Committee, likes 
the rules and believes that the changes 
will make a speedier and cleaner game 
of football. Robert Zuppke, Illinois 
coach, likes the lateral pass legisla- 
tion but strongly condemns the mov- 
ing back of the goal posts, calling this 
destructive legislation, designed to dis- 
courage field-goal kicking. He adds 
the suggestion that tne Rules Com- 
mittee meet not more often than every 
three years. 

Knute Rockne, Notre Dame coach, 
likes the shift play legislation and dis- 
likes the lateral passing and fumbled 
kick ruling. He is joined in this stand 
by D. O. McLaughry, coach of Brown’s 
“Tron Man” eleven. Both feel that the 
lateral pass will take something from 
the game. 

Coach Dobie does not approve of any 
of the legislation, believing that the 
lateral passing will further complicate 
a@ game already too complicated for a 
college sport. ‘“dlave the committee,” 
he adds, ‘‘abolish the quick shift, the 
huddle and the one man in motion, to- 
gether with all freak formations, and 
leave the rules as they were otherwise. 
Then the boys will be able to learn it 
in a college career and have time left 
for study.” 

Dobie’s was the most reactionary of 
all the comment on the rules. Herb 
McCracken, Lafayette’s successful 
young coach, expressed himseli as 
being well satisfied with the changes. 
He was pleased with all of the 
changes. > 

Percy Wendell, Lehigh coach, likes 
them. all, but expresses concern that 
the lateral pass will open up the game 
too much. Major Frank Cavanaugh, 
Fordham’s new coach, though a mem- 
ber of the old guard, as coaches go, 
likes the new rules and declares they 
will work out well. 


Shift Change in Disfavor. 
Captain L. M. Jones, coach of West 
Point. an elever which has relied much 
on the shift in its offensive, strongly 
criticizes the fifteen-yard penalty and 


the full second stop on that play. ‘‘It 


appears now that th? shift will liter- 


ally ‘take the count.’ I endorse all of 


the changes except that one,” he says. 
Fielding H. Yost, Michigan’s ‘Hurry 


Up” director, wants to see how the 


changes will turn out in actual play. 


He is of the opinion that several of 
the old thrills have been remo-ed, but 


admits that th? lateral pass may pro- 
duce egpally thrilling plays.

of any opening they get.”’

Coaches Desire Stability. 


Underneath the general comment 
there is a slight current of criticism. 
They are beginning. it seems, to show 
a desire for stabilized football rules, 
in the fashion that almost every other 
sport is stabilized. There is justice in 
the demand, as football coaches are 
about the only men called upon to 
teach something entirely new almost 


every season. 


There also is a feeling that the Foot- 
ball Rules Committee is too small.

‘There is 
nothing to prevent a halfback from 
running down the field,” he says, 
“with a team mate at his side and 
when he is about to be tackled to 
flip the ball back to his team mate, 
who may keep on going. That is one 
of the oldest plays in football. Some 
of the old Pennsylvania stars have 
been after us to revive it, but the 
chances of fumbling were always too 
great. Now I think it is worth gamb- 
ling on.” 

Hawley, Dartmouth’s coach, suggests 
another interesting possibility in con- 
versation with friends. He points out 
that on the kick-off it no longer will 
be possible for the kicking side to con- 
verge on the eventual receiver. It will 
be necessary to cover the entire field, 
for every man is 2 potential receiver of 
a lateral pass, 

The new rules have not been without 
their humorous aspects. One, the dis- 
covery in Leominster, Mass., that the 
new rules would necessitate a new 
field for the high school team. There 
is not room enough on the old one to 
move the goal posts back. 

Also, at Princeton the posts in 
Palmer Stadium are steel and em- 
bedded in concrete, perhaps with an 
eye on potential victorious visitors. It 
will be something of a task to move 
these.

“I am going to see that the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the racing 
question is enforced, even if it be- 
comes nec for me to order out 
the militia to do so,”” Governor Martin, 
who was at Jacksonville, told his 
secretary over the long-distance tele- 
phone. 

Swamped by letters and telegrams 
asking ‘“‘official permission’’ for con- 
tinuance of wagering, Governor Martin 
reiterated that he would act in accord- 
ance with previous avowals. “Any 
gambling at Pompano track is in vio- 
lation of a court injunction,” he de- 
clared. 

Organized iabor in the State, the 
American Legion, a City Council, and 
men and women as citizens, con- 
tributed ‘‘the most amazing set of re- 
quests” the Governor “ever has re- 
ceived.”’ 

The Pompano track, which was 
closed under an injunction and later 
permitted to reopen by court order 
only to’ be threatened with foreclos- 
ure again when the Supreme Court 
vacated the order and caused the in- 
junction to be binding. outlined its 
lastest method of finance in testimony 
at the hearing.

Swedish Star to Make First 
Start From Scratch Here 
in K. of C. Mile Race. 


The race for which track followers 
ave waited for many months will be 
Thursday night at the St. Pat- 
rick’s Day games of the Knights of 
Columbus in Madison Square Garden. 
e race from scratch of Edvin 
Sweden, two-time conqueror 
of PaavQ Nurmi, against Lloyd Hahn 
of the Bosjon A. A., joint holder of the 
world’s 1,000-yard mark and winner of 
scores of races fa this and other coun- 
tries.

In his two New 
York appearances, Wide has giv, ®: the 
distinct impresston of running under 
wraps despite the fact that his time 
was very close to the best made for 
the distances. A glimpse of the effort- 
less style of the slender Swede makes 
it easy to understand his victories 
over Nurmi in Europe. 

Hahn has given increasing evidence 
since the beginning of the present 
season that he is in the best form of 
his career. A starter in about ten 
one-mile races this season, Hahn has 
finished in front in all of them. He 
broke the world’s 1,000-yard mark less 
than two weeks ago, and carriéd off 
the principal prize in the Jasper three- 
quarters at the Manhattan games last 
week. His time in this race on a flat 
track was within a few seconds of his 
own record for the distance made on 
a banked track. 

Despite the reputation of Wide and 
the performance of Hahn, it is by no 
means a foregone conclusion that one 
or the other will win the coming mile 
race. Included in the field is Willie 
Goodwin of the New York A. C., na- 
tional two-mile champion; Jimmy Con- 
nolly a cubmate; Joe Sivak of the 
Illinois A. C., Bill Cox of Penn State, 
intercollegiate cross-country champion, 
and Gus Moore of Bonaventure Col- 
lege, former Boys’ High School star.

Work is expected to start within a 
few months on the new twenty-six- 
story clubhouse which the American 
Woman’s Realty Corporation will erect 
for the American Woman’s Associa- 
tion in West Fifty-seventh Street, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth Avenues. Op- 
posite the clubhouse will be the new

O the large number of important 
building operations which have 
radically transformed the appear- 
ance of Fifth Avenue north of 
Forty-second Street within the last few 
years will soon be added the eighteen- 
story office structure to be erected on 
the site. of the northerly Vanderbilt 
twin house. That fine old residence on 
the southwest corner of Fifty-second 
Street, occupied recently by Mrs. 
Henry White, was purchased last year 
by Benjamin Winter soon after his 
purchase of the famous W. K. Vander- 
bilt mansion on the opposite corner, 
the site of which is now devoted to 
business. 

Mr. Winter has had plans prepared 
for the commercial structure on the 
Fifty-second Street half block front of 
the old Vanderbilt twin row by Spring- 
steen & Goldhammer, architects, and 
the building is expected to be ready 
for occupancy Feb. 1, 1928. Total cost 
of the building and site represents 
$6,500,000. 

The lower floors will be used for 
stores and the balance of the eighteen 
stories will be devoted to executive of- 
fices and showrooms. The historic 
White mansion now being demolished 
has a Fifth Avenue frontage of 97.5 
feet and a depth of 150 feet. Construc- 
tion of the new building is expected 
to start in two weeks. 

The building will be in modern Amer- 
ican architecture style, achieving its 
distinctive effects through the exclu- 
sive use of vertical lines.

The ground floor will be divided into 
a number of stores with adequate 
Fifth Avenue show-window and lobby 
space, each store securing its full 
space requirements by utilizing upper 
floors, and will be connected with the 
upper floors by private high-speed ele- 
vators, Through this system of store 
design exclusive shops can secure Fifth 
Avenue locations and keep their over- 
head at a minimum. 


Netherland Tallest Hotel. 


Announcement is made that the new 
Netherland Hotel, on the northeast 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
ninth Street, whose naming and opera- 
tion by the Sherry-Netherland Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of Louis Sherry, 
Inc., was reported last week, will be 
the tallest residential hotel in New 
York City, and, with the exception of 
the Morrison Hotel in Chicago, the 
tallest hotel building in the world. Un- 
til the Netherland’s tower roof and 
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lantern were framed, the Ritz Tower, 
recently opened, held the distinction 
so far as New York was concerned. 
According to the plans the top of the 
Ritz Tower is about 509 feet above the 
level of Park Avenue. 

The drawings of the Netherland 
show, according to Schultze & Weaver, 
architects, that the Netherland’s tower 
rises 559 feet above the level of Fifth 
Avenue. The Ritz Tower has forty- 
one stories above ground, while the 
Netherland has only thirty-eight. 

The Sherry-Netherland Company has 
not purchased the Netherland, but will 
operate it. L. M. Boomer, before leav- 
ing for Montreal last week, said that 
the auspices under which the hotel 
will be operated will open new pos- 
sibilities of luxurious living. 

“The arrangement of the apartments 
makes for unusual privacy,”’ he said. 
“The personal domestic service will 
offer not only complete relief from re- 
sponsibility, but, considering that the 
residents are put to no direct expense 
for a permanent staff of skillful ser- 
vants and also that household ex- 
penses will cease when absent, there 
will be no expenditures for upkeep, 
and the net cost to tenants will be 
very reasonable. 

“We hope to make the Netherland 
not only the best residential hotel in 
the world, but a businesslike, economi- 
cal and rational solution of the resi- 
dence problem for the 100-odd families 
it will be able to accommodate. It can 
never witness the conditions of the 
crowded transient hotel or even the 
very large apartment building.”

SEES NO WAGE DROP 
IN BUILDING TRADES 


Forecasts of Reductions Are Not 
Based on Facts, Says 
F. T. H. Bacon. 


No reduction in building wages is in 
sight, according to F. T. H. Bacon, 
consulting ~ building engineer, who 
called attention yesterday to recent 
forecasts predicting a lower wage-scale 
in the building trades. 

“It is difficult to estimate,’’ Mr. 
Bacon said, ‘‘whether such prophecies 
are based upon actual analysis or 
whether they come from conclusions 
where the wish is father to. the 
thought. We try to keep abreast of all 
factual data having to do with build- 
ing and do not find any considerable 
justification for a belief that building 
wages will come down. 

“Undoubtedly the recent spirit of re- 
trenchment that. has manifested itself 
in building activity, particularly in 
commercial building construction in 
New York, has much to do with the 
predictions that lower wages loom 
ahead. It is the first thing people 
always think of in times of retrench- 
ment. 

‘An economy movement is not neces- 
sarily aligned with the question of 
wages. There is always room for an 
economy movement, even though the 
necessity may not always manifest it- 
self. Right now when the necessity is 
so striking as to be wholly obvious to 
all concerned, the real fundamentals of 
economy must not be confused with the 
question of wages. 

“I personally do not think there is 
ground for expectation of lowered 
wages, but I do say most emphatically 
that this question must not be con- 
fused with the general subject of eco- 
nomical building. Wages are not alto- 
gether controllable; they are subject to 
the general law of quppi and demand. 
Real economy in. building is subject 
absolutely to an engineering control; 
it is as applicable-when wages are high 
as when they are low; it is above and 
beyond the entire wage question.”

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OPENING NEW TRACT 
FOR JAMAICA HOMES 


Area Equal in Size to Central 
Park Undergoing Extensive 
Development. 


HIGHEST LAND IN QUEENS 


Possibilities for 60,000 Residents In 
Near Future—<Accessible to 
Many Localities. 


Due to the building activity of the 
last five years in home construction 
within the Jamaica section of Queens 
between the subway terminus at 168th 
Street and Jamaica Avenue and Hill- 
side Avenue, practically all the avail- 
able land in the ‘neck-of-the-bottle’’ 
section south of Hillside Avenue and 
the highlands north to Black Stump 
Road has been absorbed. This area ex- 
tends ffom the intersection of Queens 
Boulevard and Hillside Avenue to 
Rocky Hill Road, from which point it is 
proposed to extend Hillside Avenue in 
an easterly and southerly direction to 
the Jericho Turnpike. just beyond 
Floral Park, for the relief of automo- 
bile traffic. 

It is in this section of Jamaica that 
the principal development of the sub- 
way transit facilities in Queens is ex- 
pected to take place in the near future. 
The crosstown subway in Manhattan 
to Nott Avenue, in Long Island City, 
seems assured, and it is proposed to ex- 
tend it thence in an easterly direction 
along the north side to A7Rth Street, and 
Hillside Avenue, or ten blocks further 
east than the terminus of the present 
subway in Jamaica. 


Jamaica Homebuilding. 

Because of the enormous activity. in 
homebuilding in the five-mile area 
lying between the Jamaica subway sta- 
tion’ and the city line at Bellerose, it is 
felt that the city will be forced to ex- 
tend both the Jamaica Avenue subway 
and the proposed new Hillside Avenue 
subway to Springfield Boulevard and 
the Rocky Hill Road in the near future. 


The necessity for such an easterly 
extension of the proposed new Hillside 
Avenue subway is emphasized by the 
development of the Wigmore property 
lying along the north side of Hillside 
Avenue and extending north to the 
Black Stump Road from about 207th 
Street. 

This property, which is being de- 
veloped by Joseph P. Day, as sales 
agent, has an area approximately the 
same as that of Central Park. It is

ates.

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USES BRIGHT TILES 
FOR TALL BUILDING 


Novel Design by Samuel Howe 
nows Beauty of Color for 
Exterior Finish. 


Among the many interesting ex- 
hibits of the Architectural and Allied 
Arts Exposition which closed last 
week at the Grand Central Palace 
was a design by Samuel Howe for a 
twenty-five-story apartment house en- 
tirely covered with tile.. His panel 
depicting the design was the first of 
its kind shown in the architectural 
exhibition. 

The panel presented a_ structure 
whose twenty-five stories gave ade- 
quate opportunity to work out a sound 
conception of architectura! decoration. 
The lower section was in a Travertine 
straw color, gradually merging into 
green for the upper stories, — in 
blue at the top. 

The shade of yellow goes up from 
the ground to the first setback and 
there meets the blue which comes 
down from the top of the building and 
thus becomes green for the initial set- 
back. The second setback is in blue. 
The roof is in red. The design calls 
for the kind of tiles in use today. 

“Tile is the most desirable agent for 
using color on the outside of a build- 
ing,’’ explained Mr, Howe. “It is par- 
ticularly needed on skyscrapers, to 
which it is specially adapted. 

“Tile is a lasting thing. It is the 
material with which the palaces of 
Persia and Assyria were decorated. 
It is the oldest agent for color and 
more economical in its use than 
carved stone or other decoration. 

“One advantage of tile for outside 
use is that It may have upon the back 
a wedge-like key to imbed itself into 
the concrete which holds the tile and 
thus hold tenaciously to the building. 
This idea was really suggested by 
Harvey Wiley Corbett, who felt that 
tile should have more than a grooved 
inner surface to hold it in place.’ 

Mr. Howe's design was a modernized 
Renaissance, with detai] suggesting 
the Spanish. Terra cotta vases sur- 
mount the structure on either side of 
the tower. A frieze about the building 
has Renaissance forms and contains 
the darkest and the lightest hues in 
all the building’s surface.

USE OF WALLPAPER 
SPREADS TO HOTELS 


High-Class Apartments Also 
Follow Lead of Homes in 
This Form of Decoration. 


The trend of popular taste away from 
plain’ painted interior walis has been 
particularly noticeable not only in 
homes but also in the higher class ho- 
tels and apartment houses, where wall- 
paper is coming into increasing use to 
obtain pleasing decorative effects.

SPRING LAND MARKET 


Locations in the Borough Are 
Being Sought by Builders, 
Says Carl G. Skog. 


The Spring of 1927 will again find the 
land market of Queens leading in the 
metropolitan area, according to Carl

Advances in some  Vebetable prices 
were offset by recessions in others, ac- 
cording to the weekly review of local 
food .markets made public:. yesterday 
by Dr. Arthur E. Albrecht,-New York 
Director of the State Department of 
Agriculture and Markets. The review 
follows: : 

“String beans and green: peas ad- 
vanced in price at-.the.close of the 
week, but spinach and kale prices 
slumped. Beans advanced .because sup- 
plies from Florida were only moderate, 
but the demand was active. The sup- 
plies of peas from Mexico have been 
becoming ‘lighter; as the’ seasoh there 
is drawing near its close. Spinach and 

kale at the close of the.week were in 
greater supply. than itrade require- 
ments. Spinach is now.coming from 
Virginia, South Carolina and Texas, 
while kale is coming exclusively from 
Virginia. 

“New crop célery from California 
has commenced to arrive on the local 
markets. The stock is exceptionally 
large. Crates of-four to five dozen 
stalks sold at $5 to $7.50. Florida is 
now supplying most of the. * 
Crates of four to. six doezn stalks 
at from $2.50 to $3.25 on Friday. 

“Mscarole, used both for salad 
pos*s and.as a vegetable; was in 
ited supply, and in consequence ‘sold 
at higher prices. Car-lot supplies from 
Florida‘on Friday wholesaled ‘at -$2.25 
to $2.50 a hamper. Chicory from Cal- 
ifornia is selling at $3 to $3.50.a crate. 
Ratishes are eagerly sought ° after, 
most of the supply being furnished by 
South Carolina. 

“Receipts of asparagus have ‘contin- 
ued very limited because of the cold 
wee.ther in California and the Southern 
States. Wholesale prices ranged from 
$5 to $22 a dozen bunches. Low prices 
prevailed for Texas bunched beets, but 
bunched carrots, advanced. Bushel bas- 
kets of about forty-eight bunches of 
beets sold at 75 cents to $1.50, while 
carrots commanded §2 to $2.50 for the 
same quantity. California is supplying 
the bulk of the city’s cauliflower, sell- 
ing at $2 to $3.50 a crate of eight to 
fifteen heads. 

“Avocados are selling from 50 cents 
to $1.25 retail. The wholesale onion 
market was 50 cents to $1 higher on 
Friday than a week ago, due to an ac- 
tive demand and relatively light arri- 
vals. 

“The wholesale market on eggs re- 
mained steady and prices continued at 
last week’s ‘low levels. The very best 
hennery white eggs sold at 33 to 31 
cents wholesale, as against 36 to 38 
cents a year ago. Retail prices through 
out the city generally reflect the re- 
cent drop in wholesale’ prices. 

“Butter prices continue about 7.cents 
x pound higher than a year ago. Re- 
ceipts of butter in New York City 
since Jan. 1 were 568,500 tubs, as com- 
pared with 601,125 tubs in the corre- 
spondjng period a year ago. Cold stor- 
age heldings in this city are 958,000 
pounds, as compared with 4,311,009 
pounds a year ago.’
